for that which both in former, and thele 
latter Ages hath been common to the bad 
with the good, cannot be a certain evidence 
of the juftice of a Caufe, or the truth of 
Religion. 

Thou fhalt find it of fo rude, and in¬ 
congruous a compofure,fo farced witkcon* 
tradi&ions, blafphemies, oblcene fpeeches, 
and ridiculous fables, that (ome modeft, 
and more rational Mahometans have thus 
excufed it; that their Prophet wrote an 
hundred and twenty thoujtand layings, 
whereof three thouland only aje good, 
the refidue (as the impoflibility of the 
Moons falling into his fleeve, the Con- 
verfion and Salvation of the Devils, and 
the like ) are falfe and ridiculous. Yet 
is the whole efteemed lb facred, that up¬ 
on the Cover thereof is inlcribed — Let 
none touch it hut he rvho is clean. Nor are the 
vulgar permitted to read it, but live and 
die in an implicate faith of what their 
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not l>e!fcldJ !j uriMi f junife&:'' *arftf"4th9ugh 
all Men ate; riot afree itfins 

knowledge, and dilcerning of things, fome 
by arrogancy* and vain conceit of therh- 
lelves, others by affe&ion; Some by cu- 
ftom, being drawn into error: yet fhouid 
we believe that the way to eternal life 
cannot beunderftood by them, who with' 
out any refpeft of profit or preferment, 
leek it, fubmitting themlelves, with all 
they have, to Goch imploring his affi- 
ftance, we fhouid fin againft his infinite 
goodnefs. Therefore ( Cbrifttan Reader) 
though fome, conlcious of their own in« 
liability in Religion, and of theirs (too 
like Turks in this ) whole prolperity and 
opinions they follow, were unwilling 
this Should lee the Prels, yet am I confi¬ 
dent, if thou haft been lo true a votary 
l ;o orthodox Religion, as to keep thy lelf 
untainted of their follies, this lhall not 
hurt thee : And as for thole of that 
Batch, having once abandoned the Sun of 
the Gofpel, I believe they will wander 
as far into utter darknels, by following 
ftrange lights, as by this Ignis Fatuus of 
the Alcorm. Such as it is, I prefent to thee, 
having taken the pains only to tranllate 
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To fhe WriBmme&r.

T HE Turks believe one foie God, in 
one (ole Perfbn, Creator of Hea- 
ven andEarth, - the rewarder of the good, 
and puqifher of the wicked; who hath 
-created Paradile for therecompenceofthe 
righteous, and Hell for the laft punifh- 
ment of crimes. They believe that Mubo- 
metvfa.$ a very great Prophet, whom God 
lent into the World to teach men the way 
of falvation, and call themlelves Muful- 
mms-i that is to lay, recommended to 
God, or (aved. 

They believe the Decalogue of Mofts, 
and are obliged to obferve it; they cele¬ 
brate Friday as the Chriftians Sunday, that 
day they aflemble in Temples at noon, to 


pray. 


They 



They are obliged to pray five times a 
day, viz,. ;in themorning, at noon, at the 
evening, when the Sun fetteth , and an 
hour within night. 

They faft the Month, or Moon, which 
they call Ramazan y during this Month, 
they neither drink nor eat all the Day, 
until the Sun be fet,i>urin the Nighttfrink 
and eat, according to their- appetit£s*Flefh 
and Fifh, except the Flelh of Swine, and 
Wine, that is at all times forbidden them; 

' after this faft they have the feaft of . great 
Bairatt, asthe Chriftiahs Eafter after'Iient. 
They are great founders of Temples, and 
Hofpitafs, ^nd are obliged to give .to the 
poor the firit day of the year, thetith of 
what they have gained during' thf£ prece¬ 
ding year. 

They believe, that after being 'well 
wafht, faying fome‘prayer ’appropriate to 
that Ceremony ; they have alfb the foul 
purified from all Filtraiiefs and Sin, &bjch‘ 
is the caiife that they wafh and bath often,' 
efpecially before they pray. l ' 

They have no Sacrament, but Circum- 
ciGon; they catife their Children to be 
circumcifed at the age of feven or ^igfit 
years; and when they can prottoimce 
th'efe words La ilha.illa allha Mthemet 
vafoul all ba , that is, There is but one £>od, 
Mahomet is his Prophet and Apoftle; this 
is their profedion of faith ; neverthelefs

them is no mention of Circomcifion jin all 
the \ they fay they obfefve it in 

imitation of 4 ^ba % whofe Law is re- 
onmmeqded to them by Mahomet /they 
believe that the was brought to 

him 5|t ieveral time? by ,the Angel Gabriel, 
in the City of Mecca, and thht of Medina , 
fcecaufe the Jews aqd Chriftians had alte¬ 
red the Holy Scriptures, and the Law of 
God. 

They are,permitted to have four Wives, 
married at the lame time, and as many 
Concubines as they are able to main¬ 
tain. 

They can put away their Wives when 
they think fit, paying them what they 
promifed them in corrtrad of marriage,, 
and marry again at their pleafure; but the 
Women are bound to tarry until they are 
allured that they are not with Child be* 
fore they marry again, and their Husbands 
are obliged to keep, sand take the care 
of the Children. The Children which 
they have by their flaves are indifferently 
efteemed with thofe of their Wives, and 
are all held as legitimate. 

They have, Temples, Colleges, and 
Hofpitals welt revenued ; they have co¬ 
vents of Religious, that live exemplarily; 
obey their Superiours without contradicti¬ 
on, and dance after the found of Flutes 
.and other inftruments when they make 
their prayers. They 



They have moreover another fort of Re¬ 
ligious Vagabonds through the World, 
clothed like fools of that Country; they 
often go naked, and cut their skin in many 
places, are held to be holy perfons, and 
live by alms, which are never refilled 
them ; both the one and the other fort of 
Religious are called Dervis >they are known 
by their habit, and can retire and marry 
when they pleafe. 

They deny Jefus Chrift to be God, or 
the Son of God; neither believe they in 
the Holy Trinity: they lay that Jefus 
Chrift was a great Prophet, born of the 
Virgin Mary , a Virgin both before and 
after her delivery; that he was conceived 
by divine infpiration, or by a divine breath, 
without a father , as Adam was created 
without a Mother ; that he was not cruci¬ 
fied, that God rook him into Heavea, and 
that he /hall come again on earth at the 
end of the, World *to confirm the Law 
of Mabomtt ; they likewile affirm that the 
Jews thinking to crucifie Jefus Chrift, 
crucified a than among them that relem- 
bled him. 

They pray to God for the Dead, they 
invoke their Saints, of whom they have 
a large Legend, neverthelels they believe 
a great not Purgatory ; and many among themi 

q o'n ‘ ma £* ne that the Soul and body remain to- 
EU* gether in the grave until the day of Judg¬ 
ment. They 



They have Mecca and Medina, that arc 
two Cities of Arabia, in great veneration 
becaufe Mahomet was born at Mecca, and 
buried at Medina: they make thither great 
pilgrimages, and believe that Land to be 
Holy: They bear likewife Angular relpe& 
to the City of Jerufalem , for that it hath 
been the Birth-place, and habitation of 
many Prophets. 

They ule no Clocks; at the hour of their 
prayers their Priefts alcend the higheft part 
of a Tower, that is in a corner of the Tem¬ 
ple, and with a loud voice call the peo¬ 
ple to prayer, finging prayers, compofed 
for that purpofe.

M AHOMET , the Son of AbdalU, 
a vicious Pagan, was born Pojl- 
bttm/fs at * Jejrab , then a Vil¬ 
lage of Arabia Fcehx ; his Mo¬ 
ther a Jewels, both by Birth and Religi 
on, dying when he was two years old, 
left him to his J Uncle Abdal Mutalib , 
who being of vile condition, and unable 
to give him education, above the common 
ignorance and irreligion of his Country, 
at the age of fixteen years, abandoned him 
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The Life 

to fortune, or alter the barbarous cuixom 
of the Arabians, fold him to theTJ fmdeltie 
Merchants, who expofing him to lale in 
the Markets, he was purchafed by Abde- 
monople , a wealthy Merchant; He after 
fotne observation, and experience of his 
wit and induftry, withdrew him from the 
common drudgery of a Have, to employ 
him with his other Fattors in Commerce, 
and finding hinj apt for thole Affairs, gave 
him the conduct of his Camels into Syria, 
Egypt) Perfta , and elfewhere. By which, 
in a Ihort time, he became fb expert in his 
Trade, that as he encreafed the wealth 
and profit of his Mafter, fb he gained his 
good will and affe Orion. 

At that time Heraclius being Emperor 
of the Eaft, and the feamlefs Coat of the 
Church torn by variety of Setts, and He- 
refies, the Bifhops and Governors in Con- 
(lantinople juflly fearing Divine vengeance, 
by reafon of the Neftorian Herefie, which, 
with that of the Monothelites , began afrefh 
toinfeO their Clergy, deliberated onfome 
Ecclefiafticalcenfure againftthem: When 
Sergius a Monk, and Sectary of Neforms, 
confcious of his error, and dreading the 
punifbment, fled fecretly into Arabia, and 
found retreat and entertainment with Ab- 
demonople, the Matter of Mahomet , where 
finding (lender hopes of propagating his 
infectious Herefie (the Family being fv 

#•»') 
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cans J and leis 6t GVertnrowing his oppo- 
fites in Religions, he refolved to take re¬ 
venge on Chriftianity it felf, and to that 
effect began to praCtife on Mahomet , as a 
fubjeCt prepared to receive the impreffion 
ofhisdefign, , 

In the mean time, Jbdemonople died, his 
Riches being augmented through the care 
and induftry of Mahomet, who having before 
jnfinuated into the favour of hiS Miftris 
AjiJJa, by Prefents of rare Toys, procured 
in his Travels, by them, or through Sor¬ 
cery ( of which he was held guilty, and 
laboureth to purge himfelfin his Alcoran ) 
fo charmed her affection, that of her ilave, 
he was advanced to be Lord both of her 
Perfon and Fortunes. 

Being thus grown opulent, he fbme- 
time continued his Trade,but then willing 
to take eafe, as he had, during the Voy¬ 
ages through feveral Countries, been a 
feeker, and inquifitive concerning the di¬ 
ve rfity of Religions profeffed through the 
Univerfe; fo now (though irrefblute which 
to follow ) he rejeded all, as vain, and 
foolifh, except Judai/m and Chriftianity i 
and approving the latter as the beft, ac¬ 
cordingly framed his life, affuming a fpe- 
cious form of SanCtimony, which bred ad¬ 
miration in them that confidered his 
former Education, and gave him a repute 
above his expectation. But this hafty

Fruit was loon corrupted, and wijft the 
touch of Ambition (like thq Apples of 
Sodom) loon vanished into ftink and fil- 
thinefs. 

For Sergius, as fobtile, as malicious, ob- 
ferving his difpofition, and withal, after 
fome difeourfe concerriing the two Religi¬ 
ons , of both which he found him excel¬ 
lently ignorant, feeing it no difficulty to 
diftill intohim the poyion of his Herefie, 
feafily perfwaded him, That Jelus Chrift 
was but Man Amply, that for the merit 
of his vertues he was held as Deified: 
that the (offerings of his death were but 
humane inventions; that he was trank 
ported from this life to an immortal, and 
glorious, by another way than that of 
Death; That there is but one God, in one 
Per Ion; fo that the Faith of the Chrifti- > 
ans is vain, and invented, and that of the 
‘Jews too loofe, and lean, through their 
•ownobftinacy. 'That the Arabians being 
a dull and ignorant people, inclining nei¬ 
ther to the one nor the other, but all ( as 
many as had been touched with the fame 
of his new lanftity ) admiring his perfecti¬ 
ons ; The Jews and Chrift 'uns being like- 
wife enemies to each other, and the Chn- 
ftiems at variance among themfelves; He 
might in that juncture of affairs, affume 
the title of a Prophet fent from God, to 
dilabufe the one, and the other, and lave

the worrooy anotner .Law- This Conn- 
fel of <5 bigots took the defired effect, and 
Mahomet ?s thoughts, before-enflamed with 
his new-gotten wealth, and fame, now 
entertained more ardent defires of being 
efteemed s. Prophet, looking upon allo- 
ther attributes of Religion, and fen&ity, 
as vile and abjeCfc. 

To this effe^b, on a fudden he retires 
to a {blitary Cave, not far diftant from 
Mecca , while Sergius proclaimed the vain 
perfe&ions of his Life, and filled the ears of 
the people with the noilc of his detervings. 
The term of two years expired, Mahomet 
again appears to the World, and as if 
newly returned from the Offecles of Hea¬ 
ven, ftileth himfelf a Prophet lent from 
God , who willing through his mercy, 
to withdraw him from that precipice of 
hiseverlaftingruine, and admonifh him of 
his error, afflicted his body with the fal¬ 
ling ficknels, w hich Mahomet , inftead of 
repenting, made an advantage to pro¬ 
move his wicked defign. For his Wife 
lamenting to fee her felf yoaked to one fo 
difealed, and tormented with an hideous 
infirmity, he exculed it, and eafily wrought 
in her a belief, tljkt being conftrained 
frequently to converle with the Angel 
Gabriel , his frail body, unable to abide 
the fplendor of his heavenly prefence, fell 
into that diftemper, and at the departure

of the Divine Ambaiiador, recovered its 
former condition! His Wife believing 
this, was not wanting to divulge the rare 
qualities of her husband , his admirable 
fan£Hty, and frequent converfe with the 
Angel, which gained him the clleem of 
a Prophet in his own houfo, and reverence 
among his Neighbours. 

That this Infant-repute of his Holinefs 
might be the better ftrengthned, Maho¬ 
met thought it requifite to promulgate 
fome Chapters of his Alcoran (as a Re- 
raonftrance of his Commiffion) which as 
he law occafion, helhaped (though ill- 
favouredly ) to his defigns, giving ■ out 
that he received them from the Angel Ga¬ 
briel, as the Counfol and precepts of God, 
who for that he had not laved Men, ei¬ 
ther by the Law of Mo/es, the Plalms of 
David, or the Golpel of Jefus Chrijt, did 
now promife them infallible Salvation by. 
the means of the Alcoran, which though 
rudely, yet cunningly contrived, as CQm- 
plying with the loofo humor of the Ara¬ 
bians , enjoyning nothing ftri£t or bur- 
thenlorae, but leaving all to liberty; as 
the foie means to allure them to a belief, 
of it, induced firft the Parents and al-' 
lies of his Wife, then the more ignorant 
and meaner fort to embrace it, and efteem 
Mahomet as the Meflengerof God font to 
guide them into eternal felicity, and the 

enjoy-

enjoyment of Paradile, which the ealier 
to enfnare them, he feigned to be full of 
fuch plealures as fall under fenie, and a 
plentiful fruition of thole delights, that 
in thole more barren and delert parts of 
Arabia, they exceedingly wanted. 

Having thus drawn to his devotion, a 
numerous, though vulgar party of the 
people, who in opinion of his Prophetical 
Fun&iort were prompt to his obedience ; he 
thought it altogether as eafie to obtain a 
Kingdom, as he had found it not difficult 
to attain to the title of a Prophet ; and to 
effect this, having before, under pretence 
of Reformation of Religion, gained many 
followers, while more Rood as lookers 
on, not at all regarding that Decoy; he 
refolved to yoak to it that other concomi¬ 
tant in popular difturbances, liberty, pro¬ 
claiming it to be the will of God, that all 
Men mould enjoy it , and that the Edi£t 
might be firft obeyed in his own family, 
Enfranchized his Slave, called %$Ui. 

This bait, as it inhauneed his fame, lo 
it added to his retinue; for as multitudes, 
affefting novelty, and a mutation of con¬ 
dition, daily added themfelves to his party ; 
lo Haves from all parts of Arabia forfook 
their Mafters, and fled to him as their Re- 
deemer,and embraced his Law,as the means 
of their falvation. Thele through a fond con¬ 
ceit of his piety, ready to facrihce their lives 
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at his command, he divided into .troops, 
and lent to 10b the Caravans of Merchants 
that travelled through the defarts; and 
by this means, having added to his trea- 
fure by fpoil; and his retinue daily encrea- 
fing by a multitude of Fugitives and Va¬ 
gabonds , who by reafon of this liberty, 
to aft any villany, retorted to him; he 
at length took up thoughts ofimploying 
them in the confirmation of his JLaw; 
which heknew to be the ready way to his 
eftablifhment, in that power to which he 
afpired. 

'To this purpofe, he marcheth with his 
Troops towards Medina (the place of his 
Birth and Burial) to preach in a Synagogue. 
of Jews there inhabiting. Thefe lefiilupid 
than the Arabians , could not endure his 
impoftures, andinftead of believing, did 
handfomly beat him, and drive his train 
from the Town. This repulfe rather irrita¬ 
ting than, terrifying him, he drew all his 
force into the field, and affailed the Jews 
in two feverai conflifts; in one of which, 
by a wound on the facewith a fword* that 
broke out his fore teeth. He figned the Ar-- 
tides of his Law with his Blood, and con¬ 
tinued a long time as dead in a ditch ; but 
being refcued by his Slaves, and recovered 
©f his wound, he again fought and van- 
quifhed them, and convertedtheir Syna¬ 
gogue into a Temple, forhiso^ufe. 

The 
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The fame of his ‘exploits mcreafiog, 
with the dumber of his Sectaries to whom 
(bme Princes, and eminent perfons of the 
Country began to encliae,giving him their 
Daughters in Marriage) awakened the 
Nobles of Mecca r particularly the family 
of Cweisj ‘ who wifely judging a new*form 
of ^Religion, propagated by a new way, 
force txf arms, muft inevitably introduce a 
new Government, of vfhioh MAbomst, of 
bafe andobfcure beginnings, would bechief, 
as the Author, oppofed tbemfelvestoMbis 
defigns, expelled , a Hr fach as feemed to fa- 
vour' him out of the City, and federal 
times gavchim battel; in which *he fb va- 
liantlydeported himfelfjthat though he was 
Tometrmes piit to the worft, yet 1 he* more 
often prevailed j and giving freedom to 
fuchprHoners as would embrace his Law, 
incorporated them into his Army,-ftrength* 
•ring 1 himfelf, and weakning'his enemies. 
Being in fine a compleat Conqueror an the 
field ; he affauited'the City of Mecca y t6ok 
it, .and'-after feme flaughter dftheNobi- 
Tity, his energies, 'proclaimed impunity 
to all that would ^acknowledgehim a Pro- 
phet of God, by whole favour ( as he affirm 
med) and appointment, not by his own 
i valour, 1 hehad attained to that honor. Af- 
*ter This proclamation, many for fear of 
prefent danger, andapprehenfionpf future 
"bondage/ more out of ignorance, embra- 
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ced his belief, and he enjoyed the vain fell 
city, to fee himfelf General of an Army 
Lord of a vaft Country, and to be eftee* 
med, and reverenced as a Prophet.' 

About that time Heraclius the Empe¬ 
ror, difpofing himfelf rather to improve 
the Herefieofthe Monothelites , than to de¬ 
fend the Confines of the Empire, not only 
permitted Mahomet to domineer in An- 
hi* , but gave advantage to Cofoes , the 
Per fan King, to invade his dominions.* 
but at length awakened by the alarms 
of lb puiflant an Enemy, levied a ftrong 
nffieTin 8 * ^ rm >Y aB d fummoned the. * Saracens (a 
their people lo called from their inhabiting the 
Defar 6 3 d ^ e ^ rt ) t0 his affiftance. The Persian van- 
Safcwto" Quilhed, and the Saracens expecting the. 
inhabit, lalarie of their labours, and with Ibmej 
hisfi importunity demanding it, were anfwe- 
’ red, that the Emperor had not fufficientf 
Treafure to pay the Chriftian Troops, 
and therefore thofe Heathen Dogs muft 
attend the conveniency of their. Prince. 
Incenfed by this contempt, they retired: 
and marched by the way of Africkj vvherej 
finding Mahomet bufie to enlarge his 
Power; he aggravated their difcontents, 
affirming it to be the will of God, that 
all Men lhould enjoy their Liberty, that 
God was offended at their oppreflions, and 
willed them to oppofe the tyranny of thcf 
Chriftiansy and that wholbever died in that 
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holy W3I 7 TI1 5 ram moma B g I httantly tran- 
Iported to Paradift. Theft motives raiftd 
them to ,a refolution of making defection; 
lo thaf they elefted Mahomet their Gene¬ 
ral, who incontinently deprived the Em¬ 
peror Heraclius of his Tribute, and his 
Officers ( who were ha in in demanding 
it) of their lives. After this aft, the whole 
Province, with that of Egypt, revolted, 
and the people generally efteemkig the fuc- 
cefsof Mahomet 1 sarms ( which he was di¬ 
ligent to employ) as a fure teftimony of 
the goodnefs of his Cauft, embraced his 
'"Religion* 

' Heraclius having neglefted to fbpngjta 
this rebellion in its birth, , endeavoured to 
extinguifh ie, being mow grown tocon- 
liderable ftrength; and to that end lent an 
Army under the conduft of Theodofius 
his Favorite; his Army was twice over¬ 
thrown, the General flain, and the Ma¬ 
hometans purfuing their victories, took 
from the Greeks , the Countries of Egypt, 
Syria, and other Provinces of Africa , where 
Mahomet encreafed his Triumphs and 
erefted his Trophies. 

Being now grown impotent, rather 
through his inordinate life, than burthen 
pf years, he retire! full of glory, as a 
King and Prophet, to Mecca, where he re¬ 
vived to end his days, having affirmed it 
in the Alcoran to be themoft holy City of 

c the 
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the World: as that wherein ftood the I em- 
ple of Abraham , built miraciiloufly by 
Angels, torbethe San&uary of all that re¬ 
pair thither in Pilgrimage. And tfrerefore 
it was, that when he had by his Armies 
taken the City of Antioch ; he durft not 
enter into it in perfbn, left by the delight¬ 
ful and fertile fituation of it, he fhould 
have been enticed to delert Mecca ; and 
eonrradift his own Prophecy. His life 
now drawingto a period, a Pleurifie furpri- 
zed him; On the feventh day, for Cri/hof 
his difeafe, he became frantick, Haly, 
one of his fuccefTors, aftonifht at his di- 
{temper and frenzy, not efteeming it one 
of the rare qualities of a Prophet, and Re¬ 
deemer (as he ftiled himfelf)of fo much 
People, derided him, yet willing to conti¬ 
nue his Law,that he might inherit his Pow¬ 
er, carefully concealed it, and according 
to his commands >( yet living ) watched 
his Body after his aecea'e. For he told 
his followers that he fhould rife again the 
third day, and afcend to Heaven. They 
obferved this, and guarding his Corps 
four days entire, with impatient expedi¬ 
tion of his RefurreCtion, were at length 
compelled, by reafon of its putrefaction, 
to take him up, and bury him at Mediita , 
where his Reliques are annually vifited 
by the fuperftitious Pilgrims of his Re¬ 
ligion. 

Thus 
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Thus Mahomet , ttie Prophet of the 
Turks^ and Author of the Alcoran, died on 
the twelfth day of the Month * Rabeg, in *J UDe i 
the great olimacterical year of his Age, 
having abuled Men with his horrible im- 
poftures, full 23 years, dwelling in the 
efteem of a PrOphet; ten at Mecca , and 
thirteen at Medina. His coming was 
fb.ne years after the year of our baviour 
600. Htraclius being Emperor at Cons¬ 
tantinople, Sadinion Bifllop of Rome, Ch' 
taire King of France, Viteric of Spain, and 
Edbald of England . He was o£ ftature 
not tall, large Sinews, brown colour, arid 
broad Face, his Head dilproportioned to 
his Body: yet may we well imagine the 
beauty of his Body to furpafs that of his 
Mind, which was full of deceit,vicious,and 
cruel, never (paring any thing to advance 
his lujtl (in.which he equalled himlelf to 
forty Men ) or to procure his revenge. • He 
was (as himlelf con felled ) altogether il¬ 
literate, and though by Nature fubtile, 
and quick-witted, yet often pulled for the 
invention of delrifive Miracles, to confirm 
the Arabians in their Belief. For he con¬ 
tinually preached to them, that God had 
lent him to confirm his Law by force of 
Arms, and not by Miracles, yet the Peo¬ 
ple inftantly demanding them, asfignsof 
his Million, he was conftrained firft to 
tell them of a certain Voyage to Hea^ 
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ven; which was finely thus, f he An^ 
gel Gabriel, with threelcare and ten pair 
of Wings, came to him by Night, as he 
was in Bed with his Wife JjiJfa,told him, 
Cod had lent for him; he going down 
with this Angel, found at his door an He¬ 
terogeneous Beaft, called Elborach , half 
Afs, half Mule, but much fwifter than 
either: ( for it would go as far at one 
ftep as the moft quick-lighted could fee ) 
this Beaft, or Believer of the Aborts 
would not let Mahomet mount him, un- 
lels he would firft promile to pray for 
him, which the charitable Prophet did} 
and was in the twinkling of an Bye 
brought by him to JerufaUm, where the 
Angel Gabriel tied the Beaft with his Gir¬ 
dle to a Rock, and taking Mahomet on 
his Shoulders, carried him to Heaven- 
gate. They knocked, and the Porter un¬ 
demanding Mahomet to be there, inftant- 
ly opened, and bade him welcome; In this 
firft Heaven he law Angels, of divers 
and monftrous lhapes : lome com poled 
of Fire and Snow, others of Fire alone, 
every of them diverfly lhaped; among 
the reft, one with the head of a Cock, 
whole Feet touched one Heaven, and Head 
another (each Heaven being diftant from 
the other , a Voyage of five hundred 
years) and when he crows ( which is his 
Language ) he moves the Cocks of the 

Earth 
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Earth to crow: This Angel recommended 
him to another, he to a third, and fooae 
to another, until he came to the Heaveq, 
where God kept his refidence. God cour~ 
teoufly received him, asked him how his 
People did* how they entertained his Law* 
and familiarly laid his Hand upon his 
Shoulder,which was fo cold,that it pierced 
to the marrow of his Back-bone. God 
had (bon done with him, only telling him 
how often his People Ihould make their 
Prayers, which were lb many, that as he 
was returning, in the fourth Heaven, Mo- 
fa adviled him to go back to God, and 
entreat him that fewer Prayers, might 
lerve his turn, for his People were not 
able to make fo many; which he did, and 
after many returns, brought the number 
to five. This done, he went back to his 
Elboracb , which in a moment brought 
him "to his IrToufe in Mecca , where he 
Went to bed again to his Wife, The not 
once dreaming her Husband would leave 
Heaven for her company, or thinking be 
had been there; all this he performs in 
die tenth part of a Night. The Turks at 
this day fondly believe this as a Truth; 
but the Arabians of his time requiring him 
to do as much in their view, he (unwil¬ 
ling to take again fo long a Journy ^-re¬ 
plied, Praifeabe God, lam Man, and an 
c 3 Apoftlp, 



Apoflle. He had other flights, which- in 
fight, of the People, by Art or Sorcery, 
he performed, and they ftupidiy belie¬ 
ved , and entertained as Miracles: as a 
Pigeon being by him taught to come and 
pick ,a,Peafe out of his Ear, he-told them 
it was the Holy' Ghofl: that came to tell 
him what God' would have him do; fo 
an Ox brought him a Chapter,of the Al¬ 
coran upon his Horns, in a full Afletnbly. 
He likewile perfwaded them; that being 
at dinner.-at the Houle of one that pre T 
tended to be his Friend ( who had an in,- 
tent to poylon him, or he at leaft was 
io informed) a Ihoulder of Mutton fer- 
ved in to the Table, forewarned himthaf* 
he fhould not eat of it; and though ma¬ 
ny were prefent, none but he heard or un- 
derftood the Language of the Mutton, 
and yet he permitted one of his dearefl 
Friends to eat of it, and die impoylbqed. 
Such, and many of thp, like nature were 
his Miracles: As the bowing of Trees, 
|baken by lome Hidden guft of Wind; 
the howling of Wolves, and braying of 
Afles, which is their Language, defiring 
Mahomet to pray for the n ; and Jje Pro¬ 
phetically underhand ing, as. religiouflyi 
performed. His.cuftom was often to in- 
pulcate into the Ears of his Auditors, that 
Cod gave him, commiflion to fulfil his 

owq 
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own defires in all things; and to that pur- 
pole introduced God fpeaking to him. 
To thee, O Prophet! It is permitted to 
lie with all Women that are given thee* 
or thou doft purtjhale, thy Aunts and 
Kindred, and all good Women that free¬ 
ly defire thy company; and this is law¬ 
ful for thee alone. His IlTue was one one- 
ly Son, called Caflim, who died before him, 
and many Daughters; Fations the eldeft 
( in high efteem at this day among the 
Arabians, and honoured as the royal root 
of Aben Alabecy ) was Wife to Haly. Z?i-, 
neb the lecond, was married to Ofmen, af*. 
ter Son to Mahuvias , and perhaps to both 
liicceflively, for they both fucceeded in the 
Empire of Arabia ; to'her is attributed 
the original of the other Family of Aben 
Humeia. Imiaultim and Naphijfe are di- 
verfiy mentioned by the molt faithful Hi- 
fforians ;/fome*delivering them as his 
Daughters, others .as his near Kindred. On 
the Seal which he uled, were engraven 
thele words,' Mahomet, Mejfenger of GqL 
Heaven ordained him to be a Icdurge for 
the punilhment of Chriftians, who in 
multitudes at that time had forlakenthe 
Truth, to follow the SeSs and Herelies 
of the Arrians , Donatijls , Neflorians , and 
others. The day of his death was no left 
prodigious, than the courfe of his life, a 

c 4 Comer* 
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Comet, refembling a Sword* appearing at 
high noon, pointing from South to North, 
when it was beheld the lpace of thirty 
(days, which that age interpreted to por¬ 
tend the fatal riling and Iplendor of the 
Arabian Empire.

a tame Pigeon (.which he-had taught to 
jfcck corn out' of his Ears ) in ftead-of the 
ho^y^Ghoft, andcaufing fillyjpeopl^ to,be* 
lfeve, that in his fallirig-ncknels (to whidj 
he was much, ftibje&) hehad conference 
with the Angel Gabriel. 

I know the publilhing of the Alcoran 
may be to feme dangerous and Scandalous ; 
dangerous to the Reader, lcandaIous.ro the 
higher Powers, who notwithftandiag have 
cleared themfelves by diflikingthe publilh- 
ing, and queftioning the publliners thereof: 
but for the danger, I will deliver in thele 
enfuing Proportions my opinion, yet witli 
fubmiflion to wifer judgments. 

i. Though it may be dangerous to fych 
as like Reeds are fhakeo, and like empty 
cloiids carried about with every wind of 
Doctrine; yet to Raid and folid Chrifti- 
ans, the reading of Mahomet's Herefies will 
be no more dangerous, than the reading of 
thole errors which are recorded in Scrip¬ 
ture, for in them are mentioned many- 



damnable errors and abominations of the 
$gfptia»s, Canaanites\ Hittites , Sidonians , 
ftnd other Gentiles ' and df the Hebrews 
themfelves, of the. Sadducees who denied 
Spirits, Angels, and the Refurreftion. 

2. Is there more danger in reading the 
Jfcorafy than in reading the Errors of an¬ 
cient and modern Hereticks ? furely Ter- 
tulhan , Irm*tts y Epiphanius, Auftin, and o- 
ther Fathers were not of this opinion, 
who have left upon record to pofterity, the 
damnable Herefies of Arsons , Eutjchiknsy 
Nefiorians, Macedonians, and, others : and 
in the Alcoran there are notnich danger¬ 
ous errors as among the TetKatbcites, Ange- 
lites , and Thtodofians , who held there were 
four Gods, or tne Tritheites, who affirmed 
there were three, or the Gnoflicks , Mam~ 
c beasts, ‘ Cerda mans, IMarcionites, who main¬ 
tained there were two contrary gods, the 
one good, the other bad,> whereas the Al¬ 
coran lets down there is but one true God; 
and although it denieth with Arias , the 
Divinity of Chrift, yet it holds him a great 
Prophet; nor doth it fpeak fo blalphe- 
moully of Chrift as the Simomam , who 
held Simon Magsss ; or the Ophites , and 
Manicheans, who laid, fhe Serpent was 
Chrift ; or Menander , who affirmed him- 
lelf to be Chrift, and the Saviour of the 
Wprld. Befides; Are not the damnable 
^relies of the modern Familijls , who 

' deny 



defty Chrift’s Divinjty, making as many 
ChriftS as there be illuminated Elders 
in their Congitgatiops ? are not alfo the 
Herefiesof the Socmans, Anti-trinitarian 1 
Adamites , Servetians, Antifabbatarians, 
many others expoled to the view of all that 
will read them ? why then may not the 
Alcoran ? Befides, are Men debarred from 
reading the Greek and Latine Poets ? nay, 
are not many of them translated into our 
Englifl] tongue ? as alfo the modern Hifto- 
ries of the Eaft and Weft Indies, where¬ 
in are more damnable Tenets than any in 
the Alcoran , and they who have read the 
Jety(b Talmud, and Cabala, will find them 
as ridiculous pieces as the Alcoran. 

If there were any lovelineft, beautyjf 
excellency* or any thing elle in the Alcoran 
that might win the mind, and draw the 
fe&ion after it, I fhouid hold the reading 
of it dangerous* but whereas it is fuch a 
mifhapenand deformed piece, I think the 
reading of it will confirm us in the truth, 
and caufe us love the Scripture fb much 
the more: for as a beautiful body is never 
more lovely tjian when fhe is phrcednear 
a Black-More, neither is truth more amia¬ 
ble than when it is befet with Errors. 
Oppofitajttxta ft pofitaclarius elucefcitnt, the 
Gem receives luftre from the foil, the 
Stars from the night, and Fire is nroflj 
fcorehing inFroftj even fo by an Antipd« 



riftafis truth is fortified by error. Who can 
think that the-figfitof a Hob-Goblin, or 
deformed Vizard fiiould draw the Child 
from the Nurle or breaft of the Mother to 
embrace it; wt#reas the fight thereof will 
rather caufe the Child hold fafter by the 
Mother. The wile Spartans oft times 
brought Drunkards into the room, where 
their Ions were, not that they Ihould be 
induced thereby to lovebut to abhor 
drunkenners, which they could not have 
done, had they not leea the unfeemly and 
rude carriage , the undecent behaviour, 
and uncompoled geftures of the drunkard. 
When Zjfca had deftroyed the Adamites of 
Bohemia, he prelerved two alive that they 
might reveal to the World the wicked 
errors of that Seft. Who is lo mad as to 
prefer the embracempnts of a filthy Baboon,' 
to his beautiful Miftrels, or the braying 
of.an Als to a Conlbrt of Mufick ? he de- 
lerves the ears of Midas that will prefer the 
Cuckawslong to the Iweet notes of the 
i Nightingale. 

4. Though the Alcoran be received a- 
imong many Nations, yet this reception 
1 proceeds not from any love they bear to it, 
ior any lovelinels they find in it, but partly 
lout of fear, being forced by the Sword, 
jpartly out of a prepofterous defire of li- 
perty and pre^rment, and partly out of 
jignorance, as not being funered to read 

the 



$ieScriptiires, nor to hear Philofophy, by 
,which the errors thereof may be detected] 
nor to enquire into the abfurdities there¬ 
of, or to difptfte and queftion any thing 
in it: for which caufealftMt is'not buffered 
to be Printed, nor are Chriftkns permit¬ 
ted to enter into Mecca, left the abfur¬ 
dities and impieties of their Religion fhould 
be manifefted: and thus are thole filly fouls 
kept in blindnefs and ignorance, a'nd there¬ 
fore I never read that any Nation did vo¬ 
luntarily receive the Alcoran, except the 
theevifh Saracens of Arabia, becaufe it was 
a friend both to their theevery and lechetj 
ry, as permitting multiplicity of Wives 
and Concubines, and a reward for thole* 
that fhall murther and rob. 

The Alcoran is tranflatcd into French 
and other vulgar Tongues, and the chief] 
heads thereof by Purchas in his Pilgrimage, 
by Heylin in his Geography, and by oth£r$ 
into our own tongue without fcruple or ex¬ 
ception; and I pray you, why is the An- 
bick tongue, the language of that falfe Pro-i 
phet, and in which he writ his Alcoran , 
fo much learned-and taught in Schoolf 
and Chriftian Univerfities , but- that by 
it we may come to the knowledge of Mt- 
/&<?;»er’sLaws and Religion ?and how fhould 
we know this little horn in Daniel that 
fpake high and proud’ things againftthe 
Almightyj if we read not his life’and 
Do&rine ? 6. There 



6 . There is a kind of neceffity welhoukl 
know evil as well as good, falfhood as well 
as Truth, that we may avbid the one, and 
lb much more love the other; he that 
hath fmelled a ftinking weed will finell 
•w ith more delight the fweet Rofe; ~ he 
that reads the Alcoran will find it firiell 
worfe than Mahomet's carkafs did, which 
after his death lay putrifying upon the 
ground, which his difciples permitted for 
many days together, hoping he would 
have been as good as his word, who made 
them a promile that he would rile, again 
the third day; but at laft finding he had 
forgot himlelf, and that his body fmelled 
not lb fweet as Alexander *s did after his 
death, they were forced to bury it, or o- 
therwifethe Dogs who were beginning to 
bury him in their guts, had laved them a la¬ 
bour ; though Sugar be fweet in it felf, yet 
it is much more fweet to him that hath 
tafted Aloes, and though Italy in it felf be

7. Books of PtdmiJlrj , Phyliognpmy, 
judicial Aftrology, Necromancy, and 0- 
ther fuperftitious and impious Arts have 
been permitted to come abroad, that Men 
might lee the vanity of thole Arts, the 
knavery and wickednels of the Artifts, die

good Angels are , but alio whatSjathan 
is and his wicked Angels; hi Navigation 
we muft know, not only what'places are 
Navigable, but alio what are not; how 
ljhali we avoid Rocks, Quick &nds and 
Shelves,if we know them not?" even to 
Chriftian Religion permit? not only the 
reading of Scripture but altoof heretical 
aqd heathenifh books, as is laid, that we 
may know what to embrace, what to (hun; 
therefore if you would know what be the 
damnable errors to be avoided bv Chrifti- 
aj TS& read the Alcoran , and you mall find 
in it the link of all, ormoft part of anci¬ 
ent Hercfies.

God towards* US Chriftians who having 
fu ffe red a' fijft&t part of the World to fit in 
the valley, pf'the lhaddw of death \ to be 
opprefied with Cimmerian, yea more than 
palpable fyj-pnan darlfnefs , hath placed 
Us ih th'd : temple /"where we have the 
Golden Caiidfeftick of his Word, and a 
clearer and more durable .Lamp than that 
of Salomons Temple, yea evep the Sun of 
righteoufijefs fhining upon us in the land 
of Gcfher, whileft a great part of the 
World doth follow the Antichriftian 
beaft, we follow the Lamb upon mount' 
Sion 5 while they hear the voice of Sa* 
tyres, Oftriches, and Schrich Owls, we 
hear the voice of the Turtle, and the 
Songs of Sion in our .own Land: whilft 
they feed on husks with Swine, and drink 
the corrupted puddles of Mahomet’s in¬ 
ventions , we are fed with Angels food, 
and eat coelefiial Manna, and drink of the 
pure river of life clear as cryftal: Again, 
we may. tremble , at the reading of this 
Alcoran , when we confider the feverity 
of God’s Judgments, and the fiercenefi of 
his anger, wno for the contempt of his 
Gofpel, in thole Countries where Ma¬ 
homet is worfhipped, hath fiiffered lb man# 
millions of people to be deluded, blinded* 
abufed, and inflaved by that falle Prophet* 
to believe his lyes ^and by loathing the 
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IweetnEvangelical Manna, to devout 
greedily the ^oyfonable Quails of his 
do&rine, and with it the wrath of God 
which hath fain on, them whilft theflefia 
is between their teeth, lb that they muft 
needs perifh. everlaftingly. Who would 
have thought that thofe Countreys whichr 
were honoured by God’s, own prelence, by 
the Oracles of the Prophets, by the pre- 
fence, miracles, and preaching r of Chrift, 
by the i planting of the Apoftles, by the 
blood of lb many Martyrs, fhould be thus 
befotted, arid enflaved by the tyranny of 
this grand Impoftor? When we think on 
thole things, let us work out our lalva- 
tion with fear and trembling, and let him 
who thinks he ftandeth, take heed left he 
fall: they were not greater finners than 
We, therefore doubtlels except vve repent 
we lhall all likewile perilh; the remiflnefs 
of Her&clius Government, his falling into 
the Herefie of the Monothelites , the con¬ 
tempt of the Gofpel, the flighting of the 
Paftors, the wickednels of the people, 
the continual Scbifms, rents, jars, and 
divifions of their Churches, were both 
the caules and occafioni of thele mile- 
ries which have fain upon them; let 
us take heed then we be not partakers of 
their fins, left we alfb partake of their 
plagues. 



io. The reading of the Alcaran will 
enable us to beat Mahomet with his own 
Weapons, to cut off the head of this Goiiah 
with his own Sword, and to wound this 
unclean bird with qtiills packt out of his 
own wings, for. even unwittingly and un¬ 
willingly ne is forced to acknowledg many 
truths of ChrUlian Religion, in amrnriog 
there is but one true God the Creator of 
all things, and though he goeth about to 
overthrow the Doctrine of the Trinity,) 
yet he doth plainly confirm it; when nd 
fpeaks of God, of the Word, and of the 
Spirit, which three indeed are one in 
euence, though diftinfk in fubfiftence; 
though he laboureth to overthrow the Gofi 
pel, yet he confirms it, when he calls it 
good, full, right, a light, and a guide to 
falvation: for if it be mil, good, &c. what 
need was then of his Alcoran ? and though 
he endeavoureth to overthrow Chrift*s 
Divinity with Arms and Neft or ins % and the 
Jews his ghoftly Fathers, yet he affirms 
it, in calling Chrift the Word; for as the 
internal word of the mind is coeternal with 
the mind, fo is Chrift the Word of his 
Father, coeternal with the Father; he efta* 
blifheth alfo the Article of Chrift’s Concur 
tion and Nativity, affirming him to fo 
conceived by the Holy Gboft, and born of 
the Virgin Mary , whom he confefleth to 
have been a pure Virgin, both before and 
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.after Ohrift^ birth: fo he confirms the Ar¬ 
ticle of Chrifrs afcenfion into Heaven ; 
and divers otberpoints of Chriftianity, to 
whom we are more heholding for his re¬ 
verend efteem' of Chrift, than the Jews 
who revile and bkfpheme him. 

it. In reading the jtUorav, though w t 
find much dung^yeir in it we fhall meet 
with fame gdld , as Virgil did in reading 
of Ennius his Verfes* ALfdjh sCock found 
a precious ftone in a dunghil; where is 
much drofs, Jbme pure metal will be 
found ; even fo in the dirt ofthe Alcoran 
you lhall find fome jewels of Chriftian 
Vertues; and indeed If Chriftians will but 
diligently read aud obferve die Laws and 
Hilt ones of the Mahometans , they may 
biufh to iee how zealous they are in the 
works of devotion , piety, and charity , 
how devoid, cleanly, aodreveretid in their 
MoCjues, how obedient to their Priefts, 
that even the great Turkhioalelf will at¬ 
tempt nothing Withoutconfultihg his Muf¬ 
ti j how careful are they to obieryetheir 
hours of prayers five times a dajT where 
ever they are, or however impfoyed ? how 
conftantly do they obferve their rails from 
•morning till night a whole month together; 
how loving and charitable the Muuemans 
.-^re to each other, and how careful of 
grangers, may be leen by their Hofpitals, 
4 >pth fm > the Poor 4«d- for Travellers: if we 
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obferve their Juftice, Temperance,* and o- 
jther moral Vertues, we may truly blufh 
at our own coldnefs, both in devotion and 
.charity, at our injuftice, intemperance, and 
oppreflion: donbtlefs thefe Men will rife up 
in judgmentagainft us * and furely their de¬ 
votion, piety, and works of mercy are main 
caufes of the growth of Mafrontetifa, and 
on the cqntrary, our neglect of Religion-, 
and loofnefs ofconverfation, is a mainhift- 
drance to the 1 increafe iof Cbriftianityi is 
it not a Chame that they fliould read over 
their Alcoran ©nee every month, arid we 
fcajrde read ovef the Bible in all our life?

3.Of 
ridiculous Fables. 4. Of Lyes’: firft, of 
Contradiftions, he doth ordinarily fay* 
and unfay the fame things-ooe while ;be 
tells us, that he was the firft that ever 
entred into Paradifi, and wifeWhere h^ 
lays he found Men and-Women there ; 
fometimes he affirms that Jews and Chri - 
fiiaas flhall be fayed by their owa Religion* 
and fometimes again, that none can befit*- 
ved who embrajx’not his Alcorsn; In one 
place following the Opinion of Origen, of 
rather of the' fhd&ntft* he a firmed that 
all tfie Devils-{hall be'laved; in another 
place he laith,only thole Devils.fhall be la¬ 
ved who hfcarhen to, and obeyhis Alette 
ran. Secondly; of Blafpbemy,for he bfir*. 
ipherneth God, in laying that he prayeth 
for intimating h^eby that he 

is inferior-, to that God ■ l>e prayeth to; he 
makes’ God allb fwear by Flies, Worms* 
and^ luch bale Creatures , , as, if he were 
jeheir inferiour, whereas God having none 
greater than himfelf, fwears only by him* 
felf; He blafpheines the Father, in laying 
he cannot have a Son, beeaule he is nSt 
parried, as if there were no other genera¬ 
tion but what is carnal; fte btalphenles 
the Son with Arms y in denyitlg his Divi¬ 
nity ; he Blalphemes the Holy Gboft with 
Macedonia! r affirming him to be ti e Crea- 
tureof.a Creature; J he blalphemes God 
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•Ko, in making him the Author of his 
jtkoran, bragging that his name is writ¬ 
ten upon the Throne of God, in that he 
is the greateft of the Prophets, who hath 
more Knowledge than all the Men and An¬ 
gels of the World: and many other brag¬ 
ging wards lie uttereth of hi m lei f,by which 
we may fee be is that little Horn which 
did Spring up among the ten Homs of the 
great ana terrible Bcaft of the Reman £m» 
pire, deploying three of the Roman Horns, 
to wit, thc jlfians, Grecians and Egyptians ; 
this is riie Horn that hath many Eyes, 
as being crafty and vigilant, but Ins mouth 
fpeaks proud things, in bhupheroing and 
biagging, as we have heard. Thirdly, 
of ridiculous Stories, and which are more 
unfavory than the Golden or £«• 

«***strue Narrations; he tens us that he 
divided once the Moon, one half where¬ 
of fell into his lap, (this was not then the 
Man in the Moon, but the Moon in the 
Man ) the other on the ground; thefe 
two pieces he fouldred again.

Story of Noah's Ark,'how there the Hog 
was generated of the Elephants dunged 
a Rat of the Hogs dung, which gnawing 
a hole in the Ark, at which Noah was af ¬ 
frighted ; he touched the Lyon on the 
Forehead, out of whole Brains leaped out 
a Cat, as ( Minerva did out of Jupiter's} 
which cauled the Rat to run away; this 
is Philolbphy indeed for a Hog. Fourth¬ 
ly, of Lyes, For he belyeth God, in making 
him Author of his Impiety and Here Iks* 
he belyes Chrift, in laying he was con-, 
ceived by the fmell of a Role; he belyeth 
the Holy Ghoft, in affirming that he infpi- 
red Mahomet to write the Alcorm ; he bely¬ 
eth the Virgin Mary, calling her the daugh¬ 
ter of AmraMy and filler of Mofes t confound¬ 
ing her with Miriam ^whereas there were fo 
many generations between; he belyeth the 
Gofpel, in laying it is corrupted by ChriftL 
ans; he belyeth Chrjftians, when he faith 
they worfhip many gods,and that they give 
to God a companion, when they acknow¬ 
ledge the Divinity of Chrift ; he belyeth 
the Jews in laying they make Eleazer 
a god; he belyes the Patriarchs, in faying 
that Noah, Abraham , lfaac, and Jacob be¬ 
lieved his Alcoran, being fo many thon- 
fond years before be was bom, or his AL 
coran had any exiftence; he belyes alfo 
the Apoftles, in making them JftsScholars, 
who lived near ft* hundred years before 
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Ire w» bora: by all which we may fee 
who was the Compiler of this AUorm^ 
not the God of Truth; but the Father of 
Lyes; notChrift and his Apoftlcs,whole 
Weapons in propagating the Gofpel, were 
powerful Preaching, Miracles, and pati¬ 
ence in Suffering; not the Sword, the', 
chief means that Mahomet uleth to fbrce*his 
Alcoran , an iriftrument forbid by Chrift, 
but ufed by him who hath been a mur- 
therer from the beginning; but I will not 
take upon me the task of refuting the Al¬ 
coran, being already refuted by Canu- 
cuzenus , Ricbardus the Monk, Cufa the 
Cardinal, Woodmanfiadius, Savanorola and 
others. I only thought good , upon in- 
treaty of fome learned and religious Men, 
to prefix this brief Caveat, that the Reader 
might be the better armed to encounter 
with any rub or difficulty he fhall meet 
with in the reading thereof. But before 
I end, give me leave to clear my felf a- 
gain in this point, that it is not my meaning 
all fhould have the liberty to read the Al¬ 
coran pronrTifcuoufly. I know with the 
Apoftle, that though all things be lawful, 
yet all things are not expedient, there arc 
Children as weil as Men in underftanding; 
the Nurfe may ufe that Knife which the 
Child may not, and that Sword which 
may without danger be handled by a lober 
Man, cannot without danger be touched 
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by a mad Mart; there are &3 wetl'qitaafi^ 
as ftrong ftqmachr, and ' fe ;Meat to ■ 

ehe.bne may be Venom to fhe^ther; though ' 
Mitfir(dates tduld Without hurt eat Poyfbn, 
others may not prefame to efcape to; it 
is lawful for arty to look ujk>n a Monfter, 
but it is not expedient for conceiving VVo- 
rtien • that Iron Which an Oftrich can di- 
geft, may deftroy the .ftomacht of other 
Creatures; tiow many have been decei¬ 
ved in gathering Hemlock for Parfly? It 
is not tOr eVery M®ito meddle with Apo¬ 
thecaries Drugs, fiemay chance meet with: 
Poylon as fbon as an Antidote; if all 
Men were like Bees, to fuck Hony even 
out mf Henbane, there might be no (fen- 
germ reading the AUor&n, but moft Men 
are like Spiders, fuck feciirely Poyfbn e- 
ven but of the fweeteft Rofes ; therefore 
they only may farely and withoat danger 
read die Alcoran, 1 who are intelligent, ju-' 
dicibus, learned, and throughly grounded 
in friety f and.principles of : Chriftianity j 
but weak, ignorant, inconftant, and dif- 
affe&ed minds to the Truth, muff not ven¬ 
ture to meddle with this unhallowed piece, 
left they be polluted with the touch there¬ 
of, as they were who came near to a le¬ 
prous Body; and if we will not venture 
to go into an infe&ed Houfe without pre- 
fervatives, much lefs fhould any dare to 
read the Alcoran, that is not fufficiently 
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aimed with Grace, Smfcgth, *4 Knew- 
l$dge, again#alltemptations. Goagranc 
in the light of the Golpefe 
whilft we haw it, the* we may not 1* 
overwhelmed with the dtfiaal might of 

M*h*wun darkneis, which God raay)U&i 
ly inflifik upon us; for our fins, rents and 
ckvifions are no letter than tftofo were of 
the Greek, and AJitfifk Churches, and 
doubtlefs except we repent we fhatt 
alt perifb with them, who for defprf 
Gods facred Oracles, are now taught 
reverence every piece of paper they# 
Which they are made believe {bailee] 
under the foals of their feet when tf 
walk over the burning grate to their fool 
Paradife, as Bnsbeefuim in his Epiftle tells 
us, who lived long among# them, and 
was well acquainted with their oajfSb> 
ons ; but wnat t have written here 
concerning the Jkoraa f I fubmit to |hs 
judgment and wiidona of thofe who fit 
at mo Stern, and can foe more than tbs 
Paflengers.

There is no 
Error in this Book \ it guideth into the right 
way thofe that are righteous, who believe what 
they fee not, who make their Prayers with af- 
fe&ioa, and difpenfe in Alms a part- of- ti e 
Goods that we have given them. Such as be. 
lieve the things that are infpired into thee:, in 
thofe that have been Preached before thee, and 
at the end of the world are not ignorant they 
are guided by their Lord, and fhalibe blefied, 
Mifety is upon unbelievers. Whether thou re¬ 
prove them, or do not reprove them, they will 
not be converted. God hath ihut up their heart, 
their ears and eyes, and they Ihall fuffer great 
torments. Many men fay, we believe in God, 
and the Day of Judgment, and do not believe 
they think to deceive God, and them that be* 
lieve in God \ certainly they deceive themfelves, 
and know it not. God will augment the infir¬ 
mity which they have in their heart, and they 
ihall undergo the rigours of an infinite pain, by 
reafon of their lying. When it was faid to them. 
Pollute not the earth, they faid, We are true 
obfervers of the Law of God *, notwitliftand- 
ing, they were they that polluted the earth, but 
they knew it not. When it was faid to them, 
Believe ye as the world believeth ? They faid,

Say unto them, contrary 
wife, The Law of Jbrabm is molt juft, he was 
not of the number of them that believed in 
many Gods'. Say ye. We believe in God, in 
what he infpired into aibrabam, Jjmael, Jfaac t 
Jacob , and the Tribes, in what was taught M*. 
fes , Jefia , and all the Prophets, we rely upon 
God. If they believe as you do, they Ihall 
not erre *, if they abandon your faith, they will 
have a controvert^ with you, but God Ihall pro¬ 
tect you •, he underttaudeth whatever they fay, 
and what they do; he bath purified his Law# 
and what better Purification is there, than that 
of his Divine Majefty ? Say unto them. Will 
you difpute with us concerning God, who is 
your, and our Lord ? We will anfwer with 
our Actions, and you (hall anfwer with yours*, 
all our confidence is in his Divine Pkafure. Will 
you fay,that dbraham t lfa*c-, 7 acobf&n$ the Tribes, 
were Jews or Chrifiiam f Axe you more knowing 
thau God i Who is more unju(t, than he that 
concealeth the Miracles that he hath feen to pro* 
ceed from God f He is not ignorant of all yoat 
Actions. The good that thole men have done, 

remain 
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remain to them •, and the evil that they /hall 
commit, (hall be againft you .* enquire not after 
what they did. Some ignorant among the peo¬ 
ple will fay. Their Prophet doth not appoint 
them to turn the face to that fide, to which they 
turned heretofore, when they made their Ori- 
fons. Say unto them. The Eaft and W^ft be¬ 
long unto God \ he diredteth in the right way 
whom he pleafetb. As we have conducted you 
into the right way; we have likewife command¬ 
ed you to do that which is juft •, that you be wit- 
neues againft the people at the day of judg- See CtUb 
ment, and the Prophet witnefs againft you. 1 iin ' 
have not ordained, that you turn your face as 
heretofore, when you made your Orifons, to the 
end, they may be known that follow the Pro¬ 
phet, from them that return to their impiety; 

It will be irkfome to the people to turn to that 
fide, except to fuch as God hath guided into the 
right way. God will not make vain your belief} 
he is gracious and merciful to his people. I fee 
that thou lifted up thy face to Heaven^ turn 
which way (hall pleafe thee $ but turn thou to- f 
wards Mecca , wherefoever thou art: They, to th e%"s 
whom heretofore the knowledge of Scripture and cfcrf- 
was given, knew that the Truth proceeded from Jlians th*c 
their Lord \ what they do is not concealed from fol | ow the, 
God, when thou (halt meet them •, and that L^' en 
they will not turn themlelves, as thou, in ma*. 
king their Prayers do not thou likewife turn, 
as they, they turn not all the fame way, follow 
not their Appetites, having comprehended the 
knowledge that hath been infpired into thee, 
left thou fall into the number of the unjuft. 

Many, to whom we have given the knowledge 
. of the written Law, underftand it perfectly, as 
alfo do their Children ; neverthelefs, they con- 

C ceal 
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cealtbe Troth, aod are not ignorant that it pro* 
eeedeth from thy Lord: Be nor thou of the num. 
ber of them that doubt. Turn thy felf always 
towards < JWecca. Do good wherefoever thou 
art, God will be with thee; he is Omnipotent 
From what place foever liiou goeft forth, turn 
thy %:e towards Mecca : This is reafonable, aod 
ordained by thy Lord. Whatfoever you do, is 
not hid from God; wherefoever yon are, turn 
towards Mecca , that none may find wherewith 
to reprove ypur actions, but the un juft-, fear not 
them, but fear me. 1 will accoraplifh my Grace 
upon you, and you fhall be guided through the 
right way. We have lent unto you a Prophet 
of your Nation, that fhail teach you my Cera* 
mandments, and pnrifie you. He fhafl inftrufk 
you in the Scripture, in knowledge, and in what 
you undedtand not. Remember me, I will re. 
member you •, praife me, and be not in the num* 

♦ So thei ber of the wicked. O ye that are * True be* 
Tfr^fftile lievers ! implore fuccour with Patience and 
fclws! Payers. Certainly, God is with fuch as are 

patient; Say not, that thofe that are (lain for tic 
defence of their Law, are dead, contrariwife 
they are alive, but you know it not. I will try 
you, and afflict you through the lofs of yoor 
Goods, and difeafe of your Perfons : Paradife 
fhall be for them that ihall be patient, and fhall 
fay in their affliction. We are given up unto God, 
and fhall return before him to be judged; his 
Grace fhall be upon them, and they ihall not

ciful ; • The wicked that died in their impiety,; 
fhall be eternally accurfcd of God, of Angels, 
and of all the World, they (hall never be eafed 
in their torments, and (hall be, without end, 
deprived of protection. Your God, is one foie 
God *, there is none other God, but God gra¬ 
cious and merciful. • The Creation of the Hea¬ 
vens, and the Earth, the difference of the day 
and the night, the Ship that faileth on the Sea 
for the advantage of Commerce, the Rain that 
faileth from Heaven, to give Life to the Eartlf 
after it*s death, the diverfity of Winds, and 
the Clouds that move between Heaven and 
Earth, are Signs of the Unity of God, tothofe 
that can underftand it. There be, that adore 
Idols, and love them •- the True believers love 
but one foie God. When thou fhalt fee the 
wicked, know,^hey (hall one day fee the pu- 
nilhment of otner Crimes. All ftrength and 
Vertue proceedeth from God, molt fevere in 
bis Chaftilements. When that a part of them 
that had embraced the true Law, feparated 
themfelves from the Company of True belie¬ 
vers, and that any mifehief befel them, they 
could not re-unite themfelves i Then they laid, 
in their affliction. If we another time meet our 
Companions, we will feparate our (elves from 
them, as they have feparated themfelves from 
uS : Thus (hall God give them to underftand Sec 
their Errour, with exceeding forrow, and they " 1 
fhall be eternally confined in the fire of Hell. 

O ye people ! eat what is good and fayoury in

the Earth, and follow not the fteps of the De¬ 
vil •, he is your open enemy, he will command 
yon that which is evil, and filthy ; and to 
1 'peak of God what you know not. When it 
was faid to the Infidels, obey the Command; 
ments of God, they faid. We will follow the 
fteps of our Fathers} we will obferve, what 
they obferved: furely their Fathers were un- 
wile, and mif-led*, they are like to him that 
cryeth, and underftandeth nothing of what is 
fpoken, but the voice they are deaf, dumb, 
blind, and without judgment.- O ye, that believe 
in God, eat the good things that be hath given 
you, and give him thanks, if it be him that yon 
worihip. He forbiddeth you to eat Carrion, 
•lood. Swines flefh, and whatever is not killed, 
in pronouncing the name of his Divine Ma jetty* 
except it be in extreme neceffity, and in this cafe* 
k mall cot be reputed difobedience, nor fin; 
God is benigne, and merciful : what they eat, 
that conceal the Word of God, for any profit or 
advantage, (hall be nothing but matter of fire lo • 
their bowels,. God (hall not (peak to them.at the 
day of judgment,but with fury will not purifie 
them, and they Ihall fufFer rigorous torments. 
They that have purchafed Errour for the right 
way, and puniihment for pardon, Ihall burn in 
the fire of Hell for that God hath fent the 
moft true Book that containeth his Commandi 
ments •, they that impugne what is contained in 
that Book, are in an exceeding great Errour, 
far from the truth. It is not juftification to 
turn the Face , making your Prayers towards 
the Eaft or Weft ; he fhall be juftified, that 
Ihall believe in God, the day of judgment, the 
Angels, the Scriptures, and the Prophets,} and 
that in Charity fhall imparE forae part of his 

Goods 
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Goods to his Parents, to Orphans, tothe.Poor, 
to Pilgrims, and to Slaves. Such as believe in 
God, and have his fear before their Eyes,* per- 
fevere in their Prayers, pay Tithes •, they fatisfie 
their Promifes, and are patient in their adver- 
lities. O ye that believe! the Ta.Uo is command¬ 
ed you in murther, the free for the free, the 
Slave for the Slave, the Woman for the Wo. 
man. But if any one pardon the blood of his 
Brother, he lhaU profecute the Malefactor, ac¬ 
cording to what he fhall Tee molt advantagious, 
through damages and interefts : it is a facility 
which God hath given you, through his mercy. 

He that lhall do injury to the Malefactor, ha¬ 
ving received fatisfaftion of him, fhall fufFer 
grievous torments y at the day of Judgment you 
lhall find life in the Talio, O you that are wife ! ? ,ie Ta!ta 
it may be you will fear God : He commanded) 
you to make your Teftament., when you ap- t heof- 
proach unto death 5 give Legacies of your fub- fence, 
fiance to your Father, and Mother, your near 
Kindred, and beftow Alms on the poor. If any 
man alter your Teftament, the fin fhall be up¬ 
on him,-and upon them that fhall alter it.* 

God underftandeth, and knoweth all things. If 
any one feareth that there is an Errour in the 
Teftament, chat oppofeth Reafon, he fhall do 
well to reconcile the parties with affe&ion, God 
is gracious and bountiful. O ye that believe ! 

Fatting is Commanded you, as it was them that 
were before youy you fhall fear God, and Fall, 
particularly, a certain number of days ■, but if 
any one among you is fick, or in travel, at the 
time of Fatting, he lhall count the days that he 
fatted not, and fhall fulfil them at another time. 

Such as are not of ftrength to Fall, fhall fatis. 
fie for Fatting, through Alms y he that fhall o- 
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bey, (hall do well: If you Faft, you lhall do 
well. Faft the month of * Ramtzjm, in which 
the Jlcoran defcended from Heaven, to guide 
men into the right way •, it containeth Precept! 
of Divine Right, and diftinguifheth good from 
evil, all thole that live to this Month, ought to 
Faft. He that is fick, or in a Voyage, (hall ac- 
complifh the days that he Fatted not another 
time, at his Conveniency : God willeth that 
his Law (hould be light unto you, and not a 
Burthen ; his Will is, that you obferve the days 
of Fatting, and that you return him thanks, for 
that he bath guided you in the right way, 
perhaps you will give him thanks*, 1 will be 
near unto my Servants, when they fhall enquire 
of thee concerning the Myfteries of my Law; 

I will hear their Supplications when they invoke 
me, that they may perfevere in obedience to 
my Commandments; peradventure they will 
follow the right way. It is lawful for you 
to know your Wives the night of Fatting, they 
are neceflary to you, as your Cioaths, and you 
are to them as neceflary as their Garments: God 
knowetb, that other wife you Ihould have be¬ 
trayed your Souls *, he is bountiful to you, and 
hath pardoned you, know them, and perform 
What God hath appointed you. Eat and drink, 
until you may diftinguilh a white thread from a 
black by the light of the morning, then begin 
to faft until night.; Know not your wives when 
you are in the Temple : Such are the limits pre¬ 
ferred of God, tranfgrefs them not :So God 
manifefteth his Commandment to the people^ 
perhaps they will have the fear of his Divinp 
Majefty before their eyes. Difpend not your 
Goods unprofitably, and with Vanity, and cor¬ 
rupt not the Judges with Gifts, and Prefents, to 
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eat malicioufly the fubftance of another, they 
will queftion you concerning the new Moon, 
fay ye. That it is the fign of the time appoin¬ 
ted for Pilgrimages j It is not reafonable that 
you (hould enter the houfe of another a back yvay, 
he that fears God, doth well to enter through the 
gate. Fear God and you fhall be happy; Fight 
for his Law againft them that aflault you, and 
do wrong to no man, heloveth not them that 
are unjuft:, flye Infidels wherefoever you find 
them, and expel them out of the place, from 
which they fhall have driven you •, Sedition is 
worfe than murther ■, fight not againft them at 
Mtctdy until they aflault you* if they there fight 
you, kill them, fuch is the punifhment of Infi¬ 
dels : if they fet a period to their infidelity, 

God will be to them gracious and merciful: 

Fight againft them to avoid Sedition: Faith prb- 
ceedeth from God: If they defift from their 
impiety, you fhall exercife no hoftility againft 
them, but only againft the wicked: If they fight 
you in the Month of Afharam, you fhall fight 
them aKo in that fame Month, and obferve Re¬ 
ciprocation in honours. Offend them that fhall 
offend you in that Month, in the fame manner 
that they fhall have offended you. Fear God, 
and know that he is with them that fear him, 
difpend for his Glory, and throw not yonr felves 
into your own deftrndtion v db good, helovetb 
thofe that do good, accomplifh the Pilgrimage 
appointed, if you be not nindred by your ene- 
mies, or have not Conveniency to perform it -, 

Shave not yonr heads, until you arrive at the 
place appointed for Sacrifices if any of you 
be difeafed, or lick in the head, he {halt there 
give fat is fad. ion by faffing, Alms, and Sacrifi¬ 
ces, when you fhall be in a place of fafety,

Fear 
plication God, and know, that he is fevere in his punjlh- 
of chafai. ments ^ Pilgrimage ought to be performed? in 
a certain Month, they that fhall defire to per* 
form it, at the time prcfcribed, fhall not know 
their Wives, they fhall be humble, and fhall have 
no quarrel in that Voyage *, God knoweth all 
your good Actions, he fhall augment your fa¬ 
culties, he is a great rewarder. Oh you that 
are wife, fear me, you fin not in demanding 
good from your Lord, and making Merchandize; 
in that Voyage. When you fhall depart from 
the Mountain of Arefat, remember God in that 
BU*d Member* remember how he hath guided you, 
faith, pafs and how yon were before out of the way •, pals 
where A- through the place, through which that people 
h "j, nd were wont £o P a ^i and implore'pardon of God, 
patted * s g racl0US aQ d merciful. Having finiihed yqur 
” ' Orifons, remember God with affedtion, as your 

Fathers remembred you; There be among the 
people, that fay, Lord give us good m this 
World, and have no part in the other. Others 
there be, that fay, Lord bellow on us the good 
of this World, Paradife in the other, and dfr' 
liver us from the fire of Heil * They fhall ail 
find the good and the eyil that they have done, 
God is exact to keep account He thac fhall ad¬ 
vance his Voyage two days, fhall notfin, neither, 
fie that fhall retard it, if he fear God •, Fear Gotfc 
and know,that you fhall all one day appear before 
his Divine Majefty to be judged. There be tnep 
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.whofe Speech will be pleafing to thee in this 
World, they will call God to witnefs what is in 
.their hearts, neverthelefs they. are very pernici¬ 
ous, when removed front thee, and travelling 
upon the earth, they there commit filthinefs, and 
ruine both Village and Fruits. God lovcth not 
jdiforders •, When it was faid to them, fear God, 

Pride, with fin, poflefled them, but Hell fhall be 
their habitation. Some there be among the 
.people, that fell their own Perfons, out of a 
great defire to pleafe God, furelyfae is gracious 
to them that ferve him. Oh ye that believe in 
God! be obedient to his Commandments, and 
purfue not the fteps of the Devil, he is your 
open Enemy •, if you fin againfl: God, having 
once learned his Commandments, know, that he 
is Omnipotent to chaftife yon, and prudent in all 
his works. Will the wicked expeCt that God 
fhouid appear to them in the obfcurity of a 
.Cloud? Or elfe the Angels with Command to 
extirpate them, they (hall be alTembled before 
his Divine Majelty to be judged. Demand of 
.the Children of Ifrael, how many Miracles were 
made appear to them? He that altereth the grace 
he fhall have received of God, fhall be feverely 
punilhed. The wicked efteem the Life of the 
World, and fcorn thofe that believe in God; 

• but fuch as believe God, fhall be above them at 
the day of Judgment \ he enricheth with innu- 
rtnerable good things whom he pleafeth. The See Kitab 
-World was all of one Religion, before impiety eL «»«>• 
took place: God fent his Prophets to inftruft 
the people, to fhew them their Errour, and de¬ 
clare to them the joys of Paradife *, he fent with 
them, the Book of truth, to judge the differences 
.among men, no man contradicted the Contents * The 
pf it, but * fuch as had knowledge of the Scri : ckrWns. 

pture. 
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pture, and this caufed the Envy that is rifen a- 
nong them; God guided them that obferved his 
Commandments, and fuch, as with his permiffion, 
obeyed his Will, he direfteth in the right way 
whom it pleafeth him. Do ye believe to enter 
Paradife, unlefs that happen to you, that befel 
your Predeceflors ? They were touched with Mi* 
feries, and Difeafes, and trembled, until that 
very inftant that the Prophet faid to the true 
believers that were with him *, When (hall Di* 
vine fuccour come ? notwithflanding Divine (be* 
cour was not far off; They (hall queftion thee 
concerning what they ought to expend *, Say un¬ 
to them, you (halfaffift with your goods, your 
Father and Mother, your Allies, Orphans, the 
Poor, and Pilgrims. God will underftand all 
the good you (hall do; Fighting is enjoyned you, 
although it be againft your Will*, it may chance 
that you will (hun that which is profitable to 
you, and likewife love what is pernicious 
to you, God knoweth what you know not. 
They (hall ask of thee, if they (hall fight in the 
Month of e JMharam *, fay unto them, great Bat* 
tels (hall happen in this Month, that (hall (hut up 
to the people the way of the Law of God *, and 
Impieties, that (hall hinder the moltitude to go 
to Much. To drive the people from Meccn is 
an exceeding great (in: Sedition is worfethan 
piurther *, The wicked (hall not ceafe to fight 
you, until they have, if they can accotnplilh 
it, mif led you from your Religion. His good 
works among you, that (hall quit his Law, and 
die an Infidel, (hall be vain in this World, and 
himfelf be confined in the fire of Hell *, Such as 
believe in God,that feparate themfelves from the 
impious, that abandon their Houfes for the fer- 
vice of his Divine Majefty, and that fight for 
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the Faith, hope for his Mercy, he is gracious and 
merciful. They will enquire of thee concern¬ 
ing Wine, and Games of hazard $ fay unto them, 
that it is in them a very great fin, and yet of Uti¬ 
lity to Men ybut the evil that they caufe, is much 
greater than the profit they reap. They will 
demand what they ought to expend in good! 
works •, fay unto them, what (hall remain to you, 
your own Affairs being done. So God teacheth 
you his Commandments, peradventure you will 
call to mind the things of Earth and Heaven. 
They will enquire concerning Orphans; fay,un¬ 
to them, if their fubftance be intermingled with 
your own, do them no wrong, they are your 
Brethren in God, he knoweth them that do good, 
and thofe that do Evil .* if it had pleafed him, 
he had detained much more from you, for he is 
Omnipotent and juft. Marry not women that 
believe in many Gods, until they believe in one 
(ole God *, a Slave that is a true Believer, is of 
more value than a free Infidel, notwithftanding 
(he is beautiful. Infidels (hall be fummoned to 
Hell fire, and God callethmen to Paradile, and 
to his mercy, through his meer good Pleafure, 
and declareth to them his Commandments, per¬ 
haps they wiil remember them. They will en¬ 
quire of thee concerning the Monthly terms of 
Women \ anfwer, that they are unclean i fepa- 
rate your felves from your Wives when they are 
menftruous; and come not nigh them until they 
be purified *, when they (hall he clean, approach 
them, according to what God hath command¬ 
ed : he loveth them that repent of their Errours, 
that are clean and purified \ your Wives are your 
Tillage, go to your Tillage at your Pleafure, 
and do good for your Souls •, you (hall one day 
find it, fear God ^nd preach his Commandments 
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to the true Believers. Your Religion doth not 
permit you to fwear by God in vain, and oftenJ 
times to juftifie your felvesj God underftand- 
eth and knoweth all things, he will not regard* 
yvhat you (hall fpeakat Random, that (hall not; 
be hurtful to any, but Ijte will fee what it (hall 
be in.your heart. He will be gracious and mer¬ 
ciful to fuch as (hall fwear, not to touch their 
Wives for the fpace of four Months* if they re¬ 
turn to them, he is gracious and merciful * but 
if they defire to repudiate them, he underftand- 
eth, and knoweth all things. Women divorced, 
ihall tarry until their Terms be pall; four times, 
before they Marry again, it is not permitted 
them to conceal what God hath created in their 
Womb, if they believe in his divine Majefty, 
and the Day of Judgment * if they hie from 
their Husbands, they (hall be brought again, 
to them, which is a thing reafonable. They 
ought to honour them, and their Husbands, 
likewife ought to honour them, but the 
Husbands have a degree of advantage above 
them. God is Omnipotent, and moft wife in 
what he ordaineth. Divorce thefirft and fe- ; 
cond time, ought to be performed with mild- 
nefs, courtefie, and good deeds ; it is 
not lawful for you to take any thing from 
your Wives, of what you have given them, 
if you both fear a difability of not fatisfyipg 
the Commandments of God* but if you both 
fear to tranfgrefs the bounds pre (bribed by 
God, you (hall do well to accord together, 
fuch ate the commandments of his Divine 
Majefty, tranfgrefs them not, fuch astranf, 
grefs them are exceedingly to blame. He 
that (hall have repudiated his Wife 
thrice, (hall not refume her, until (he hath 

been 
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been married to another that hath divorced 
her : then they may return to each other, and 
marry again without Sin, »if they think them- 
felves able to continue within the limits pre- 
fcribed by God, which he manifefteth to the 
wile and prudent. When you (hall repudiate 
your Wives, appoint them the time they muft 
tarry, before they again marry,, take them 
with civility and modefty, and in the like 
manner diiinifs them, give them prefents ac¬ 
cording to yonr abilities, and take them not, 
to abide nor torment them; they that do this, 
offend their own Soak. Mock not at the 
Commandments of God : Remember his fa¬ 
vours , and how he hath taught yon Scri¬ 
pture, Knowledge, and the myfteries of his 
Law Fear God, and know that be underftan- 
deth all yonr adions. When yon repudiate 
your Wives, appoint diem they ought to tar¬ 
ry, before they marry again, and hinder them 
not to marry according to the Commandments 
of God. Tbefe things are preached to them 
among yon that believe in God, and in the 
Day of Judgment, it is requifite fo to make 
ufe of them. God knoweth what yon know 
not. The Women fhall give fuck to their 
Children two years entire; if they defire to 
accomplib the time appointed to fuckle them, 
the Father ihall nourifhand doaththe Wife; 
and his Children, according to his faculties 
expend not, but according to the me^fure of 
your goods.- the Father and Mother (hallpot 
neceffitate themfelves for their Children : the 
heir ihall perform what is above ordained, 

(he (hail entertain his Father and Mother ac- See GtUU 
cording to his abilities \) if the Parents de- *»• 
fire to wean their Cuildren before two years 

be 
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be expired, they may do it without offending 
God, if they both agree to it. If you caute 
your Children to *>e nurfed by other Wo¬ 
men than your own Wives, God wil) not be 
offended* m giving them their failary, ,accor* 
ding to reafbn and honefty: fear God* and 
know that he feeth what ever you do. Wi¬ 
dows (hall tarry four months and ten nights;' 
after the death of their Husbands, before thep< 
marry again; this time being accompliffaedg 
they fliatt do what (hall feem good to them* 
according to reafon and honefty, God know- 
cth all your actions. You will not offend God 
in fpeaking a word in iecret to Women that 
you refearch in marriage, although you con¬ 
ceal in your mind your ddigu to efpouftj 
theifi, he underftandeth what ever you think 
of them ; know them not fecretly, until you 
have pronounced the words appointed by the 
Lawand enter not the bonds of marriage, 
Until the time fet down in writing be accom- 
plifhed,* God knoweth whatever is in your 
hearts.--take heed unto your felves, he is gen. 
tie and gracious to them that fear him. It is 
no fiii to repudiate your Wives, before you 
have touched them * you (hall give them fome 
prefents, and do good unto them, according 
to the proportion of your wealth, or poveia 
ty y and civilly increae them, as is the cuftom 
of bonelt Men. If you repudiate them before 
you have touched them , and have bellowed 
on them any prefents of garments, moveables, 
and other things, they (hall have the moity, 
if they releafe it not to you, or if the Hus¬ 
band, remitting with his own hand the tie 
of marriage, doth not leave to them the 
whole, of courtefie: it is refuilite to gratiffe 

them, 
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them, and to forget nothing of the benefits 
between you, God beholdeth all your actions: 
land upon your guard, when you make your 
prayers, efpecially, that at noon, and be o- 
bedient unto God. If you fear your enemies, 
and cannot place your felves on your knees, 
neither perform the Ceremonies that are ap- 
pointed you ) omit not to fay your prayers 
on foot, o£ on horfeback, and being freed 
from fear, femember God, and how he hath 
taught you what you know not. Such as 
die , (hall be good to their Wives by their 
Tcftament ; they (hall beftow on them where¬ 
with to live during the time they mud tarry 
before they marry again *, drive them not 
from your houfes: If they willingly depart, 
che fin of what they ihall do in their own 
perfons, ihall not be upon you. God is Om¬ 
nipotent, and juft -, you fhall likewife do good 
to your Wives that you have divorced, according 
to your power, it is a thing reafonable among 
fuch as fear God : Thus God teacheth you 
his Commandments, perhaps you will learn 
them. See you not them that departed their 
houfes for the fear, they had of death ? they 
are thoufands in number *, God hath laid to 
them, die: after this, he raifed them again: 
God is the Benefactor of the People, but the 
greateft part return him no thanks for hts 
favours. Fight for his Law, and know, that 
he underftandeth and knoweth all things. 
Who is he that will afford him a good turn ? 
He will augment him with multiplicity of in- 
creafe ; he giveth good, and takieth it away 
from whom it pleafeth him; you (hall all re¬ 
turn before him to be judged. Knoweft thou 
not, that a company of the Children of /frail, 

after 
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after the death of Mofcs, faid to their Pro* 
phef, fend us a King, we with him will fight; 
for the Law of God ? He anfwereth them, 
have you difobeyed the Commandments of 
God ? If they enjoyn you to fight, you will 
not do it: They laid, we have no greater de¬ 
fire, tjjan to fight for the glory of his Divine; 
Majefty ; we lor this Caufe have abandoned 
our houfes* and thofeof our Paffyts: never, 
thelefs, when they were comroandcQ. to fight; 
they all, except fome few of them, retired; 
but God knoweth them that, fin agaiafi; 
him. Their Prophet faid to them, God hath 
lent Saul to be your King; they anfwered, yvby 
fhall he be our King ? we rather deferve the 
Royalty than he, be is not rich enough; here- 
plied, God hath cholen him to command you; 
he hath encreafed his knowledge, and Stature;- 
he givtth Royalty to whom he liftetb, he is luf 
beral and prudent in all his Aftions. Their 
Prophet faid-to them, the fign of his Reign (hall 
be, that the Ark lhall appear to you from God,' 
to confirm your hearts; wherein (hall be con- 
tained the remainder of what the people oiM* 
aod Aaron left, and it lhall be bom by Angels; 
this lhall be to you the fign of his Reign, if yon 
believe in God.' When Saul went forth with his 
Troops to fight his Enemies, he faid, God lhall- 
try you by a River; he that lhall drink of that Ri¬ 
ver,fhalluot be mine,urilefs he drink with his hand; 
they all, except fome few of them drank at their. 
Pleafure; and having paft that- River with the 
true Believers, they faid, we have not this day 
ftrength fufficient to refill Goliah and his Troops^ 
but fuch as believed in God, and feared his Di> 
vine Majefty, faid, how often, through the per* 
niiffien of God, hath a finall Troop defeated a 

great 
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great Army? He is with them that are patient: 
when they faw Goliaht with his Troops appear; 
they faid, Lord, givens patience,confirm our 
fteps, and give us Victory over the Infidels. 

They, through the permiflioa of God, vanqui¬ 
shed their Enemies; David flew Goltih, and God See GtltU 
’gave him the Royalty, and knowledge of fu- diih 
ture things* Had not God raifed the people one 
againfl; the other, the rthole Earth had been full 
of diforders ; fuch are the Miracles of God, as 
1 declare to thee with truth ^thon art indeed 
one of the Prophets of his Divine Majefty. We 
have conferred our graces on the Prophets, on 
(ome more than on others ; many have fpoken to 
their Lord, and fome have been more elevated 
than others. We gave knowledge to Jefus the 
Son of iftfary, and fortified him through the 
Holy Spirit. Had it pieafed God, the Prophets 
that came heretofore,, had not been flain, after 
they had taught bis Commandments. Men were 
Of different Opinions; fome believed in Go dj 
others were impious; had it pieafed God, they 
had not been flain, but he doth wfiat pleafetn 
him. O ye that are true Believers 1 difpenfe in 
Alms fome part of your wealth that we have! 
given you, before the day arrive, wherein you 
mall find no Ranfom, Alms, Protection, nor 
prayers that can fiiccour you. Certainly Infi* 
dels are greatly to blame. God ! There is 
but one only Goa, living and eternal; think not 
that he flumbereth or Ueepeth; whatever is in 
Heaven or in Earth is his; who (hall intercede 
for thee with his Divine Majefty unlefs by his. 
permitfion ? He knoweth all the Actions of 
men, and whatever they have done; they know 
nothing* but what it hath pieafed him to teach 
them.- The Jargeoeis of his Throne containetb 

D Heaven 
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Heaven'and Earth, and the Confervationof both 
is not troublefotne to him, he is Omnipotent and 
glorious. The Law ought not to be abjured, it 
manifefteth the difference of Faith and Impiety; 
He that believeth not in Tagot, or the Devil, and 
hath Faith in God, layeth hold on the ftrong. 
eft knot, that cannot be dillblved, broken, or 
cut afunder. God underftandeth and knoweth 
all things*, heaideth and aflifteth them that be¬ 
lieve in his Unity *, he will caufe them to come 
out of darknefi, and will guide them into light: 
the wicked ihall have Tagot, and the Devil for 
their Protestor *, he lhall caufe them to forfake 
the light, and lhall lead them into darknefs: fuch 
men lhall remain, eternally in the fire of Hell. 
Confider you not his Attion, to whom God had 
th«is N»- given the Royalty ? When he difputed concern. 
See Geld- God with Abraham, Abraham faid to him \ 
din. -My Lord is he that giveth life, and death •, He 
faid I, even l, give life and 'death to my 
Subject, when I fee good : Abraham anfwered, 
God caufeth the Sun to rife in the Eaft, make 
thou it to arife in the Weft ■, then the Infidel was 
confuted, God is not a guide to unjuft Perfonsv; 
Haft thou confidqred the aftion of him that came 
into a Village defolate and ruined, and faid, 
How is it that God can be able to give life un¬ 
to this Village after it’s death, and re-eftablilh' 
it after fo great a ruine"? Then God' caufed him 
to die, after the fpace of an hundred years railed 
him again, and faid to him, How long haft thou 
continued here *, he anfwered *, 1 have fojourn- 
ed here a day and a half*. On the contrary, thou 
haft been here an hundred years \ confider thy 
Meat and Drink,that they are not altered through 
length of time *, and behold, thine Afs is dead, 
fee his bones, that are white tfioa lhalt becooie 

an 
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Sn example to all the World, and to P fterity % 
fee the bones of thine Afs *, I will recoiled: and 
revelt them with flelh : Seeing this Miracle, he 
faid, 1 affirm that God is Omnipotent v Re¬ 
member thou, that Abraham (aid, Lord (hew me 
how thou reviveft the dead *, God faid, Deed 
thou not believe my Omnipotency ? -ie anfwer- 
ed, yea, Lord, hat hear my Praver for the re- 
pofe of my heart y God faid ? Take four Birds, 
cut them altogether in pieces, and carry the 
pieces upon thofe Mountains •, this done, call 
them, they (hall fpsediTy return to thee y God 
knoweth all things, and is moft prudent in all 
his works. The action of them that difpend 
their Goods for his glory, is like unto a Grain 
of Corn that prodaceth feven ears, and every 
ear au hundred Grains .* Gbd multiplieth the 
wealth of whom it pleafeth him, he is liberal and 
omnifeient: Such as difpend their fubftance for 
his glory, without repining, and reproach, lhall 
be recompenfed by bis Divine Majefty, and be 
delivered from fear and affliction at the day of 
Judgment. Good words and pardon are pre¬ 
ferred to Aimes, followed with repentance : 
God is moft rich and merciful. Oh ye that be¬ 
lieve in God! render not y our Alms unprofitable 
through repining and reproach, as do tHofe, that 
give Alms withOftentation and hypocrifie •, they 
believe, neither in God, nor the day of Judg¬ 
ment, their good works are like to a Rock, 
whereon was little Earth, there fell great Rain 
that carried it away, and left nothing thereon .• 
their Labour lhall be in Vain, and they reap no 
mark, for God lovetb neither the Hypocrites 
nor the impions. The action of fuch as do good, 
topleafe God or to fave their Souls, is like to a 
Grain fown upon an high place, whereon.fell 
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great and fmaU Rain, that caufed it's Fruit to 
multiply : God beboldeth all your Actions. Is 
there any one among you that defireth to have 
a Garden enriched with Palms, and Grapes, 
wherein flow many Fountains and Rivolets,and 
that is filled with all manner of Fruits, that old 
Age (hould overtake him with young and in. 
firm Children, and that an hot wind come, and 
bum up his Garden ? God fo teacheth you his 
Myfteries *, peradventure you will bear them in 
mind. Oh ye that believe ! difpend in pjous 
works, and give Alms of the wealth you have 
acquired, and of the Fruits of the Earth that 
God hath given you •, defire not wealth ill got¬ 
ten, or wherewith to give Alms •, fuch are not 
received but to your (hame \ And know, that 
God is molt rich, and worthy of praife. The 
Devil will caufe you to fear Poverty, and will 
command you filthinefs, and God promifeth to 
you his Grace and Mercy; he is munificent, and 
omnifeient, he giveth knowledge to whom it 
pleafeth him, and to whom knowledge is given. 
On him is bellowed an exceeding great Treafiirty 
which none but the wile do value \ God b( hold- 
eth your alms,and vows, and the wicked lhall be 
deprived of protection at the day of Judg¬ 
ment. If you fufFer your alms to appear, it 
lhall not be amifs i if you conceal them, you 
lhall do well, that will cover many of your 
fins *, God knoweth all your actions. You 
are not obliged to lead Men into the right 
way, God guideth whom he lifteth *, the good 
and the alms that you perform, lhall be for 
your Souls *, give not alms but for the love 
of God, you lhall be rewarded for the good 
works that you (hall do, aud no iiquftice lhall 
be done again#: yon *, Be benefe&ore to the 

poor,

poor, that are not accommodated for the for- 
vice of God, and *that cannot labour. The 
ignorant believe them to be rich, byreafonof 
their probity and goodnefs, you (hall know 
them by their Phyfiognomy, and in that they 
demand nothing with importunity \ God wiu 
know the good you (hall do towards them j 
They that give alms, by day or by night, 
fecretly or publickly, (hall be rewarded of 
God there needeth be no fear for them, 
they (hail lie exempt from affliction at the day 
of Judgment-, Ufurers ihall rife again, like 
to Men pofftfled with Devils, becaufe they 
have faid, that traffick is like unto 11 fury ; 
God permittethtraffick, and prohibiteth ufury ; 
be to whom the word of God cometh , and 
who hath abandoned Ufury, what is pall, is to 
bimfelf, God will pardon his fault * but he 
that (hall return to exercife Ufury, having once 
abandoned it, (hall be punifhed in the fire of 
Hell v God abhorreth Ufury, he loveth them 
that are alms-givers, and hateth Infidels *, 
Such as believe in God, that do good works, 
and that make their prayers at the time ap¬ 
pointed, and pay their Tyths, (hall be rewar-’ 
ded by his Divine Majefty,fhey fhall be delivered 
from fear and affliction at the day of Judgment. 
O ye that believe in God! have the fear of 
him before your eyes, and forfake Ufury, if 
you will obey his Commandments if you do 
not this, God and his Prophet will make 
War upon you; if y6u be converted, your 
principal remains unto you \ Do injuftice to 
no Man, it fhall not be done unto you.

O ye that believe in God ! when 
you Ihall charge your felves with any debt, caufe 
an ad to be drawn •, the Notary hull vrite 
the Contrad between you , conformable to 
Juftice, and {hall not refufe to write it, as God 
hath inftruded him, but the debtqr Ihall en¬ 
tirely fatisfie what he (hall owe, and ihall have 
the fear of his Lord before his eyes 5 if he 
that is a debtor is a fool, or fick, and is un¬ 
able of hitnfelf to difcharge it, his Guarding , 
or he that -{ball overfee his affairs, {hall give’ 
fatisfadion for him. Call with you two wit- 
neffesj if you cannot find two Men, one,, with 
two Women {hall fuffice, whofe teftimony you 
Ihall accept ■, if the one be wanting to. her 
duty, the other {hall caufe her to remember ^ 
thel'e wittieffes Ihall notrefufe their teftimonyj 
notwithftanding they be called in a great num¬ 
ber. Make no difficulty to write your teftimt^ 
iiy,‘whether it concern little or much, and li¬ 
mit the time wherein payment ought; to be 
made; fuch writings are juft before God, give 
more efficacy to teftimorjy, and are rcquifite 
to avoid your complaints one of another;

Call witnefies when -you fell or buy•, 
neither the witntfles, nor the Notary (hall re¬ 
ceive any damage y If you {hall do that which 
is forbidden, you (hall do very ill: Fear God, 
he will teach-you. his Commandments* he 
knoweth all things. If you are in a journey, 
hud cannof find a Notary, you (hall give ear f 
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neft -, If one trujfteth in the other, he that 
fliall.be trufted in, fhall fatisfie his promife, 
and fear God his Lord *, no Man IhaU conceal 
his teftimony •, he that fhall conceal, ihail fin iti 
his heart-, God knoweth all your a&ions.

'we believe in God, all things proceed from his 
Divine Wifdom, neyerchelefe none remember, 
|>ut the wife. Lord caufe not our hearts to erre, 
after thou haft guided us into the right way, 
give us thy mercy, thou art moft bountiful to¬ 
wards thy Creatures.

I will teach 
him the Scriptures, the Myfterics of the Law, 
the Old Teftament, andjthe Gofpel, and he 
(hall be a Prophet fent to the Children of Ifrael . 
Jefus faid to the Children of Ifrael-, I come, to 
you with evident figns of my million from your 
Lord, 1 will make unto you of the (lime of the 
Earth, the figure of a Bird, I will blow upon 
ic, incontinently it ihall be a Bird, and by the 
permiflion of God, ihall flie *, 1 will heal them 
that are born blind, hnd the leprous, I will raife 
again the dead, i will teach you what you ihall 
eat, and what you ought not to eat *, this ihall 
ferve you fo'rinftru&ion, if you believe, in God *, 

1 am come to confirm the Old Teftament, and 
what hath been taught you heretofore. Cer¬ 
tainly it is lawful for you to eat things that have 
been heretofore forbidden. 1 am come to you 
with figns of my million, that teftifie that I am 
truly fent from your Lord *, fear God, and o- 
bey me, God is my Lord, and your Lord, wor- 
fhip him, this is the right way. When Jefus 
knew their impiety, he laid. Who ihall fuftain 
the Law of God in my abfence ? TheApofUes 
anfwcred him, we will fubftainthe Law of God, 
we believe in his unity j be thou a witnefs before 
God, that we refign our felves wholly to the 
pleafure of his Divine Maj:fty. Lord we be¬ 
lieve in what thou haft commanded, and we have 
followed the Prophet, thy Apoftte, write us in 
the number of them that profefs thy Law. The 
Jews confpired againft Jefus,and God caufed their 
conspiracy to turnagainft them, he ksoweth the 
feefigns of Confpirators- Remember thou, how 
the Lord laid, O Jefus, I will canfethee to die, 
I will elevate thee to my felf, and remove 
thee far from Infidels, and prefer thole that have 

obeyed 
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obeyed thee, to Infidels, at the day of Judgment! 
That day ihall aflemble yon all before me ; 1 will 
judge the differences between you,and will punilh 
the impious, in this World, and in the other; 
none among them Ihall be of power to pro- 
left them, 1 will reward them that Ihall have 
believed in my Law, and have, done good' 
works ; God loveth not the unjuft. I relate 
to thee thefe myfteries, and teach thee the Al¬ 
coran ; Jefbs is with God, as is Adam , God 
created him of the Earth; he laid. Be thou; 
and he was: this truth proceedeth from thy 
Lord, be not thou of the number of them that 
doubt; If any one difpute with thee concern¬ 
ing thy Doftrine, fay to them. Come, call to¬ 
gether your Children and ours, your Wives and 
ours, let us aflemble and addrefs our prayers to 
God ; I will lay the cnrfe of his Divine Majefty 
upon lyers. This Difcourfe is moft true, there 
is no God, but God alone the Omnipotent^ 
and Wife. If they depart from his Command^ 
ments, he Ihall well oblerve the unbelievers; 
♦The fay to them, * O ye that know Scripture! come 
Jews and* with words alike true between you and us ; Dof 
ebriftians. I worlhip other than God ? I do not aflociate 
him with any one, and acknowledge none other 
Lord but him; but if they turn afide from the 
way of faith ; God knoweth them that Ihall 
pollute the Earth ; Say to them, be ye witnef- 
fes that we believe in God. O ye that under- 
ftand Scripture, difpute not the Law of Abr* 
ham, to wit, if he obferved the Old Teftament, 
or the Gofpel, they were taught after him, per¬ 
haps you will acknowledge ybur error. Oh 
ye that have difputed what you knew not! A- 
hraham was no fevt, norChriftian, he profefletj- 
the unity of God, he was a true believer, and' 

no} 
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not of the number of Infidels: The People, 
and particularly thofe that followed him, of 
his time, as alfo the Prophet Mahomet, and all 
true believers Jiave known' the truth of his 
Law. *Part of them, to whom heretofore was 
given the knowledge of Scripture defired, re¬ 
duced you fr$m the right way, -but they them- 
felves erred, and they knew it not. O ye that 
know the Scripture ! do not malicioufly con¬ 
ceal the Commandments of God, cover not the 
Truth with a lye, neither willingly hide it. 
Many of them that knew the written Law,faid, 
From the break of day, believe in what hath 
been taught them, that, believe in the Law of 
God-: Neverthelefs, at evening, they were 
themfelves of the number of Infidels, perad- 
venture they will be converted. Believe not, 
but fuch as follow your own Law •, Say to them. 
The true guide, is the guide of God. The 
knowledge that was given to you, was not gi¬ 
ven to any other, but to you: If the Infidels 
(hall difpute againft you, before your Lord, at 
the day of Judgment •, fay to them, Grace 
proceedeth from the hand of God He is 
bountiful, and omnifcient *, lie pardoneth whom 
he pleafeth, and is altogether merciful. If thou 
intrufteft thy wealth to the hands of many of 
them that know the written Law, they will 
faithfully reftore it to thee: There be alfo ma¬ 
ny of them that will not reftore it, if thou take 
not heed •, becaufe they have faid, They have 
no belief in the Arabians , they blafpheme a- 
gainft God, and know their blafphemies. He 
that fhall fatisfie what he hath promifed, and 
lhall fear God, fhall be beloved of God *, he 
loveth fuch as have fear of him before their 
eyes; fuch as pervert his Commandments for

auy profit, fhall have no 'partin Paradife j he 
will not protedl them, neither regard* or par¬ 
don them at the day of Judgment j and they (hall 
be rigoroufly punilhed. There be of them, that 
alter the Scripture in reading it, and will 
make believe that what they read, is in the Scri¬ 
pture, although it be not; they blafoheme, and 
know it well. God gave not to Man the Scri¬ 
pture, knowledge^nd prophecies, to fay to the 
People, Worfhip me inftead of God { but in¬ 
deed, to fay, Obferve exadly what you have 
learned in Scripture, and what you read. 
God doth not command you to adore Angels, 
nor Prophets: Will he command you impiety, 
having inltruded you in his Law ? Remember 
that be received thepromifeof the Prophets, 
to preach his Commandments without fear, and 
See Kitab that he hath taught you Scripture, and know- 
ti ttmr. ledge •, and that after this, came a Prophet* 
that confirmed the Dodrine that was taught 
you, that you might believe his words. Have 
you not approved it ? Have you not received 
what was promifed unto you ? We hate recei¬ 
ved it ? be therefore witnefics againft your 
felves, and againft them that have followed you, 
and! will be a witnefs againft you, and againft 
therm Such ?s go aftray from the right way, 
fhall be wicked j Defire they to oblerve any o- 
ther Law, than that of God ? Whatever is in 
Heaven, or Earth, obeyeth him ; either willing¬ 
ly, or by force : And you (hall all one day ap¬ 
pear before him, to be judged: Say to them,i 
We believe in God, iu what he hath inspired in¬ 
to us, in what he infpired into Abr*haM t Ifmael t 
Jfaac, Jteoby and the Tribes, in what was or¬ 
dained by Maftty by Jtfusi and generally all the 
Prophets from God 5 and we are wholly re-

Certain¬ 
ly God heard the Speech ofthem.that faid, God 
is poor, and we are rich *, he hath faid, I will 
write what they have lpoken, and keep an exaft 
account of cheMurther they have unjuftly commit¬ 
ted on the Perfons.of the Prophets} I will fay to 
them at the day of Judgment,tafte of the torments 
of Hell fire, which you have deferved. God doth 
not lead into darkngfs them that worlhip him. 
There be that fay, God bath commanded us not 
to believe the Prophets, until their Sacrifice be 
confumed by fire : Say to them, there came to 
you Prophets heretofore with Miracles that you 
demanded, you had not flain them, had you been 
righteous •, if they belye thee, know, they be- 
lyed the Prophets that were before thee, that 
came with.Miracle$,the Pfalter, and the Book of 
Light. Every roan (hall tafte of death, and your 
reward (hall be payed at the Day of Judgment *, 
he that (hall depart from the fire of Hell, and 
enter into Paradife, (hall be happy. The wealth 
of this World is but matter of Pride, that you 
may be tryed in your Riches and Perfons. Hear¬ 
ken not to ■ the Jews and Chriftians , that have 
known the written Law. ( before you, neither to 
them thatjbelieve in many Gods, they offend 
God. tbccgigh their blnfphemies; if. you have pa-, 
tiencd,.and fear God, you fhall make a very good 
refolutipn.God hath accepted the Speech of them 
that know his written Law, when they promifed 
him to preach to the people his Command¬ 
ments, and not conceal them \ neverthgiefs they 
have contemned them, and changed them for 
profit of little value,and have gained nothing but 
piifery •, think not that fuch as rejoy ce of the e- 
vil they have done, an4 affe£t to be commended 
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for what they bare not done, have efcaped the 
punifhment of their Crimes, they (hall certainly 
fuller great torments. The Kingdom of Hea. 
ven and of the Earth is Gods, he is Omnipotent j 
the Creation of Heaven and Earth, the diffe- 
rence of day and night are evident figns of his 
Omnipotency, to foch as have judgment. Such 
as have, remember God, Handing, fitting, or 
lying down, and confidered the Creation of Hea* 
ven and Earth, have laid, Lord, thou haft not 
created thefe things in vain ■, blefled be thy 
Name, deliver us from the torments of Hell fire, 
thou wilt render miferabte him that thou (halt 
thither precipitate, and the wicked /hall be de¬ 
prived of protection at the Day of Judgment. 
Lord, We have heard them that lay, Believe in 
your Lord, we believe in thy unity, pardon our 
faults, blot out our firts, and give us grace to 
die in the number of the juft 5 bellow on us 
what thou hafLprOiHifcd by the Prophets, and 
fuffer us not to be miferable at the Day of 
Judgment*, thou doft not contradict what 
thou doft promile.

Give unto Or- J*“' 
pharis what appertained to them, and render bim M * 
not evil for good devour not their fubftance, fwore by 
it is a very great lin. If you fear to do injury the nara = 
to Orphans, fear alfo to do wrong to Wo. £od, 
men; marry tbofe that pleafeyau, two, three, g"u y 0 C f 
or four: if you apprehend you (hall not be a- their 
ble to entertain them equally, marry but one, wives,!** 
or the (laves that you (hall have acquired; this 
is molt neceflary, to the end you offend not 
God. Give to Women their Dowry with a good rility. 
will; if they give to you any thing that is 
pkafing to you, receive it with affeflSon, and 

civility. 
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civility. Beftow not on fools the wealth that 
God hath given you for fubfiftence ; aflift Or¬ 
phans, give to them the Garments that fhall 
beneceflary for them, and entertain them ho- 
neftly j inftrutt them until they have attained 
to years of diferetion, and are capable of mar¬ 
riage j if you believe they demean themfelves 
wifely* reftore to them thejr faculties, and de¬ 
vour them not unjuftly before they be of age. 
He that (hall be rich, (hall abftain from their 
goods, and he that is poor, (hall take with ho- 
nefty, according to the pains he,(hall undergo 
for them; when you make to them reftitution of 
their goods, take witnels of your aftion, God 
loveth good accounts. The Children (hall have 
a good part of what their Father, and Mo¬ 
ther and Parents left after their deceafe, of lit¬ 
tle or of much, there appertained to them a 
portion prefixed and limited. When they di¬ 
vide their goods, the kindred (hall have care of 
the poor and Orphans; do good to them, and. 
honeltly entertain them. Such as fear to leave 
.after them a weak progeny of little Children, 
ought to fear to wrong Orphans, they muft fear 
God, and courteoufiy entertain them. Thofe 
that unjuftly devour their fubftance, ‘ fwallow 
fire into their Bowels, and (hall burn in a 
great fire. God recommendeth to yoti your 
Children, the Son (hall have as much as two 
Daughters 5 if there be more than two Daugh¬ 
ters, they (hall have two thirds of the fucceflbn 
of the Dead j if there be but one, (he (hall have 
See Si- the moity, and her kindred a fixth part of what 
fhall be left by the dead : if there be no Chil¬ 
dren, and the kindred be heirs, the Mother of 
the dead (hall have a third; if there be Brethren, 
the Mother (hall have a fixth, after fatisfa&ion 

of 
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of the Legacies contained in the Teftament, 
and of debts. Yon underftand not to whom it 
is moft requifite to do good, to your Children, 
or to your Father and Mother, give them their 
Portion ordained of God. The moity of what 
their Wives lhall leave belongeth to you, if 
they have no Children-, if they have, you lhall 
have the fourth part of what they lhall leave, 
after payment of the Legacies and debts; they 
lhall have the fourth of yourfucceffion, if you 
have no Children •, if you have, they lhall have 
the eight portion. If a Man or Woman be the 
heirs of each other, and have neither Father 
nor Mother, nor Children, and have a Brother 
or Sifter, each of them lhall have afixthpart 
of the fuccellion; if they be more, they lhall 
lhare the third, after payment of Legacies and 
debts, without fraud, following what God bath 
ordained, heknoweth all your actions, and is 
prudent in what he ordainetb, it is fo ordained 
by his Divine Majefty. He that lhall obey him, 
and his Prophet, lhall enter into Paradife, where 
many Rivers flow, and lhall dwell in eternal fe¬ 
licity •, he that Ih ill difobey God and his Prophet, 
(hall be caft headlong into the fire of Hell, 
where he lhall fuffer ignominious torments. If 
your Wives commit adultery, take four wit- 
nefles of their fault, that be of your Religion *, 
if they bear witnefs, keep them prifoners in 
your Houles until tleath, or until God lhall o- 
therwife ordain ; punilh Whoremongers, Con¬ 
cubines, and Adulterers •, if they rfcpent of 
their fault, do them no harm, God is gracious 
and merciful to them that repent. Converfion 
dependeth on God, he is merciful to them that 
commit fin ignorantly, andfpeedily repent, he 
is Omnifcient, and moft Wife. Pardon is not 
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for them that do wickedly to the very hour of 
their death, we have prepared great torments 
for them that (hall die impious. O ye that be¬ 
lieve in God! it is not lawful for you to inherit 
what is yoUr Wives by force, take not violently 
away what you have given them, unlefs they 
be furprized in manifeft adulteryj fee them with 
civility, if you have an averfion from them, it 
may chance that you hate a thing, wherein God 
hath placed much good j but if they defire to 
repudiate your Wives, to take others, and that 
you have given them any thing, take not any 
thing that appertained to them. Will you take 
their wealth with a lie, and a manifeft fin? How 
ihall you take it, fince you have approached each 
other, and that you have promifed to ole them 
civilly ? Marry not the Wives of your Fathers j 
what is paft was inceft, abomination, and a 
wicked way. Your Mothers are forbidden you, 
your Daughters, Sifters, Aunts, Nieces, youf 
Nurfes,, and your Fofter-fifters, the Mothers of 
your Wives, the Daughters that your Wives 
have had-by other Husbands, of whom you (hall 
have a particular care: The Daughters of Wo* 
men that you (hall have known, are alfo for* 
bidden you \ if you have not known them, it 
will be 90 fin: the Wives of your Sons are like- 
wife prohibited, and two Sifters \ for what is 
paft, God is gracious and mercifulMarried 
Wives are likewife forbidden you, except the 
women Slaves, that you (hall have acquired. 
God hath (b commanded you, except what is 
above forbidden, it is lawful for you to marry 
at your Pleafure. If you defire women for mo¬ 
ney, and neither commit Concubinage, norA- 
dultery, give them their Salary for which you 
lhall agree, fo you (hall not offea 4 God, he is 
■ omni* 
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bmnifeient, and.moft Wife. Hethac (hall nOE- 
be able to efpoufe women' Of Free-condition, 
fhall marry fuch women or maids, that are 
Slaves,: as fhall pleafe him.. God knoweththe 
Faith of the one, and Other. M*ury your Wives- 
with the permiflion of their Parents, -and-give 
them their Dowry with honeftyIf women of 
Free-condition ; that .have committed neither 
Concubinage, nor Adultery, iecretly nor pub- 
lickly,. fire into fecond Nuptials* and come to 
commit Adultery, they thail bcdcmbly punifhed, 
more than the Daughters of Love;' The Mar¬ 
riage of Slaves is for them that fear Whoredom: 

If you abftain from Marrying them * you fhall Gt ' 4 £ 
not do amifs. God is gracious and merciful;*'"' 
he is willing to teach you his Law, and direft 
you: in the way of them that preceded ybu ; 
he is gracious and merciful to his people.' Such 
as follow the Appetite of the wicked; decline 
excreamly from the Truth. God willeth that 
his Law be Light unto you, for that man was 
created weak. O you that believe in God, de¬ 
vour not your fubfcance among you-with Ufury % 
but if yduTraffick,' be peaceable: in your Af¬ 
fairs*,, Jay not one another, God is merciful to 
them that obey bin?: He that difobeyethi, through 
malice and ,injuftice, fhall bum:in • the fire of 
Hell ;fit is an Ciafie thing to God tb punilh 
them. If you depart ficom mortal fins, I will 
CoveySyour Faults, and caufe you to enter into 
Paradife.;.covet not;through Envy, what God 
hath given to your Neighbour*, men and wo¬ 
men fhall. have the wealth they have gained ; 
beg Grace of God * he knowethUall things. 

Give to your Aflbdates what appertaineth to 
them . We have ordained a Portion, prefix! to 
the one and the other, in the fucceflionof yont 

£ Father, 
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Father, Mother, and Kindred, God feeth all. 
The men ihail have Authority over the women *, 
they ihail have them in their keeping *, they 
ihail have in their power the wealth that God 
ihail give them *, and (hall have care of what 
ihail be convenient to be expended for them. 
Diicreet and obedient Wives obferve, in the 
abfenceof their Husbands, the Commandments’ 
of God, make Remonftrances to them that ihail 
be difobedient, and remove them from your 
Red, chaftife them. If they obey you, feek not 
occaiion to abufe them unjuftiy. God is moft 
high, and moil mighty. If you fear there may 
happen iome difference between a Man and his 
Wife, fend to them iome of their Kindred, to 
put an end to their Quarrel, and reconcile them. 
God will give ■ bis Peace to them, he isOmni- 
feient. Wotihip God, and fay not that he hath 
a Companion equal to him 5 do good' to your 
Father, and Mother, your Kindred, Orphans, 
the Poor, your Neigbours^ Pilgrims, your Friend^ 
and c your Slaves. God loveth not the Proud. 
We have prepared rigorous torments for them 
that are avaricious, that recommend Avarice 
to the people, that conceal the Graces that 
God hath bellowed on them, and that are im¬ 
pious. Such as difpepd their wealth with Hypo- 
crifie, believe neither in God, nqr the Day of 
Judgment j and thofe that Ihail have the Devil 
for their Companion, will be in exceeding bad 
Company * he (ball not approach them,- if they 
believe in God, and the Day of Judgment, 
and give in Alms fome part of the Riches God 
hath given them. God knoweth them, and doth 
no injuftice to any one, of the weight of a fmail 
•Ant. If the righteous do good of the quantity 
of a Pifmire, God ihail multiply it, and give 

them 
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them a great reward. In what condition wilt 
Itffidels be at the Day of Judgment) for that 
We have Witnefles of all Nations againft their 
impiety v and that we will call thee for a Wit- 
•nefs againft them of their Deportments ? That 
•day, the Infidels that have difobeyed the Pro¬ 
phet, (hall defire to be confumed, like to the 
tfeacth ; and not to ha've concealed or altered, 
through their iJdcourfe, tile Commandments of 
'God. Oyou that believe, make not your Pray- 
ers, being drunk , until you know What you 
fpeak; neither likewife being polluted, unlefs in 
palfirtg On the way, until you be cleanfed •, if 
-you be ia a journey, of fick, or go to difeharge 
your Belly 1 ) or have known ytrnr, Wives, and 
find no water to wafli you,. you fhall lay hand 
upon 1 the Sand* and wipe vbur Fate and Hands. 

God is gracious and merdful to his Creatures. 

Seeft thou not how thofe that kno# the writ¬ 
ten Law, purchafe Erfour ? how thef defire to 
in if lead you through their Riches, and divert 
you from the right way ? God kndweth yout 
Enemies, it is enpugh that he is your defender 
and Protestor. Such as Jtidaizjc, alter the word 
Of God, and fay to the Prophet, we have heard/ 
and difobeyed thee, they heard without hear¬ 
ing ■, they lay, preferve Us, have care of us y 
■neverthelefs do they pervert the word of God, 
dn feading it, and alter his Commandments / 
they Ihould do better to fay. Lord we have 
beard, and obeyed y hearken only to Us, and re- 
gard us : Bur God hath curfed them, and few 
Of them will befievein his Divine Majefty. O 
you that have knowledge of the Scriptures! 
believe in the Moran, that confirmed the Old 
and New Teftament,before that I defoteyour V i- e ^° a ^ c 
fages, and caufe them to turn behind your Backs, ebrifliam:

There: were 
of them that believed in the Scripture, and °* 
thers that contemned it-, but they fhall be punilhed 
in the fire of Hell. I will caufe them to burn, 
and change their burned skin into a new skin, 
that they may fuffer the more. God is Omni¬ 
potent, and prudent in what he ordaineth. I 
will caufe thofe that have believed in God, and 
have performed good works, to enter into Gar- 
dens wherein flow many Rivers, where they 
fhali dwell eternally with njoft beautiful Wo¬ 
men. I will give them to enter the fhade of 
Paradife: God recommeadeth to you. Fidelity

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among your (elves, to render faithfully what 
hath been intruded to you and when you (hall 
judge differences that (hall happen among the 
people, judge with Equity. It is a good work 
that he commandetb you he behoideth, and 
knoweth all things. O ye that believe ! obey 
God, and the Prophets, and fuch as command 
over you , if yon be in Controverfie concerning 
any point, refer it to God, and his Prophet, 
to underftand the Expofition *, if you believe in 
God, and the Day of Judgment, you (hall do 
well: this will be the belt Interpretation that yon 
can attain to.

men and Children, weak and afHufted, that cry,

: thereof are unjuft, give us a Protestor, give us 
an alRircd,refuge. They that belieye in God 
fight for his Law, and Infidels fight for the De-

Policies are weak. COnfider thofe to whom it 
was faid, Ceafe to imbrue your hrnds iri the 
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Blood of Infidels, perfevere in your. Prayers, 
and pay Tithes. When they were commanded 
to fight, part of them were afraid of the mul¬ 
titude, as of God, yea, more afraid of the mul¬ 
titude than of God, and faid.

of Hell, the wrath of God, and his curfe fhail 
*be upon him eternally. O ye! who are true 
believers, when you fight againft Infidels for 
the Law of God, caufe your felves to be known, 
and fay not to them that falute you, Thou 
art not a truebeliever •, If you defire the good 
things of the World, God poflefleth riches in¬ 
numerable, you were before like to them, but 
God'batb given you grace, and.feeth all your 
actions. The faithful that continue in their 
Houfes without ficknefs, are not equal in merits 
to fuch as imploy their perfons and. faculties 
for the Law of God; he preferreth by many 
(legtees, them that fight for bis Law, and em¬ 
ploy their wealth and perfons for his feryice *, to 
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thofe that remain idle in their Houfes, be is their 
protestor, and hath prepared for them a fure 
refuge in Paradile: he gratifieth by many de¬ 
grees of favour, them that fight for his Law, 
above thofe that live at eafe in their Houfes, he 
is gracious and merciful. The Angel faid to the 
Infidels that they put to death. Where were you 
with your Religion ? they anfwered, We were 
weak and Impotent in the City of Mecca t they 
faid. Was not the Earth large enough for you 
to depart from the wicked? Hell fljail be their 
habitation, except the Women and Children 
that were weak and impotent', peradvetiture 
God will pardon them, he *is gracious and mer¬ 
ciful he that (hall depart from the wicked, 
to follow bis Law, (hall find many places fa¬ 
vourable to him, afluredly he will recompenfe 
him that (hall quit his Houfe, that (hall be (lain 
for his glory* and to follow bis Prophet, he 
is gracious and merciful. When you fhall be 
in a journey, you (hall not offend God to a- 
bridge your prayers, that the Infidels may not 
furprize you, they are your declared Enemies \ 
when thou fhalt be near them, andihalt appoint 
the true believers to make their prayers, keep 
about thee a party of them for a guard, while 
the refidue make their prayers •, having finiflied 
their Onions, they fhall do as the firft *, take 
Arms and keep a guard, during the time their 
Companions lhall make their prayers: the In¬ 
fidels defife that you quit your Arms to furprize 
you*, - you fhall not .do amifs to quit them, if 
Rain trouble you, or you be fick, but con¬ 
tinue always upon your guard, God hath pre-' 
pared for Infidels ignominious torments: Hat 
ving finifhed your prayers, Remember God, 
Sanding* fitting or lying down, and pray when 

you 
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you (hall be in a place of fafety •, prayer is com¬ 
manded the faithful in a prefixed and appointed 
time. Be not negligent to purfue the Infidels, 
if you fuffer, they (hall fuffer like you \ but you 
hope for that which they mull not hope for : 

God know^th all their actions, he is molt pru¬ 
dent in all his works. We have fent to thee 
the molt true Book, to the end, thou mayft 
judge the differences that are among the People, 
as thy Lord hath intruded thee. Contend 
not with Traitors, and ask pardon of God, he 
is gracious and merciful. Difpute not with 
thole that'betray their Souls, God loveth not 
treacherous Tinners, they conceal themfelves 
from the World, he is with them when they 
hide in their hearts fuch things as are dtfplea- 
fing to him, he knoweth all their adions : O 
ye! you difpute for them in this World, who 
(hall difpute for them againft God at the day 
of Judgment f Who (hall that day be their pro- 
tedor } He that (hall implore pardon of God, 
having offended him, (hall find him gracious and 
merciful -, who doth evil, (hall find evil, God 
is Omnifcient, and moft Wife. He that com- Gtialdi* 
mitterh a venial, or a mortal do, and would ex- faith * d 
cufe himfelf, committeth evidently a mortal 
fin. Many of them had endeavoured to (educe 
thee, hadft thou not been direded by the grace 
and mercy of God. But they (educe only their 
own Souls, and (hall do thee no harm; God 
hath fenc to thee the Book that containeth his 
Commandments > he hath taught thee what thou 
didlt not underftand, and his grace is eminently 
upon thee: there is no good in the multiplicity of 
their iecrets or difeourfe, except in fuch as com¬ 
mand alms, honefty, and peace among the peo¬ 
ple, with defire to pleafe God, they (hall receive 
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from his Divine Majefty a great reward. He 
that {hall contradict the Prophet , having had 
knowledge of the right way, and (hall follow o- 
icher paths than that of the true believers, (hall 
relaple into his impiety, I will caufe him to 
burn in the fire pf Hell, where is the habitati¬ 
on of the wicked. God pardoneth not them 
that fay, He hath Companions, except this, he 
pardons all things as he feeth good; he that 
affirmeth that God hath a Companion, greatly 
errech, and is eftranged from the truth. If 
they invoke other than God, they invoke Idols, 
the Devil, obftinace, and curfedofGod j when 
he faid to him, Thou wilt not give me power 
over them that worlhip thee, but 1 will (educe 
them from therein way, I will prolong their 
wicked life,to retard their converlion,! will caufe 
P The an- them to cut off the * ears of Beafts, they fliall 
dent Am- difobey thy commandments, and they (hall en- 
bims cm vy thy creatures.

alted, itiufficeth thee, he is thy Proteftor. If 
he will, he can caufe you to perifh, and put o- 
thec Creatures in your place, for he is Qmnipo-

tent He that loveth the good things of the 
Earth, Iball find in God all the wealth of this 
World, and of the other, he underftandeth and 
feeth all things, O you that believe ! be true 
in your Teftimonies, notwithftanding it be a- 
gainft your (elves, againft your Father and Mo¬ 
ther, and againft your Kindred, and >confider 
the rich BO more than the poor, God is the Pro. 
te&or of the one, and the other; follow not 
your Appetites, to favour the rich more thah 
the poor, pervert not the Truth, be not fcru- 
pulous to teftifie what you know, : od knoweth 
all your Anions. O ye that believe in God! 
and his Prophet, and the Book that was fent be¬ 
fore him v know, he that biafphentetb againft 
his Divine Sfajefty, againft his Ang&s, the Scrk 
pture, the Prophets, and life eternal,' greatly 
erreth, and departeth from the Truths God 
pardontth not them that have embraced his 
£awg and then have forfaken it, having be» 
Sieved in his Divine Majefty, and are returned 
again to their impiety; declare to fuch men, 
they (hall feel heavy torments. Such as oifty 
Infidels, to be great in this World, extreamly 
delude themfelves; greatnefs proceeded from 
God j It is written in the Book that was 
fent to you, that the Infidels (hall mock you, 
when they (hall hear the word of Qod,and you 
(hall obey his Comfnandments •, Tarry not in 
their Company, if they change not their Dif- 
ccurfe, otherwife yoU will be like to them, God 
will aflemble into the fire Of Hefl all Infidels 
and wicked Perfons. Some of theta that ob- 
ferve your Aftions, Paid, they Were 1 of your 
party, when aby Felicity, hapned to you i and 
when the Infidels had advantage over you thev 
faid,they were with them, and that (hey fought 
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againft you *, God at the Day of Judgment 
{hall judge the difference that is between you, 
and will not give advantage to Infidels, over 
them that obferve his Law* The wicked think 
to deceiveGod,-but God deceiveth them, they 
are negligent to make their prayers, they are 
hypocrites before the Worlds and remember 
not his Divine Majefty, except very few of 
them, uncertain whether they fliould follow* 
tfcfe faithful, or the iRfjdels : ■ he whom God 
(hall canfe ; to go aftray , ftiall not find* the 
right rway. 1 O ye that believe ! obey not In¬ 
fidels, tothe-teclufionOf true belteveri-, wifi 
you give God >manif@ft.6ccafion td ehaftife you 
forlyouC J Ods ? !

He wiileth 
not that what’ey'll “is committed,)fee'pnblifh>‘’ 
ed } he that publifhetti the evil iW 'doth, is 
very 3 much to blame ; 3 if you mafttfeff the good 
you do* or i^ you conceal it, arid ibftanvfrom 
doing evil, he will be merciful to you, he is. 
Omnipotent. Such as btefpheme 'agiinft God* 
and his Prophets, his Apoftles -, ftrch as would 
make a diftin&ion between the Commandments 
of bis Divine Majefty,' mid the precept* of 
his Prophets •, fuch as affirm} they believe- in 
fome of the Prophets, and believe not in all, and 
take a middle way between -faith and impiety^ 
are indeed impious, we have prepared for them 
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ignominious torments \ but they who believe id 
God, and generally in all his Rropbets, and; 
Apoftles, fhall be recompenfed of God^graci¬ 
ous ^nd merciful. They that know, the ; writr: 
ten Law, will require thee tocaufe to defcend 
the Jeini from Heaven a Book, and written* Tables', 
They demanded of Mofes greater things, and 
faid, Caufe us to behold God with our eyes, 
then thunder furprized them by reafoa of 
their impiety: .They adored the Calf, after 
having had the knowledge of our Gfemmand* 
meats \ neverthelefs, we pardoned them, and 
gave to Mofes an abfolute dominion over 
them; We raifed the Mountain over them, fol¬ 
lowing our promifes, and faid to them •, En¬ 
ter the. Gate of the Temple With adoration, 
and humility, and no longer cranigrefs the ob. 
fervation of the day of Reft; We tot this mat¬ 
ter received from .them a ftrong promrfe^ but 
they fwerved from what they had promifed#: 
and we curled them, becaufe of their impiety, by 
reafon of the Murther they committed without 
reafonj on the perfons of the Prophets* and of 
the words they uttered, viu Our heart is haid- 
ned 5 Cogttrariwife, God jmprmted infidelity in 
their hearts, -they (hall never believe in his 
Law, except very few of them, becaufe of thek 
malice, and the blafphemies the^, vomited a* 
gain (ttSWarys 'they,-feud*.-We have fiainthe 
The chri- Mcffiah, Jems, the Soa of AAny, the Prophet 
fiians- and Apoftie of God: Certainly they flew him 
not, neither crucified him, they crucified one 
among them that refembled him - 7 fueh as doubt 
it are in a manifeft error, and {peak not but 
through opinion. Certainly they flew him not $ 
on the contrary, God took him up to himfelf, 
he is Omnipotent and prudent in all his adions: 
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Sachas ha,veche knowledge of Scripture, ought 
to believe in Jsfus before his death-*, he (hall be 
a witnefs againft them of their a&ions at the 
Day of Judgment; We have prohibited them 
■ that Judaize, by reafon of their fin, things that 
were permitted them j We have prepared 
for them great torment, becaufe they mif-lead 
the World from the right way; becaufe they 
take life that is forbidden them, and unjuftly 
eat the fubltance of their neighbour. Such of 
them as are profound iu Learning, and all the 
faithful, believe in the Scriptures, both ancient, 
and modern •, l will give great rewards to them 
that lhall make their prayers at the time ap¬ 
pointed, that lhall pay Tyths, and believe in 
the Day of Judgment. We have lent thee our 
infpirations,as we lent them to AW;,and the Pro¬ 
phets after him •, as we heretofore lent them to 
Abraham,Jfmael,lfaac,Jacob, the Tribes, to Jefos* 
Job, Jonas, Aaron, and to Solemn , and gave the 
Plalter to David, We have told thee who were 
the Prophets that-preceded thee-, but we. have 
not fpoken to thee^oncerningthe merits of all of 
them. Aiefes fpake to God, as his Prophet*and 
ApolUe^ all declared his mercy, .and preached 
the torments ol Helly to the end Men might 
have no caufe of excufe-, God is Omnipotent 
and prudent in all his aftions: He lhall be 
, witnefs that the Alcoran was fent to thee with 
his Commandments, the Angels like wife lhall 
teftifie it j but it ought to Mice t' ee, that 
God is witnefs. The Infidels that hinder the 
People to follow the Law of.God, were ex» 
-ceedingly erroneous - , God will not pardon 
. them* he will lead them into.the path of Hell, 
where they lhall remain eternally, it is a thing 
ealie to his Divine Majefty. O People! a 
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Prophet is come to you, who preacheth 
to you the Truth from the Lord, believe 
him, you (ball do well y if you believe him not, 
know, that whatever is in Earth, and in Hea¬ 
ven is Gods, and that God knowetb whatfoever 
you do. O ye that underftand the written 
Law ! Obey the Commandments of God, and 
fpeak not of his Divine Ma jetty but with truth-, 
the Meffiah, Jefus, the Son of Mary, is a Pro¬ 
phet, and an Apoftle of God, hi* Word, and 
his Spirit, which he lent to CM ary \ believe 
therefore in God, and in his Prophets, and 
fay not there be three Gods, put an end to that 
difeourfe, you (hall do well y For there is but 
one God, praifed be God, he hath no Sony 
whatever is in Heaven, and in Earth obeyeth 
him, it is fufficient that he is witnefs. The Mef 
hah efteemeth it no difhonour to be the fervent 
of God, neither the Angel, nor the Cherubim; 
He that holdeth it a difhonour to be at his fet- 
vice, is too proud ; he (ball aflemble all the 
World at the Day of Judgment, and every one 
fhall receive the tecompence that he fhall have 
merited, he fhall augment his favours upon 
them that fhall have believed in his Divine Ma- 
jefty, and have done good works y he (ball cha- 
ftife them that fhall have held it a difhonour to 
be his fervants, and have been proud upon the 
Earth, they fhall find no fafe refuge but in his 
mercy. O People ! God hath fent you a Pro¬ 
testor, a moft ftrong argument, and a molt 
clear light they that fhall truft in God, fhall 
enjoy his grace, and he fhall guide them into 
the right way.

Grace of God, and his mercies. It is lawful jfeeCol- 
for you to hunt, when you (hall have finifhed 
your Pilgrimage *, beware left fome per(ons many 
caufeyou to (in, and hinder your going to Mec- places irf 
ca ; to oblige you to puoifti them, repofe your *■«»« do 
confidence in the juft ice and fear of God, and 
not in the fin and malice of your neighbour. 

Fear God who is feyere in his chaftifemeirts. it el twin 
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is forbidden you to eat Carrion, Blood, Swines 
Fielh, and whatfoever is not killed in pro- 
nouncing the name of God: you are prohibi¬ 
ted to eat Animals ftrangled, choakt, knockr 
down, precipitated, that are Qain ftriking each 
other, and fuch as beafts lhall have (lain; if 
you find them not alive, to let out their Blood, 
in pronouncing the name of God. You lhall 
not eat of Beafts facrificed to idols: Confult 
not with Southfayers or Lots, it is a great fid. 
See GtUl- The day lhall come when they that have shari¬ 
ah'*. doned your Law, (hall be defperate •, fear not 
them, and fear me: The day will corne^ when 
1 lhall accomplilh -your Law, and my Grace 
lhall be abundantly upon you .• The Law 
of Salvation, is the Law that l defire to give' 
you. If any one be in necelfity, and eateth 
of what is prohibited, without a will to (in, 
God lhall be to him gracious and merciful. 
They will demand of thee, what is permitted 
them to eat? Say to them it is lawful to eat 
all forts of Beafts that are not unclean, and 
whatever hath been taught you from God, tou¬ 
ching Beafts that have been wounded by Li¬ 
ons or Dogs, eat the Beaft you lhall take, and 
remember God in blooding them •, fear God, 
he is exadt to take account. This day it is 
lawful that you eat what is not unclean, and the 
meats of them that know the written Law, 
their meats are lawful for you, and yours for 
The Jews them. You are permitted to efpoufe Maidens 
and cbrS- an( j Women of free'Condition, that are of 
’ your Religion, and Maidens and Women of 

free Condition, that know the written Law, 
giving them their Dowry with civility ^ com¬ 
mit neither Concubinage, nor Adultery with 
them, neither fecretly or publickly j the good 
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works of him that ftiall renounce your Law, (hall 
be unprofitable, he (hall be at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment in the number of the Damned. O ye that 
believe in God, when you would make your 
Prayers, waih your Faces, your Hands to the 
Elbow, and pafs your hand over your head, 
and over your feet to the ancles. If you be 
polluted, purifie your felves *, if fick, or in a 
Journey, or about to difcharge your Belly, or 
have known Women, and find no water to 
wa(h you, lay hand on the Sand, pafs it over 
your Vifage, and wipe therewith your hands. 

God enjoyneth you nothing irklbme, but will- 
eth you be clean, and defireth to accomplifh 
his Grace upon you *, peradvehture you will give 
him thanks. O ye that believe in God 1 call to 
mind his Grace, and promife he made to you, 
when you faid, We heard, and obeyed, fear 
him, he knoweth all that is in your hearts. O ye 
that believe in God ! obey his Commandments, 
and be true in your Teftimonies, take heed that 
no man move you to offend God, in-diverting 
you from what is juft ^render juftice to all, his 
fear inviteth you to it y have it before your eyes, 
be knoweth all your Adions*, hath promifed 
his grace, and great recompences to the true 
Believers, that (hall do good works in this 
World, and hath prepared Hell to punilh Infi¬ 
dels. O ye that, believe in God ! remember his 
favour towards you, when fotne Perfons would 
have extended their hands upon you, and how 
he delivered you from their Malice Fear him, cords E- 
ali true Believers ought to refign themfelves t6 nemy to 
his Will. God received the Promife of the 
Children of Jfrael to obferve his Command¬ 
ments, he eftablilhed among them twelve Cap¬ 
tains, and faid to them, I will be with you when 
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you (hall make your Prayers, pay your Tithes, 
believe in the Prophets, derend ttiem, and fhall 
lend to me any Alms •, I will cover your fins, 
and caufe you to enter Paradife,wherein flow ma¬ 
ny Rivers •, and he among you that (hall be an In¬ 
fidel, (hall be entirely erroneous from the right 
path. When they fwerved from what they had 
promiled, we gave them our Curfe, and hard- 
ned their heart; they have altered the words 
of the Scripture, and abjured what they had 
approved. Thou (halt not know them that 
fhall be Traytors, except very few of them; 
forgive and depart from them, God loveth them 
that do good. Welikewife received the Pro- 
mife of thofe who call themfelves Cbriflims , but 
they haye forgotten what they promiled; they 
have altered what was taught them, and we 
have caft among them Enmity and hatred, even 
until the Day of Judgment. That day God fhall 
caufe them to know whatever they have done 
for their punilhment. O ye that know the writ- 
*Mahomt. ten Law 1 our * Prophet is come to bring to 
light many things of the Scripture, which you 
conceal, and be like wife leaveth in fiknee many 
things, that it is not time to make manifeft. 
God hath fent you a Book full of light, to con r 
dudt into the way of Salvation them that love 
him, to bring them out of darknels, and by his 
fpecial Grace, to lead them into the way of 
Salvation. Certainly he that faith, that the 
tJWtJJiahy the Son of Mary, is God, is impious: 
Say to him, who can hinder God to exterminate 
the Mcffuh, and his Mother, with *hatfoever 
is in the Earth, when it (hall feem good to him ? 
God is Kirg of Heaven and Earth, he created 
with them what Teemed good to him, he is Om¬ 
nipotent. The Jtxvs a.:d Chrtjhant have laid, we 
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are the Children of God, his well beloved •, Say 
to them, (hall not God chaftife you for your (ins ? 
Certainly ye are men -. He that created you, 
pardoneth, and punilheth as it pleAfeth him, 
he is the King o( all that is in Heaven or Earth, 
and of whatever is between them, he is the re¬ 
fuge of the righteous. O ye that have knowledge 
in the written Law! The Prophet, the Apoftle 
of God is come to inftrud you in a time that 
there is none other Prophet but he on the Earth \ 
Will you fay that no man preached to you the 
torments of Hell ? Certainly the word, of God 
is this day preached to you, the torment of 
Hell, and the Omnipotency of his Divine Ma- 
jcfty. Remember thou what Mofes (aid to his 
people, O. people, call to mind the grace of 
God towards you, he bath chofen from among 
you Prophets, and Kings, hath conferred on 
you what he hath given to none in the World: 
Enter into the Holy Land, as God hath com¬ 
manded, turn not your Backs to your Enemies, 
left you be in the number of Reprobates: They 
anfwered, O Mofes \ there are Gy ants and Ty¬ 
rants in the Holy Land, we will not enter into 
it,until they be gone out ofit,if they forfake it, 
we will enter into it. Then two men of them 
that were in the grace of God, faid to them, 
enter at the Gate, and fight againft them, you 
(hall be Vidorious,truft in God, if you believe 
in his Law : They faid, O Mofes ! we will not 
enter, fo long as thole Tyrants dwell therein, 
go and fight againft them with thy Lord, we 
will here attend. Then, faid Mofes y Lord, I 
difpofe but of mine own, and my Brothers per- 
fon y feparate us from this wicked people -, the 
Lord faid to him, the entrance into the Holy 
Land is prohibited to this people, they fhall 
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wander forty years upon the Earth, in confufi. 
on and amazement, afflift not thy felt with the 
Deportments of the wicked y teach them the 
Hiftory of the Sons of Adam, how they offer¬ 
ed Sacrifices, how the Sacrifice of the one was 
accepted, that of the other was not: he through 
envy menaced bis Brother, to murther him*, 
his Brother faid to him, Gbd receiveth the Sa¬ 
crifices, and Holocaufts of fuch as have his fear 
before their eyes: afluredly if thou extendeft 
thine hand to flay me, I will not ltretch forth 
mine to hurt thee 51 fear the Lord of the. U- 
niverfe*. If thou charged thy felf with the mur¬ 
ther of my Perfon, with thy paft fins, thou (halt 
go to Hell, Where the unjud (hall be punilhed: 
The murther of his Brother feemed eafie and 
advantagious for him,-he flew him, and is in the 
number of the Damned. God fent a Raven 
that made a Pit in the Earth, and (hewed him 
the manner to bury the Body of his Brother • 
Then faid he, would to God 1 had been weak 
and impotent, that I were like to this Raven ? 
I mud bury the Body of my Brother, and he 
1 was penitent for his offence , by reafon of this 
murther, we ordained to the Children of Jfrail, 
that he who (hall flay a Perfon innocent, (hall 
be puni(hed,asif he bad (lain the whole World, 
and he that (hall give him his Life, (hall be recom- 
penfed , as if he had given Life to the whole 
World. My Prophets came to the Children of 
Ifratl, taught them my Commandments, and 
caufed them to fee Miracles, neverthelefs ma- 
ny of them were difobedienp: the puni foment 
of them that oppofe the Will of God, that of 
his Prophet, and that endeavour to poljtue the 
Earth, is tobellain, hanged, to have the right 
foot, and the left hand, or right hand, and the 
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left foot cut off", and to be extirpated from the 
Earth they (ball have in this World fhame on 
the Forehead, and ihali feel in the other, great 
torments, except fuch as fhall be converted be. 
fore their death, and (hail know, that God is 
gracious and merciful. O ye that believe! fear 
God, fight for his Law, you perhaps fhall be 
happy. All the Treafures of the World fhall 
not be able to redeem Infidels at the Day of 
Judgment, they fhall endure exceeding great 
torments, they lhall defire to go out of the fire 
of Hell, but fhall dwell there eternally. Cut off 
the hands of thofe Men and Women that fteal, 
they contract upon themfelves the wrath of the 
World, and the puniftlment that God hath pre¬ 
pared for the wicked : He that fhall turn, and 
do good works fhall be pardoned, God is gra¬ 
cious and merciful to the penitenr. Knoweft 
thou not that the Kingdom of Heaven, and of 
Earth is Gods ? that he chaftifeth and pardon- 
eth whom it pleafeth him ? and that he is Om¬ 
nipotent ? O Prophet 1 afflidt not thy felf, to 
behold them running to impiety •, that fay with 
the mouth, we believe, and have no Faith in 
their hearts •, neither for them -that Judaiz. f, 
and hearken to the lies of their Dodtors, to re¬ 
late them to others ■, they pervert the Lan¬ 
guage of the Old Teftament, and fayIf you 
be iuftrudted in thofe Precepts, you ought to 
obferve them, if they inftrudt you not in them, 
take heed to your felves. Such as make ufeof 
the name of God, to move the people to Se¬ 
dition, are without Faith, God will not puri- 
fie their hearts, they fhall have in this World 
(hame upon the Forehead, and feel in the other 
extream torments. They liften to blafphemies, 
and eat what is prohibited If they repair to 
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thee, and fubmin themfelves to thy Judgment, 
judge their Controverfie wjth Equity, converfe 
not with them; if thou depart from their Com¬ 
pany , they lhall not hurt thee, if thou giveft 
judgment between them, judge with Equity, 
God loveth the Juft : How lhall they fubmit 
to thy judgment, feeing they have the Old 
Teftament, which containctb the Command¬ 
ments of God ? They will not execute thy 
Judgment, neither believe in the Old Teftament, 
wherein is the guide of the right way, and a 
light to the Prophets, to judge the differences 
arifing among true Believers, among Jews \ their 
Doftors, and their Prielts, who ftudy the Scri¬ 
pture, and are WitneiTes that it containeth the 
truth, fear not the World, but dread me ; fell 
not, neither exchange my Commandments for 
any price. Such as judge not conformably to 
the Law of God, are Infidels; We have ordain¬ 
ed the T 'alio, man for man, an eye for an eye, a 
nofe for a nofe, an ear for an ear, a tooth for 
a tooth, a wound for a wound } he that lhall 
obferve it, (hail do well, and fnch as lhall not 
judge conformably to the Law of God,are unjuft. 
We fent after many Prophets, Jefius the Son of 
Mary , who confirmed the ancient Scriptures, to 
him' we gave the Gofpel, full of light, to con¬ 
duct the people to the right way, with a con¬ 
firmation of the Old Teftament, a guide and 
inftruftion for the righteous. They that follow 
the Gofpel, ought to judge as it is com¬ 
manded in the• Gofpel} fuch as judge not 
conformably to what God hath taught them, 
are difobedient to his Divine Majefty. To 
thee have we fent the Book that contain¬ 
eth the truth, and qonfirmeth the ancient Scri- 
tures, determine the differences that lhall arife 

among

among the people, as 1 have infpired thee, and 
follow not the Appetite of men that will abjure 
the truth which I have taught thee. We have in- 
drafted all of you in a Law, and allured means 
to lead you into the way of Salvation •, you 
fhould all have been of one and the .fame Reli¬ 
gion, had it fo pleafed God *, he hath done this 
to prove you •, Po good, and know, that you 
.all (hall be aflembled before him, and he lhall 
refolve the doubts that are among you. If thou 
judged the differences that are among them, 
judge conformably to, what bath been infpired 
into thee, and follow not their Appetites ■, be 
careful they fedUce thee not, and move thee to 
doubt many things that God hath taught thee 
'if they difobey his Commandments, know, be 
will feverely punilh them, becaufe of the Enor¬ 
mity of their Crimes. The greateft part of the 
World are impious •, Do they affeft the 
Judgment of the Ignorant? What better Judge 
for. the good, is there than God? O ye that 
believe! obey not the Jews, nor the Ckriftiatts, 
they mutually obey each other in their impiety, 
he that lhall obey them, lhall be like unto them, 
God guidcth noji the unjuft. Thou feeft fucb as 
are unftable ip their Faith, flock to them, and 
fay, they fear a change of times, but God (hall 
give ; advantage and Victory to his. Prophet, and 
they lhall repent to have concealed in thei£ 
mjqds, the Miracles of his pivine Majefty. Whai 
will they alledge for excufe, who fwore by the 
name ,of God, exactly to obferve their Religion, 
arid to b? with you? Their good works (hall 
be unprofitable, and they in the number of the 
D mined. O ye that believe ! if you abandon 
your Faith, God .will put others in your place, 
that lhall love him 4 , and. he them, and this to 
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your great ignominy, and the advantage of con¬ 
verted Infidels^ that Ihall fight without fear, for 
See Grid- his Law : Thus God beftoweth his grace, as he 
din ' feeth good, he is liberal, and Omnifcient. You 
ought certainly to obey God, and his,Prophet, 
his Apoftle •, they who believe in God, that 
make their Prayers at the time appointed, pay 
Tithes, and are in the Protection of God and 
his Prophet, Ihall be beloved of his Divine Ma- 
jefty, and be Victorious. O ye true Believers! 
obey not fuch as feoff at your Religion, who 
have knowledge of the written Law , obey not 
Infidels, and if you are good men, fear God \ 
obey not them that deride your Prayers, it is 
the action of thofe that are unwife. O ye that 
nnderftand the written Law J will you not ab. 
hor me, if I believe not in God, in what he hath 
inlpired intome, and into them that preceded 
me l The greateft part of yot* are wicked. Say 
to them, did I inftruCt you to do evil, when 1 
preached to you the effect of Gods mercy ? 
Thofe whom he curfeth, againft whom he is in- 
cenfed.whom he hath Metamorphofed into Apes, 
and Swine, and who have adored Idols, (hall be 
confined in the fire of Hell', they are in a very 
evil way. When they come to thee, they will 
fay, they believe in the Law of Grod, they 
will enter thine Houfe with impiety, and go 
forth in the' like manner , but God knowetb 
what they conceal in their heart: Thou (halt 
fee many of them embrace Paganifm, follow 
a lye, eat what is forbidden, and this to dif- 
pleafe their Db&ors, and Priefts, who have 
forbidden them to fpeak lies, and eat meats 
that are unclean. The Jem laid, The hand of 
God is (hut, contrariwife, it is tjheir hand that 
is (hut, and they (hall be aceurfed by reafon 
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of their difcourfe : certaialy the hands of God 
are open, and he doth good to whom he plea- 
feth .• Many amongft them, through impiety, 
and difobedience, alter what is in the Scri¬ 
pture *, but we have call among them hatred, 
and horror, even to the Day of Judgment, 

God hath extinguilhed the fire which they had 
kindled, to make War againft the righteous ; 
they endeavour to pollute the Earth, but God 
detefteth fuch as caufe diforder; he remitteth 
their fins that know the Scripture, believe in his 
Law, and flie impiety, they fhall enter Paradile, 
that is full of delights. They have read the 
Old Teftament, the Gofpel, and all Scriptures, 
they enjoy abundance of all good things; 
nevertheless many have difobeyed the 'Com¬ 
mandments of God. O Prophet 1 preach what 
God hath taught thee 5 whether thou dolt 
preach it, or doeft not, he will defend thee 
from the malice of men,, he abhorreth Infidels. 

O ye that know the written Law ! if you obferve 
not the Old Teftament, the Gofpel, and Scri¬ 
ptures which God hath fent yon, you fhall be 
without merit. Many of them through im¬ 
piety and ignorance, pervert what is con¬ 
tained in the Scripture *, afflidt not thy 
felf with the actions of the impious. The 
Jews, Samaritans, Chriftians, all that fhall 
have believed in God, the Refurredtion of 
the Dead, and have done good works, fhall 
be exempt from affiidtion, there is nothing for 
them to fear at the day of Judgment. We See Hitab 
received of the Children of Ifrael a promife, titmir. 
to believe in our Prophets, and Apofties; Yet 
have they flandred many, and (lain fuch as 
'would not follow their appetites.- they be¬ 
lieved there was no punifhment for their crimes, 

and 
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and became deaf, and blind ; After this, God 
pardoned them, nevertbelels, they returned in 
their fin, and are again become deaf, and blind \ 
God bfeholdeth all their deportments. Cer* 
tainly, they who affirm the Mefliah, the Son 
of Mary> to be God, are impious; the Mef- 
fiah commanded the Children of Jfrael to wor- 
fhipGod, his and their Lord \ the entrance into 
Paradife is forbidden to him that (hall fay, God 
hath a Companion equal to him, Hell fhall be 
his habitation, and the unjuft -fhall find none 
to protedl them at the Day of Judgment. 
Such as affirm there are three Gods, are im¬ 
pious : there is but one God; if they defift not 
from fuch difcourle, they (hall burn in the 
fire of Hell \ if they turn, and implore pardon 
of God, he wiU be to them gracious and mer¬ 
ciful. The Mejfiah, the Son of Mary, is a Pro¬ 
phet, and Apoftle of God, like to the Prophets 
that came before him \ his Mother is holy, 
and both of them did eat and drink. Confider 
how I manifeft my unity to Infidels ; how they 
blafpheme, and depart from the Truth-, fay 
to them, Will you worffiip inftead of God, 
what can neither benefit, nor hurt you ? God 
underftandeth and knoweth all things. O ye 
that have knowledge of the written Law! 
fpeak of your Religion with reverence, and 
follow not the appetites of fuch as go aftray, 
and walk in an evil way. The Ir.fidels were ac- 
curfed by the Tongue of David, and of Mef- 
fiah, the Son of Mary, becaufe of their diso¬ 
bedience -, they abftain not from things that 
are not approved they do them, and through 
obftinacy will continue them. Thou (halt fee 
many of the Inhabitants of Mitca adhere to 
them, v by reafon of the fin they conceal in their 
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hearts. God afiuredly will be incenfed againft 
them, and they fhall be confined eternally in 
the torments of Hell. If they had believed 
in God, in his Prophet, and the Scriptures, they 
had not obeyed Infidels, but many of them are 
impious. Thou lhalt find the fetvs, and lnha-> 
bitantsof Mecca , who believe in many Gods, 
to be very great enemies to the faithful, and 
the Chriftians to have a great inclination, and 
amity towards the true believers; for that they 
have Priefts, and Religious, that are humble, 
who have eyes full of tears, when they hear 
mention of the Doftrine which God hath in- 
fpired into thee, becaufeof their knowledge of 
the Truth, and lay. Lord, We believe in thy 
Law, write us in the number of them that pro- 
fefs thy Unity, who hindreth us to believe in 
God, and the Truth wherein we have been 
inftrutted? W.e defire with paffion, O Lord, to 
be in the number of the juft. God fhall hear¬ 
ken to their Prayers, and pardon them •, he 
fhall open to them the Gate of Paradife, 
wherein is the reward of the righteous, and 
the Infidels (hall inhabit theabyfs of Hell. O 
ye who are true believers ! inhibit not the 
eating of what God hath permitted, offend 
not God, he abhorreth them that offend him, 
eat of the meats that are lawful for yon, and 
have his«fear before your eyes, he will not 
chaftile you for what you have fpoken at 
random, contrary to your faith, without de- 
fign of offending him, but he fhall punifh 
you for your Oaths, if you obferve them 
not •, the fatisfaftion of an Oath not accom- 
plifhed, is to give food to ten poor of your 
Religion, and to cloath them, or to enfranchife 
a Slave that is a true believer he th it is 
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deftitute of means to perform this, (hall faft 
three days immediately fucceeding, fuch is the 
fatis faction of a not accompliflied Oath y keep 
exactly your faith, (o doth God teach you his 
Commandments, you will, peradventure, give 
him thanks. Oye that believe in God ! Wine, 
Games of hazard. Idols, Lots, and divinations 
are abominations, and filthy pradtifes of the De¬ 
vil, depart from him, perhaps you will be 
righteous. The Devil defireth to fow among 
you diflention, and horror, through Wine, and 
Games of hazard, to choak your remembrance of 
God, and of praying to him; abandop Wine, 
and Games of hazard, be obedient to God and 
the Prophet, his Apoftle, and take heed to your 
felves; If you difobey God, know, that the Pro* 
phet isobliged only to preach publickly the word 
of his Divine Majeftyy the true Believers,and the 
righteous have not provoked God in drinking 
Wine, and playing at Games of Hazard, be¬ 
fore they were prohibited, they will abftain for 
the future, and perform good works, God lo- 
veth them that do good. O ye that believe! 
God proveth you by one thing, to wit, by hunt* 
ing, whether you take the Game with your hands, 
or courfing on Horfe-back, to dilcern them a- 
mong you that fear him, and believe in his Law •, 
whofoever {hall offend him, (hall be feverely pu- 
nifhed. O ye that believe! kill not your Game, 
during the time of your Pilgrimage to Mecca t, 
whofoever fhall kill of deliberate purpofe, (hall 
be judged , as if he had Qain his Neighbours 
' bcaft, he (hall be judged by one among you, and 
be condemned to offer a Prefent at the Tem¬ 
ple of Mecca, or to give Food to the Poor, or 
to faft, or to perform fomewhat of like Na¬ 
ture, fpr the expiation of his Errour y if he

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haye repentance in his mind, God will pardon 
what is palt \ if he return in his fin, God will 
he avenged on him, he is Omnipotent, and a- 
vengefuh It is permitted that you fiih, and eat of 
fifh during your Pilgrimage, but hunting by Land 
is abfolucely forbidden in this Voyage •, fear 
God, youihatlall one day be aflembled before 
him to be judged, he hath appointed the month 
of Pilgrimage, he hath eftablilhed the Templd

O ye Be¬ 
lievers! be careful of your felves, fuch as be in 
errour (hall not hurt you } if you follow the 
fight way, all of you (ball one day be allembled 
before God, who ihall difcover all your works, 
and reward you according to your merits. O 
ye Believers! makeyour Teftament, when your 
death approacheth, and take two Witnefles of 
your own Religion, that are honed men •, If 
you are in a journey, and fiiknefs furprize you, 
you (hall take two witnelfes,fuch as you (hall meet 
with to ferve your Teftament, and having pray¬ 
ed, (hall deliver to them your Will. If you 
doubt their integrity, caufe them to (wear to be 
faithful in their teftimonies, and not give them, 
felves to be corrupted by your Kindred. Con¬ 
ceal not your teftimony, left you be in the num- 
of finners. If you difcover thole two witne£ 
fes to have erred in their teftimony, fubftitute 
two other in their place, although they partake 
in your fucceffion, and take Oath of them to 
be more veritable in their difpofitions, than the 
two others, otherwife they will offend God, 
and be numbred with the unjuft. It is better to 
fpeak Truth, than to be in fear, left your fal« 
(hood be detected * fear God, and hearken to 
his Commandments, heguideth not them that 
difobey him. He fhall one day aflemble his Pro¬ 
phets and Apoftles, and fay unto them what did 
you anlwer, being queftioned concerning my 
unity ? they (hall reply. Lord, we are ignorant, 
chon alone knoweft all things. He' Ihall fay to 
Jefus, O jefus, Son of Ma^y, remember»thou 
my grace towards thee, and thy Mother , I

ftrengthned thee with the Holy Ghoft; Thou 
fpakeft in thy Cradle, as a Man of forty .or 
fifty years, thee did I inftrudt in Scripture and 
knowledge, the Old Teftament, and the Go- 
fpel} Thou didft form of Earth the figure of a 
Bird, didft breath upon it, and it did Hie, thou 
didft cure the Born blind, and the leprous, didft 
revive the Dead, 1 delivered thee from the Jews, 
when thou didft preach to them my Command¬ 
ments, and wroughteft Miracles, which the 
wicked affirmed to be Magick, and inchantment. 
Remember, how thou didft command thy A- 
poftles to believe in me, and obey my Propher, 
and how they faid, we believe in one foie God, 
be thou Witnefs that we entirely refign our 
felves to the Will of God. Remember * thou, * 0 
that the Apoftles faid, O Jefus Son of Mary, can met. 
thy Lord fend us from Heaven a Table cover¬ 
ed with meats to fatisfie us ? Jefus anfwered 
them. Fear God, if you believe in his Law \ 
they faid, we have an Appetite, and defire to 
eat of the Food of Heaven, for the repofe of 
our hearts, and to know if thou fpeakeft the 
truth, of which we fhall be Witnefles. Then 
faid he, O God my Lord, caufe to defcend upon 
us from Heaven a Table covered with meat, this 
day fhall be celebrated by us and them that fhall 
fucceed, this fhall be a fign of thy Omnipotency , 
enrich us with thy grace, thou poUefleft all 
Treafure.

Then (ball God fay, 
this day (hall good works be profitable to the 
righteous, they (hall enter into Paradife, wherein 
flow many Rivers, there (hall they dwell eter. 
nally, with my grace, in exceeding great feli¬ 
city •, the Kingdom of heaven, of Earth is Gods, 
he is Omnipotent.

I N the name of God, gracious and merci¬ 
ful: Praife be to God the Creator of Hea¬ 
ven, of Earth, of darknefs, and of light * fuch 
as believe not in their Lord are in error. He 
it is that created you of the duft of the Earth, 
and appointed a prefixed time for your death, 
and reiurre<ftion* neverthelefs'you doubt, he 
is Gotf in Heaven and in Earth, he underftan- 
deth the fecrets of your hearts, and whatfo. 
ever yon make manifeft •, he kBowjeth the good 
and evil that you commit, that his Command¬ 
ments 
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merits have been taught the Inhabitants of 
Mecca, and that they have abjured them -, they 
oppofed the revealed Truth, but (hall be cha- 
ftifed for their contempt. They confider not 
how much People we have deftroyed, in pafl: s ec q ( ui, 
ages-, we gave them places tp dwell in, more die. 
ftrong and fpacious than thole which you in¬ 
habit, feat them about of rain, caufed Foun¬ 
tains flow in the places of their habitation \ 
after this did we extirpate them, by reafou 
of their fins, and etb.bi.fljed in their place 
a new People. We have Cent to thee theScri« 
pture, written in Vellum, the unbelievers have 
handled it with their hands, yet fay, it is evi¬ 
dent forcery and incbantment, that they will 
not believe therein, unlefs they fee an Angel 
defcend to confirm it. Should we have Tent an 
Angel, they had periibed by his pretence, unleis 
we had lent him under the figure of a Man, like 
unto them, and cloathed as they are. They 
derided the Prophets, and Apoftles, thy Pre- 
deceffors -, derifioa is fallen upon fuch as con¬ 
temned them. Say to them, go through the 
World, and confider the end of them that ab¬ 
jure the Law of God \ fay to them, to whom 
appertained whatfoever is in Heaven and Earth? 
it is Gods. He will imploy his mercy to fave 
you; doubtlefs be will aflernble all of you at 
the Day of Judgment. Neverthelefs Infidels 
believe not in his Unity; they confider not, that 
whatfoever moveth by night, and by day, and 
whatfoever is in the World, belonged to his 
Divine Majefty, who underftaadeth and kno w* 
eth all things. Say to them, require you o- 
ther protection than that of God the Omni¬ 
potent Creator of Heaven and Earth, who 
pouriiheth all things, is nauriflied by none ? 
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Say to them, I have received a command' to 
embrace the Law of Salvation. Be not ye in 
number of unbelievers; 1 fear to difobey 1 my 
Lord, and fear the torments prepared for the 
wicked at the day of Judgment \ he that fhall 
deliver himfelf, fhall enjoy the grace of God, 
which is fupream felicity : If God will punifli 
you, none fhall deliver you from his punifhmebr- 
if his Will is to'do good to you, he is Omni* 
potent, always victorious, and hath all power 
over bis Creatures \ he is moft wife and Omni, 
feient. Say to them, What better teftimony is 
there in the World than that of God ?' Say to 
them. He fhall teftifie between you and me, to 
whom he hath infpired the Alcoran to ioftruft 
you : Will any among you that fhall learn it, 
fay there is any other God, but God \ I will 
not fay fo •, there is but one God, and I am in¬ 
nocent from the fin you commit, in aflbeiating 
him with a companion equal to him \ many of 
them that underftand the written Law, have 
knowledge of the truth of the Ale oran ; their 
Children alfo know it, buc fuch as focMe 
their own Souls, will not believe in God. Who 
more unjuft, than he that blafphemeth againft 
God and his Commandments ? Certainly the 
wicked fhall be miferable j I will allemble all 
of them, and fay, Where are the gods which 
you did aflociate with God i They fhall Jiave 
none other excufe, but to fay, by Gbd, Lord, 
we were of the number of ldolatena.; Confi¬ 
de how they will lie, and difavow their' blas¬ 
phemies : fome there be among them that hear- 
ken to thee, we have hardened their hearts, they 
will not learn - the Alcoran , becaufe their ears 
are flopped. When they fhall hear related all 
the miracles of the World, and fhall fee them 

with 
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with their eyes, they will not believe until they 
have difputed againfttbee. The wicked fay 
the Alcoran is but a lie, and Fable of Antiqui¬ 
ty i they forbid the People to believe it, and 
contemn it •, certainly they deftroy their Souls, 
and know it not •, thou ihalt fee when they (hall 
be detained in the fire of Hell, they will fay, 
Would to God I might return into the World, 

I Would obey the Commandments of his Divine 
Majefty, and be in the number of true believers. 

They knew the truth, but concealed it ■, lhould 
they return into the World, they would re. 
turn to their impiety, they are liars. They 
affirm, there is none other life than that of the 
.World, neither any refurredion •, when they 
ffiall be before God, they (hall acknowledge 
their errors, he (hall caufe them to feel the 
chaftifements due to their blafphemies. Such 
as believe not in the Refurredion, are wretched 
Men, they (hall be afflided for their fins at the 
> hour when ever death (hall furprize them •, they 
ffiall bear on their back the burthen of their 


crimes, and avouch the life of this world to be 
but deceit and vanity, and the life of the other 
to be full of felicity tor the righteous •, never- 
tbeleft the wicked are not converted. . I know 
thou wilt be incenled againft fuch as (hall fay, 0 
they defire to obey thee, and ffiall renounce thy m " 
Dodrine ^ they that contemn the Command¬ 
ments of God are impious, they have belied the 
Prophets thy PredecelTors; the Prophets endured 
their lies, and were patient, until we deftroyed 
them •, God declineth not what he hath pro- 
mifed. Thou knoweft what the Prophets fore¬ 
told : if Men abandon thee, canft thou co\et 
to continue pn earth (to inftrudthem) and 
to be in Heaven at the fame time, to caufe 
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prodigies appear (teftimonies of thy million.') 
Had itfo pleafed God, he had brought them ai| 
into the right way, nor had they been in the 
number of the ignorant. Certainly he heareth 
the prayers of the righteous, that hearken to 
his word *, he will give refurreftion to the dead, 
and alienable them to receive recompenfe ac¬ 
cording to their merits. They have faid, we 
believe not in the Prophet, if he Ihew not to 
us feme miracle from his Lord : fay unto them, 
God hath {hewed you many miracles, but moll 
pf you do not underftand them •, the beafts 
that walk upon the Earth and the birds that die 
in the Air, are in the number of his creatures: 
We have not omitted to write any thing that is 
written in the Book kept in Heaven i all Meq 
{hall one day appear before God, fuch as fhati 
not have believed in his Law, {hall be deaf and 
dumb, and inhabit darknefs: God mifleadeth 
whom it pleafeth him, and guideth in the right 
way whom he feeth good. Say unto them, 
have you felt the puniihment of God? Have 
you had knowledge of the day of Judgment l 
Will you invoke any but God, if you be good 
Men ? If you implore him, he will deliver you 
from the evils that you fear-, and if itpleafe 
him you fhall abandon the Idols, which with un¬ 
believers you adore. We fencour Prophets to 
them that were before you , when they con¬ 
temned them, we fent affliftions to procure 
their converfiou, which had not been done with¬ 
out the miferies that we brought upon’ them. 
Neverthelefs their heart is hardned, the devil 
caufed them to find difobedience more advanta¬ 
geous, and they forgat what was taught them. 
When we opened the gate of happinefs, they ex¬ 
ceedingly rejoyced, and were ingrateful; but, 
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when they thought lead of it, they were chafti- 
fed, became dsfperate , and were extirpated, 
for the great glory of God ; Lord of the o 
Univerfe, fay unto them. If God rendred you met. 
deaf; blind, and ignorant, what other god 
than God fhaU reftore your, fight, hearing, and 
knowledge ? Confider how 1 manifeft my Uni¬ 
ty; neverthelefs they will not believe iti fay 
unto them, have you had a fenfe of jke fcourge 
of God fecretly and publickly ? Hath God con. 
demited any but the wicked? He fent not the 
Prophets and ApofUes, but to proclaim the 
felicity of Paradife, and preach the torments of 
Hell: He that fhall Believe, and do good 
works, fhall be exempt from fear at the Diy of 
Judgment, and unbelievers fhall be punhlied, 
becaufe of their difobedience. Say unto them, 

1 told yon not that I had in my power ail the 
treafures of God, neither that 1 had knowledge 
of the future, and pa£b; nor do affirm, that I 
am an Angel, 1 only ad what hath been infpired 
into me *, is the blind like to him that feeth 
clearly? Confider what l fay. 1 preach not the 
Day of Judgment but to fuch as apprehend it, 
they (hall had none other than God to proceft 
them • peradventure they will fear his Divine 
Majefty, Moleft not them that pray unto God The poor, 
evening and morning, and that delire to fee his 
face, thou (hale not be accotnptable for their 
a&ions; neither fhall they give accompt of what See 
thou dolt *, if thou difturbeft them,thou fhal t be in din. 
the number of the qn juft. We have proved men 
by one another-, they have faid among them, 
with derifion, behold thofe among us, to whom 
God hath given his graces: doth God not know 
them that acknowledge bis benefits? Silute with 
aficdion true believers, when they come to vific 

thee; 
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thee’, Godloreth civility, clemency, and hiu 
manity, and will pardon him among yon, that 
fhall offend him through ignorance, that (bail 
repent of his error, and do good works, he is 
benigne and merciful. Thus do 1 recount the 
graces of God, and difeover the way of turners s 
Say unto them, I am forbidden to worlhip what 
you adore, left I fliould goaftray from the right 
way. I have received from God a light, which 
ye have contemned \ God is Judge of all things, 
iudgeth with truth, and ismoft juft in his Judg. 
ments. * I cannot forthwith give you a fight of 
the torments of Hell, neither of the chaftifement 
of God, which you with fo much ioftance re¬ 
quire •, this dependeth on his Divine Ma jetty ; 
had I’this power, our d fference would be foon 
at a period. God knoweth the unjuft, in his 
power are the Keys of the future, none know- 
eth but he *, he knoweth whatfoever is in the 
Earth , and the Sea, the number of the leaves 
that fail from the Trees, and of the A tomes 
that are in the darknefs of the Earth. There 
is nothing dry or green in the Earth, that is 
not written in the Book of Light. He it is that 
caufeth you to die in the night, and knoweth 
the good and evil that you have committed 
by day*, he (hail caufe you to rife agaia at the 
day nominated \ you all fhall appear before him, 
he ihall give you knowledge of your fins, and 
fhall chaftife you after your demerits; he is al¬ 
ways victorious and Omnipotent. He (hall 
fend to obferve your actions \ and when yon 
(hall arrive at the hour of death, he fhall di- 
fpatch his Meflengers, who fhall not fail to 
execute his commands *, the People fhall repair 
to him, hsto their lord, he is extreamly exaCt 
to keep r ecount. Say unto them, He fhall de¬ 
liver 
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liver you from the darknefs of the Sea, and of 
Che Earth; when you ihallinfecretor publick- 
ly invoke him-, if he deliver me, I will return 
him thauks for his grace: Say unto them* God 
can deliver you from darknefs, and all other 
afflictions; yet lay you, He hath a Compani¬ 
on, alfociate with him *, Say unto them, We can 
fend punifhments from above, and from below; 
he is able to difunite, and caufe you to talte a 
thoufand miferies, which you fhall bring upon 
each other. Confider how 1 fhew them the ef- 
fedts of my Omnipotency they will perad- 
venture comprehend my fayings : Thofeof 
thy Nations have rejedted them, notwitbftan- 
ding they are molt true: fay unto them, I am 
not your Tutor; every thing hath its time, 
you (hail hereafter underftandthe truth. De¬ 
part from them that fpeak of- our Law with 
contempt, until he fpeak otherwife *, the Devi! 
would induce thee to forget my Command¬ 
ments, and caufe thecto fit down with the un- 
juft : the true believers fhall not regard their 
difcourfe, neither ceafe toad monilh them, per- 
adventure they will be converted. Depart 
thou from fuch as fport and mock at their Re¬ 
ligion, the wealth of this World rendreth them 
haughty; declare, they fhall be feverely punilh* 
ed ^ none is able to protedl or hear them but 
God, no ranfom is able to deliver them-, they 
fhall find the good and evil that they have com¬ 
mitted, fhall drink a liquor extreamly cold, 
and endure grievous torments, becaufe of their 
impiety; fay unto them, fhall we worfhip. in- 
ftead of God, what can neither benefit nor 
hurt us } Sail we return on our fteps to our fins, 
having been guided by his Divine Majefty, like 
unto him whom the Devil hath fcduced ? He 
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left him difmaid, and aftonilbed in the midft 
of his Voyage, having forfaken his Compa¬ 
nions, that (hewed him the right way. God 
guideth Men to the wayof Salvation. 1 will 
wholly refiga my felf to the pleafure of his 
Divine Majefty: Make your prayers at the 
time appointed, and pay Tythes, you all (hall 
appear before God at the D^y of Judgment, 
togive account of your actions. He it is that 
created Heaven and Earth. Remember tbou 
the Day wherein he faid, Be thou, and every 
thing was .* he (hall reign, and at that day 
command an Angel to found the Trumpet, to 
call to univerlal Judgment, the living and the 
dead. He knoweth the future, prefent, and 
pa# j is moft Wife, and nothing is hidden from 
him. Remember thou that Abraham laid to 
* The a- his Father * Ax.tr, wherefore do you worfliip 
rabtansh y, jdoW | fl ft eac j 0 f God ? I perceive your Family 
braham's * to ’ n fflanifeft ertourGod (hewed to A- 
Slrname, braham the Kingdom of Heaven, and of Earth, 
and that and he was in the number of the Bldfed. A- 
h,s Fat M e I braham feeing by night a moft clear Star, asked 
TertcAztr. * n kittfelf, if it were, his God *, no, repiyed 
‘ he to him felf, my God doth not rife and let i 
feeing the Moon to arife, he demanded if that 
were his God ; no, faid he to himfeif, certainly 
God will not guide me to be of them that are 
erroneous: when he beheld the Sun riling, hd like- 
wife asked, if that were his God and when 
he faw it let, he faid to his people, l am inno¬ 
cent of the fin which you commit, in adoring 
many Gods, I wholly comipend my felf to his 
Will, who created Heaven and Earth, and pro- 
fefs his Unity: His people would difpute a- 
gainfb him-, he faid to them,will you difpute 
again# me concerning the Ifoity of God, who 
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hath inftrufted me in the right way? I feat 
not your Idols, my God doth what pleafeth him, 
and knoweth all things, will you not confider it i 
How (hall 1 fear your idols, fince you are not a* 
fraid to affirm, that God hath Companions equal 
to him, which you have no reafon to adore ? If 
you underftand the truth, who is more true, you, 
or I ? Such as believe in God, and (hall not cover 
the truth with a lie, (hall be delivered from the 
torments of Hell, and conducted into the way 
of Salvation. We inftru&ed Abraham with 
realbns to difpute againft his people ; I give 
knowledge to whom 1 fee good, and exalt whom 
Ipleafe. Thy Lord, O Abraham* feeth and 
knoweth all things *, we gave to Abraham., Ifaac, 
and Jacob his Sons •, we before inftrufted Noah 
and his Lineage in the right way*, we taught it 
bavid,Solomon,Job,Jofefh,Mofts, Aaron, Zachary , 
St.John, Jefns , the Son otMary, Etiah , Ifmatl,' 
Joflma, Jonas, and Lot *, we gratified them above 
the refidue of the World •, we eledcd their Fa¬ 
thers, Brothers, and Progeny, and guided them 
in the right way: Thus God guideth whom he 
feeth good .* Men before adored Idols, and believ- 
eth there were many Gods \ neverthelefs he 
blotted out their pafl: Errours, when they were 
converted. If they (Under them that have 
knowledge of the Scriptures, and of Prophecies, 
will give power over their Perfons to Men that 
(hall mif-lead them with the Infidels : . Tbofe 
whom God guideth, believe in the Unity of his 
Divine Majrity. Say unto them, 1 require no 
reward for having preached to you the Alcoran , 
he teacheth to 3 II the World the Commandments 
of God, The Jews have not honoured him as 
was their Duty *, they underftood not his Gra¬ 
ces, when they faid, he hath inftrufted thepeo- 
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pie in nothing that is profitable. Say unto them, 
who gave the Tables unto Mofes ? who inftru- 
flted him in the Scripture, which they have writ- 
ten in Vellum, to guide and illuminate the peo¬ 
ple i They have publilhed what pleafed them, 
and have concealed much; they (hall learn in 
the Alcoran what they know not, and what their 
Fathers underftood not: Say to them, God af¬ 
ter that left them obftinate, and amazed in 
their Errours. We have fent from Heaven that 
Book full of Bleflednefs, it confirmeth the Scri¬ 
ptures that were fent before it, to the end 
thou mayft inftrud the people of Mecca, them 
that inhabit about that City, and the reft of 
''the World. Such as (hall believe in the Day of 
Judgment, believe in what is written in this 
Book, and (hall pray to God to deliver them 
from the torments of HeU: Who is more un¬ 
juft, than he that blafphejneth againft God? 
that faith, God hath infpired into him what 
he uttereth, notwithftanding he hath received 
no infpiration from his Divine Majefty. Who 
more unjuft, than he that faith, he will caufe 
to defcend from Heaven, things like to thofe 
which God infpired into his Prophets ? When 
thou (halt lee the wicked at the point of death, 
and the Angels ftretching forth their hands to 
take their Souls: fay unto them, This day the 
torments of Hell ihall be the punilhment of the 
blafphemies that ye have vomited againft God, 
and your dilbbedicnce to his Commandments. 
God ihall fay to them, you are come before us 
without Riches, and Children, naked as you 
were created, and have call: behind your Backs 
the inftrudtions which we gave you; I fee not 
with you the Idols you adored ; you are fepara- 
ted from each other, and have forfaken them, 

that 
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that you efteemed on Earth, fhould have been 
your Protettors *, God feparateth the good 
from the wicked, as the Corn from the Ear, 
and the ftone from the Date: He caufeth the 
Living to fpring from the dead, and the dead 
from the living: behold the works of God * why 
will you depart from his Law ? He divideth the 
Morning from darknefs, hath eftablilhed Night 
for the repofe of Men, and the Sun and Moon 
to compute Ages, Years, Months, and Sealons -, 
fuch are the effects of Gods power, he is Otn- 
nipotent, and knoweth all things. He it is that 
created the Stars to give you light, and guide 
you in the obfcurity of the Earth and Sea •, he 
gratifieth with his Grace, fuch as learn his 
Commandments. He it is that created you of 
one foie Perfon, that gave you the Earth to 
inhabit, and preferveth you in the World, he 
hath conferred his Grace on fuch as have obey¬ 
ed his Commandments, hath made Rain to de- 
fcend from Heaven, and caufed the Earth to 
produce divers forts-of Herbs, Green things, 
and Corn ? he hath caufed the Date to fpring 
forth , and the Palm Tree, with Gardens en¬ 
riched with Grapes, Olives, Pomgranets, and 
many Fruits alike, and different. Confider hovr 
Fruits encreafe and multiply this ferveth for 
inftruftion of Gods Unity, to them that,have 
bis fear before their eyes: the Infidels have a. 
dored the Devil, with God, who created them, 
and faid, that God hath Sons and Daughters,' 
fuch is their ignorance*, praifed be God, he 
created Heaven and Earth •, how fhall he have 
a Son, who hath no Wives.? He createth and 
knoweth all things, he is your God, and your 
Lord, there is none other God but he ; wor- 
Ihip him, he conferveth all things, he is feen

of no Man, and beholdeth all things, be is be¬ 
nign, and nothing is concealed from him. O 

E eople, there is come to you alight from your 
ord to conduit you , he that feeth. clearly 
ihall receive advantage ; and be that {hall be. 
blind, (hall continue his Mifcry: I am your Tu¬ 
tor, neither obferve I what you do \ Thus do 
I declare the Myfteries of my Law, the wicked 
(hall in the end confefs that thou haft taught 
nay Commandments to iuch as inclined to learn 
them. Alt what thy Lord hath infpired into 
thee, there is no God but he, feparate thy felf 
from the Society of unbelievers; Had it plea- 
fed God, they had not difobeyed his Con^ 
mandraents, thou art not their Tutor, irtire' 
not them that worihip Idols, they injure God 
through Malice and Ignorance, every Man e- 
fteemeth what he hath done, and pleafeth him- 
felf in his opinion. Certainly they (hall all be 
aflbmbled at the Judgment, and be cbaftifed 
after their Demerits. They have fworn by the 
Dame of God to fight for the Faith, if fome 
Miracle appear to inftrult them Miracles pro¬ 
ceed from God, they know not the time where¬ 
in he will make them to appear although they 
(hould lee Miracles, they will not be converted. 

I will overturn their hearts, blind their fight* 
and they lhall never be converted, I will leave 
them in their Errours, and difobedtence, with 
contempt and confufion. If we {hould fend to 
them Angels, (hould the dead come and (peak 
to them, and (hould we bring about them afl 
the Witnefies of the World, they (hall not be¬ 
lieve, if it fo pleafe God, moft of then are 
ignorant; we have allotted an Enemy to each 
Prophet', as the Devil is an Enemy to Men, he 
tempteth them with the Ornament of his Dif- 
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courfes, to render them proud. If it had plea* 
Jed thy Lord* they had wanted th^t power \ 
depart thou from, unbelievers, and their blaf- 
phemies, and incline not to their will they 
Jhall find no advantage in their impiety. Dqi 
yon defir'e another Judge than God, who hath 
fent to you the Book that diftinguifiieth good, 
from evil ? Such as know the Scripture are 
not ignorant that this Bpok was lent from 
God, and containeth the Truth * Be not thou 
in the number of them that doubt, the word 
of God exaftly cometh to pafs, no Man can 
hinder its? effects, God underftandeth and 
knoweth, all things* If thou incline to the will 
V>f molt Men,, they will feducc thee, they be¬ 
lieve but their own opinions, and are lyars: 
Thy Lord knoweth them that err,' and fuch 
as follow the right way. Eat what (hall be 
flain in pronouncing the name of God they 
taught you what was forbidden; eat not, un- 
lefs conftrained through neceflity: Many err 
from the right way* and purfue their own ap t 
petites, • and ignorance, God beholdeth them 
that offend him* flie publick and fecret fin, 
finners (hall be feverely chaftifed \ eat not 
of what is not let Blood in pronouncing the 
name of God, left you difobey his Command¬ 
ments. The Devils will tempt them that ferve 
them, they will perfwade unbelievers to difputc 
againftyou •, if you incline to them, you Jhall be 
Infidels as they are. I^aifed again many of then* 
that were dead through their fins, 1 converted 
them, and gave them a light to illuminate 
them, in the darkneis, wherein Infidels mail 
dwell for ever, becaufe they delight in their dif- 
obedience: Thus will I place in every City, 
leaders, that Ihall feduce the wicked, and 
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themfelves, bat lhall not underftand it: When 
they beheld any fign (of the truth of the Pro. 
phet) appear ; they faid, they will not believe 
ni him* unlefs he were accompanied with the 
vertues, and merits of other Prophets ; God 
maketh choice of them on whom he conferred 
the grace of prophecy, he (hall chaftife fuch as 
difcourfe in that manner , with ignominie. in 
this World, and they (hall feel in the other 
great torments, by reafon of their impiety. 
God rejoyceth the hearts of them that he indi- 
heth to lead into the way of Salvation, and 
punifheth them that digreis from the right path *, 
his wrath fell upon the Infidels fo foonashe 
afcended into Heaven. The way.thou followeft 
is the right way; we haverecompenfed fuch as 
have underftattding to profit, they (hall be hap¬ 
py, God lhall be their prOteftor, becaufe of 
their good works. Remember thon the day 
wherein we lhall afietnble the People, and when 
it lhall be faid to the Devils, O ye bands of De« 
Vtls! Wherefore are yourifen againft Men ? The 
chief of thofe Men that (hall have obeyed them, 
lhall anfwer. Lord, fuffer us to be revenged on 
each other, and let each command in his turn •, 
s r ui- ® ^ord, teach us the prefixed time that thou 
tin. ‘ ‘ appointed to our mileries: The Angels 
lhall anfwer. Hell lhall be your habitation, yoo 
lhall there remain eternally, and fo long as it 
lhall pleafe God: Your Lord is molt wife, and 
Otnnucient) the wicked Stall obey the wicked, 
becaufe Of their fins. O ye Bands of Men and 
Devils! have yon not feen my Prophets, and 
Apofties Of your own Nation, who have gi¬ 
ven you to fee Miracles ? Who have preach¬ 
ed fhy Commandments, and the Day of Judg¬ 
ment ? Th£y lhall afifVrtr, they have feen the

Prophets, and ApolUes, bat that the life of 
the World rendered them proud, and fhall con¬ 
fers themfelves to have been wicked. God 
fliall not deftroy tJMecca for the unjuftice there. 

In committed, until he hath fent an ApofUf 
to the Inhabitants, to teach them his Com* 
mandment* ; every one lhall be punifli* 
ed according to his works, thy Lord know* 
cth whatfoever is done in the World. lie 
bath no need of his People, he is altogether 
merciful, he can deftroy you if it pleafe him, 
and eftablilh in your place another People, as 
he hath eftablilhed you in the place of your 
predeceflbrs. If you be not converted , you 
lhall not'efcape^ the torments of Hell; Say 
unto them, do as you underftand him, I will 
comport my felf, as I lhall apprehend him *, 
you lhall in the end underftand who (hall have 
the good part in the other World. None 
lhall give' fuccour to Idolaters, they olFer to 
their Idols of the fruits that God hath crea* 
ted, and fay, ( following their thoughts ) be¬ 
hold our God! Such facrifices afeend not to 
God, their Idolatry hath induced many of them 
to facrifice their own Children to their falfe 
Gods, they have deftroyed them, and were 
enfnared in their Religion *, which they had 
not done, had it fo -pleated God , Separate 
thy felf from them and their blafpbemies, they 
have faid, that the fruits of the. Earth, and 
the benefits of God were unclean, and would 
not eat of them. God giveth food but to thofe 
whom he is pleafed to gratifie. They have pro¬ 
hibited to ride on fome beafts that God gave 
•them, tod flew them for food, without pronoun¬ 
cing thenameof hts Divine Majefty, which is a 
great fin, but they lhall be punilbed according 
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to their demerits. They have faid it is lawful fof 
Men to eat what is in the Bellies of Beafts, and 
that it is unlawful for their Wives, and when 
they had flain them, they did eat for com¬ 
pany ^ but God fhall chaftife them for their difc 
tourfe, he is moft wife, arid Omnifcient. Such 
as flay their Children are wretched Men, Fools 
and ignorant, they have forbidden to eat the 
good things that God hath given them, to blaf- 
pheme, and are gone aftray from the right way. 
It is God who created the Gardens full of Fruits 
and herbs of divers colours with Olives, Pome- 
granejs, and other fruits alike, and different: 
Eat of the fruits of the Earth: Pay'the dues ap¬ 
pointed when you reap, and difpenfe not your 
l’ubftance lightly •, God abhorrAh prodigals: Of 
clean beafts, fome there be that have born 
the burthen, and others that are young, and 
have not born it 5 Eat what God hath given 
you, and follow not the footfteps Of the De- 
See Yjtab vil, he is your open Enemy. Say unto them, 
eitentir. behold eight pair of Beafts, viz* two pair 
©f Wethers-, two of Ewes, two of Camels, 
and two pair of Cowes, of which is it per¬ 
mitted, or forbidden you to eat ? Is it law¬ 
ful for you to eat the Males, or Females.^ 
Which are thofe that God hath forbidden 
you ? Who is more wicked than he that blaf- 
phemeth, to feduce from the right way the 
People that.are ignorant? God guideth not 
the unjuft * Say unto them, In all that God 
hath infpired into me, 1 find not that it is 
prohibited to eat of thofe beafts, except they 
die of fome Difeafe, and if they be flain 
without pronouncing the name of God. The 
Flefh of Swine is forbidden you; if you eat 
of it, you incur the wrath of God •, If any one 
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be in neceflity, and eateth without defign to 
provoke God, he (hall find God gracious and 
merciful. We forbad the Jews to eat of 
Beads whofe Feet were cloven, and of the 
fat of Beads, except of fuch as is interlarded 
in the flefh^ the Entrails and the Bones. -We 
enjoyned this prohibition by reafon of their 
fin, and we are veritable in our words, and 
exad in our promifes .* If they {kinder thee, 
fay unto them, The mercy of God is great, 
and the wicked (hall not avoid the punilh- 
ment of their crimes. The Infidels have faid. 
Had it pleafed God, we had not been unbelievers, 
neither our Fathers alfo, and nothing bad been 
prohibited. Their predeccflors fpake as they, un¬ 
til they felt the punifnment of their (in. Say 
unto them, Arc you allured that God is con¬ 
tent with: your proceeding ? Tell us, whence 
arifeth this affurance ? You, in this, follow but 
your opinion, you are but lyejs, Gods pro¬ 
vidence is great; he had guided all of you in 
the right way, had it fo pleafed him. Caufe 
them come before us, who faid, It is unlaw¬ 
ful to eat of clean Beads *, were they prefent 
when God made the Prohibition ? If they (ay 
they were prefent, fay not as they, neither 
follow the appetites of biafphcmous Infidels, 
who believe not in the end of the word, and 
worlhip many Gods. Say unto them, Come, 
I will indrudt you what is by God forbidden 
to be eaten •, there is but one foie God, lay 
not, he hath Companions equal to him * do 
good to your Father and Mother, and (lay 
not your Children , in fear of dying with Fa¬ 
mine, God (hall bellow on you and them alfo, 
what (hall be necefiary *, commit not whore¬ 
dom, either privately or publickly *, kill no 
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Man, if jufticedo not command it: God re* 
quireth you to obferve what is above ( or¬ 
dained ) perhaps you will confider it. Take 
not the goods of Orphans, but to fuccout 
them, until they be of age, of difcretion, 
meafure, and weight, with good weight, and 
juft meafure. I enjoyn no Man any thing, 
but what is in his power to perform. • Judge 
with equity, although it be aga'mft your Pa¬ 
rents and Allies; fatisfie what is above ( or¬ 
dained^ God commandeth it, peradventure 
you will confider it $ it is the right way, which 
you ought to porfue .* go not alkie, Gcd. com¬ 
mandeth it, perhaps you will fear his Divine 
Majefty. . We taught our Command¬ 

ments *, it is a peculiar grace to inftrud the 
righteous, and guide the People in the right 
way bit may be you will believe in the Re* 
Jurtethon. O ye Inhabitants of Mecca] We 
have fent to you the jUcor*n , full of bene* 
diction, perform what is ordained, flie inapt 
ety, your fins fhall be forgiven you \ lay not, 
The Jr*>s That God hath font bis Law to the two 
^ ations that preceded you •, and that it is bid 
p ' from You- Will ycu fay, That had God taught 
you the Scripture, you had been more obedi. 
ent than they? Certainly he hath taught you 
his Commandments, it is a fpecial grace to 
guide you into the right way • Who is more 
on juft, than he that blafphemeth againft his 
Divine Majefty, and departeth from hisCom- 
Such Men fhall be rigoronfly 
thallifed m die fire of Heft.

Whofoever afteth any wicked- 
nefs, (hail be punilhed in like manner yj neW 
ther (hall he receive injuftice. Say unto them, 
God hath guided me in the way of his Law » 
filch as profefs the Law of Abraham, profefs 
the unity of God ; Abfaham was not in the 
number of unbelievers: my prayers, my vows* 
my life, my death (hall be confecrated to God; 
he hath no Companion, I wholly commend 
my (elf to his Divine pleafure. Say unto them. 
Do I defire to worship other God?, than the 
Lord of the Univerfe? The good that a Map 
doth, is for fiimfelf, and the evil that he cotn- 
mittetb is agaipft them ; you all (hall one day 
appear ip the ppelence.Qf God, he (hall refolve 
your difpntes. He it is that prolqngfth ypur 
Pofterity, and exaUeth fome above others, to 
prove you ; your Lord is exadt to cbaftife the 
wicked,, apd gracious and merciful to fhg righte-* 
pus.

The Chapter of Prifons 9 containing an hundred 
and fix Verfes 9 mitten at Mecca. 


Reader, Mahomet intituled this Chapter , the 
Chapter of Aaraf, which is a place between Paradije 
and Hell , where ."Men fitffer no punishment. See 
Mokari, Bedaoi, and Kitab el tenoir.

I N the name of God, graciqus and raerci-' 
ful: I am God, the molt wife, the molt true. 
This Book was fent to thee, to preach to the 
True believers; doubt not the Contents of it. 
Say unto them. Believe in what was fent to 
you from your Lord, and worfeip none other 
God but him few there be among you that 
confider ir. How many Cities have* we de- 
itroyed? How often have we inflicted our pu- 
nilhment on their Inhabitants by day, and by 
night, when they repofed? Neverthelefs, they 
faid nothing, but that they were greatly af. 
flitted. We will examine the People to whom 
we have-fent our .Prophets, ajid.require 30 
count of what they have learned, and of 
what they have done. We will examine our 
Prophets, and demand an account of fuch as 
have followed, and obeyed them. Iwill caufe 
them ! to remembes' What they have done 
worthy of reward. We forfook not our Pro¬ 
phets when they preached to them the Truth \ 
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their actions fhall be weighed in the BaUancc of 
Eqoity * the BaUance of the blefled lhaU be pon¬ 
derous with good works \ and they whofe Bal- 
lance fhall be light of good works, fhall be 
damned, for having contemned our Command¬ 
ments. We gave you your habitation on the Earth, 
and there beft’owed on you what was neceflary for 
your nouriihment•, but few of you are grateful tp 
me. We created and formed you,and command¬ 
ed the Angels to worlbip Adam, which they per¬ 
formed , except the Devil, to whom we faid, 
what Uindred thee to worlhip Adam, when we 
commanded thee ? He anfwered, I am better than 
he, thou haft created me of fire, and haft crea¬ 
ted Man of the mire of the Earth | then faid 
we to him ; depart out of Paradife, it is not the 
habitation of the Proud, thou lhalc be in the 
number D f them that fhall be laden with Igno¬ 
miny ; the Devil anfwered \ let me -alone until 
the day of the Reiurreftioq of the dead \ 
wherefore haft thou tempted me ? I will fe- 
dnce Men from the right way, I will hinder 
them on the right hand, and on the left, and 
on all fides, to believe ia thy Law, and the 
greateft part of them fhall be ungrateful .• we 
faid to him, be gone out of Paradife, thou lhalc 
be abhorred of all the World, and deprived of 
my mercy \ I will fill Hell with fucb as lhaU 
follow thee. O Adaml dwell with thy Wife 
in Paradife, and there eat of whatloever Qiall 
pleafe thee, but approach not that Tree, left 
thou with tby Wife be in the number of the 
nnjoft. The Devil tempted them, and defpoy- 
led their Bodies of their Veftments of grace ■, 
he laid to them, God bath forbidden you to 
eat of the Fruit of that Tree, that you may not 
be Angeis, or eternal \ he fwore that he fpake 
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the truth, and filled them with Ignominy, be* 
caufe of their Pride. They knew their Na» 
kednefs, haying eaten of that Fruit, and to co¬ 
ver themfelves, took leaves of Paradife \ their 
Lord called them, and laid. Did 1 not forbid 
you to approach that Tree ? I told both of 
you, that the Devil was your open Enemy j 
they faid. Lord, we have offended thee, and 
injured our Souls, if thou doft not compaflio. 
nate us, we (hall be in the number of the dam¬ 
ned : he faid. Depart out of Paradife, ye Ene¬ 
mies of each other, you fhall inhabit the Earth, 
until the time appointed; you fhall there live 
and die, and go from the Earth to the Day of 
Judgment. O ye Children of Adam ! we be- 
flowed on you Veftmentsof Graces, ffgns of 
our Omnipotency, peradventure you will bear 
it in mind. G yo Children of Adam ! beware 
left tbe Devil reduce you, as he did your Fa¬ 
ther and Mother, when he caufed their depar¬ 
ture out of Paradife $ he difpoyled them of 
(heir Garments, and made them know their 
deformity 5 he fhall appear to you, with fuch 
as follow them, and you fhall fee him,, whea 
you leaft think thereon •, he protedeth the In¬ 
fidels : when they commit any Fault, they fay, 
we follow the Law of our Fathers, God bath 
fo commanded us. Say unto them. Doth God 
command you to offend him? Will you fpeak 
of God what you know not ? he bath appoio. 
ted you to do Juftiee, to worlhip him, and 
embrace his Law. Matty lhall rife again, as 
you have feen them; fome fhall be in the right 
way, others fhall be damned, becaufe they have 
obeyed the Devil, and believed they were in 
the right way. O Children of Adam> doath 
your felves decently, when you lhall repair to 

the 
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the Temples, eat and drink what pleafeth you % 
be not Prodigal, God abhorreth them that ipend 
their wealth unprofitably: Say unto them, who 
made the prohibition of decent cloathing, 
when men go to the Temple to worfhip God ? 
Who hath forbidden to eat of the Goods chat 
God hath given you ? This is lawful for true 
Believers. God (hall lo expound his Command¬ 
ments at the Day of Judgment. Say unto 
them, God hath forbidden you Whoredom, pri* 
vate and publick, difobedience, injuftice, defire 
to adore any other God but him, and to fpeak 
of his Divine Majefty what you know not* 
every one hath hisPredeftination,and none can 
advance or retard it. O ye Children of uidam, 
did not the Prophets teach you my Command¬ 
ments f Such as lhall fear me, and do good 
works, lhall be delivered from affliction at the 
Day of Judgment *, and they that difobey my 
Commandments, that arife againft the Faith, 
lhall dwell eternally in Hell fire. Who is more 
unjuft, than he that blafphemeth againft God 
and his Commandments ? Such lhall be ptmi- 
Ihed conformably to the Scripture. When the 
Angels of Death lhall caufe them to die, they 
lhall fay, where be the Idols that you. adored 
ioftead of God ? they lhall anfwer, that thofe 
falfe Gods have forfaken them, and lhall ac¬ 
knowledge their Idolatry} but God lhall fay 
to them, enter into Hell with the Men and De¬ 
vils that are condemned ■, they lhall execrate the 
Setts that preceeded them, and being afiera- 
bled, they lhall fay. Lord, judge them, t,hey fe- 
duced us, augment their Miferies in Hell. [God 
lhall fay, we will add to their, and your 1 pains, 
but you underftand it not. They lhall fey among 
themfelves, we are not the caufe that you were

The drink 
and bread of Paradife is prohibited to Infidels, 
who fported with their Faith, that were proud 
of the wealth of the Earth , and that fcoffed 
at the Commandments of God •, he hath for¬ 
gotten them, becaufe they forgot the coming 
of the Day of Judgment, and blafphemed a- 
gainft his Precepts. We are come to the In¬ 
habitants of Mecca to inflrudh them in the M- 
coran ; we teach it unto men, to give them 
knowledge of the right way, and to acquire 
the mercy of God, if they believe in thac 
Book : Shall they expedt to believe until they 
know its explication ? Its explication lhall ap¬ 
pear at the Day of Judgment , that day, fuch 
as lhall have lived without Faith, lhall 
fay. Certainly the Prophets delivered the 
Truth •, lhall we partake of their Prayers, will 
they intercede for us, until we return to the 
World to do better than we. have done, and 
to obey Gods Commandments ? But they lhall 
be damned, becaufe of their Blafphemies. 

God is your Lord, he created the Heaven, and 
the Earth in fix days, and fitteth on his Throne; 
he caufeth the Night incontinently to fuccced 
the day; the San, the Moon, and the Stars, 
more at his Command, and all the World 0.

1 teach my Commandments to fuch 
as are not ingrateful: Certainly we fent Nod 
to inftrud Men j he faid, O ye people, wor- 
ihip one God alone -, if you adore other then 
him, you (hall be punilhed at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment*, their Rulers anfwered, ONoabl thou 
art in a great Errourj He replyed, Ierrenor, 

I am a Meflenger fent from God to preach his 
Will-, I give you moft wholfome Advice, God 
hath taught me what you know not. is it 
■ ftrange to you, that he hath fent you his Com- 
mandment by the Tongue of a Man like your 
felves, to declare to you the torments of Hell.? 
Fear God, he will pardon your fins • But they 
belyed Noah, we laved him in the Ark, with 
his Retinue, and drowned thofe that contem¬ 
ned our Law, they were altogether blind. 
We fent Hod to his Brother jt*d, and to his 
Retinue, he faid, O ye people! worihip one 
God alone, whom will ye adore, jor whom 
fear, but God ? The Teachers anfwered, thou 
art in an extream ignorance ^ we believe thee 
to be in the number of Lyars he replied, I 
am not a Lyar, 1 am a MdTenger fent from 

God, 
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God, to preach his Commandments, I give 
good and faintary Advice, wonder not that 
God teacheth you his Precepts by the Tongue 
of a Man, like yon> who declareth to you bis 
Pleafure. Remember that he left you on Earth 
after Noah, that he encreafed you in number, 
force , and power *, Call to mind his grace, 
you fhall be happy. They anfwered, are jive 
come to this, to worihip one God alone, and to 
relinquiQi what our Fathers adored i Shew us 
the truth, whereof thou doit preach, if thou 
art true | he faid, the wrath and indignation 
of God (hall fall upon you *, will you difpute 
with us of the Names, that you and your Fa¬ 
thers impofed on your Idols ? God did not en- 
joyn to worihip them, neither have yon rea- 
fon to do it*, expert your punilhment, I will 
expedt it with peneverance. Then did we de¬ 
liver him from their Malice, and aH the true 
Believers that were with him, and deftroyed 
thofe Infidels, by reafon of their impiety.

the Earth any more. Their Captains who were P ho {" ct ! * 
prdnd, demanded of the poor, if they belie- 
ved that Salhe was indeed the Meflenger of 
God? they anfwered. We believe in his words, 
and in his Doftrin •, Then faid thofe proud 
Men, we abjure what ye believe, we condemn 
him, and they flew the Camel of Salhe in 
Dnifion, difobeycd the Commandments of 

God, 
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God, and faid, O Salk r ! Let us now fee the 
punilhment that thou didft preach, if thou art 
of the Prophets, at the fame time, an Earth- 
quakej with Thunder furprized them, and they 
remained dead as Carcafles in their. Houfes. 
S.dhe forfook them, and faid, O ye people I 
declared to you the Will of God with fidelity* 
but ye deteft them that affeft you, and give you 
good Counfcls. Remember thou how Let fpake 
to the People, faying, will you daily defile your 
felves with Whoredome? and with a filthineft 
that was never yet feen in the World by any your 
PredecelTors ? Will you love Men better than 
Women? Will you love fin rather than Pie¬ 
ty ? They faid. Let us expel Let and his Fa¬ 
mily from our City, for that they will not 
contaminate themfelves with us, but God de¬ 
livered him out of their hands, and thofe of 
his Houle, except his Wife, who continued 
with them that were punilhed z We caufed a 
Rain to fall upon them, that deftroyed all of 
them. Confider the end of the wickedWe 
lent Chaib to the Countrey of ALtdian, he 
faid, O ye people, worfhip one God alond, 
weigh with good Weights, meafure with good 
Meafirre, and retain nothing from your Neigh- 
bour^: PoflTefs not the high ways, to give ter- 
rour to the people, neither divert true Belie- 
vers from the Law of God : Remember, that 
you were but a fmall handful of Men, and he 
caufed you to multiply *, confider the end of 
the wicked \ If any among you embrace 
the Faith, and others contemn it, have patH 
eace, until God judge your differences, there is 
no better Judge than he *, Their Teachers faid v 
O QoUb , we will banilh thee from tJMadian^ 
thee and thofe that are of tby Fath, if then 
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art of onr Religion j he anfwered , Ihould I 
not abhor your Religion, I fhould blafpheme a- 
gainft God , who bath delivered me, I will 
follow it, if it pleaft God , he knoweth all 
things, I will commend my felf wholly to the 
Will of his Divine Majefty -, Lord judge our 
Controverlie, thou arc the bell Judge of the 
World. Then faid their Teachers to the peo* 
pie, if you follow Chaib , you ace damned , 
not long after an Earthquake, and Thunder 
furprized them, and in the Morning they were 
found dead in their Houfes-, fuch as belyed 
Chaib , found no fafety in their Habitations, they 
were Wretched, he abandoned them, and faid, O 
ye people ! I have preached to you the Will of 
God with fidelity \ I will no longer afflict my 
felf with the Malice cf the wicked. We infli¬ 
cted Sicknefs and Poverty on them that difobey- 
ed tfee Prophets, whom we fent to the Inhabi¬ 
tants of .Madian -, peradventure they will 'be 
converted. We proved them through Difeafes 
and Health, and gratified them in many Occur* 
rences, yet they faid, our Fathers were afflict¬ 
ed With Sicknefs and Poverty, we fhall be as 
they, but we chaftifed them for their fin, when 
they lead confidered it. Had the Inhabitants 
of Mecca bad our fear before their eyes, and 
obeyed our Commandments, we had opened to 
them the blefling of Heaven and Earth , we 
will punifh them, becaufc they are impious: 
Some there be, that fhall be afflicted in the Nighr, 
when they fleep •, and others, that fhall be tor¬ 
mented by day, when they fport, and recreate 
tbemfelves; they believed God to be a decei¬ 
ver, and are damned. God guideth into the 
right way true Believers, and makes them Heirs 
pf the Earth, after their Parents-, had he fo 

K pleafed, 
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pleafed, he might have deftroyed all th® 
World, he might have hardned the hearts or 
the people,and no man had hearkned to his word*

fes to call down his Rod, whidh devoured the 
Staves of the other,'and the Trtfth appeared a- 
bbve fahhood, and above the Vanity of their 
Actions ; they were vanquifhed, to their confti- 
fion, forfook their Magick, and proftrating them- 
felves on the Earthy uttered thefe words y We 
believe in the Lord of the llniverfe, the Lord 
of Mofes, and of * Aaron ; Pharaoh faid to them. 

Ye believe in the God of Mofcs without my per- 
miffion , this is a deceit, invented by yod, to 
drive the pepple ouc of my Dominions \ but 
you (hall foon know the punifliment that I will 
lay upon you, 1 will cut ofFyour feet and hands, 
and command you to be crucified. : They anfwer- 
ed. We recommend bur felves -wholly to the 
Will of God, whatfbever is thy revenge on us, 
thou Ihalt not hinder us to belieVe in the Mira¬ 
cles that we fee, neither to obey the Command* 
ments of his Divine Majefty y Lord give us pa¬ 
tience, and to die in the number of true Belie¬ 
vers. Then faid Pharaoh’s Doctors, difrhifs Mo* 
fes , and his people, that they may go whither 
they fee good, to pollute the Earth} that they 
may leave thee in quiet with thy Gods : He 
laid,.!! will caufe their Children to be (lain, 
their Wives to beabufed, and I will inflift up¬ 
on them a thoufand torments. Mofcs Faid to 
his people , Implore fuccours of God v>, ich pa¬ 
tience, and Prayers, the whole Earth is Gods, 
he giveth it to inherit, to whom he feeth 
good : the other World is for the righte¬ 
ous. They faid, O Mofct ! We before thy com¬ 
ing, defired the death of our Enemies ; here- 
plyed, God will not deftroy your Enemies, to 

K x leave 
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leave, you alone upon the Earth, he ftiall, be¬ 
hold your A&ions. We afftidted Pharatk and 
his" Subjects with Famine, perhaps unbelievers 
will coulider it. When any happinefsr befel them, 
they faid, they well defprued and whpn they 
fell into Mifery, they afmqe&Mofcv and his peo* 
pje to be the paufe of it •, li is Gpd that pnni- 
ih.e4 r them, but of this moll: of them were ig¬ 
norant. "they faid unto Mtfcs, ceate to ftiew 
uj. toy Miracles to inchanf: us, we wjijl not o- 
bey thee: We fent upon them ft Delnge, Grefs- 
hoppets, Lice,Frogs, and Blood, one after an- 
o(ppr; neverthelels they were proud, and in 
the number of the wicked/ When Qur wt#;h 
fell upon them, they faid, O Mcfs ! caU,up. 
on-, thy Lord, that he give us /what to. tlpee 
he promifed , remove his^ifpleafure from' us, 
we will believe thee, an/l will) tfifmifs with 
thee> the Children of Jfrasl : Whet], we deli¬ 
vered, them from, adfdtjoij, they fliarpned 
their Tongues, murmured, jnd violated theic 
Promiffs: we avenged oor felve?, upof^ them, 
and, drowned^ them in the Sea, fpt that they 
contemned ourIyliracles,' and we gave the. Weft 
and Eaft tp the Children of lfrael h who- were 
humble, before us} we gave them-our-blefiing, 
onr word, vyas accompliihed upon them, be- 
canfe of their perlevcrance, and, we; deftroyed 
the Armies of Pharaoh. The Chi^drep of Ifnul 
having pgffc the Sea, met with Alen f thac adq- 
red Idols, and faid, O Mofes ! make unto us 
Gods, like: to,the Gods of this people ; hean- 
fvyered,. ye ar.e ignorant; thefe M^n are wretch¬ 
ed, what they do is but, ignorance and Vanity *, 
Ml l de%e that you worflup other God*, th^n 
God thate-preferrfd you to all' the World ? 
We have delivered you frpm Pharaoh'* people. 
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who caufed you to endure great torments, they 
murthered your Children, abufed your Wives, 
aod you foffer heavy afflidions for the 'puniih- 
ment of your fins. We detained Mofes on the 
Mountain thirty Nights, and ten other Nighrs* 
which is in ail forty Nights; when he went 
up, he laid to his Brother Aaron, be thou my 
Lieutenant, command this people in mine ab 
fence, and follow not the path of the wicked. 
When Mofes at the time appointed arrived at 
the top of the Mountain, and that his Lord 
fpake to him, he laid, Lord permit me to fee 
thee : he faid, thou (halt not fee me , behold 
this Mountain, if it continue firm-in this place, 
thon (hale be able to fee me *, when the 
Lord appeared upon the Mountain with his 
light, it was reduced to a (her, and Mofes ama¬ 
zed, fell on the ground as dead. When he z- 
rofe again, he laid, Blefied be the name of 
God, I defire to obey him, and believe that no 
Man living is able to behold him. He faid to 
Mofes, I have chofen, and preferred thee to all 
the World, I have made thee a Prophet, thou 
haft talked with.me, receive the Grace which 
1 have beftowed on thee, and be not ingrate¬ 
ful. We gave to him the Tables, whereon 
was written wbat was neceflary for the Salva¬ 
tion of Men, and we faid to him, receive with 
affection, what I give thee, and command thy 
people to obferve the Contents of thofe Ta¬ 
bles. I will precipitate into Hell fucb as tranfi 
grels my Commandments \ I wiH deprive the 
proud of my Graces, they will not believe in 
my Law, although they lee all the Miracles m 
the World 5 if they fee the right way, they 
will not follow it j they fee the way of Er- 
rour, and purfue it-, becaufethey have abjured 

K 3 my 
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my Commandments, and reje&ed my Grace, 
the good works of them that difobey me, and 
that believe not in the Refufreftion, are .unpro¬ 
fitable, they (ball be chaftifed after their De¬ 
merits. The people oiMofes^ after his depar¬ 
ture, adored the Calf, a bellowing God ; faw 
they not, that it fpake not to them \ neither 
could conduct them into the right way ? Ne- 
verthelefs they adored it, for which they were 
greatly to blame. When this Calf fell to the 
ground, and they found their errour, they faid, 
if God have not pity on us, we (hall be mife- 
rable. ‘ When Mofes returned, he faid to them, 
whom did ye obey after my departure? Yoq 
were too hafty to worlhip that Idol \ he in 
difpleafure call againft the ground the Tables 
that God had given him, took his Brother by 
the head, and dragging him to him, faid, Son 
of my Mother, how haft thou governed this 
people ? I wanted power, replyed he, and could 
not divert them from their evil •, It wanted 
little but they had flain me, do me no harm -, 
rejoyce not my Enemies with ray mifery, and 
account me not with thofe that adored Idols: 
Mofes faid, Lord pardon me, and my Brother, 
give us thy mercy; thou art the merciful of the 
merciful. The wrath of God, and the infamy 
of the World, lhall fall upon them that wor- 
fhipped the Calf, and blafphemed againft God ; 
he will be pitiful to fuch as lhall repent, and 
believe in his Divine Majefty. The difplea. 
lure of Mofes being allayed, he again took the 
Tables, whereon was written the way of Sal¬ 
vation, for fuch as have the fear of their Lord 
before their eyesbe caufed to be feparated 
from his people, at a time appointed; threp- 
fcore and ten Perfons, who were furpri^ed wifh

an Earthquake, and with Thunder * and faid, 

Lord, thou collided have deftroyed them, be¬ 
fore they adored the Calf* wilt thou deftroy 
us all, becanfe of the (in of the ignorant that 
are amongft us? Thou haft defired to prove 
this people ; tbou guideft, and caufeft to erre 
whom thou pleafeft •, thou art our Protestor, 
pardon our (ins * for thou art altogether mer¬ 
ciful * give us thy Grace in this World, a ad 
guide us to the Day of Judgment, near to thy 
Divine Majefty •• He faid, 1 will punifii as I fee 
good, my mercy embraceth the whole World •, 
it is for fuch as have my fear before their eyes, 
that pay Tithes, obey my Commandments, fol¬ 
low the right way, believe in the Prophet, * who * This is 
can neither write nor read, and what is written ^ aho " et '. 
in the Old Teftament, and the Gofpel •, he (hall 
command them things honeft •, he (hall prohibit 
things uncivil* he (hall teach them what meats 
are clean, and forbid them to eat what is un¬ 
clean * he (hall deliver them from Ceremonies, 
weighty and troublefome, and from the Chains 
that ftriftly bind them : Such as (hall believe in 
him, that (hall honour hi*, that (hall defend 
him from his Enemies, and follow the light 
that we (hall fend him, (hall be' happy. Say 
unto the people, I am indeed a Meffenger fent 
from God, to whom appertaineth the Kingdom . 
of the Heavens, and of Earth * there is but believe 
one God alone, he giveth Life and Death, as that mho- 
feemeth good to him. Believe in God, and ««could 
in his Prophet, who can neither read nor " ei . thcr 
write. Such as lhall believe in God, in bis °° 
word, and follow the Prophet, (hall not erre* 
they (hall follow a very good way. There are 
fome of the Children oflfrael that knew the 
truth, add judge with equity; We divided them 
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into twelve Tribes, when Aitfes required drink 
for his People, we infpired him to ftrike the 
Rock with ius Rod, whence flowed twelve 
Fountains', and every one knew the place 
where he fhould drink*, we covered them with 
the (hadow of Clouds *, we caufed Man- 
m and Quails to defcend upon them, and com¬ 
manded them to eat of the good things which 
we gave them. They did not hurt us ( when 
TW { . they murmured) but afflitted themfelves. It 
HoiyLand. was to them. Dwell in this City, 

See GtUi* an d eat therein what {ball pleafe you ; enter 
din. at the gate with adoration, and beg pardon 
of your fins. I will pardqn you, and will aug¬ 
ment the graces of the righteous \ neverthelefs, 
the wicked that were among them, altered the 
words that were fpokento them, and perverted 
them 5 and we fent upon them our indignation 
from Heaven, becauie of their impiety. Ask 
of them, concerning a Village that was upon 
the fhore of the Sea, wiiofe inhabitants obfer- 
ved not the Sabbath, and fifhed on the day of 
reft *, they faw in that day, Serpents appear upon 
the water, and othendays they faw none. Thus 
were they tryed, becaufe of their difobedience : 
A party of them faid, Fifh not O People, it 
is loft labour • God fhall deftroy and chaftife 
them with grievous torments, then their Do. 
ttors faid,. They fhall implore pardon of the 
J.ord , perhaps they will fear to offend him 
another time. When they rejetted what we 
taught them; we faved fiich among them as 
abftained from evil-doing, and grievoufly af» 
flitted the wicked, becaufe of their difobedi¬ 
ence *, when they gloried in their fin, we faid 
to. them. Be ye contemned, and abhorred as 
Apes \ thy Lord (hall lend to thegn at the Day 
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of Judgment, perfpns to torment them ; he is 
exalt in punching the wicked, and merciful to 
the righteons. We Cent upon thejp good and 
evil, to prove them, peradventqre they will 
be converted. Their pefterity left a progeny, 
heirs of their Doctrinef neverthelefs, they re¬ 
turned to their (ins, and fay, the Lord lhali 
pardon them *, they beg pardon of him, and See GtUl- 
return daily to their fin: Shall not account be din. 
required from them, of what is ordained in 
the Scripture ? To wit, not to fpeak of God, 
but with truth: They have read the Truth, 
but have not comprehended it. Paradife is 
only for the righteous; I will not deprive them 
of recompence, who make their prayers at the 
time appointed, and obferve what is contain¬ 
ed in the Scriptures. Remember’ thou, how 
we raifed a Mountain over them, to Ihelter 
them, and how they believed it would fall 
upon their heads ; we faid to them. Learn with 
alfe&ion what we teach you, and remember$ 
perhaps yon will fear difobedience. Thy 
Lord caufed to come out of Adams Reins, 
all his Pofterity -, and asked them, faying, Am 
not I your Lord ? they anfwered, yes, thou 
art our Lord, we know it well: They can¬ 
not therefore fay at the Day of Judgment, 

That they knew not hi. unity; they lhali fay 
for excufc. Our Fathers adored many gods 
before us, we are their Pofterity •, wilt thou 
deftray us, becaufe of their iniquity ? Thus do 
I difeover my myfteries to Men; ,it may be 
they will be converted. Relate to them the Hi- 
ftory of him that faw our miracles; he was 
difpoiled of his underftanding, the Devil fol¬ 
lowed it, and he was in the number of the 
Wretched, Had wefopleafed, we had exalted 
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him through the knowledge of our wonders, 
among the Doctors y but he crouched to the 
ground, and followed his own appetite, like to 
a chafed Dog *, if thou chafe him with Choler 
he putteth forth his Tongue; if thou leave him 
at reft, he will ftill put forth his Tongue, like 
to the Iufidels, that contemn our inftrudions y 
if thou recount to them our miracles, or do not 
recount, perhaps they will be converted, per¬ 
haps they will not be converted, and Ihall be 
like fuch as have abjured our Commandments^ 
and injured their own Souls. He whom God 
guideth, is well guided •, and he whom God 
mifrleadeth, is in the number of the miferable. 
We have created Hell to punilh Devils and 
Men *, they have hearts, and comprehend not the 
truth y they have eyes, and fee it not y ears 
have they, and hear it not y they are like to 
Beafts, and worle than Beads y they are al¬ 
together ignorant. Themoft beautiful names 
of the World appertain to God .• Be- 
feech him by the beauty of his name, and de¬ 
part from them that depart from the truth, 
through the names that they impofe on their 
Idols; they ihall be chaftifed after their deme¬ 
rits. Some there be that follow the truth, and 
judge with equity. I will by degrees punilh 
them that (hall reject out Commandments, when 
they (hall think thereon. I will defer their pu- 
ftilhment fome time, becaufe my wrath is vio¬ 
lent: Remember they not, that they faid, Ma¬ 
homet is pc fled of the Devil ? On the contrary, 
he declareth the joys of Paradife, and preach- 
eth the torments of Hell. Confider they not 
t{ie Kingdom of Heaven and ofEarth,whichGod 
hath created of nothing ? The fear of Death 
ihall arrive before they have acknowledged 

their 
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their fins 5 in what will they believe, if thay 
have no Faith in the Jlcoran ? He whom 
God (hall mif-Iead, {hall find none to guide 
him} he (hall leave Infidels confounded 
in their difobedience. They (hall enquire of 
thee concerning the Hour and Day of Judg¬ 
ment. Say unto them, NoManknoweth it but 
God *, but the greateft part of the World be¬ 
lieve it pot. I have not power to do either 
good or evil of my felf, if God do not per¬ 
mit it \ if I knew the future, I fhould provide 
wealth to preferve me from poverty: I am fenc 
only to declare the joyes of Paradife, and preach 
the torments of Hell to them that believe in 
God •, he it is that created you of one foie per- 
fon, and created his fpoufe of his Rib, to 
dwell with her: When {he doubted of being 
with Child, {he ceafed not to travel as {he was 
wont -, but when her conception rendred her 
Heavy, they bo'thbefought God, their Lord, 
and faid. Lord give an happy progeny, to 
the end we may be in the number of rtiem that 
return thee thanks for thy favours. When 
God gave them a Son, a righteous Man, they 
aflociated him in what he had given them-, 
and all of them exalted the glory of his Divine 
Majefty, above the Idols of the Infidels, that 
adored *things which could create nothing, that 
are things created, and can do neither good 
por harm. If you call Idolaters to the 
right way, they will not follow you-, if ye 
invoke Idols, mifery fhall be upon you \ will 
you be mute, to profefs the unity of God? 
Will you worfliip the Creatures, inftead of the 
Creator ? Go, adore your Idols, and may they 
hear your prayers, if you believe them to be 
Gods ? Have they Feet to walk, Hands to 

touch,

touch. Eyes to fee, and Ears to hear ? Say unto 
them. If ye invoke your Idols, and confpire 
againft: me, yon lhall find none to protect yon, 
God is my proteftopr, he hath caufed the AU 
ctvrn to defcend from Heaven, he is the de- 
fendor of the righteous; what ye adore, can nei¬ 
ther benefit nor hurt you ; If thou invokeft I- 
dols, tfiey (hall not hear thee, they {hall look 
upon thee, and (hall not fee thee 5 do what is 
lawful to be done, command things honeft, and 
depart from the ignorant; if the Devil would 
(educe thee, truffc in God, he heareth and 
knoweth all things-, fuchas fear him, remem¬ 
ber his mercies and chaftifements when they 
are tempted of the Devil. Although Infidels 
know the Truth, the Devil ceafeth not to con¬ 
tinue them in t;heir fin, they always follow their 
impiety \ If thou goeft to them to inftrudt them, 
they fay, thoufingeft an old Song, fay unto them, 

I do what my Lord infpired into me, what I 
teach you, is the lighc of. Faith, the right way, 
and the grace of God for them that believe in 
his Divine fdajefty ; for fuch as hear the Al- 
cornn., and ftudy it, perhaps God will give you 
his mercy. Remember thou Godin thy Soul, 
worfhip in publickand private, pray unto him 
evening, and morning, and be not in the 
number of the ignorant. The Angeb that 
are near to thy Lord, negleft not to wor¬ 
fhip him, they praife and adore him with hu¬ 
mility.

Fear God,Jive with mutual amity, and obey his froyi 
Divine Majelty, and his Prophet, if you believe which * 
in hia Law Such as fear when they hear they took 
mention of God, who augment their faiths at the 
when they have heard relation of his-miracles, °mJ~ 

who trull in him, whoperievere ia their prayers, ^i- 
aad difpend in pious works (bme pact of their vidcd it 
wealth,, believe in the unity of h» Divine among 
Majefity i they have the degree of their habi- 
tation m Paradife, lhall receive from their ^ 

Lord pardon of their fiosi and exceeding great 
treafure. When thy Lord eaufed thee to. go 
oot, of thine Houfe to go againft tlie h»6- 
dels, a party of the true believers had a great 
averfioa, to-fighting, they difputed - with thee 
the neGeflicy of Combates, havmgleen and 
known that their Enemies led them to a cer¬ 
tain Death; Call to mind,_ that God pro- 
mifed you that a party-, of the Atmy of the 
Enemies Ihould obey yofl. Defire you other 
thing than the glory and honour cf ViflOry ? 

God coufirmeth the Truth by his words, and 
delfroyeth the wicked, he racifieth the Truth, 
and deftroyeth fahhood, although it be con¬ 
trary to the vviU of the impious. Remember, 

that 
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that your Lord heard you, when you of him 
implored fuccours, and that he a (lifted you 
with a thoufand of his Angels lent from Hea¬ 
ven ; God fent you this aid, only to let you 
know his grace, and to confirm your hearts % 
Vidtory proceedeth from God, he is Omnipo¬ 
tent, and moftprudent: Remember that God 
covered you with a fecure deep, and caufed 
Water todefcend from Heaven, to wafh, puri- 
fie, and deliver you from the malice of the De¬ 
vil. Plant in your heart generofity, and pati¬ 
ence , and go on with aflurance. God hath 
faid to his Angels, I will be with you , con¬ 
firm the fteps of the true believers \ I will 
caft fear into the heart of the wicked, ftrike 
them on the head, finite them on the fingers, and 
feet, becaufe they have contrad idled my will, 
and that of the Prophet. God feverely tha. 
ftifeth fuch as difobey his Commandments, and 
oppofe the will of his Prophet-, the unbelievers 
have heretofore tailed of his punifhments in 
this World, and (hall in the end feel the 
pains of the (ire of Hell. O ye who believtf 
in God! turn not the back to the wicked, as 
vanquifhed, when they approach to fight you, 
he that (hall turn the back, (hall return in the 
wrath of God, and be thrown headlong hito 
the fire of Hell. You flew not the Infidels at 
See Gthl- t {j e jfgjjt 0 f r B e Atr y God himfelf flew them. 
* o mho- * Thou didft not caft Stones againft them, 
nit, God did caft them to advantage the true 
believers -, he uriderftandeth whatfoever they 
fay, and knoweth all their adtions : certainly, 
he will augment the afflidtion of the wick¬ 
ed. When ye required vidtory, it was given 
you-, if you relinquifh your impiety, you (hall 
do well j if you return to light againft the 

Pro; 
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Prophet, know that he will protett him againft 
you ; your Men of War fhall advantage you in 
nothing, notwithftanding they be numerous; 
for that God is with the true believers. O ye 
that believe, obey God and his Prophet, de¬ 
part not fro.m him, fince ye have heard the 
Commandments of his Divine Majefty, be not 
as thofe that fay. We have heard, and were 
deaf and dumb. The ignominy and mifery 
that God layeth on beads, is to be 4 ?af and 
dumb, and to want the ule of reaion: Had God 
feen any good inclinations in the Infidels, he 
had not left them in their deafhefs; but al¬ 
though they had heard clearly, they fhoold 
have always departed from his Law, and have 
been obffimate. O ye that believe in God! 
obey God and the Prophet, demand life eter¬ 
nal in your prayers, and know that God will 
feparate the Gall from the Liver ; he will ie- 
parate the Infidel from the True believer, and 
you all lhall appear before' him, to be re- 
compenfed and chaftifed for your works; fear 
the punifhment that lhall be inflicted, efpeci- 
ally on the feditious, and ingrateful, God is 
fevere in his chaftifements 5 Remember that in 
the territory of Mecca ye were but an 
handful of weak Men, and with fear of be¬ 
ing taken, and deftroyed'by the unbelievers; 
God faved , prote&ed , and enriched. you 
with all manner of good things, peradventure 
ye will give him thanks. O ye that be¬ 
lieve ! betray not God, nor the Prophet, 
neither fuch as confide in you, and have en- 
trufted their wealth in your hands, otherwife 
your riches, and Children lhall torment you 
in the other World. There is with God great 
reward for therighteous. O ye that believe !’ 
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if ye fear God, he (hall remove your enemies 
far from you, and pardon your fins, his good- 
nefs is infinite. The wicked have confpired 
againft thee, to punifh and flay thee, or drive 
thee from Mecca *, but God hath rendred their 
confpiracy ineffectual^ he knoweth all the de* 
figns of confpirators. When his miracles 
were related to them, and his Command* 
ments taught them, they faid, we have heard 
them, we had faid the like things, had we 
fo inclined 5 it* is but a Song, and a Fable of 
old MenRemember thou, bow they faid* ray 
God, if what tJMabamct declareth be true, 
caufe a fhower of Flint-Stones to fall uponus, 
and rigoroufly chaftife us; He (hall not chaftife 
them, when thou art with-them, neither when 
they beg pardon of him 5 Who is he that is 
able to hinder God to punilh them ? They 
are not in his grace, when they hinder True be-: 
lievers to enter the Temple of Mecca •, he pro- 
tefteth only fuch as have his fear before his eyes, 
but moft of them underftand it not. Their 
prayers are very light, they go hand in hand 
in the Temple, but (haH one day feel the puniftl- 
ment of God, becaufe of their impiety* The 
unbelievers that expend their wealth to turn 
the People from the Law of Gojl, fhall have 
forrow for their expence-, they (hall be infa- 
mom, and precipitated intotheikeof Hell. God 
fliaU feparate the good from the wicked;, he (hall 
call the wicked headlong; into Hell fire, and 
they (hall be -in the number of the damned: 
if they repeat, he will remit what is paft, and 
if they return to fight againft the Prophet^ they 
fhall be entreated as the fitft: kill them, to avoid 
fediiion, that there may be no Law in tbe World, 
but the Law of God, If they forfake their im¬ 
piety. 
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piety, God ihall behold their actions, if they 
depart: from the faith, .know, that God aloae 
is your Lord, and Protestor. The fifth part of 
the fpoil that you (hall gain from your Enemies, 
appertainethtoGod, the Prophet, his Parents, 
Orphans, the Poor, and to Pilgrims that are in 
want •, obferve what is above ordained, if ye 
believe in God, in what we have infpired into 
our * Servant, and in the day, wherein the * Maka- 
diftindtion of the good and the bad was known 
at the encounter of the*two Camps; God is ofth ' bat- 
Qmnipotent, ye were in an high place, the tie of Bt- 
neareft to Medina, your enemies were afar off, dtr. 
by the Vally, and the enemies Cavalry below 
you •, had ye promifed to give Battel, ye had See Gcltl- 
tranfgrefled your promife, by reafon of the din. 
great number of Infidels •, but what God will, 
is fpeedily executed , he (hall deftroy fuch as 
are wicked, having feen that Battel, an evi¬ 
dent fign of the true mifiion of the Prophet, 
and (hall give life to True believers i he 
underftandeth and knoweth all. things, he 
caufed you to fee in a Dream your enemies in a 
fmall number, had he made them to appear 
numerous, ye had feared to fight, but he de¬ 
livered you from fear, he knoweth what is in 
the hearts of Men: When he caufed you to 
appear in their view, he made you feem few 
in number, to accomplifh his will, all things 
depend on God. O ye that believe 1 make 
an Halt, when you are in view of vour enemies 
Troops, and pray to God with affeftion, per¬ 
haps you (hall be happy, obey . God, and the 
Prophet, his Apoffle 5 if diforder and terror 
furpnfe you, you (hall lofe your reputation., 
perfevere, God is with them that continue ro do 
well. Be not like them that went out of 
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their Houfes withdiflembled joy,»and hypocrifie, 
and turn the people from the right way, God 
knoweth all their actions The Devil caufed 
them to find pleafure in their doings, faying 
to them, none fhall this day obtain victory 
over you , I will be with you j and when 
they beheld the two Camps in Battalia, he re¬ 
turned on his fteps, fled, and faid, I am in- 
* The nocent of the evil that you commit, I * fee 
? urks what you fee, not, I fear the Omnipotent 
the Devil' ^pd •> be * s Severe in his punilhments. The 
faw the wicked, and fuch as were weak in their faith, 
Angels fpeaking of the True believers, faid, Thefe 

fight for Men glory in their Law .* It was replyed to 
iMhomit- them, be that relyeth on God, fhall find him 
to be more powerful than his enemies, aDd 
that he is moft prudent in whatfoever he doth. 
Thou faweft the Angels that (lew the Infidels, 
they did beat them behind and before, and 
faid to them, tafte the torments of the fire 
which you have merited, God is not unjuft: to 
his Creatures. The people of Phareoh were In- 
fidels, and thofe that preceded them, contem¬ 
ned the miracles and Commandments of God, 
but he rigoroully chaftifed them, he is Omni¬ 
potent, and moft fevere in his punilhments, 
he fhall deftroy them that alter the graces he 
hath given to the People, until they have al¬ 
tered the grace he hath conferred on themfelves. 
Phariahs people were Infidels, their Predccef- 
See Kitib f or s difobeyed the Commandments of thy Lord 
' umr ‘ but we deftroyed them becaufe of their fin, we 
drowned them for that they were unjuft i The 
wicked are like to beafts, they fhall never believe 
in God. Such as promifed not to aflift the un¬ 
believers, and violated, their promife , had not 
the (ear of God before their eyes •, if thou meet 

them 
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them in a journey, feparate thy felf from them, 
their- punilhmenc purfueth them, peradventure 
they will confider if. If you fear that any one 
will betray you, and be wanting to their word, 
receive no promife from him, neither pro- 
mile him any thing, God abhorreth Tray- 
tors; Believe not that Infidels efcape the 
punilhment of God , return with your whole 
ftrength to fight againft them •, the halters of 
your horfes lhall terrlfie the enemies of God, 
and of you, and of other perfons who ye know 
not, but God knoweth them all. . Your ex* 
pence for his fervice, lhall be payed' you, and 
no injultice lhall be done to you; If thine ene¬ 
mies incline to peace, thou (halt do ill to in¬ 
cline, as they, trull: in God, he underftandeth 
what they fay, and knoweth whatfoever they 
do; if they defire to betray thee, God fhail 
protert thee; and all true believers endea¬ 
vour to unite their hearts-, but although thou 
Ihouldft expend all the riches of the World, 
thou lhalt not be able to unite them, God lhall 
one day unite them, he is Omnipotent, and 
prudent in all his works. O Prophet! the pro- 
tertion of God fufficeth thee, and the righte¬ 
ous that follow thee. Exhort the true belie¬ 
vers to fight againft Infidels; If ye be twenty 
aflembled with refolution and perfeverance, ye 
lhall vanquilh two hundred Infidels if ye be an 
hundred, yc lhall overthrow a thoufand, the 
unbelievers are ignorant-, but God will lighten* 
your burthen, he knoweth your weaknefs; if 
ye be an hundred true believers, ye lhall defeat 
two hundred Infidels*, if ye be a thoufahd, 
you lhall Jubdue two thoufand by the permif- 
fion of God, he aideth fuch as expert his fuc- 
cors with terfeverUnce. The Prophet cannot 
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be a prilbner, ' be {hall eftablifh himfelf on 
Earth with advantage, over unbelievers; Ye 
defire the wealth of the Earth, and Cod will 
give you the treafures of Heaven, be is Om¬ 
nipotent and wife. If God had not taught yon 
his Commandments, ye (hould have fuffered 
great torments j eat of clean beafts that he 
hath permitted you to eat, and fear God, be 
is gracious and merciful to them that have his 
fear before their eyes. O Prophet ! fey to 
them that (hail be prifoners in thy handsj God 
knoweth what is in your hearts, he {hall reward 
you for what ye {hall have loft, and {hall par¬ 
don your fins •, if you be converted, he is gra. 
cious and merciful. If they betray thee, they 
betrayed God before thee , feparate them 
from the True believers, God knoweth all 
things, and is moft prudent in what he or- 
dainetb. Such as have believed in God, as 
have departed from the wicked, as have em¬ 
ployed their wealth, and perfons to fight for 
the Law of God \ Such as have protected the 
Prophet, and defended him, are all protestors, 
and friends to each other •, you {hall have do 
confideration of the alliance of the True be¬ 
lievers, that defert not the company of In¬ 
fidels , until they be feparated from them. 
If they, require of you fuccors touching Religion, 
you are obliged to protect them, except 
agamft fuch as have confederacy with you, 
God feeth all your actions. The Infidels pro- 
tcft each other, if you obey them, great dil- 
orders {hall enfue, and many fedicions in the 
Earth. Such as have believed in God, as 
have deferted the wicked, as have fought for 
the Law of God, as have eftablilhed the Pro¬ 
phet, and defended him agaiift bis Enemies, 

are 
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are indeed faithful and true believers, they 
fhall receive from God pardon of their fins, 
and exceeding great treasures. Such as having 
believed in God, have departed from the 
wicked, and have fought with you, are yours, 
they (hall be the Heirs of their Parents, God 
bath fo appointed it, he knoweth all things. 


CHAP. IX. 

The Chapter tf Comierfon , containing an hun¬ 
dred twenty and feven Ferfes , mitten at Me¬ 
dina. 


Reader, this Chapter beginneth net as the reft, 
with tbtfe words, In the name of God, gracious 
and merciful *, becaufe tbtfe are wards of Peace 
and Salvation, and for that in this Chapter t Ma¬ 
homet commandeth to break Truce with his Ene¬ 
mies, and to affault them. Many Mahometan Do- 
Hers have entituled this the Chapter of Punifl]- 
menty or Tain. See the Expofhion of Gelaldin, 
and that of Bedaoi, and Kitab cltenoir. 

A Letter Patent from God, and his Prophet, 
to the unbelievers, with whom ye have 
made Truce. Travel in fafety the fpace of 
four Months, know, ye (ball not render God 
impotent, and that he will lay ihame upon 
your forehead. Advice for the People, at 
the Day of great Pilgrimage, from God, and 
his Prophet; God approveth not the attton 
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-of them that adore Idols, his Prophet i* in¬ 
nocent from that fin-. If ye repent, ye (hall 
do well, if rye abandon the Law of God, know, 
ye fhall not efcape the punilhmenc of your 
crime ^ preach to the unbelievers, that they 
.ihall fufFer grievous torments, except thofe 
with whom ye have rnade Truce, who fall 
not from what they have promifed, and that 
protect none againft you. Obferve exactly un¬ 
til the prefixed time, what you have promifed 
them, God loveth them that fear him: When 
the Month of Heram {half; be paft, kill them 
where you Ihall meet them, take them Slaves, 
detain them Prifoners, and obferve where 
they pafs to lay ambulh for them ? if they 
be converted, if they pray at the time ap¬ 
pointed, and pay Tythes, leave them in quiet, 
God is merciful to them that repent. If the 
Infidels demand Quarter of you, give them 
Quarter, to the end they may learn the word 
of God} teach them his Commandments,* for 
they are ignorant. How (hobld they'have 
Truce with God and his Prophet ? If they be¬ 
lieve neither in the one, nor the other, except 
them with whom youentred Truce in the Tem¬ 
ple of Mecca ?. If they obferve their promife 
to you, obfecve what ye promifed to them, God 
loveth fuch as have his fear before their eyes: 
How Ihall they have Truce with you? If they 
have advantage over you, they will refpfft nei¬ 
ther your alliance nor confederacy -, They will 
fpeak well of you, and contemn you in their 
heart, the greateft part of them are impious, they 
have preferred the riches of this World to the 
Commandments of God, and have hindred the 
People to follow his Law, as if they knevy not 
yvhat they did j they hear no refpeft to the 
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True belieyers, wherein they are exceedingly to. 
blame. If they turn, and make their prayers 
at the time appointed, if they pay Tithes, they 
iball be your. Brethren in God. 1 teach the 
myftcries of faith to fuch as have undeman¬ 
ding to comprehend them, if they break their 
promife, and dilturb them of your .Religion, 
kill their Captains, as perfons without laith, 
they will perhaps put an end to their impie¬ 
ty. Slay fuch efpecially that renounce their 
faith ? who have endeavoured to drive the Pro¬ 
phet from Mice 0, and hake begun to flay you, 
will you fear them ? ye be terrified by 
them? It is reafonablethat ye fear God •, if ye 
believe in iiis Law, fight them, God fhail cha¬ 
rt ife them by your hands, he (hall render them 
dishonourable, and protect you againrt them, 
be Shall fortifie the, hearts of True.believers, 
and expel melancholy, he pardoneth whom he 
feeth good, knoweth all things, and is molt 
prudent in what he ordaineth. Think ye to 
be forfaken of God, and that he difeerneth 
not them that have fought gallantly for his 
Law, from fuch as have adored Idols, and dif- 
obeyed, his Prophet ? The True believers a- 
fiandon not their Religion another .time to 
pcofeis it God knoweth all your adions. 
Infidels mutt not enter into the Temple of Mec¬ 
ca, knowing that they are Infidels, the good 
works which they {hall do in this World Shall 
be unprofitable, and they Iball dwell eternally in 
the fire of Hell. They that belieye in God, 
and the Day of Judgment, that • make, their 
prayers at the time appointed, pay Tithes, 
and worlhip one God,alone, (ball vifit the 
Temples of his Divine Majefty, and fuch as fear 
the Creatures more than the Creator err from 
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the right way *, We have ordained that fuch 
as (hall bear frefh Water to Pilgrims, and 
them that lhall vifit the Temple of Mecca y (hall be 
in (he number of them that believe in God, and 
the Day of Judgment. Such as fight for the 
faith are not all equal in graces, and merits be¬ 
fore God, he guideth not the unjuft. Such as 
have believed in God, as have departed from 
the wicked, and employed their wealth 
and perfons to fight for his Law, (hall have a 
particular degree, and a particular place near to 
his Divine Majefty, ihey (hall be the more bap* 
py. God through mis goodnefs declareth to 
them, that they (hall enter into delicious Gar* 
dens, where they (hall remain eternally, there is 
with God a very great reward. O ye that be¬ 
lieve ! obey not your Fathers, nor your Bro¬ 
thers, that love rather to follow impiety, than 
the faith. Such as (hall obey them, (hall offend 
exceedingly * if ycur Father, your Children, 
your Brothers, your Wives, your Parents, 
your Friends, the wealth that you have gained* 
the fear of lofmg your riches, and appreben- 
fion of poverty, have more of power over you 
than God and his Prophet, and hinder you to 
(fight for the faith, the Commandment of God 
(hall be executed againft you, he guideth not the 
wicked, and hath protected you in many occa* 
(ions. Remember the day* of Battle of Hanin, 
when ye rejoyced in the multitude of your 
Men, it did not advantage you, fear made you 
find the place too narrow for- flight, and ye 
turned the Back as vanquilhed : Remember, 
that God, at that time, put his Prophet, and 
the true Believers in a place of fafety, and fent 
invifible Troops to chaftife the Infidels, he par- 
doneth (ins as feemeth good to him, he is gra¬ 
cious 
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cious and merciful. O ye that believe in God ! 
Unbelievers are unclean, permit not that they 
enter into the Temple of Meet a after this year, 
if ye have apprehenfion of want, God ihail en¬ 
rich you with his Grace, if it pleafe him, he is 
Omnifcient and moft prudent. Fight againft 
them that believe not in God, nor the Day of 
Judgment, that forbid not to aft what God 
hath prohibited, and his Prophet hath forbid¬ 
den, and that judge not according to the Law 
of truth, wherein they were inftru&ed, who 
heretofore received the written Law: they chufe 
rather to pay Tribute, than to be converted, 
therefore are they contemptible. The Jem 
have faid, that the Son of God is moft power¬ 
ful *, the Chriftians , that the Mejfuth is the Son 
of God i their words are like to the words of 
the Infidels that preceded them, but God (hall 
lay upon them his- Curfe. Confider how they 
blafpheme they adore their Doctors, and 
Priefts, and the Mejfuth alfo, the Son of M*ry \ 
who commanded them to worfbip one God a- 
lone, there is but one foie God: praifed be God, 
there is nothing equal to him \ they would ex- 
tinguifh the light of God with their mouth, but 
he (hall not fuffer them; he (hall caufe it to ap¬ 
pear, notwithftanding it be vexatious to the In¬ 
fidels. He hath fent his Prophet to condud Men 
into the right way, to preach the Law of 
Truth, and to make it eminent aboVe all other 
Lafrs of the World, againft the Will of Ido¬ 
laters. O ye that truly believe! many of the 
Dodors and Priefts eat unprofitably the fulv 
ftance of the people, and divert them from 
the Law of God : declare to fuch as treafure 
up, and expend nothing in Pious works, they 
ihail fuifer great torments at the <3ay when the 
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'•fire of Hell lhall .be kindled upon them, it (hall 
burn their Forehead, (ides, and back, it (hall be 
faid to them, behold the wealth which ye have 
treafured up for your Souls, tafte the Fruits of 
your Treafures, which ye have amafled. When 
God created the Heaven and the Earth, he or¬ 
dained the year of twelve Months, amongft 
which four are priviledged. Offend not God, 
efpecially in thole Months; light at all times a- 
gainft Unbelievers, as they will fight againft 
you, and know that God is with them that have 
his fear before their eyes. Sloth and forget- 
fulnefs abound in impiety *, God mifieadeth 
through negligence the Unbelievers, that prefer 
one Month to another, in imitation of what is 
commanded: they permit to do what God hath 
forbidden, and delight in the Malice of their 
Adions, but God is not the guide of the wick¬ 
ed. O ye that believe! wherefore have ye inch* 
ned to the Earth i Why did ye prefer the wealth 
of this World to that of .Paradifei when you 
were commanded to go forth of your Houfes 
to fight for the Law of God ? The Riches of 
this World are contemptible, if you confider 
thofe of Heaven ^ if you leave not your Houfes 
to fight with the Prophet, God (hall feverely 
pjunifti you, and put other Perfons in your pla¬ 
ces-, you (hall not proted the Prophet, Goff a- 
lone is his Protedor; he proteded him when he 
went out of Mecca \ he, with his Companion, 
they being both in a Caye, he faid to his Compa¬ 
nion, afflid not thy felf, God is with us -, He hath 
defended, andfuccouredysrby inyifiblc Troops 5 
he hath debafed the word of Unbelievers, and ex¬ 
alted that of true Believers; he is„/>mnipo- 
■ tent and wife. Fight according to your power 
tor the kaw of God, you (hall do well if you have 

know- 
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knowledge to underftand it *, if you require the 
wealth of this World, Honour, and Reputation, 
they are not far from yo.u, they follow you at 
hand, but the punilhment of Crimes and Mifery 
are as yet fat remote of Infidels*, they fwearby 
the Name of God, that they were unable togp 
out of Mecca with the Prophet, in which they de¬ 
stroy .their Souls, for God knoweth them to be 
Lyars : excufe them not, that thou know- 
c£b not them that fppke truth, and thofe that 
were Lyars. True Believers will not excufe tbem- 
felves from fighting, or employing their wealth 
and Perfons for the Law of God *, he knoweth 
fuch as fear him. They that believe not in 
God, neither the Day of Judgment, refufe to 
go with thee, they doubt the Myfteries of Faith, 
but lhall continue in their doubt, to their con- 
fufion *, had they inclined to go out againfl: the 
Enemy, they had Arms to perform it *, God 
contemned their going out, rendred them neg¬ 
ligent, and caufed them to remain with the lick, 
the Women, and Children •, had they gone forth 
with you, they had brought with them more of 
diforder than affedion to the Service of bis Di¬ 
vine Majelly •, they hate you, neverthelefs you 
hearken to them : God knoweth them that are 
to blame, they hated thee heretofore, accufed 
thee of all their mifehicf,uotil, through theper- 
miffion of Qod, the truth appeared againfl: their 
Will: many of them faid, excufe us. and (can- 
dalize us not, and they fell themfelves into 
fcandal, and impiety : but Hell is the Habitation 
pf thofe wicked Perfons if .good happen to 
you, they are difcontented ; if evil befai you, 
they fay, they took heed to themfelves, and 
forefaw i% and depart from you with joy •, fay 
untp them, nothing befel qs, but what God had 
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ordained, be is our Lord ; all true Believers are 
refigned to the Will of his Divine Majetty ; fay 
unto them, will ye expert, that one of the two 
See GiUl- Graces ( either Victory, or Martyrdom ) befal 
• ns ? we will expect with yon, until God hath 

chaftifed yon by our bands ; expeft, we will 
expeft with you: fay unto them, expend through 
force or affection for the glory of God; your 
works (hall not be accepted of him, becdufe you 
are Infidels, your Alms lhall be unprofitable, for 
that you believe not in God, nor hi his Pro-, 
phet ; ye praife not God, bur with negligence, 
and with regret for what you Ipend for his Ser¬ 
vice. Be not then amazed at the quantity of 
their Treafures, neither the number of their 
Children ; God fhall make ufe of them to pu- 
ni(h them in this World, and (hall deftroy them 
with their wickednels. They (wear by the 
name of God, that they are yours, and are not, 
and fear to be difeovered *, if they meet with 
any Den, Cave, or Houle, wherein to hide them, 
they fpeedily repair thither. There be of them 
that fay, it is ignominious to give Alms; if 
they give Alms it is with Choler ; if they gave 
them for the love of God and his Prophet, they 
would fey, God is our Benefactor; he will give 
us through his Grace, and to the Prophet, wbat- 
ibever lhall be neceflary, our hope is in him. 
Alms are appointed for the poor, for them that 
recommend ihemfdves to God, to redeem 
Slaves, for fuch as are in Debt, and necellkous, 
God knoweth all things, and is molt prudent in 
what he ordainetb. There be amoDg them, who 
deprave the Prophet, and lay, he lhall under* 
Hand what we fay ; fay unto them, Ihould it 
be to you a great advantage to hear well ? The 
Prophet believeth in Qpd, and teacheth true 
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Believers the Troth; the mercy of God is for 
them that believe in his Divine Majefty; Such 
as detradt from the Prophet, (hall feel grie¬ 
vous torments \ they fwear by the Name of 
God, that they defire to content God, and bis 
Prophet-, it is reafonable that they content 
them, if they be good Men know they not, 
that fuch as tranfgrefi the Will of God,and that 
of his Prophet, (hall be eternally damned ? The 
wicked fear left God Ihould difeover to the righte¬ 
ous theMalice that they conceal in their Souls,and 
that they contemn them , Say unto them, ye 
fhall be contemned, for God bringeth to light 
what you fear- If you queftion them concern¬ 
ing what they fay, they will anfwer for excufe, 
that they had no evil intent, and that they 
but jeaft; fay unto them , will you jeaft with 
God, with his Commandments, and his Pro¬ 
phets ? There is none excufe for you, ye are 
truely impious: if God pardon any one of you, 
he fhall rigorogfly punifh fuch as perfid to of¬ 
fend him. The wicked teach among them im¬ 
piety to their Pofterity, they depart from the 
truth *, they go hand in hand, and agree to 
difobey God -, they forget God, and God for- 
getteth them he hath prepared Hell for them, 
where they fhall remain eternally i he hath Cur¬ 
led them, and they fhall feel the torment of 
infinite pains. The wicked that were before 
you, (hall undergo them like you, they were 
more powerful than you, they pofleffed, ftore of 
wealth, and had many Children, they pofliefled 
pare of their fubftance, and ye poflefs yours, 
as did your Predecefiours ye were plunged in 
impiety, as they were plunged ; but the good 
works that they nve done in this World, fhall 
be to them unpjofitable, and at the Day of 
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Judgment, they (hall be in the number of the 
miferable. Have they not known the Hiftory 
of their Predeceflours * the Hiftory of the peo¬ 
ple of Noth) of jiad t of Tetnod t of 
and the Cities that were fubverted ? The Pro¬ 
phets preached to them the Commandments of 
God, who did to them noinjuftice-, they drew 
affliction on themfelves, through the Enormity 
of their Crimes. The true Believers mutually 
obey each other * they command to do what 
things are honeft, prohibit to aft what is not 
approved j they make their Prayers at the time 
appointed, diftribute Tithes, obey God and his 
Prophet •, God (hall remit to them their fins, 
he is Omnipotent, and hath promifed to them 
Gardens, wherein flow many Rivers, and an 
Habitation full of content in Eden *, he hath 
promifed them his Grace, which is the perfe¬ 
ction of felicity. O Prophet! fight againlt the 
Infidels, fortifie thy fclf againft them, Hell (hall 
be their Habitation ; they fhall fwear by the 
Name of God, that they have not traduced 
thee; nevcrthelefs they have detracted and ut¬ 
tered words full of impiety ; they have denied 
to have been enriched through the grace of God, 
and of his Prophet > if they turn, they fhall do 
well; if they abandon the Faith, God fhall pu- 
nifh them in this World, and in the other, with 
grievous torments, and on Earth they fhall find 
no Proteftor } there be of them, who have in¬ 
clined to capitulate with God, and have faid, 
if God doth good to us, we will believe in him; 
when he did good to them, they were Niggards* 
and avaritious •, they have erred, and dilobeyed 
his Commandments, but he chaftifed them, be- 
caufe of their impiety •, he hath imprinted it 
in their hearts until the [Day of judgment. 
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for that they have difbbeyed him, becaofe 
they violated their Promifes, and by rea- 
fonr of their Lies > know they aot that God un- 
derftandeth what they conceal in their hearts ? 
and that he knoweth what is prefent, part, and 
future t There be of them, who deride the true 
Believers, that give-Alms according to their po¬ 
wer ; God (hall deride them, and they (hall feel 
the rigour of eternal pain$ j implore pardon 
for them, or implore it ndt, when thou Ihalt 
beg fixty and ten times pardon for them, God 
(hall not pardon them, becaufe they are ingrateful 
towards him, and his Prophet, God doth not 
guide them that difobey him •, they rejoyced to 
be left behind the Prophet, when he went to 
fight for the Service of God, they had an averfion 
to fight, and employ their Perfons and Goods 
for the Service of his Divine Majefty ■, they laid, 
we will not go out of our Houfes with this 
heat; fay to them, Hell is much more hot, could 
you comprehend ; they (ball laugh a little in this 
World, and (hall weep much in the other, for a 
puniftiment of their fins. If thou meet them, 
and they demand permiflion to go out with thee, 
to fight for the Faith •, fay unto them, you (hall 
not go out, neither (hall ye ever fight againft the 
Enemy with me, ye were flothful and Cowards 
the firft time, remain with the Unbelievers y pray 
not for them after their Death, and ftay not at 
their Tombs, becaofe they believed neither in- 
God, nor his Prophet, and died in their wicked¬ 
er?. Be thou not aftonifhed, neither at the abun¬ 
dance of their wealth, nor the number of their 
Children, God will make ufe of them, to cha- 
ftife them in this World, and will deftrdy them 
in their impiety. When command was fVne 
to them to believe in God, and fight with his 

Pro- 
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Prophet, the mod; powerful* among them deft- 
red thee to excufe them, and faid, leave us with 
them that continue in their Houfes, and deftreto 
remain with the lick, the Women and little Chil¬ 
dren : God hardened their hearts, and they 
lhall never learn the truth. The Prophet and 
true Believers that were with them, and fought, 
and employed their Perfons, and goods for the 
Service of God, lhall be blefled j he hath pre¬ 
pared for them Gardens, wherein flow many 
Rivers, with perfection of felicity. Some of the 
jirabiam came to excufe themfelves of going to 
the War, and fuch as renounced God and 
the Prophet, remained in their Houfes, but 
they lhall refent grievous torments, becaufe of 
their wickednefs \ the lick, the impotent, and 
thofe that want means to be prefent at the War, 
offend not God in abiding in their Houles, pro¬ 
vided they be faithful to his Divine Majefty, 
and his Prophet. The righteous are not obli¬ 
ged to do but what is in their power, God 
mou,Ma- lhall be to them gracious and merciful. Such 
crm. as repaired to thee to fight, and whom thou 
didffc difmifs for want of occaffon, did not of¬ 
fend God they returned to their Houfes with 
tears in their eyes, with difcontent to have 
wanted means to employ in the Service of his 
Divine Majefty, the War is appointed to fuch 
as intreat thee to exempt them that are rich, 
and have wealth to fublift, they require leave 
to remain with their Wives and Children, God 
hath hardned their hearts, and they know it not. 1 ; 
they (hall come to excufe themfelves, when thou 
lhalt meet them $ Say unto them, excufe not 
your felves, I do not believe you, God hath gi¬ 
ven us to underftand your News, he and his Pro¬ 
phet likewife hath rendred your good works 
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Vain and unprofitable i ye (hall one day appear 
before him thakknoweth what is pall;, prefenf, 
and future, he (hall caufe you to remember 
whatfoever you have done, and (hall panifh you 
according to your demerits. They (hall conjure 
you by the Name of God, when you approach 
them, to depart from them *, depart from them, 
they are full of uncleannefs, Hell (hall be their 
Habitation, where they (ball be tormented for 
their Crimes. They (hall befeeeh you to love 
them \ if you love them, know, that God ab» 
horreth them that difobey him; The Arabiant t 
who obferve not the Precepts which God hath 
fent to his Prophet ; are ye more impious and 
ingrateful ? Glod knoweth all things, and is 
molt prudent. There be J?erfons among the 
Arabians, who account it loft Money that they 
expend for the Service of God-, and protraft 
their departure, to retard yours, and make 
you to attend •, the Wheel of mifery is upon 
them, God undcrftandeth whatever they fay, 
and knoweth all their A&ious* there be a- 
mong them who believe in God, and the Day 
of Judgment*, they efteem that their eXpence for 
the Service of God draweth them nigh to his Di* 
vine Majefty, and they invite the Prophet to 
pray for them, God (hall give them his mercy, 
he is gracious and merciful to them that obey 
him. .They that firft arrived at <JMedina, the 
firftof them that went out of Mecca, to depart 
from the wicked, fuch as were ,t the Battel 
of Better , and fuch as imitated them in well do¬ 
ing, (ball injoy the Grace of God, he hath pre¬ 
pared for them Gardens, wherein flow many 
Rivers, with fupreme felicity. There be Ara* 
bians about you, and in Medina , they affcft 
impiety; you know th$m not, but 1 know 
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them all, 1 will chaftife them twice on Earth, 
,(co wit, through Ignominy and death) and they 
ihall feel in the other World exceeding great 
torments. Others there be, that confefs their 
fins, and who do good and evil works ; per- 
adventure God will pardon them, he is alto¬ 
gether gracious and merciful ^ take of their 
fubftance for Alms,thou (halt render them righ¬ 
teous, and lhalt purifie them, pray for them, 
thy Prayers. (ball procure them the mercy of 
God, he underftandcth and knoweth ail things. 
Know they not, that God accepceth the con- 
verGon of bis Creatures, that their Alms are 
pleafing to him, and that he is gracious and 
merciful? Say onto them, do what (hall pkaie 
you; God, bis Prophet, and the true Belie¬ 
vers fhall fee what you do, you ihall one day 
appear before him, who knoweth the prefent, 
paft, and future } be (hall make you to know 
whatfoever ye have done, and (hall chaftife 
you after your dements. There be others 
that attend the pleafure of God , either his 
grace, or his wrath, his puuiihment, or his 
mercy, God underftandcth what is in their 
Souls, and is mod; wife. They that efteetned, 
that the Temple built by Unbelievers, to fe- 
duce the righteous, to diftinguilb the wicked 
from the good, and to obierve fuch as had 
before fougbt again!): God, and againft his Pro¬ 
phet, is the Temple of his Divine Majelly, 
(wear that they defire to do well, and that their 
intention is moft honeft, but they are Lyars, 
and God (hall be witnefs of their fallhood •, make 
not thy Prayers in that Temple, make thy Pray¬ 
ers in the Temple founded on the fear of God, 
that is reafonable \ there be Perfons in that Tem¬ 
ple who defire to be purified, God loveth fuch 
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as have a clean Soul *, Who is he that build- 
ech belt, he that foundeth his building upon 
the fear of God, or he who layeth the Foun* 
dation of bis building upon the brink of A 
Ditch of Sand, which falleth, and ruineth 
it felf? They who efteem the Temple built 
by .Unbelievers, to feduce the pebple, to 
be the Temple of GOd, (hall be with that Tera-i 
pie, and with the Infidels, that built it. burnt 
in the .fire of Hell j God guideth not theun¬ 
juft , their building ’ Ihall ferve only to tor-i 
ment them, God knoweth their defign*, and 
is molt wife5 he purchafeth of true Believers 
their Souls and Goods, and giveth them Pa* 
radife *, if they be flain, or if they flay when 
they Ihall fight for the Faith, they ihall have 
what he hath promifed to them in the Old 
Teftament, the Gofpel, and in the Alcoran i 
Who better fatisfieth what he hath promifed^ 
than God ? Declare to them that they have 
made a good purchace, they have gained the 
height of Felicity. Such as are firm in theit 
Faith, who pray, honour, and worihip God 4 
who obierve his Commandments, and all true Be* 
lieversjlhall enjoy the delights of Paradife,with all 
ma%ner of content. The Prophet, and true Belie¬ 
vers ought not to ask pardon of God for Infidels, 
notwithftanding they be their Parents, having 
had knowledge that they are damned, becaufe 
of their infidelity. Abraham prayed not for his 
Father, untill he had promiled him to adore one 
God alone; when he knew his Father to be an 
Enemy to God, he declared himfelf an Enemy 
to his fin, he ceafed praying for him, although 
he was exceeding charitable, and patient in bis 
affliftions. God mif-lcadeth not them that he 
hath put into the right way, he giveth them to 
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underftand what they ought to do, heknoweth 
them that deferve to be leduced, and fuch as 
merit to be guided through the right way. The 
Kingdom of Heaven and Earth is Gods* he 
givech life and death to whom he feeth good: 
Whp except God ihaU protect you ? he bath given 
his Grade to the Prophet, and to fuch as fol¬ 
lowed him in his affliction, although it wanted 
but a little, that the hearts of many of them 
inclined not to the party pf the Unbelievers, 
but he pardonech.them ^be hath been gracious 
and merciful to three Ferfons who deferted 
the Prophet, and were forjry for their Errour, 
they knew there was no fure refuge, but in God; 
he pardoned them, when they were converted* 
Xidhi* he is gracious and merciful |o fuch as re- 
ui&a' P ent - ° y e that believe! Fear God, be righ- 
mibe t Mtf- te °ns } the Inhabitants of Medin*, and the A- 
rarht bin tabians , that dw.ell about that City * ought 
Rahit. not to contradict the Will of the Prophet 
of God, neither difljke what he approvoeb, 
becaufe they have endured neither thirft, nor 
pain, nor anguifh for the Service of bistJj- 
yine Majetly * they have not been trampled un¬ 
der foot by their Enemies, they OiaU irritate the 
Jnfidels, and ftiaHteceiye no difpkafpre x pnghe 
contrary, they fhall acquire merit, and perform 
a goqd work. God doth not deprive them of 
recompencc that do well, he fhall write down 
their expence for his;Service, and the number 
'of the Idols that they fhall deftroy, for .rgjKfjrd 
of their good works. It is not necefFary. ifia* nil 
the faithfulgo to the War, it is fuffiefcot, 
fhat of every Lineage, and of ever t y Nation 
there go a party, while the reft iiaij learn 
fhe Laws , andi JVlyfteries . of Faith, to inftrutt 
♦heir Cop»paais#s, .when they lliall return from 
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their Voyage, perhaps they will fear thecha- 
ftifement of Goa. O ye that believe in God! 
fight againft them that would caufe you to be 
defiled in impiety, be valiant, and know that 
God is with them that have his fear before their 
eyes. When Goid caiifed to defcend from Hea¬ 
ven , any Chapter of the jikoran, fome of 
them faid, through difdain, that will encreafe 
the Faith of this people. Certainly it aug- 
menteth the Faith of true Believers, it rejoy- 
ceth them, and enfiameth the wrath of his Dir 
vine Majefty upon Infidels, who perfift in their 
poUutions, and dye in their wickednefs. They 
know not that God tryeth the good, once, 
or twice a year, they will not be converted, it 
Is loft time to preach to them. Wlfen God 
fent from Heaven any Chapter of the jilcoran % 
they beheld each others, and laid, doth any 
one lee us ?' They returned in their impiety, and 
God turned their heart from the right way, for 
that they would not learn the Truth. God hath 
fent you a Prophet of your own Nation, who, 
with Paflion, defireth to deliver you from your 
obftinacy, and is extreamly afFefted to inftruft 
yon in the way of Salvation, God is mild, and 
pitiful towards true Believers. If they abandon 
the Faith, lay unto them, God is my Protestor, 
there is but one foie God, I recommend my 
felf to the Will of his Divine Majefty, he is the 
(.ordof the Majeftick Throne. 
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CHAP. X. 

The Chapter of Jonas, containing an hundred and 
nine Ferfes, written at Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful | 
lam God the merciful. The Precepts con¬ 
tained in this Book proceed from the Omnipo- 
tent: Doth the people wonder that we have 
infpired a h!an to preach to the wicked the tor¬ 
ments or Hell, and to declare to true Belie, 
yers, that they fhall find true what their Lord 
to them hath promifed ? The wicked fay, 
that it is but Sorcery and enchantment. Cer¬ 
tainly God is ypur Lord, who created Heaven 
and Earth in fix days, and fitteth on hisTbone, 
difpofing all things; no Man interceedeth for 
his Neighbour without his permiflion, he is your 
God and your Lord, worfhip him alone, will 
confider it ? you all (hall be one day 
ailembled before him; he promifed with truth, 
that he will caufe Men to dye, and raife them 
again, to recompence fuch as have believed in 
his Law, and done good works : The llnbe r 
Iteyers (hall drink a boyling drink, arid ihall 
endure great torments, becaufe of their 
jmpiety. He it is that gave light to the 
Son, and brightnefs to the Moon, that crea¬ 
ted the figns to know the number of years, 
the account of Months, and of whatfoever he 
fia?n prated, thefe things teach with truth, 
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the Miracles of his Divine Majefty, to fuch as 
have knowledge to underftand them •, the dif¬ 
ference of Day and of Night,and what God hath 
created in Heaven and in Earth, are marks 
of his Unity to them that have his fear be¬ 
fore their eyes. They who believe there is 
no Refurreftion , fuch as place their content 
in the wealth of this World, they that trull; 
in their Riches, and that are ignorant of the 
Commandments of God lhall be precipitated 
into the lire of Hell, becaufe of their {ins, and 
the true Believers lhall be conducted by his Di¬ 
vine Majefty into delicious Gardens, wherein 
flow many Rivers, they lhall there find what- 
foever they lhall defire, and lhall fay at the be¬ 
ginning of their Prayers, praifed be God \ af¬ 
terwards they {hall fay. Salvation be to God - , 
and at the end of their Prayers, praife be to 
God, Lord of the Univerfe. Although God 
doth fometimes fuddenly chaftife Men, he al¬ 
ways attendeth the time of their Deftiny. I 
will leave them that lhall not believe in the Re- 
fnrredion, in their Errours, to their confufion \ 
When Man is afflicted, he invoketh us Handing, 
fitting, lying, and in all poltures, and when 
we have delivered him from his affliction, he 
perfifteth in his wickednefs. It feemeth good 
to the wicked to do in this manner, we de, 
ftroyed their PredecelTours when they believed 
not in the Prophets, neither obeyed the Pre¬ 
cepts that we fent them, and have eltablilhed 
you on the Earth in their place after them, to 
fee yonr Deportments, When thou teacbeft 
our Commandments to them that believe notin 
the Refurredtion; they fay, that the Precepts 
of the Alcoran are altogether contrary to what 
thou preacbeft, and that thou halt altered them $ 
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Say onto them, I have no Will to alter them of 
my felf, I do but what is infpired into me of 
God, I fear to be punifhed at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment, ihould I difobej his Divine Majefty j Say 
unto them, Had it pleafed God, I had neither 
read, nor taught you his Commandments, I 
iojourned a long time with you , before I 
taught you, will you not learn them t Who 
is more unjoft than he that blafphemeth ? God 
doth not aid the Infidels that worlhip what 
can neither benefit nor hurt them, and fay, their 
Idols (hall intercede for them *, will you inftrurt 
God in any thing that he knoweth not, of 
what is in Heaven or in Earth ? Praifed be 
God, he hath no Companion. Men were all 
of one Religion before Infidelity took place, 
and if God had not faid that he would defer 
the pqhiftjment of the wicked until the Day 
of Judgment, he had already deftroyed them 
in this World, becaufe of their impiety , They 
lay, we will not believe in the Prophet, if 
God make not fome Miracles to appear in 
him; Say unto them, God knoweth what (hail 
be 5 expert, I will expert with you: When 
we gave them to tafte of content after their 
affiirtion, they had iubtilty upon our Com¬ 
mandments : Say unto them, God is more 
fubtile than you , his Meflengers lhall write 
your fubtilties •, he it is that made Men to travel 
upon the Earth and Sea-, It is he that fendeth 
them a favourable wind to rejoyce them in their 
Ships; when Tempeft furprizeth them, they be¬ 
lieve that the Waves will overwhelm them, then 
they invoke God,with defire to embrace his Law, 
and fay, if God doth'deliver us from this dan¬ 
ger, we will believe in his Unity, and return him 
thanks for this mercy-, and being delivered from 
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peril, perfift in their wickednefs. O People! 
yon draw mifchief on your felves, you re¬ 
quire nothing but the wealth of this World, 
you all (hall appear before us to be judged 
according to your works $ the life of the World 
is like to the Rain, which we caufe to de- 
Kcend from Heaven, it caufeth with mixture 
all forts of herbage to fpriug forth , for the 
nourifliment of Men, and Beafts. When the 
Earth is adorned with Flowers, and enriched 
with its Fruits, the Inhabitants oftentimes be¬ 
lieve they have the power to caufe their pro- 
duftion i then fend we our chaftiiements Day 
and Night upon the Earth, and render it as 
mown, and as if the Day before it had brought 
no Fruit. Thus do I difcover Myfteries to 
fuch as have knowledge to comprehend them. 
They beg their Salvation 6f God he fa- 
veth and, puttech in the way of Salvation 
whom it pleafeth him. He (ball not cover 
the Vifage of them that have done good 
works, they (hall appear without (hame, and 
dwell in Paradife, where they (hall remain e- 
ternally •, and fuch as (hall have done evil (hall 
be puniflied after their demerits, they (hall 
be covered with (hame, and none ihall be 
able to protect them, they (hall be as if a 
great part of the obfcurity of the Night had 
covered their countenance, they (hall be con¬ 
demned to the fire of Hell, where they (hall 
dwell eternally. Think on the Day, wherein 
we will aflemble all the World, and will fay to 
the Infidels, Hell (ball be yonr habitation •, where 
be the Idols you adored ? we have fcparated 
you from each other. Their Idols (ball fay 
to them. You have not worlhipped us, Goa 
is witnefs was' there any thing between us

and you, that rendred us ignorant of yotir a* 
dorations? That Day fhall every one fee what 
he hath done, and know that God is Truth it 
felf; their Idols fhall be feparated far from 
them, and they fhall underftand-their blafphe* 
mies.Say unto them, who enricheth you with 
the wealth of Heaven and Earth? Who cau- 
feth life to come out of death, and death out of 
life? Who difpofeth all things in the World? 
They fhall anfwer, it is God: Say unto them, 
why have you not therefore his fear before 
your eyes ? God is indeed your Lord ; what 
is there after the Truth, but falfhood ? How 
will you depart from his Law ? his Word (hall 
be accomplifhed againft Infidels. Say unto 
them, Have your Idols the power to caufe Men 
to die,and to make them rife again? God caufcth 
them tp die, and to rife again ; how fhall 
they be able to blafpheme after thefp reafons ? 
Say unto them, Are your Idols able to con- 
dud you into the right way ? God guideth 
the People into the way of Salvation ; who 
ought rather to be followed, be that guideth 
the People into the right way, or he that 
rnifleadeth them ? What reafon have ye to 
follow the evil way ? The greateft part of 
them follow but. their own opinion, but their 
opinion is not conformable to the Truth; 
God kuoweth all their adions, there is no fal¬ 
fhood in the Alcoran, it confirmeth the and* 
ent Scriptures, and perfpicuoufly explained! 
them} there is no doubt, but it proceeded! 
from the Lord of thellniverfe. They fay Ma¬ 
homet hath invented this Book ; fay unto them. 
Come and bring any thing that refembletb it 
in Dodrine and Eloquence, and call the Idols 
Which ye adore, we (hall fee if you are fincere; 
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on the contrary, they have blafphemed, and 
have talked of' what they underftood not, 
when they beard the expolition of the jilca- 
ran: Thus did their Predeceflors; but confi- 
der what is the end of the tuijuft ; There be 
among them, who will believe in this Book, 
and others that will not believe ; Thy Lord 
knoweth them that defile the Earth ; if they 
(lander thee, fay nnto them, I will anfwer with 
my actions, and ye (hall anfwer with yours, 
ye are innocent of what I aft, and 1 am in¬ 
nocent of what ye do. There be perfons a- 
mong them that have inclination to hear thee, 
but art thou able to cauf^ the deaf to hear ? 
Should they not be deaf, they would learn no¬ 
thing; Others there be, who look toward thee, 
but art thou able to guide the blind ? Ihould 
they fee clearly, they would not follow >the 
right way; Gcd doth no injuftice to Men, 
they do injury to themfelves, through the enor¬ 
mity of their offences. 1 will caufe them to 
rife again at theDay of Judgment, as if they 
had remained but onehour of a day in the Grave; 
they (hall know each other, and the wicked 
who have not believed in the Refurreftion, (hall 
be damned : L will fhew thee many of them 
Whom I will chaftife; 1 will caufe thee to die 
before they be chaftifed, and they all (hall ap¬ 
pear before me to be judged; God is witnefs 
pf thejr aftipns, he (hall punifh them accor¬ 
ding to their demerits; every Nation of the 
World hath bad a Prophet fent from God, who 
bath judged with reafon, and without injuftice, 
the differences that were among them touch¬ 
ing Religion .• They have faid, at what time 
(hall the wrath of God appear? Say unto 
them, I, of rnyfelf, can neither procure good 
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nor evil, if God doth not permit it; every 
one hath his deftiny, when the time of their 
deftiny arriveth, they can neither retard, or 
advance it one hour. Have ye confidered the 
punifhment which God heretofore lent, by day, 
and by night againft the wicked ? When ye 
felt it, ye believed it, and fell into it headlong. 
It fhall be faid to the wicked at the Day of 
Judgment, tafte eternal torments; /hall you 
not be punifhed according to your demerits^ 
They will ask of thee, if the pains denounced 
againft the wicked, and if the Refurredion be 
matters of Truth f Say unto them, yes, my 
Lord is molt exaft in his words, and all the 
Treafures of the World (hall nor be able to 
redeem one Soul. They fhall repent of their 
fins, when they fhall feel the punifhment of their 
offences, but fhall be condemned without in- 
jnftice; whatfoever is in Heaven and in Earth 
appertained to God, he is exafl: in his Promife, 
yet the greateftpartofthe World do not know 
him. He it iswhocaufeth to die; and giveth 
life, and fhall affemble Men at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment. O People! God hath fent you inftru&i* 
ons, and remedies for your infirmities; he 
bath fent a guide to conduct true believers in¬ 
to the way of his mercy; it fhall be to them 
of more advantage, than the treafures that 
they accumulate: Have ye confidered the good 
things which he hath created for you? Ye have 
appointed one part to be eaten, and have pro¬ 
hibited to eat of another: Hath God permit¬ 
ted you to blafpheme againft him ? The opi¬ 
nion of fuch as blafpheme againft God, fhall 
be but miferyatthe Day of Judgment, God is 
full of goodnefs for the people f but moft of 
them are ingrateful. in whatfoever place thou 
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art* whether thou teach what is contained in 
the uilcana *, or whether thou labour , 1 am 
always prelent, nothing is concealed from thy 
Lord, of whatloever is in Heaven and Earth j 
he it great or little, all is written in the in¬ 
telligible Book, that explaineth all things. 
There needeth no fear for fuch as recommend 
themfelves to God, they lhall be exempt front 
the pains of Hell. The true believers who 
have his fear before their eyes, lhall fuller no 
torments in the other World*, it is declared to 
them on Earth, that they lhall have all con¬ 
tent, the word of God admits of no altera¬ 
tion ■, they lhall enjoy perfection of felicity in 
Paracjife. Afflid not thy felf for the words 
of the impious, -vertue proceedeth from God, 
he nnderltandetb, and knoweth ail things $ 
whatloever is in Heaven and in Earth apper¬ 
tained] to him: They who worlhip Idols, fol¬ 
low but their opinion, and are lyars •, God 
hath created the night for reppfe , and the 
day for labour*, fuch as hear his Word,, find 
therein marks of his Omnipotency. They 
have faid, Do ye believe that God hath a Son? 
Praifed be God, he is molt rich, and hath 
•no need of anyperfon, hepoSefletb.whatlbe- 
ever is in Heaven, and Earth •, you have no 
reafon ip what ye alledge will you- fpeak 
of God what ye know not ? God doth not 
aid in this World them that blafpheme againlb 
him, he lhall caufe them tp feel after their 
death great 'torments, beeaufe of their . impi¬ 
ety : lqftrud them in the Hiftory of iW, 
bow he fpake to bis People, and fluid, O Peo¬ 
ple ! if my abode, with you, and the preach¬ 
ing of the, C om mandments of God betrkibm 
to you, know, that all my fupport is m.God j 
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aflemble your Dodtors, with your Idols, and 
conceal not what ye do; go whither you will, 
yc (hall find none to proteft you \ if ye con¬ 
temn my inftrndtions, 1 require not of you a 
reward for my pains *, I defire to receive of 
none other than God the Omnipotent, and re¬ 
commend my felf to the will of his Divine 
Majefty. They flandered Noah, then did we 
lave him in the Ark, and them that were with 
him*, we prolonged their pofterity on Earth, 
and drowned the wicked; confider the end of 
fuch as heard the Word of God, and con¬ 
temned it. We fent to them other Prophets 
after Noah, they made them to fee Miracles, 
and gave them molt falutary inftru&ions; but 
they did not believe in what they had no will 
before to believe. Thus 1 harden the heart 
of the wicked. We after them, fent eJWcfis 
to Pharaoh , and his Subjeds, with our mira¬ 
cles they arofe againft our Commandments, 
when the truth was preached to them, and 
laid, it was but Magickand Enchantment, 
e JMofcs laid to them. Will you fay that the 
Truth is Sorcery? God doth not aflift Magi¬ 
cians and Sorcerers *, they faid. Arc thou, with 
thy Brother, come to divert us from the Reli¬ 
gion of our Father 1 :, and co be efteemed on 
Earth ? We will believe in thy words. Then 
Pharaoh commanded to fummon the moll; skilful 
of bis Magicians*, they being alfembled, oJMoftt 
laid to them, cad down what ye have a will 
to call down on the ground *, having caft 
down their Cords and Staves, tJMojgs faid 
to them, know ye none other thing but Ma- 
gick? God (ball render it vain, and unprofi¬ 
table ; he abhoreth fuch as defile the Earth, 
he confirmeth the Truth through his Word, 
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although it be againft the will of the wicked. 
Few Men believed in Mofes-, becaufe 6f their . 
fear to difpleaf e Pharaoh, and his Minifters. 
Pharaoh was powerful on Earth, and in the 
number of the wicked. Mofes faid, O Peo¬ 
ple 1 if ye believe in God, refign your felves 
to his will ■, they anfwered, All our confi¬ 
dence is in God , Lord, do not thou abandon 
us to the malice of the unjuft •, deliver us 
through thy mercy from the hands of In¬ 
fidels. We infpired Mofes and his Brother to 
dwell fome time in Egypt with their people, 
and to make Oratories in their Houfes, there¬ 
in to make their prayers, and preach to true 
believers. Lord, faid Mofes, thou haft enrich¬ 
ed Pharaoh and his people in this World; 
they go aftray from the way of tby Law 5 con¬ 
found their riches, and harden your hearts, 
they will not believe until they lee thy judgments, 
and feel the effed of thy, wrath ■, he faid, 1 
have heard the prayers of you both *, be faith¬ 
ful in your Embaflie, and follow not the way 
of the ignorant. We gave palTage through the 
Sea to the Children of Jfrael ■, Pharaoh pur- 
faed them with hatred and envy, until his, peo¬ 
ple were drowned. Then laid Pharaoh , believe 
there is none other God, but the God of the 
Children of Jfrael ,. and I wholly recommend 
my felf to his Will. Thou doft now believe 
in God, O Pharaoh! and wert before difobedi- 
ent to his Commandments, filling the Earth with 
they enormities, I have delivered thee from 
this peril, that thou maift be an example to 
pofterity •, for many among the people are 
ignorant of my Omnipotency. We gave the 
Children of Jfrael to dwell in places full of 
delights, and enriched them with the good 
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thing* of the Earth they knew the diffe¬ 
rences that arofe among them touching Reli¬ 
gion, thy Lord fhall judge them at the Day 
of Judgment,. If thou doubteft what we have 
taught thee, repair to them that have read the 
Scripture before thee*, what thy Lord hath 
taught thee is tnoft truebe not thou of 
them that doubt, neither of fuch as derogate 
from the Commandments of God, thou fhalt 
be in the number of the wretched. Thole 
whom God will cbaftife, fhall not believe in 
bis Divine Majefty, ihould they behold ail the 
miracles of the World, until they fee the tor¬ 
ments of Hell The faith is exceeding pro¬ 
fitable to the Cities that have received it l , 
when the Inhabitants of the City of Jonat em¬ 
braced it, we delivered them from our punifh- 
ment, we delivered them from ignominy, and 
enriched them until the time appointed *, if it 
plealed thy Lord, ail the. World ihould be¬ 
lieve in him *, wilt thou abhor the People un- 
til they believe in God/ No Man can.em- 
brace the faith without his perraiflion, he fend- 
eth his indignation againft them that difobey 
his Commandments : Say unco them. Con- 
fider all that is in Heaven and Earth, miracles 
and preaching are of no ufe to fuch as will 
not believe \ fhall they exped what their Pre- 
deceflors expeded? Say unto them, exped, 

1 will exped with you. I will deliver ray Pro¬ 
phets, and the true believers, from the tor¬ 
ments of Hell, it is reafonable that I deliver 
them that obey my Commandments. O Peo. 
pie! who caufeth you to doubt of the Law 
which I teach you ? I will not worlhip the 
Idols that you adore, I worlhip one God 
alone, who (ball caufe you all to dye; I will 

embrace

embrace bis Law, it commandeth to prafefs his 
Unity, I am not of them that fay, he hath a 
Companion equal to him. Adore not what 
can neither benefit nor hurt thee, if thou do 
it, thou fbalt be in the number of the unjuft. 

If God will afflift thed, none can deliver thee 
from afBi&ipn , if God will do good to thee* 
none can deprive thee of his grace, he hath 
given it to whom feemeth good to himfelf, 
he is gracious and merciful. O people! God 
. teacheth you the truth.*, whofoever fhall fol¬ 
low the right way, fhall fave his Soul, and. 
whofoever (hah go aftray, fhall deftroy it. I 
am not yout Tutor, 1 do but what is infpi- 
red into me * I have patience in my perfeve- 
rance, I will exped the judgment of God, there 
is no better Judge than he. 


CHAP. XI. 

The Chapter of Hod, containing an hundred 
twenty and three Vierfcs , mitten ae Mecca. 

I N the name of God, gracious and merci¬ 
ful: I am the merciful Qod. 'The figns 
contained in this Book, are moffc true, thdy 
proceed from the moffc wife, who know- 
eth all things. Worfhip ye but one God 
alone, I preach to you from him the torments 

N of 
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of Hell, and declare the Joys of Paradife, 
that ye may implore pardon of his Divine 
Majsfty, and be converted ; he fhall give you 
an happy Life in the World, until the time 
appointed, and fhall reward every one accor¬ 
ding to his works. I fear, led you Ihould be 
chaftifed at the Day of Judgment ; if you for- 
fake the right way, you all lhall be aflembled 
before God to be judged. The heart of the 
impious inclined to-hatred of the Prophet, and 
they would have concealed themfelves for 
fome time from God; they are covered 
with their garments, that they may not be 
known, but God knoweth what is in their Souls, 
he underdandeth whatfoever they conceal, 
and whatfoever they make manifeft. All the 
Creatures.of the World live of his grace, he 
knoweth the place of their repair, and the' 
place where they mud die, all is written in 
an intelligible Book, that explaineth all things. 
He it is that created Heaven and Earth in fix 
See k *tab days, his Throne was before upon the Waters 
tl tenoir. (the Alcoran ) exhorteth you to well-doing. 
If thou faift to the wicked, that they (hall 
rife again . after their Death, they will lay; 
it is but Witchcraft and Sorcery •, if we retard 
fome time to chadife them, they fay, there is 
no punilhment for their crimes; but they lhall 
not avoid it, in the day when it lhall ap¬ 
pear, and they lhall feel the rigour of the 
pains which they contemn. If we confer riches, 
and health on the impious, and deprive them 
of them, they defpair in their impiety ; if 
we give them good after their evil, they 
fay, mifery hath forfaken them, they rejoyce, 
and become arrogant. Such as are humble and 
patient in their afflictions,.and do good works, 

lhall 
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fliall Obtain pardon of their fins, and a very 
great reward. Perhaps thou wilt forget to 
teach fomething of what I have infpired into 
thee, and be afflided, becaufe they fay*, that 
what thou fpeakeft (hall bring thee no profit. 
Certainly^ thou artfent only to reprove them of 
their fin, thy Lord is Omnipotent, and (hall 
chaftife them after their demerits. Afluredly, 
they will fay, thou haft * forged the Alcoran^ * contmi 
and that it is of thy invention-, Say unto them, UP r1 ' 
Come and bring with you ten Chapters of 
your invention, like to the Alcoran in inftru. 
dion and eloquence, and cali to your aid the 
Idols that ye adore; if you be righteous, if 
they hear not your prayers, neither 'afford 
you fuccours, know then, that the Alcoran 
defcended from Heaven, through Gods per- 
million, and that there is but one foie God, 
will ye not truft in him ? I will bellow the 
riches and honours of the Earth; on many per-* 
fons that affed them, and in the end they 
fliall be confined in the fire Hell, and the 
good works that they fliall do in this World, 
fliall be unprofitable in the other. They who ob- 
ferve what God hath ordained, ftudy the Alco* 
ran , and believe that it proceedeth from his 
Divine Majefty, to teach the right way, and to 
obtain his mercy, as before it* was the Book of 
Mofes. Such as fhall believe in the Alcoran t 
fhall be happy, doubtlefs the fire of Hell is 
prepared for the Infidels who will not believe 
therein, butthegreateft part of the World is 
incredulous: who is more ijnpious than they 
that blafpheme againft God? S ch Men ihail 
not fee his face y the Angels fhai! fay, at the 
Day of Judgment, .behold them that have been 
impious, a curfe is upon them, and upon the un* 
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juft that have mif-led the people from thi right 
way, they were indeed Infidels. Such Men (hall 
not efcape the punilhment of their crimes 
on Earth, they fhall find none that is able 
to protect them but God, he (hall augment 
their pains, becaufe they would not abandon 
their wickednefs, neither receive the light of 
faith. Such are miferable Men, their Idols (hail 
not afford them fuccors, they doubtlefs (hall be 
eternally damned : and fuch as (hall believe in 
God, do good works, and be converted, (hall 
dwell forever in Paradife. The wicked are as 
deaf, and blind, and the True Believers are 
like thofe who have good fight and perfect heat¬ 
ing ; (hall they be in parallel to each other ? will 
ye never confider it ? We lent Noth to reprove 
Men for their fins, he faid to them, worfh'rp 
but one God alone, other wife 1 fear ye (hail 
be chaftifed at the Day of Judgment •, The 
Doftors of the Infidels anfwered him, we ft; 
thee to be a Man,- like us, and that fuch as 
follow thee are Poor People, blind, and without 
counfel we perceive not that thou haft any 
grace, that ought to prefer thee to us y con- 
trariwife, we believe thee .to be a lyar ; he 
laid, O people! know ye not that God hath 
taught me what 1 preach to you, that he 
hath given me the grace of Prophecy, and 
deprived you of it r Shall I exhort you to 
acknowledge his grace, feeing you abhor him ? 
O People ! I require no recompence of you 
for my pains , God will reward me largely, 
I defire not to banifh True Believers from 
my company, they (hall one day appear 
before their Lord, but I perceive that ye are 
ignorant. O People ! who (hall hinder God 
to panilh me, if Iabufe True Believers? Will 

yc 
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ye not confider it ? I fay not that I poflcfs the 
oreafiJtes of God , I know not what (hall be; 

1 fay not that I am an Angel, 1 fay not to 
them whom you contemn, chat God (hall en¬ 
rich them, God knoweth what is in theic 
Souls (houid 1 maintain fuch difcourfe, I (hould 
have great blame. They (aid, O Noah ! we 
have a long time difputed together; if thon 
art lincere, let us fee the pains which thou preach¬ 
ed to us i God, (aid he, when it (hall pleafe 
him, (hall canfe yon to fee them, you (hall not 
elcape them, my inftru&ions (hall be to ycq 
unprofitable 4 if God will prove you, he is 
your Lord, and you (hall one day be aflem- 
bled before him to be judged. Will the un¬ 
believers (ay, that thou haft forged the AU 
ctran, and that it is of thine invention ? Say 
unto them, if 1 have invented it, (in will be 
upon me, and 1 am innocent of your blafpbe- 
mies. God infpired into Noah, that none 
(hould believe in his words, but fuch as had 
already believed in him.* He faid unco him. 

Guild an Ark conformable to the iafpiration 
that we have feat thee, but fpeak no more to 
me of the unjuft, they (hall be drowued , the 
paUengers derided him and his Ark \ he faid 
to them, ye feoff* at me,, I will laugh at you, 
and we lhall lee them that (hall belt under- 
Hand; he whom God (hall chaftife, lhall be 
covered with (hame, and perpetually tormen¬ 
ted. When our will was to deftroy that Peo- 
pie, and the light of the morning appear, 
ed, and the Water boyled in Noah’s Pot, we 
commanded him to charge his Ark with two 
Beafts of every kind and Species j all crea¬ 
tures were deftroyed, except thofe, of which 
wp before made mention, as well fucb as be- 
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lie.ved, as them that did notbelieve, and that 
bat a few: Noah faid unto them, afcen'd the 
Ark in the name of God, who {hall caufe it 
to i'wini, and to Anchor , the Lord is graci¬ 
ous and merciful towards us. When' the Ark 
began to float, like to a Mountain, Noah called 
to one of his Sons who ftayed on the Earth, and 
* GiUUin feid, my * Son, come up into the Ark with 
faith, that us, and remain not with the Infidels he an- 
he vvascai- fwered, 1 will afcend art high Mountain, that 
led Kinan. ft) a [| f ave me-from the Waters j Noah faid to 
him, bone is able this day to deliver thee 
from the punifhment of God, if it be not 
through his mercy i The Waters being rifen, 
he was in the number of them that were drow¬ 
ned : God commanded the Earth to drink its 
Water, and the Heavens to pour down no 
more Rain \ the Water diminifhed upon the 
Earth, after the People were drowned, and the 
Ark refled upon the Mountain called Gtoady, 
thus were the unjuft extirpated; Noah prayed 
to his Lord, and faid. Lord, my Son that re-* 
mained in the Waters was of my Lineage, thou 
didft promife me to faye my Family, thou 
doft exactly perform thy promife, thou art 
true in thy words, and moft juft in thine acti¬ 
ons : O Noah ! anfwered God, that Son is not 
,of thy Linage, he hath offended me, anddifo 
beyed my Commandments, do n'ot enquire of 
me concerning that which thou oughteft not 
to know, otherwife thou lhalt be in the num¬ 
ber of the ignorant: Lord, faid Noah, 1 will 
r^ke heed, through thine affiftance, to enquire 
of thee what I ought not to know, if thou 
haft rot pity on me, 1 fhail be in the number 
or the rriiferable. God faid, O Noah ! defeend 
from the Ark with Salvation, and blefliog up¬ 
on 
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on thee, and upon a part of them that are.with 
thee •,! will enrich the other part with the. wealth 
of this World, to punilh them moft feverely 
at the day of Judgment. I teach what fhaU 
be, what neither thou, nor thy people .have 
not yet known •, be patient in thine afflictions, 
Paradife is for them that have my fear before 
their eyes. We fent Hod to the People of Aad, 
his Brother \ ye faid unto them, O People! a- 
dore but one God alone, otherwife ye fliall be 
in the number of Infidels, I require of you no 
recompence for the pains I take in preaching 
to you, he that created me, fhall reward me $ 
will ye never be wife ? implore pardon of 
Gqd, bte converted, and obey his Divine will, 
he (hall fend you Rain from Heaven,, and (halt 
encreafe your ftrength, and riches, be not in 
the number of the wicked they anfwered, O 
thou Iheweftusno reafons to prove thy 
layings, thy words (hall not make us to quit our 
'Gods, we give no credit to thy difcourle, and 
tell thee, that lbme one of our Gods fhall fe¬ 
verely chaftife thge 5 He faid, take God and 
, your felves to witnels that I am innocent of 
the fin that you commit, in adoring Idols 5 
if yQu . confpire againft me, none (hall be a- 
ble to proted you at the Day of Judgment, 

I recommend tny felf to the will of God, 
mine and your Lord, he conferveth all the crea¬ 
tures of the Earth, and loveth them that fol¬ 
low the right way. I have difebarged my duty 
and commifiion, 1 have taught you what God 
commanded me, if you go aftray, he (hall e- 
ftablilh another people in your place, you do 
him no harm through your impiety, he ex- 
adly obferveth whatfoever is done in the 
World. When wedeftroyed that people, we 
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by our efpecial grace' delivered Had from 
their malice, and all the True Believers, that 
were with him, we delivered them from meat 
affliction. The people of A*d contemned the 
Commandments of God, and difobeyed his 
Prophets, they followed the will of the obfti- 
nate, were curfed in this World, and (hall be 
acccurfed at the Day oF Judgment, becaaft 
they difobfcyed his Divine Majefty,witb defign to 
extirpate the people of tiodj his Brother. We 
fent Salhe to Temod, his Brother, and his peo¬ 
ple:, hefaid to them, O people! worfhip one 
God alone, he it is who hath created you of 
the duft of ■ the Earth, and filled it with ma- 
py forts of Fruits, that you might inhabit it j 
beg pardon of him, and be converted* h$ 
hearkeneth to his creatures, and heareth their 
prayers: they anfwered, O Salhe ! it was ho* 
ped thou wouldft have been our Captain, be¬ 
fore the prohibition was made, to adore the 
Gods of our Fathers, we exceedingly doubt 
of what thou preacheft \ O People ! laid Sat* 
be, know ye not that God .taught me what 
to you I preach, and that he hath given me 
his grace ? who fhal! protect me if 1 difobey 
him ? You can but augment my pain, fhould 
I believe you. O People ! this Camel, which 
God for you hath created, Ihall be to you a 
miracle, andinftruCtion, fuffer it to feed, and 
do it no harm, left you be fuddenly chafti- 
The Turfy fed. They through contempt, wounded the 
believe Camel. Then faid he unto them, ye fhal! 
that Salk y ve j n y 011r Houfes for the fpace of three 
Rock Into Days before ye be deflroyed what is fore- 
Camel, told to you, is noFiCtion: when we deftroyed 
them, we, through our efpecial grace faved 
Sdht, and the true believers that were with 
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him j thunder furprized thofe Infidels, and in 
the Morning they were found in their Houfes 
dead, extended asCarkafles: Thus did Temod 
and his people contemn the Commandments 
of God, to their diladvantage. Our Meflen- 
gers that came to Abraham’s Houfe, declared 
to him the Birth of Jfaac, Jacob, and their 
Pofterity \ they mutually faluted, when they 
entred intd his Houle, he caufed roafted fl.lh 
to be brought to them to eat, and perceiving 
that they did not eat, contemned them in him- 
felf, and ^ras terrified with their coming *, they 
laid unto him, fear not, we are fent to 'Lot, 
to extirpate the Inhabitants of his City, A- 
brakams. Wife being prefent, began to laugh, 
when they foretold the Birth of Jfaac, Jacob, 
and their Pofterity Ihe faid, ah God! (hall [ 
bear a Son, I, who am old, and have au Hus¬ 
band extreamly aged f this would be a Mira¬ 
cle they anfwered, are ye aftonifhed at the 
power of God ? O ye of the Family of jibra- 
kato • God • hath given you his Blefling, praife 
and glory are due to him in all places. When 
Abraham was freed from his fear, and they 
having announced the Birth of his Children, 
he diiputed with them a long time, touching 
the Inhabitants of the City of Lot i he was 
of a middle difpofition, and frequently repeated 
the Praifes of God. The Meflengers faid unto 
him, O Abraham ! put an' end to thy Q_iefti* 
ons, the hour is come, wherein God hath com¬ 
manded to deftroy them, they lhall undergo 
inevitable torments. When they arrived in 
Lot’s Houfe, he was grieved, in that he was not 
able to fecure them from the infolence of the 
people •, he faid, behold here a day extreamly 
difficult to pafs j The* Inhabitants of the City 
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haring knowledge of their arrival, repaired to 
1m s houfe to continue their filcbinefs : Ltt 
faid unto them, O people! I have two Daugh¬ 
ters , whom 1 will give yon, fear God) trou¬ 
ble me not, abufe not my Goefts is there 
rone among yon to (hew yon yonr Erronf ? 
They anfwered, thou well knoweft that we 
have nothing to do with thy Daughters, thon 
knoweft what we require ; he faid, were I of 
fuffident power, I wou!<^ dwell in a fortified 
place to avoid the aflanlts of yoor Malice: 
Then faid the Melfengers of Godwnto him, 
O Let i vr? are Angels fent from God, thofe 
Vihains fliail not approach tree, go this Night 
cot of the City with thy Family, none IhaH 
look back bat thy Wife •, fhe lhall feel the 
pnnifhrrenr prepared for the wicked, they {ball 
be pnnifhed early in the Morning 5 be gone 
fpeedily, the day approacfiethy when we de- 
ftroyed them, we turned the City npfide down, 
and caufed it to rain upon them ft ones mar¬ 
ked with fire, to confound them. Such cha- 
ftifemeut is ret far from the Inf dels (that are 
Sa; ^ tii in Alice *.) We fent Ch*A into the Coontrey 
H torn', of MaAUti, he faid, O people! worihip one 
Gt.i- God alone ; weigh with good Weights, ar.d 
meafere with good meafnre; detain nothing 
from your Neighbour, and defile not the Earth, 
if ye believe in God, otherwife 1 fear yon may 
be poniihed at the Day of Judgment; the lit¬ 
tle that {hall remain, (hall bring yon more of 
content , than all that ye can purloin , in 
weighirg with falfe Weights, and meafuring 
with falfe meaflre. I am not fent to be your 
Tutor, but only to declare the word of God: 
they faid, O Cbi*b, doth thy Law enjoyn us to 
aoaudon the Gods of our Fathers, and hinder 

us 
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us to make of our Goods what (hall feem 
good to us ? thou art not of an Humour good 
enough to be our Director, He faid, O peo¬ 
ple ! fee ye not that God hath taught me 
What I preach ? He hath giveh me wealth for 
iubfiftence •, I contradid you in nothing but 
what is forbidden you, I will do nothing but 
what is reafonable, and conform the mpft I 
(hall ,be able to Jufticemy whole fupport is 
in God, I recommend my felf to the. Will of 
his Divine Majefty, before which I mult one 
day appear. O people! take heed left ye be¬ 
come Criminal, if ye forfake the Company of 
the righteous, and left that befal you, that 
hapned to them who would not believe Noah, 

Hod, Salhe , and Lot ; the puniihment of God 
is not far from you j beg pardon of him, and' 
be converted, he is merciful and amiable. They 
faid, O Chatb ! we underftand not all that thou 
fayeft •, we fee thee amongft us without force 
and power i wert thou not accompanied, we 
would ftone .theethou (halt have no Domi¬ 
nion over us. He faid , O people ! efteem 
ye my Company, and fear ye it more than 
God ? Have ye turned the back towards him ? 

He knoweth all your adtions, live after your 
own manner, I will live after mine, you (hall 
hefeafcer know your Erroury he whom God 
will chaftife, (hall remain in perpetual mifery, 
you (hall foon underftand who (hall be the 
Lyar, you or 1 •, expedt the iffue, I will ex- 
pedt with you •• when we commanded to de- 
ftroy them, we % (through our efpecial Grace ) 
preserved Chad, and the true Believers that 
were with him *, Thunder furprized thofe wick¬ 
ed ones, and they in the Morning remained 
dead, extended as CarkajTes in their Houfes. 

Thus 
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Thus were the Inhabitants of Madiatt chafti- 
fed like the people of 7 ‘mod. We fent Mo- 
fes to PharAth and his Dottors, with Miracles 
with Arguments and Reafons tnoft clear and in¬ 
telligible •, but thofe Dodtors followed his Will, 
and obeyed his Commandments, potwichftand* 
ing they were contrary to Reafon $ they fhall 
follow him at the Day of Judgment, as they 
followed hitn upon Earth \ that day fhall they be 
accuried, and (hail find none that (hall be a* 
ble to protect them: the punilhment of Mcea 
fhall be like to that I relate to thee $ there be 
of its Inhabitants who fubfift, and that do not 
fubfift, and are no more \ we have done them 
no injuftice, they have drawn milchief on them- 
felves, and their Idols have been of no ufe 
to them, but to augment their milery, when 
God hath commanded to deftroy them: Thus 
hath God furprized the Inhabitants of Mtcca, 
he hath chaftifed them, becaufe they were un¬ 
juft ; this fhall ferve for example to them that 
fear the Day of Judgment •, all Men (hall there 
be gathered together, all the World fhall fee 
it; I will retard it until the time appointed, 
that day (hall no Man fpeak without myper- 
jniffion *, there be that fhall be miferable, aud 
others who (hall be happy ■, the miserable (hall 
dwell in the fire of Hell, they fhall cry and 
complain fo long as the Earth and the Hea¬ 
vens fhall endure, and fo long as it fhall pleafe 
God, who doth as feemeth good to himfelf. 
The happy (hall enjoy Paradife, where they 
(hall abide eternally, fo long as Earth and Hear 
ven (hall endure, and fo long as it (hall pleafe 
God. Doubt not what the Unbelievers wor¬ 
ship, they adore but the Idols which their Fa¬ 
thers .worfliipped •, aflutedly 1 will cbaftife them 
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as their Fathers were chaftifed. Mofis preach¬ 
ed the Old Teftament,yet did the wicked con¬ 
tradict his Precepts ; bad not God faid that he 
will not punifh them, untill the Day of Judg¬ 
ment, he had already deftroyed them, becaufe 
they are in an exceeding great Errour \ thy 
Lord fhall reward every one according to 
his works, he knoweth all their Actions. Ob- 
ferve exactly what hath been commanded 
you, with them that are converted; tranf 
grefs not the Law of God, he beholdeth what¬ 
soever you do. Incline not to the affections 
of the unjuft, left the fire of Hell furprizc 
you, and you be deprived of protection. 
Pray to God Evening and Morning, and a 
part of the Night ; prayers blot out fins; it 
is the DoCtrin of Preachers; be patient, and 
perfevere, God will not deprive the righteous 
of their reward : He prohibited your Prede- 
ceflours and their Pofterity to defile the Earth ; 
neverthelefs there were few among them that 
abftained; the unjuft aCted whatsoever pleafed 
them, and were guilty before God .• He fhall 
not deftroy Mecca , if the Inhabitants thereof 
obey bis Commandments ; and if it pleafed 
him, the whole World lhould be of one Re¬ 
ligion ■, they to whom be giveth his Grace, 
tranlgrefs not his Will, his'Word (hall be ac- 
complifhed, and Hell (hall be filled with Devils, 
and the wicked of all Nations. They have re¬ 
counted to tbee, and thou underftandeft, whar- 
foever things are neceflary for them, and what 
the Prophets have heretofore taught; thine 
heart hath been ftrengthened, they contain the 
truth, and they lhall be for a Lefion to true 
Believers. Say unto Infidels, do on your part 
as ye (hall underftaad, we will do on our part

as we uncjerftand, and attend the iflue, we 
will attend it with you ; whatfoever is in Hea¬ 
ven, and in Earth appertains to God, all Men 
/hall be aflembled before him, worlhip him, 
refign your felves to his Will, he knoweth 
whatfoever the people doth. 


CHAP. XII. 

The Chapter of Jofeph, containing an hundred 
and thirteen F'erfes, written at Mecca. ■ 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful. 

I am the merciful God. Thefe figns are the 
figns of the Book which.diftinguilheth good from 
evil. We have caufed to defcend from Hea¬ 
ven the Alcoran, written in the Arabick Tongue* 
peradventure ye will learn it. I deliver unto 
thee in the Alcoran , one of the belt things 
.that I have infpired into thee. Thou were be¬ 
fore the comirig thereof, in the number of the 
ignorant. Remember thou, that Jofeph faid to 
his Father, My Father, I faw in a Dream e- 
leven Stars, the Sun, and the Moon, I faw them 
adoring me. My Son, faid his Father, dilco- 
ver not thy Dream to thy Brothers* they will 
confpire againft thee, the Devil is an open E- 
nemy to Men, thou fhalt be elected of the 
Lord in this World, he (hall,teach thee the' 
explication of Dreams, he (hall accomplilh Ms 

Grace 
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Grace upon thee, and upon the Lineage of J*- 
c»b, as he did accomphlhjt upon thy Fathers, 

Abrtham and Jfasc 5 the Lord knoweth all things, 
and is molt wile. The Hiftory of Jofeph (hall 
ferve for example to Pofterity ; remember thou, 
how his Brothers faid, our Father loveth our 
Brother Jofeph more than all us together, he is in 
an exceeding great errour, let us kill Jofeph, and 
call him into fome fecret place remote from us, 
his ablence will render the Face of our Father 
more gentle toward us > after his death we will 
be converted. One of them faid, you (hall not 
do well to kill him, but call him into the 
Well, fome PafleDgers will take him, and carry 
him iHto an unknown Countrey : They laid to 
their Father •, Father, wherefore doll tbou not 
fend Jofeph into the Fields with us ? we will be . 
very careful, he fhali fport and recreate him* 
felf> I fear, laid he, that ye will neglect to pre- 
ferve him -, doll thou fear (laid they) that a Wolf 
Ihould devour him in our Prefence, and that we 
want ftrength to defend him ? In the Morning 
they led him with them, and call hicn into a 
Well. We infpired him to Prophefie to them 
what Ihoukl befal them for the mifchief they 
a died, but they wanted knowledge to compre¬ 
hend it i they in the Evening returned to their 
Fathers houfe, with eyes full of diflembled tears, 
and faid unto him. Father, we fported, and ran 
who Ihould run the belt, Jofeph remained with 
our Baggage, a Wolf came that devoured him; * 
thou wilt, not believe us although we (peak the vn f ns U ' 
truth \ then they {hewed him his Shirt, which Weil a 
they had fprinkled with Bloodit is you that cir-.-™, a 
hath done it, faid he, you lhall anfwer before £ un ? berof 
God, he is my Protedlor, and was patient, with- traveler? 
out lamenting. There paft that d.v? *aCarav.tr. 
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near to that Well, who defiring to draw water 
to drink,, let down a Bucket, on which Jofeph 
took hold to get out; they gave him Cloathes, 
led him away fecretly, and fold him at a good 
rate for ready Moneythey would not kill 
him, in which they were honeft Men. He that 
bought him in Egypt, commanded his Wife to 
have care of him, that he might one day be ufe- 
ful for their Service, and be to them inftead of 
a Son. Thus did we eftablilh Jofeph in the 
Countrey of Egypt , and taught him the expofi- 
tion of Dreams, thy Lord is Omnipotent, but 
few Men know him : when Jofeph came to the 
Age of Manhood, we gave him knowledge and 
prudence} thus do we reward the righteous. 
His Matters Wife became amorous 6 f his Beau, 
ty, fhe one day fhut him into her Chamber, and 
folicited him with'love 5 God defend me (laid 
he ) to betray my Matter, and be unchafte ( he 
was in the number of the righteous ) and fled 
to the Door , his Miftrefs ran after him, and 
to ftay him, tore his Shirt through the back: 
She met her Husband behind the Door, to whom 
fhe faid, what other thing doth he merit * 
who would difhonour thine houfe, than to be 
imprifoned, and feverely chaftifed ? Lord , 
faid Jofeph, fhe follicited me, that Infant which 
is in the Cradle, and of thy Parentage fhall. be 
witnefs .• Then the Infant in the Cradle faid, 
if Jofeph 7 s Shirt be torn before, fhe hath fpo- 
ken truth, and Jofeph is a Lyar *, if the Shirt 
be rent behind, Jofeph hath delivered the truth, 
and file a lyar : then her Husband beheld Jo- 
feph’s Shirt torn behind, and knew that it was 
extream malice, and faid to Jofeph , take heed 
to thy Pelf, and beware this aft be not divulged, 
do thou, fpeaking to his Wife, implore pardon 
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for thy fault, thou art truly guilty. The Women 
of the City faid among themfelves, that the rich 
Man’s wile was amorous of his Slave, and that 
(he had follicited his love, and had erred from 
the tight way, which (he undemanding, made 
them an exceeding, fair Fealt, and caufed Jo¬ 
seph to enter the Parlour where they fate \ while 
they carved their meat,they were fo furprized, 
and entangled with Jofephs beauty, that they 
inftead of carving their meat, cut their lingers. 

O God l faid they, this is not a Man, but an 
Angel *, then faid (he unto them, behold him 
Whom I loved with fo much Paflion: lhe ano¬ 
ther time importuned him, to fatisfie her defire, 
and perceiving that be would not condefcend 
to her Will, menaced him with the Prifon, and 
to make him miferal?le: OGod! (aid Jofeph, I 
had rather be a Prifoner, than do what (he defir- 
eth, deliver me from her Malice, defend me from 
inclining to her lubricity, and from being in 
the number of the wicked : his Lord heard his 
Prayer, he underftandeth and knoweth all things. 

This Woman feeing Tfiftph's refolutipn, judged it 
requifite to imprifon him for fome time 5 he was 
put Prifoner with two Men, one of which told 
him that he had dreamed that he preft Grapes 
(o make Wine -.the other (aid, that he dreamed 
that he carried Bread upon bis head, which the 
Birds 1 did e.at, they demanded of him the inter¬ 
pretation of their Dreams, becaulc he feemed 
to them to be a good Man •, he faid to them, 
before ye Breakfnlt, 1 will interpret your 
Dreams. 1 will firft tell you what God bath 
taught me, and how 1 quit, and abandon the 
Law of Infidels, and embrace the Law of our 
Fathers + Abraham, Ifdac , and Jacob, we ought not 
to worlhip many Gods; fuch as believe in the 
O Unity 
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Unity of God, are endued with his Grace, but 
few Men gi vej him thanks. O Prifoners! who 
hath more pqwer, Idols, or one foie God, who 
is Omnipotent ? The Gods which ye adore are 
but Idols, whom ye and your Fathers call by fuch 
a Name, as feemeth good to you, ye have no 
reafon to worlhip them •, God doth not enjoyn 
you this, he commandeth you to worlhip him 
alone this is the right way, but the greateft 
part of the World of this are ignorant. O Pri- 
foners! the one of you fhall give Wine to drink 
to his Matter, the other fhall be hanged, the Birds 
fhall feed on his head, the interpretation that ye 
have required (hall be accomplifhed. He be- 
fought him that Ihould be faved, to remember 
him when he fhould be near to his Matter \ but 
the Devil caufed him to lofe the remembrance 
of Jofeph-, who remained Prifoner the (pace of 
nine years: At that time the King of Egypt faw 
in a Dream (even fat Kine, which (even lean 
Kine devoured •, and feven green ears of Corn, 
with feven dry ears/ of which he required the 
interpretation of his Doctors •, they anfwered, 
that the Dream was very obfcure, and that they 
knew not the interpretation-, the Prifoner that 
had been fet at liberty, fa id, that he would forth¬ 
with give the interpretation of the Dream, te- 
membred Jofeph, and calling him unto him, faid, 
O righteous Man ! explain unto us what is the 
fignification of feven fat Kine, devoured by fe¬ 
ven lean, and feven green ears of Com, and as 
many dry, peradventure I fhall return to the 
King and his people, and they (ball under- 
ftand the interpretation of this Dream. Jofeph 
faid to him, ye fhall fow the Earth feven years 
following, which fhall abound in Fruits, preferve 
your Harveft in the ears, and take only what 
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fhall be neceflary for life; after this, there fhall 
come feven years barren, and unfruitful? in which 
the people lhall fuifer much* The King of E- 
gypt- having learned the interpolation of this 
Dream, commanded to call Jofeph \ the MefTen- 
ger faid unto him, Ojofeph\ return to thy Ma* 

.fter, and require of him the meaning of the Wo¬ 
men who did cut their fingers, he hath know* 
ledge of their MaUce, hath caufed them to at 
femble, and demanded of them what was their 
defign, when they follicited thee with love \ 
they anfwered, they knew no fin in thee, and 
his Wife confefled the truth? faying, Ihe had im- 
pprtuned thee, but that thou art a very juft 
Man. Jofeph anfwered, by this it appears that 
1 am no Traitor to my Matter in his abfence, 

God guideth not Traitors *, I will not fay, I am 
a Man without fin, the Spirit of Man inclineth 
to evil, except fuch to whom God had given his 
particular Grace, he is gracious and merciful to 
whom feemeth good to him. The King having 
talked with Jofeph, entred him into the. number 
of his Dometticks, and made him fuperinten- 
dent of his * revenues, becaufe he knew him to * tfie 
be a Man of Spirit, faithful, and thrifty. We, o/'the' 16 ^ 
by our. elpecial Grace, eftablifhed Jofeph in the crown. 
Conn trey of Egypt, where he did what feemed 
good to him. 1 deprive not the righteous of 
their reward on Earth, the recompence of the 
other World is yet greater for them that be¬ 
lieve in my Law, and have my fear before their 
eyes. The Brethren of Jofeph returned to buy 
Corn; he faid to them, when ye fhall come a- 
.gain, bring With you your young Brother by 
the Father, you fhali find I will make you good 
meafure , and lodge well my Guefts $ if you 
bring him not,there fhall be no Cora for you,ap- 

O a pfoach 
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proach not this Kingdom without him : They 
anfwered, Lord, his Father loveth him exceed¬ 
ingly, neverthelers we (hall endeavour to per¬ 
form what thou enjoyneft us ; he commanded 
his Servants to put their money for Corn in the 
bottoms of his Brethrens Sacks, perhaps, faid 
he, they wiii return, or acknowledge this fa¬ 
vour when they fhali come into their Countrey. 
When they arrived at their Father, they faid. 
Father, there is no more Corn for us, if our 
young Brother go not with n», if he go thither, 
we Ihall have good meafure, and we will be 
careful of him. You will be careful, faid he, as 
you were heretofore of your Brother Jofipb ; God 
will defend him better than you, he is the mer¬ 
ciful of the merciful. When they poured forth 
their Corn, they found their Money at the bot¬ 
toms of their Sacks, and faid, our Father, what 
ihall we deiire more, our money is reftored to 
us, and we have Bread for our Family, permit 
that our Brother go with us, we ihall have 
better meafure, that is a fmall thing to the King 
of Egypt v 1 Will not fend him with you unlefs 
ye all fwear before God to bring him back a- 
gain, if there be no great impediment- They 
fwore to fulfil his Will ; then faid he, I take 
God to be witnefs of your Oath .• O my Sons! 
enter not all together into the City, but go in 
at feveral Gates, to the' end the- people may 
not be jealous of you; God commandeth what 
to him feemeth good, I relye on him, all true 
Believers ought to refign themfelves to his 
Divine Will they entred the City as their Fa¬ 
ther enjoyned them, to content him; being ar¬ 
rived before Joftph, he took his little Brother by 
the* hand, and faid to him, trouble not thy felf 
for what Ihall become of thy Brethren; having 

filled 
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filled their Sacks, he caufed a Cop adorned with 
precious Cones to be put into the Sack of bis 
little Brother; caufed it to be given out, that 
they of the Caravan bad ftoln the Kings 
Cup and lent Men after them to fearch } thofe 
Grangers protcfted they faw it not, and that they 
came not into Egypt to (teal, that they were 
Sureties for each other, and that he who had 
ftoln it, deferved punilhment. The Cup was 
found in the Sack of his young Brother •, he cau- 
ied him to be apprehended, and accufed them 
all of Theft 5 Lord, faid they, his Father is old, 
he will be extreamly affli&cd for his abfence, 
take one of us in his place, thou (halt in the 
end find us to behoneft Men : God forbid, faid 
he, that 1 (hould detain other than him w ho was 
found guilty of Theft, that would be injuftice •, 
finding themClves out of hope to free their Bro¬ 
ther, they faved themfelves in a fecret place re- 
more from the City*, where the eldeft faid to 
bis Brethren, you know the Oath we took at 
our departure,and how heretofore we intrea- 
ted Jofeph, I will not go out of Egypt without 
my Fathers permiflion,God is moil juit, he (hall 
difpofe of me and my Brother as (hall pieafe 
him, return to your Father, and fay unto him, 
thy Son was taken in Theft, we faw him, and 
endeavoured to our power to deliver him, they 
of the Caravan lhall be Witnefles. Jacob laid at 
their return, they were the caufe of that acci¬ 
dent thac did not difpleafe you *, and he took 
patience, faying, God perhaps will favour my 
Sons to return in health \ he knoweth in what 
condition 1 am, he is moft prudent in what he 
ordaineth. He retired from among his Sons ex¬ 
treamly afflifted, and bewailed the iofs of <his 
Son Jofeph i had his eyes continually covered 
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with tears, and he bore in his heart great for- 
row. His Sons faid unto him, Doft thou yet 
remember Jofeph, to add to thy grief, and ha- 
ften thine end ? 1 am ( faid he ) extreamly de¬ 
folate, I leave all to the Will of God; he hath 
taught me what ye know not. My Sons re¬ 
turn into Egypt , and enquire tidings of your 
two Brethren, defpairnot of the Spirit of God, 
none defpairof Gods Spirit, but the wicked. 
When they came nnto Jofeph, they faid unto 
him, The Famine that is in our Countrey, hath 
extreamly afflifted us, it hath often conftrained 
us to come to buy Corn •, thou, of thy favour, 
haft made v us good meafure *, thou haft caufed 
our Money to be reftored for Alms, God will 
reward thee, he recompenceth fuch a* are Alms- 
givers. He faid unto them. Ye remember what 
ye did unto your Brother jofeph : They reply- 
ed, Certainly thou art not Joftph. I am fejiph, 
faid he, and behold my Brother Benjamin. God 
hath given us his Grace; he rewardeth him that 
hath his fear before bis eyes, and is patient in 
his affli&ions •,-he depriveth not the righteous 
of recompence. God, faid they, hath poured 
his favours upon us in faving thee, whom we 
have exceedingly offended. Be not ( faid he ) 
aftiamed, God this day pardoneth you that fin, 
he is gracious and merciful *, return to your Fa¬ 
ther, and bear to him this Shirt, caft it upon 
his face, he lhall recover fight, and return hither 
with him, and with your whole Family. The 
Caravan was then half way upon return,when Ja¬ 
cob faid to them that attended him, I fmell the 
odour of my Son Jofeph } you deride me, but 
what I fpeak is moft true : They told him, that 
he was ftill in his old Errour ; fome days Fol¬ 
lowing, one of his Sons arrived with tidings of 
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Jofepb, and caft the Shirt that he had given him, 
upon him and incontinently he recovered his 
fight, and laid. Did 1 not always tell you, that 
1 knew wbat ye knew not j they faid. Our Fa¬ 
ther pardon us, and ask the forgivenefs of God 
for us, who have exceedingly offended him : He 
anfwered, I will beg pardon of God for you, 
he is gracious and merciful. When they arri¬ 
ved. before Jofepb, he took his Father by the 
hand, faying, Lnter without fear into Egypt, cau- 
fed him to fit down, and his Brethren fell pro- 
ftrate before him. My Father, faid he, behold 
there the interpretation of mine old Dream, 

God hath rendred it true, he bath favoured me, 
in delivering me from Prifon, and conducting 
you hither j he hath put aa end to the jealoofie 
wich the Devil had procured between me and 
my Brethren. The Lord is liberal to whom leem- 
eth good to himj he knoweth what is necdla- 
ry for his people, and is molt prudent in what 
he ordaineth. Lord, thou haft given me wealth, 
and knowledge to interpret Dreams.. Creator 
of Heaven and Earth, thou art my Protestor, 
give me the Grace to die in thy Law, and place' 
me in the number of the righteous. This HU He fpeak- 
ftory of Jtfeph, is an ancient Hiftory which I * th t0 m ' 
relate to thee. Thou wert not with his Bre- bmtt ' 
thren when they confpired againft him •, never*- 
thelefs, the greateft part of the people are in¬ 
credulous. Demand no reward of them for 
having preached the jilcor*n , it inftrufteth on¬ 
ly the wile. How many ligns be there in Hea¬ 
ven and Earth, of the Unity of God ? yet the 
people believe not therein, and rnoft of them 
adore Idols; afluredly God lhall punifli them at 
an unexpected hour, and in a time which they 
know not. Say nnto them, Behold the right 
O 4 way, 
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way, I call to the way of Salvation and Light, 
fuch as follow me. I return thanks t6 God, for 
that I am not in the number of Unbelievers. 
We fent aforetime none but Men to inftruft 
the people *, will not Men confider what hath 
been the end of the wicked that were before 
them ? Paradile is for them that are righteous \ 
will ye not be converted ? They caufed the Pro¬ 
phets to lole all hopes of their Converfion, 
and believed them to be Ly ars 5 but we protected 
them, and delivered from their Malice fuch as 
feemed good to us. Nothing fhail exempt the 
wicked from the puniQiment of their pains \ 
they (hall ferve for example to Men of Spirit, 
The Alcoran containeth no blafphemies, it con- 
firmeth the ancient Scriptures, and teacheth 
True believers the way of Salvation.

I N the Name of God, gracicu? and merciful \ l 
am the moil wife ana merciful Gbd. Thefe 
Precepts are the Precepts , of the Book fent to 
thee from thy Lord •, it is a thing moft true, but 
few Men incline to believe it. It is lent from 
God,who railed Heaven without a Prop,and with 
a Column, that appeareth, and liteteth on his

Throne, difpofing all things. He caufeth the 
Sun and Moon to move, until the day appoin¬ 
ted ; he difpofeth all things at his will, and 
manifefteth to Men the figns of his Omnipo- 
teney. Peradventure you will believe in the 
Refurreftion of the fle(h. He it is that hath 
extended the Earth, raifed the Mountains, 
caufed the Rivers to flow, who created of all 
forts of Fruits, the Male and Female, and cover- 
eth the Day with the obfcurity of the Night. 
Thefe things are figns of his unity to fuch as 
confider them. He hath created many 
Fields of divers forts, and Gardens filled with 
Grapes, and many different Fruits ; he created 
Date Trees, thick as Groves, and Forefts, and 
others that are fcattered through the Fields ; 
fome are moiltened with Waters , and 
others have a more pleafing tafte. Thefe things 
are figns of his unity to fuch as confider them. 
Thou art amazed at the liesof Infidels, be afto-. 
niffied at their difcourfes •, when they deny th e 
Refurreftion, and fay. What, (hall God y et 
once again create us of the duft of the Earth ? 
When we (hail be Earth, (hall we be a new pro, 
pie ? They are impious, they (hall have C«ks 
upon their Necks, and (hall remain eternally in 
the fire of Hell; they precipitate themfelves 
into eternal pains, and contemn the mercy of 
God, fo did their predecefl'ors *, but God is 
gracious to fuch as convert. Chaftife fevcrejy 
the obftinate Infidels. They have faid, We 
will not believe in the Prophet, unlefs we fee 
fome miracle to appear. Say unto them, 1 am 
tot fent but to preach the word of God. He 
lath fent perions to every Nation, to teach them 
he right way; nothing is hid from him in the, 
Vorld • heknowethwhat Women bear in their 
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Womb ; he knoweth the time and period of 
everything, the prefeot, pad;, and future*, he 
is great and Omnipotent. He underftandeth 
what you keep fecret, and what ye make mani- 
feft ; he knoweth where they be who cover 
themfelves with the obfeurity of Night, and 
them that travel in the clearnefs of Day; 
every one hath his guardian by hiscommand- 
ment, who obferveth what he doth, and de- 
privetb none of grace, that hath not offended 
bis Divine Majefty, and none can hinder him to 
punifh whom it feemeth good to him. He it is, 
who giveth you to fee the lightning which ter- 
rifieth Men, and nourifheth bis Creatores by the 
Rain which he caufeth to fall; he created the 
Clouds charged with moyfture, caufeth Thun¬ 
der to make a noife, darteth the Thunderbolt, 
and ftriketh whom it pleafetb him; the Angels 
tremble in his Pre(ence,yet do the wicked difpute 
bis Omnipotency. He it is who ought to be im- 
\ plored ', the prayers of them who implore ano¬ 
ther God are ineffectual, they are like to fuch 
as are very thirfty, and ftretch forth the hand to. 
wards a Fountain, to which they cannot reach; 
the prayers of the wicked are impiety: What¬ 
soever is in Heaven and in the Earth, the fh idow 
of the Morning, the obfeurity of the Evening 
humble themfelves before God, through force 
or affection. Say unto them. Who is the Lord 
of Heaven and Earth, but God ? Who, except 
God (hall proteft you? your Idols can neither 
benefit, nor hurt you: Is the blind like unto 
him thafi feeth clearly.? Is darknefs like untc 
light? Shall they adore the Creatures infteat 
of the Creator? God hath created all thing; 
and is Omnipotent; he caufeth Rain to d*> 
i\end from Heaven, and Rivers covered win 
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Foam, to flow in the Valleys. The Gold, the 
Silver , and Metals which ye melt to adorn 
and enrich your felves, are ^like unto Froth. 
Thus doth God teach what is profitable, and 
what unprofitable *, Froth fuddenly vanifheth, 
and is of no utility to Men: So.fallhood vanifh- 
eth before Truth. Thus doth God fpeak 
through a Parable, to them that obey him, 
aad giveth themParadife. All the riches of the 
Earth, and as much again, cannot ranfom the 
Infidels, they lhall be eternally tormented in 
the fire of Hell. Who knoweth, that the 
truth contained in this Book, was not fent to 
thee from God ? He that donbteth is blind r 
Men of Spirit do not doubt. They who fatis- 
fic what they promife to God, who tranfgrefs 
not his Commandments,who have his fear before 
their eyes, who apprehend the Day of Judg, 
ment, who are patient in their afflictions for 
love of his Divine Majefty, who make their 
prayers at the time appointed, who give aims 
privately and publickly, and blot out their qf- 
fences with good works, lhall be blefled. They 
lhall enter into the Garden of Eden with their 
Father, their Wives, and Families •, the Angels 
lhall vifitthem, lhall falute them, and fay. Be* 
hold the recompence of your perfeverance, be¬ 
hold eternal grace. Such as lhall fwerve from 
their promife, and difobey the Command¬ 
ments of God, and pollute the Earth, lhall 
be accurfed of God, and feverely chaftifed 
he giveth, and depriveth of wealth, as feem? 
eth good to him. The unbelievers rejoyce in 
the riches of the Earth but thofe riches are 
of little value, if they confider them of the 
other World. They fay. If Mahomet doth not 
make fome miracle to appear from God, we 
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will not believe him. Say unto them, God 
guideth, and mif-leadeth whom it pleafeth him; 
he confirmeth the hearts of them that have 
faith in his Law-, the remembrance of God 
confirmeth the hearts of True Believers: Such 
as (hall do good works, fliall be happy. We 
have fent thee, as we did fend other Prophets, 
to them that preceded thee. Teach the peo¬ 
ple what we have infpired info thee: When 
they (hall difobey thee, fay unto them, God is 
my Lord, there is but one God alone, I am 
wholly refigned to his Divine Will> my refuge 
is in his goodnefs. If the Alcoran (hould make 
Mountains to go, ihould it caufe the Earth to 
open, and the Dead to arife, all would pro¬ 
ceed from God. True Believers ought not to 
defpair of any thing, God (hall guide all the 
World into the right way when it (hall pleafe 
him \ and unbelievers (hall not efcape the pu- 
ni(hment of their crimes. Thou (halt dwell 
with them until the word of God be fulfilled: 
He fwerveth not /from what he promifeth ; 
they derided the Prophets that came before 
thee, I prolonged the time of cheir punifhment, ‘ 
and in the end rigoroufly chaftifed them , and 
with what affli&ions ? Doth not God behold 
the actions of every Man ? They have laid, 
God hath Companions, to whom they have given 
names after their fancy will you inftrutt God in 
any thing ? The wicked take delight in their 
wickednefs, and are gone aftray from the righc 
way. H; whom God (hall mif-lead, (hall find 
none to guide’ him, he (hall be afflicted in this 
World, and yet more is the other. None (hall 
be able to favehim, but God j Paradife is pro- 
mifed to them that have his fear before their 
eyes; they (hall enjoy eternally all manner of 
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content, fuchis the end of the righteous*, and 
Hell is prepared for Infidels. They, to whom 
we have given the knowledge of Scriptures, 
rejoyce in thtDo&rine which we have lent thee; 
there be that abjure one part *, fay unto them, 
1 recommend unto you only theworlhipof one 
foie God , who is the allured refuge of the 
righteous. We have fent the Akortn in the 
jirtbick^ tongue, to the end the ArtbUns may 
comprehend it : If thou doll; follow the will 
of unbelievers, having had the knowledge of 
the unity of God, who {hall be able to lave 
or protett thee? We fent Prophets before thee, 
commanded them to marry, and they had Chil¬ 
dren. Prophets cannot perform miracles with¬ 
out the pei miilion of God, and the end of e- 
very thing is written in his Book i he blot¬ 
ter!) out, and leaveth permanent what feemeth 
good to him, he cannot alter. I perceive that 
ibroeof the wicked have a defign to murther 
thee *, thou art obliged only to preach to them, 
I will keep an account of their fins to punifli 
them. See they not that their Countries and 
poflefllons diminilh daily through thy Con- 
qaefts? God cotnmandetb what pleafeth him, 
no Man can efcape his judgments, he is molt 
exaft in his account: their predecetTors ufed 
fubtilties as they, but God is more fubtile than 
they \ be well knoweth the good and evil which 
every one doth : they lhall one day underftand 
who muft have’ Paradife. They lay thou art 
no Prophet, fey onto them, It is fufficient that 
God is witnefs of the truth between you and 
me-, who is he that knoweth what is written 
in the Book of his Divine Majelty ? 
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CHAP. XIV. 

The Chapter of Abraham, containing fifty f'erfes% 
mitten at Mecca, 

I N the name of. God, gracious and merci¬ 
ful y 1 am the merciful God. That Book! 
We have fent it to thee to bring the People 
out of darknefs, to guide them to the light, 
and the way of thy Lord, always victorious 
and glorious *, Whatfoever is in Heaven, and 
in Earth, is Gods •, mifery is upon unbelie¬ 
vers, they lhall undergo at the end of the 
World exceeding great torments. They who 
prefer the wealth of this World to that ofHea- 
ven, who go aftray from the way of the Law, 
.and would pervert it, are in a great error, 
far from truth? The Prophets fpake the lan¬ 
guage of them to whom they were fent to 
inftrult 'them, God guideth and mif-leadech 
whom to him feemeth good, be is Omnipo¬ 
tent and prudent. We lent Mofcs with pro¬ 
digies, to bring the Children of Jfi-ael out of 
darknefs,and to conduit them to light, he taught 
them the Commandments of the Law, toferve 
for inftrultion to fuch as lhall perlevere to do 
well, and lhall not be ingrateful for the favours 
they have received. Mofcs Ipake to his peo¬ 
ple, and faid, Remember the grace of God 
towards you, he delivered you from the Men 

of 
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t>f Pharaoh , who caufed you to, fufFer great 
affli&ions, who* murthered your Children, a- 
bufed your Wives , and laid upon you great 
evils ( fent from God, becaufe of your fins. ) 
The'Lord hath fMd, if ye be not ingrateful, 

I will augment my graces upon yon; if ye be 
impious, you (hall be afflifted. <>xJMofes faid 
to his people , if you and all Men be impi¬ 
ous know, that God- will be always glorious, 
and hath no need x>f;you. Know ye not what 
befel (before you) the people of Noah,- dad, Te- 
mod , and their vPoftetity, that none had know¬ 
ledge ofbut God,’ 1 becaufe of their great num¬ 
ber ? He • fent them his Commandments by 
his Prophets, they bitt their fingers fox an¬ 
ger, and faid unto, them, we renounce, and 
condemn your Dodtrine : The Prophets laid 
unto them, is there any doubt in the belief 
of the unity of God, Creator of Heaven, and 
Earth ? he calleth you to remif your fins, and 
deferteth-your puniftiment until the day ap¬ 
pointed: They anfwered, Ye > ate Men Jike 
unto us, will you hinder us to adore the Gods 
of our fathers ? Produce argumentslbfftrength 
fufficjent to prove what you preach ; the .Pro¬ 
phet "reply ed, We are Men, as you are, but 
Gcd giveth his grace: to whom feemeth good 
to him -,. we are-comei to you through ihis 
pefmiffion,. the true:believers ought to truft 
in' him y wherefore (hoidd we not be refigntd 
to the willtif God^who hathiguided us into the 
right way? wewillicontinue in well-doing, the 
righteous trult in his ^Divine Majefty. Thin 
faid the Infidels unto them, we will baniQi you 
from pur Country., if you be not : of our Re¬ 
ligion *, but God infpired into them, that the 
Infidels (hould perifti, and that they Ihould in¬ 
habit 
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habit the Land after them *, that he would pro¬ 
tect fuch as ihould have his fear before their 
eyes, and fear the pains that are prepared 
for the wicked. The Prophets were protect¬ 
ed of God, and the obftinate wicked-were 
deftroyed : they ihall be precipitated into Hell, 
and drink of Water full of Corruption, Urine 
and Blood \ Death ihall; appear on all (ides be¬ 
fore their eyes, before they ha ,r e (wallowed 
that Drink*, they ihall not dye in that mifery, 
they ihall fuffer yet greater pains. The good 
works which the wicked have done, are like 
to Dull: carried away by an impetuous Wind, 
they ihall be unprofitable to them, and they 
(hall be extirpated, becaufe they depart from 
the truth: See they not that God hath created 
Heaven and Earth?.thathe can deftroy them, 
and create in their place a new people, if it 
feem good to him ? JThis is not difficult to 
God, all things are-known to him. The more 
impotent of them that have followed the wick¬ 
ed, Ihall lay at the Day of judgment, we o- 
beyed youy will you this day deliver us from 
the punifhment of God ? . .They ihall anfwer, 
had God guided us into the right way, we 
had conducted you thither, we are alike mi- 
fcrable with you, we. cry and lament in our 
mifety* but find neither-refuge nor protection. 
The Devil Ihall lay -unto, them, what God 
hath promifed to you is infallible* I foretold 
it to you, I caufed you to tranfgcdls his Com- 
mandments through myteniptations * 1 had none 
other-power over you,' but. to tempt you, 
you did me no harm when ye hearkened to 
me, yob drew mifehief on your .felves, ,1 am 
hot your Tutor, neither are you mine, I was 
impious, when heretofore Wiiffered you, to 

adore 
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adore me Hell is prepared for you, and for all 
unbelievers, there fhall they endure great tor¬ 
ments, and the righteous it all enter into Pa- 
radiie, wherein flow many Rivers, where they 
fhall dwell eternally, with all manner of bkt 
fednefs and content * Seeft thou not how God 
fpeaketh by a Parable ? A good word is like 
to a good Tree that hath taken Root in the 
Earth, and hath raifed its Branches to Heaven, 
and produceth its Fruit in due time, through 
the permiflion of his Divine Majeffiy; he 
teachech the people his Parables, perhaps they 
will be mindful : An evil word is like to a 
bad Tree, that'hath been torn from the Earth, 
there is nothing to fuftain it, and it is with¬ 
out Root, or Fruit: God fortifieth the true 
believers through his word in this World, and 
in the other, and caufetb the unjuft to err, he 
doth what to him feemeth good: Seeft thou 
not them that have changed his grace into 
impiety, and have made fuch as have follow¬ 
ed them to dwell in the Houfe of perdition ? 

They fhall abide eternally in the fife of Hell. 

They fay, that God hath a Companion equal 
to him, and err from the way of his Law * 

Say unto them, ye fhall have wealth in this 
World, but Hell is your Rendezvous. Say to 
the true believers, who make their prayers at 
the time appointed, and give alms In private, 
or publick, that the day fhall come wherein 
they fhall neither buy nor fell, and where eve¬ 
ry one fhall be recompenfed for his works. 

Say unto them, God hath created the Earth, 
and >he Heavens, he maketh the Raia to de- 
feend from Heaven, which caufeth to fpring 
forth all forts of Fruits to enrich you, he 
created the Ship, that through his pefmiffion 
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faileth on the Sea, he created the Rivers, .the 
Sun and the Moon, which move continually, he 
created the Day and the Night, and beftow- 
cth on you whatfoeve* ye defire, his favours 
towards you can neither be numbred, nor re¬ 
counted, neverthelefs the inhabitants of Mec¬ 
ca are always impious and wicked •, Abraham 
faid. Lord protect this City, and make it to 
be the refuge of the World •, Keep me and my 
Children from the worfliip of Idols, they have 
feduced a part of the People *, he that fhall fol¬ 
low me, and profefs thy unity, fhall be mine; 
if any one difobey me, thou art gracious and 
merciful: Lord, one part of my Lineage in- 
habiteth Mecca, in a place unfruitful, give* 
them the grace to perfevere in thy fervice, 
incline the ^hearts of Men to affed them, en¬ 
rich them with the Fruits of the Earth, per- 
adveuture they will thank thee ; thou knoweft 
whatfoever is in the World, 1 know it not; 
nothing that is in Heaven, or in Earth is hid 
from thee*, praifed be God, who hath given 
me Ifinael and Jfaae in mine old age, he hear- 
eth prayers when it pleafeth him *, Lord, give 
me and my Poflerity the grace to perfevere in 
well doing, hear my prayers, pardon me, and 
pardon my Father, and all true believers at 
the Day of Judgment. Think not that God 
is ignorant of the adions of Infidels, he defer¬ 
red the punifhment of their crimes until the 
day that all Men fhall have their eyes opened: 
that day fhall they behold their fins before 
their eyes, and their hearts fhall be full of de- 
folation ; If thou preacheft to the people the 
Day of Judgment, hath God ( will the wick¬ 
ed fay ) preferved us to tins prefent time, to 
do what thou doll appoint us ? Say unco them, 

have 
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have ye not fworn heretofore, that there is no 
Refurreftion? Ye have drfelt with the unjuft, 
ye have feen how they have been chaftifed, 
and how we have fpoken to you in Parables. 
Certainly they confpire, but God knoweth 
their confpiracy, their policy is to tempt the 
prophet, to fee if he will make the Moun¬ 
tains to move. Think not that God will vi¬ 
olate what he hath promifed to the Prophets,- 
he is Omnipotent, and avengeful. Confider 
the day wherein the Earth and Heavens (hall 
change their face, and all people (hall rife a- 
gain ) that Day (hall one foie God Omnipo¬ 
tent command Men to come out of their 1 ' 
Monuments * Thou (halt that day fee the wick¬ 
ed bound in their Chains, their Garments (hall 
be full of Pitch, and Guitran, their Faces 
(hall be covered with Fire, that Day (hall 
he recompence and chaftife every one ac¬ 
cording to his works , he is eXa& to keep 
account ■, This Book was fent to in- 
ftruft the People, and teach them that there 
is but one God i the wife will remem¬ 
ber. 


CHAP. XV 

The Chapter of Hegir , containing feventy and 
/even forfcs, mitten at Mecca. 

I N the name of God, gracious and merci- uujt Is a 
ful. I am the merciful God. The figr s V- >y near 
are the figns of re Alcoran, which diftinguifh * eca -. 
etb good from evil. How may the Infidels tfttiuir. 
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hope what the True Believers hope for? depart 
from them, let them eat the fubftance of the 
poor, let them become rich, and content them- 
lelves in their "hopes, they (hall fee one day 
what their end ihall be •, We have deftroyed 
no City until the time deftinedto its rqine was 
expired, there is no Nation that can advance or 
retard its deftiny. The wicked have faid, O 
Man ! who believeft that the Alcoran was fenc 
to thet, we will affirm that thou art a Sorcerer, 
until the Angels do affine us that thou art 
true : The Angels ihall not defceud to the 
Earth, unlefs to chaftife them, and they ihall 
not be able to retard the time of their pu- 
niihment \ we certainly have fent the Alcoran 
"upon Earth, and will preferve it without altera¬ 
tion*, we heretofore fent Prophets one after an¬ 
other, the wicked fcorned and contemned them; 
thus 1 imprint impiety in the hearts of the wick* 
ed, they ihall not believe in the Prophet, and 
(hall incur the puniihment of their predecdTors: 
ihould we open the entrance of Heaven, and 
fhould they behold the Angels go in, and go out 
at the ihadow of the gate, they would yet fay, 
their eyes were inchanted, and that they were 
bewitched; we created figns in Heaven, and 
adorned them with Stars, to content the minds 
of them that confider thera^we Iheltered them 
from the afiaults of the Devil, but the Butter¬ 
fly followeth every thing that ihineth, and be* 
lieveth it to be a Star •, we extended the Earth, 
and raifed the Mountains with proportion*, we 
have made it to produce all forts of Fruits to 
fuftain and enrich you; we have referved in our 
power the Keys of the treafures thereof, 
to diftribute to them by raeafure what ihall 
be neceiTary, we caufed a freih wind to arife. 
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and fent Rain to water them * it is not yon 
that caufed the fruits thereof to fpring forth j 
it is we who give life and death, and difpofe 
of all things in the World. We know who 
they were that did precede you, and who they 
(hall be that (hall fucceed youI will aflem* 
ble all at the end of the World to be judged ; 
we created Man of the (lime of the Barth, and 
before him the Devil, of-fire, without fmoak. 
Remember thou, that God faid to his Angels, 
I will create Man of the flime of the Earth, I 
will breath upon him, to give him life \ pro- 
ftrate your fclves before him •, the Angels adored 
him, except the Devil God faid unto him. 
Wherefore doft thou not adore Man ? He re¬ 
plied, I will not adore him, thou haft crea¬ 
ted me of fire, and him of the mire of the 
Earth : He faid, get thee out of Paradife, 
thou (halt be banilhed, and accurfed until the 
Day of Judgment. Lord, faid the Devil, 
lay, not tny curie upon, me until the Day of 
Judgment-, he faid, thou (halt be accurfed 
until the Day nominated ; Lord, faid the 
Devil, I will tempt all the Creatures, becaufe 
thou haft tempted me } 1 will caufe them to 
dilbbey thy Commandments, except fuch as 
(hall truft in thee, and recommend themfelves 
to thy Divine Will. God (aid, this is the 
right way, thou haft no power over the righ¬ 
teous who follow my Law, but only over 
the Infidels, for whom Hell is prepared. Hell 
hath feven Gates and every Gate, hath its 
particular work *, the righteous (hall dwell in 
Gardens, adorned with fair Fountains, we will 
free them from all rancour •, they (frail repofe 
upon Beds like Brethren, with rtfpeft, and 
affe&ion, and (hall be in eternal felicity. De- 
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clare to tfiqn that worfljip me, that I am gra¬ 
cious arid merciful, and my chaftifementsare 
Severe and rigorous. Preach unto them the 
Hiftory of the Guefts of Abraham^ they fa- 
luted him when they entred his Houfe; A- 
fraham was terrified at their coming: they 
faid to him, fear not us, we are the Meflen- 
gersof Godj we declare to thee that thou 
fhalt have a Son, who /hall be a great per- 
fonage: Do you tell me ( faid he ) that I (hall 
have a Son in my old age ? why fpeak ye in that 
manner? We tell thee the truth, defpair not 
of the grace of God, none but the wicked de¬ 
fpair: OMeflengers of God ! ( faid Abraham') 
what do ye require i We are fent todeftroy the 
Infidels, and to preferve the whole Family of 
I>ot, except his Wife, (he (hall remain with them 
that (hall be punifhed. When thefe Meflengers 
came to Lot's Houfe, he told them, he knew 
them not ; they faid to him, we are come to 
thee, to clear this people of their doubt of 
God’s Omnipotency what we fpeak unto thee 
is mod true caufe thy Family this night to go 
out of the City, and follow their fteps, that 
none among you look behind him, and go 
whither you (hall be commanded , the wicked 
(ball in the morning be deftroyed. The Inhabi¬ 
tants of the City came to Lot's Hoofe to fee 
tfiofe ftrangers ; Lot faid unto them, 1 befeech 
you defile not your felves, with my Guefts, 
fear God, and dilhonour not your felves, behold 
ray Daughters, take them \ They faid, We do 
not hinder thee to lodge thy Guefts, and re¬ 
mained confounded in their drunkennefs. In 
the morning Thunder furprifed them, we over¬ 
threw the City upfide down, and caufed it to 
rain Stones with Fire, that utterly deftroyed it. 

This 
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This fhall ferve for example to Pafiengers that 
fhall fee thofe Ruines, and for a mark of the 
Omnipotency of God, to them that fhall be- 
lieve in his Divine Majefty. They that in¬ 
habited the Wood near to <sJMedina were im¬ 
pious, but we avenged us on them, they ier- 
ved for example to pofterity, as did the People of 
the City of Lot. They that dwell in the Val- 
ly of Hegtr , have defamed the Prophets •, we 
gave them to fee our Miracles, and taught 
them our Commandments, they contemned 
them, but they repofed in the morning in their 
Houfes built upon the Mountains, and in their 
Fortreilesj when Thunder furprifed t em, their 
treafures did not fave them, and they were 
all deftroyed. We created the Heavens and 
the Earth to be figns of the Truth, and of 
our Unity: The hour of Judgment approach- That ; Sj 
eth ; abfent tby felf from thy People with mild- the Pre- 
nefs, thy Lord who created all things, knoweth free of the 
all. _ We taught thee feven figns, and the moft Alcor f n ; 
precious Alcoran. Tarry not to confider the farenVet- 
divers forts of riches which the wicked poffefs ; f cs . 
afflift not thy felf, if theyperfiftin their impie¬ 
ty ; Say unto them, I preach none other thing, 
but the Word of God, and the pains of Hell. 

We will chaftife the wicked, as we diaftifed 
them that divided the Alcoran , who approved 
one part, and rejected the other. I am thy 
Lord, I will require of them an account of their 
a&ions, preach what hath been commanded 
thee, and depart from Infidels, we will preferve 
thee from them that (hall fcorn thee, as Iikewife 
from fuch as adore Idols; I know that thou 
wilt be grieved at their difeourfe, but praife 
and adore the Lord until Death. 
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CHAP. X.VI. 

The Chapter of the Bee, containing an hun¬ 
dred and eight Ferfes , mitten at Mecca. 

Sec Geld - T N the name of God, gracious and raerci- 

dift. ful. The chaftifement of God is not far re¬ 

mote ; defire it not before its time 5 praifed be 
God, he hath no Companion, he caufeth the 
Ang^^s to defcend, and fendeth his infpirati- 
ons to whom it pleafeth him ; preach 
his power, and the pains of Hell to unbe¬ 
lievers *, there is no God but he, fear him, he 
created the Earth and the Heavens, he is more 
powerful than your Idols, and created Man of 
the Mire of the Earth, nevetphelefs he is ob- 
ftinate in his pride •, he created clean Beafts for 
your ufe, you draw ( fromthem ) great emo¬ 
lument, and advantage, to cloth and nourilh 
your lelves, ye fee their beauty when they 
feed i and when they lead them to pafthre, 
they bear the burthen, and whatfoever ye will 
fend into Cities, what ye cannot carry without 
them, but with exceeding great travel, God is 
gracious and merciful towards you j he created 
JHorfes, and Mules, and Afles to bear you j he cre¬ 
ated many glorious things, of which you have 
pot knowledge. He teacheth them the right way, 
‘ wh<* 
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who obferve his Commandments ; had it plea- 
fed him, he had guided all into the way of his 
Law. He fendeth you water from Heaven to 
take away thirft, and caufeth plants to bring 
forth, and Trees that nourilh your flocks; he 
maketh the Olive Trees to produce, the Date 
Trees, Vines, and all forts of Fruits. Theie 
things are Arguments of his Unity, to fuch as 
confider them $ he created the Night, the Day, 
the Sun, the Moon apd the Stars, that move at 
his Pleafure, thefe things arefigns of his Omnipo- 
tency to them that are wife ; He created whatfo- 
ever is on Earth of divers Colours, kind, and Spe¬ 
cies ; he created the Sea, which afFordeth you 
Fiih, Pearls, and other precious ftones to adorn 
you; thou feeft how the Ships fail upon the 
Water?,and divide the Waves for the advantage' 
of Commerce, peradventure you will give God 
thanks for his Favours. He railed the moun¬ 
tains to make firm the Earth, and to hinder it 
to move, he created the Rivers, and eftablifhed 
ways to guide you; he made the Stars to con¬ 
duct you by Night upon the Sea, and the moun¬ 
tains to diredt you in your way by Day: who 
but he could have created what he hath made ? 
will you never confider it? It is not in your 
power to keep account of his Mercies, he is 
altogether gracious and merciful, and knoweth 
the fecret of your Souls: the Idols that ye adore 
can create nothing, but are things dead, with¬ 
out motion, and know not in what time the 
World (hall rife again; your God is one foie 
God ; fuch as believe not the end of the World, 
fuch as deny his Unity, and boaft of their falfe 
belief, are abhorred of his Divine Majefty ; 
when they are interrogated concerning what God 
bath infpired into Mahemet ; they anfwered. 
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that he preacheth Fables of Antiquity, but they 
lhall bear their Burthen at the Day of Judgment, 
who have ieduced them from the right way, 
and have not known it. They that were be¬ 
fore them were deceivers, God overthrew their 
Habitations, the Ruins fell upon them> and he 
chaftifed them, when they lealt thought of it \ 
he lhall make them alhamed at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment, and fhall demand of them, where be the 
Idols for which they difputed againft true Be¬ 
lievers ? Such as have knowledge of Gods Com¬ 
mandments, allure that lhame lhall be upon the 
Foreheads of Infidels, and that the Angels (hall 
caufe them to die,becaufe of the enormity of their 
fins *, They will fay at the hour of death, that 
they believe in God, and are penicent for their 
faults: God knoweth what they have done} he 
(hall command them to enter into Hell, where is 
the abode of the proud: He fnall command them 
who have his fear before their eyes to enter the 
houfe of Eternity, and the Gardens of Eden, 
wherein flow many Rivers , there lhall they 
dwell eternally with the height of their defire. 
Shall the wicked continue in theirfin,until the An¬ 
gels caufe them to die, or until the Day of Judg¬ 
ment ? Thus did their Predeceflburs. God was 
not pnjuft towards them, they drew mifchief on 
thenWelves through their iniquity ^ they were 
chaftifed and felt the punifhment which they had 
defpifed •, they have laid, had it fo pleafed God, 
our Fathers and we had adored him alone •, fo 
fpake their Predeceflburs. The Prophets are 
not obliged, but to preach and inftrudt the peo¬ 
ple. We fent a Prophet to every Nation, to 
inftrutt it, and to command the worlhip of 
one foie God, and to quit the Adoration of To- 
£fl/,and of Idols *, God guided fome into the right 
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way* and others were feduced * confider what 
is the end of the wicked *, if thou endeavoureft 
to put them into the right pat])* thou ihalt loft 
thy time, God guideth not them that defire to 
erre, they fhall be deprived of Protection at 
the Day of Judgment; they have fworn by their 
Faith, that God will not make the dead to rife 
again, but he fhall caufe them to rife again, to 
chaftife them according to his Proaifes , but 
the greateft part of Men do not know it, did 
thev know it, they would acknowledge their 
ErrOurs, and the impious would acknowledge 
their Ijlafphemies. When we willed anything, 
we laid, be thou, and it was: They that de¬ 
part from the wicked for the love of their Lord, 
and fhall convert themfelves, (hall be rewarded 
in this World, and yet more in the other, had 
they knowledge to underftand it. Such as pa. 
tiently endure the injuries of Unbelievers, and 
truft in their Lord, lhall be recompenced when 
they leaft think of it. We heretofore fent but 
Men to preach our Law •, ask of them that 
have knowledge of the written Law, if it be 
not true? We have ftnttothem the Alcoran^ Thejwi 
to the end thofl mayft inftrud Men in our Com. and cbn 
mandments, peradventure they will confider 
it. The E,arth (hall produce nothing to them, 
that fhall confpire againft the Prophet, they 
(hall be cbaftifed when they leaft think of it * 

God (hall afflid them in their commerce,they (hall 
not efcape his punifhment, and their fubftance 
lhall diminilh by little and little before their 
eyes; God is gracious and merciful to them 
only that honour him : See they not the lha- 
dow of that which God hath created, fome- 
times at the right hand, fometimes at the left, 
tp'adore his Divine Majefty, they certainly are 

con-

contemptible *, whatfoever is on the Earth, and 
in the Heavens, Bead y and Angels, worfhip 
God with Humility,fear their Lord, and obey his 
Commandments. God hath commanded them 
to worlhip and to fear one God alone, to whom 
obedience is due eternally y whom will ye fear 
but God ? who but God (hall protect you? 
when evil befalleth you, you have recourfe to 
his Divine goodnefs \ being delivered, fome 
of you give him thanks, and yet believe not 
in his Law : You feek only the riches of the 
Earth,'.but you {hall fee what (hall be your end;* 
they fay, that their wealth proceedeth from their 
Idols: by God ! an account of their blafpHe- 
mies (ball be required of them *, they affirm that 
God hath Daughters *, affiiredly they deceive 
themfelves, ana are not well fatisfied, when 
it is faid to them, that a Daughter is born to 
them ; they fly fuch as declare to them the pu- 
nifhment of their (ins, God (hall leave them in 
ignominy, and they ffiall be contemned as the 
Earth which they trample under their Feet *, 
becaofe they believe not in the Day of Judg¬ 
ment, mifery (hall perpetually purfue them *, 
God (hall command for ever j and be eter¬ 
nally powerful and Victorious. Should God 
ebaftife Men when they offend, be (hould leave 
no living Creature upon the Earth, he defer¬ 
red their punilhment until the time appointed, 
they can neither advance nor retard it; they 
affirm God to have that which themfelves are 
not fatisfied to have they lye, when they fay 
that Paradife is for them, doubtlefs they are 
erroneous, and (hall be precipitated into the 
fire of Hell. By God! we have fent hereto¬ 
fore Prophets to the people, the Devil (educed 
Men,and was Mailer of the wicked in ehisWorld, 
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but in the ocher they fhall refent great tor* 
ments .• We have fentthee the Alcoran^ to dear 
to Men the doubts touching Religion, and to 
guide true Believers into the right way. God 
lendeth rain from Heaven to refrefh the Earth, 
this is an evident fign of his Omnipotency, to 
them that .hear his word-, ye have yet a token 
of his Omnipotency in the Beafts that give you 
Milk, to nourifh you, and another mark in the 
Fruics of the Earth, in the Fruits of Date Trees, 
and the Vines, from which you extrad Wine, 
and receive profit. Thefe things are figns of 
his Omnipotency, to fuch as comprehend them. 
The Lord iufpired the Bee to dwell in the 
Fields, to lodge in Trees, inHives, and to eat 
of all forts of Fruits, it producetb Honey of di¬ 
vers colours, that ferveth for a remedy to the 
difeafes of Men •, thefe things are figns of Gods 
Omnipotency to them that confider them. God 
hath created you, and fhall caufe you to dye - 7 
There be Perfons among you that (hall be full of 
ignominy in their life, to the end they may un- 
derftand that God is Omnipotent, conferreth be¬ 
nefits on fome more than on others -. Slaves have 
no part in the faculties of their Mailers, neither 
are they aflociate with them, ( neverthelefs they 
alTociate to God another God- equal to him, 
and'blafpheme againft his Grace.) God hath 
created you Men, and Women, and hath given 
you Children, and Children to your Children, 
he hath enriched you with the riches of the 
Earth \ Will you after this Grace believe in your 
Idols, which are things inanimate, vain, and 
unprofitable ? Will ye be ingrateful for the be¬ 
nefits of God ? Will ye worfhip what can nei¬ 
ther benefit nor hurt you ? Believe not that there 
is another God Companion and affociate with 
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God ? He knoweth what ye know not, be teach- 
eth you a Parable : A Slave that is poor cannot 
give Alms, and he who is rich giveth Alms fe- 
cretly and publickly, as he feeth good are they 
both alike ? Ought they to be put in Parallel ? 
Praife be to God : Certainly, the greateft part of 
Men know not his Graces, he teacheth you a 
Parable! Behold! two Men-, the one was born 
deaf, and dumb, and given in charge to his 
Guardian, he knoweth not how to imploy him, 
he is capable neither of doing, nor fpeaking 
well, is he like to him that fpeaketh, that un- 
derllandeth, teacheth Men Juftice, and follow- 
eth the right way? Whatfoever is in Heaven, 
or on Earth appertaineth to God, when he com- 
mandeth any thing, it is performed in the twink¬ 
ling of an eye, yea fooner, he is Omnipotent: 
He it is that caufeth you to come out of the 
Womb of your Mother, that 1 giveth you hear¬ 
ing, fight, and fenfe, perhaps ye will return him 
thanks; See ye not the Birds that fly in the Air -, 
who fiiftaineth them but God ? It is an evident 
fign of his Omnipotency for the true Believers, 
he hath given you Houfes to inhabit, and the 
Skins and Furrs of Beads to cover you, he hath 
given you their Hair, and Wooll, to furniih 
your Houfes, and enrich you *, he created Trees 
and Clouds to overlhadow you, made the Moun¬ 
tains and Caves to cover you from rain, crea¬ 
ted Garments to defend you from the heat 
of the Sun, and the rigour of Cold, he hath ac- 
complilhed his Grace upon you, peradventure 
you will refign your felves to the Will of his 
Divine Majefty, and poflefs his Unity. If the 
Unbelievers depart from the way of the Law, 
thou art obliged only to preach to them in¬ 
telligibly \ they know the Grace of God, and 
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contemn it, for that the greateft part of them 
are impious \ preach unto them the Day, where¬ 
in I will raife again all the Nations of the World, 
and the Prophets and Apoftles who have prea¬ 
ched to them roy Commandments, there fhall 
be no excufe lor Infidels, neither fhall they 
find protection, or relaxation of their Mife- 
ries : When they fhall behold their Idols, they 
fhall confefs that they were mif-led, they fhall 
underftand the Unity of thy Lord,, and that 
their Idols are not able to intercede for them. 
God hath added to the punifhment of Infidels, 
hath fent them evil upon evil, becaufe they 
hinder the World to follow his Law: Preach 
unto them the Day, wherein I will caufe to 
rife again all the Nations of the World, with 
the Prophet who preached to them , to be 
Witnefs of their ACtions *, I will be Witnefs 
againft them of thy Nation; I have fent thee the 
Book that unfoldeth the Myfteries of my Law, 
to guide the people into the right way, and 
to declare the Joys of Paradife to fuch as 
profefs my Unity. God commandeth you to 
do only that which is reafonable, he com¬ 
mandeth you to give Alms, and to do good 
to your Parents, he forbiddeth Whoredom, 
difobedience, and injuftice, enjoyneth you to 
do good, perhaps you will confider it. Per¬ 
form what ye have Promiied to God, break 
not promifcd Faith, ye call God to be Wit¬ 
nefs of your Promifes, he knoweth all your 
AClions. Do not like the Woman whofpun 
a Thread, folded it, and afterwards entang¬ 
led and ipoyled it, believe not that there is 
deceit and errour in your Law ; If the Unbelie¬ 
vers be more in number than you, God per- 
mitreth it, to prove you •, he fhall dear to 
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you at the Day of Judgment the doubts that 
be among you * had it lo pleafed him, you 
all had obferved one and the lame Lawhe 
guideth, mif-leadcth whom it pleafeth him, 
and will exactly require of you an account of 
your Aftions. Believe not that there is de¬ 
ceit in your Law, take heed of Humbling i 
having once confirmed yonr fteps, ye lhall be 
feverely chaftifed, if ye feduce the people from 
the right way \ do not violate what ye have 
promised to God, for any price, his Grace is 
of more advantage to you than the wealth of 
the Earth, had, ye knowledge to underftand 
it*, your wealth is perilhable, and the riches 
of Heaven are eternal •, he lhall recompence 
them that perfevere in well-doing, and whofo- 
ever lhall do good works, lhall be blefled in 
this World, and in the other. When thou lhalt 
read the jilcoran , implore God to deliver thee 
from the Malice of the Devil, abominable to 
all the Creatures, he hath no power over them 
that truft in his Divine Majefty, his power ex- 
tendeth over fuch as go afiray, who obey not 
him, and adore many Gods. When we al¬ 
ter any Precepts ( God well knoweth what he 
ordaineth ) they fay thou art a Lyar, but the 
greateH part of them are ignorant * Say un¬ 
to them, t^hat alluredly the Holy Ghoft hath 
taught it from thy Lord, to confirm Belie¬ 
vers in their Faith, and to guide into the 
right way them that profefs his Unity, and 
to announce to them the Joys of Para- 
dife. I know, that they will fay that a Man 
hath taught him the Alcoran. He whom they 
prefume to have taught him, is a Perfian by 
Nation, and fpeaketh the Language of the Per- 
and the Jilcoran is in the Ardick Tongue, 
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full of inftru&ion and eloquence. They who will 
hot believe in God, lhall fuffer great torments ; fuch 
as renounce his Commandments,blafpheme againft 
his Divine Majefty 5 .thofe that rejed his Law, 
after having profelfed it, (hall feel the effed of 
his wrath, and be puniihed for preferring the 
yvealth of the Earth to the riches of Heaven'; 
God guideth not unbelievers^ , They in whofe 
hearts he hath imprinted difpbejlience, thofe 
whom he hath deprived of hearing, and light, are 
ignorant, they d'oubtlefs fhall be at the end of the 
World in the number of the damned > he is mer¬ 
ciful to them that convert, and repent to have 
miflead the People from the right way, and per- 
fevere in obedience to his Commandments. Be 
thou mindful of the day, wherein man fhall di¬ 
spute againft himfelf, and every one fhall be re¬ 
warded according to his works without injuftice* 
God teacheth you a Parable ;.behold a free and pri- 
viledged City,on the which God poureth his graces 
on all tides with abundance, and is ingrateful for 
his benefits; but he font upon it mifery, famine, 
and fear, becaufe of its ingratitude. God hath 
font to the Inhabitants thereof a Prophet of 
their Nation, they have flandered him, and 
were chadded, becaufe of their fin. Eat of what 
God Hath given you, and give him thanks for his 
grace ; if it be he whom ye worfliip, he forbid- 
eth you to eat of Carrion, ofBloud, andSwines- 
flefh, and whatfoever is not flain in pronoun¬ 
cing the Name of God; he will be gracious and 
merciful to them Who fhall eat through ndeeffity, 
without delign. to offend him. Lie no t, in faying. 
Behold that which is permitted to be eaten! blaf¬ 
pheme not againft God; fuch as blafpheme 
againft him, fhall not profper in this World, and 
in the other fhall fuffer grievous torments.* We 
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did heretofore prohibit th zjavs to eat of what we 
have recounted to thee; we did to them no 
injiiftice, they drew mifchief on themfelves 
through their lin; thy Lord is gracious and mer¬ 
ciful to them that ignorantly offend him, who 
convert, and do good workjs. Abraham was obe¬ 
dient to God, and profeffed his unity, he ado¬ 
red not Idols, and gave thanks to God for his 
Mercies; God eledted, and guided him into the 
tight way, he gave him wealth in this World, and 
placed him in the other, in the number of the 
bleffed. We haveinfpired thee to follow the Law 
tof Abrdhatth, he profelTed the Unity of God, and 
adored not Idols, he eftablithed the Sabbath 
among the Jews, of which they difpute; God 
fhall judge 'their difference at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment.' Call the People to the Law of God with 
prudence, and preachings, and difpute againft 
them with good arguments, God knoweth them 
that depart from the right way; if they evilly in- 
treat you, irttreat them as they fhall infeat you ; if 
ye be patient, patience is advantagious to them 
that take it willingly, have patience for the love 
of God, and afflidf not your felveswith the deport¬ 
ments and foa!lice of the wicked. God is with 
the Righteous,' who have his fear before their 
eyes.

Reader, The Tur\s believe that this Night of the 
Voyage Mahomet afcended into Heaven with the Angel 
Gabriel: He was mounted on a white Burac, which is 
a beajtpartly Mule, partly Afs, and partly Horfe. He 
fan? all the Prophets that preceded him , all the won¬ 
ders of Paradije ,. aud faw God, who fate on his 
Throne. See Kitab el tenoir, Tefllir anf Gjauhoir, 
and the Expofition of Gelaldin. The Bedaoi in¬ 
tituled this -Chapter , The Chapter of the Children <f 
Ifrael. 


I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful. 

Praife be to him, that eaufed his fervant to go in 
one night from the Temple of Mecca, to the Temple 
of Jerufalem ; we hav? blefled that Temple, and 
whatfoever is about it, in token of pur Omni¬ 
potency. We gave to Mofes the Old Telia- 
meiit, to inftrudt the Children of Ifrael, and to 
deter them from the worlbip of any other God, 
but of me; to forbid them to adore the Lineage 
of Noah , or the Lineage of them that we pre- 
ferved in his Ark. Noah is my creature, and my . 
fervant, acknowledging ray benefits; we prohi- thei^fidth' 
bited in Scripture the Children of Ifrael , to dehle and return 
twice the Earth, left they kindled too great a to it often. 
£re; when that befel you, tve ftirred up our ler- See Kty 
tants againft you, and they entxed by force in- el ttnotr - 
0*.* to 
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to the mid It of your houfes; this was as (oon exe¬ 
cuted as promifed. In the end, we gave you 
advantage over your Enemies; we gave you 
Wealth, and Children to luccour you, and ye 
were more numerous than the lnhdels \ the good 
and the evil that you lhall do, (hall be tor your fouls. 
We furred up.the wicked againlt you, becaufoof 
your (ins, to atflidt you through the Murther, and 
Bondage of your perfons; and they dellroyed the 
Temple of JaxhUm, as they had ruined it the 
fin! time. Ycur Lord (hall pardon you, if you 
convert; we have eftablilhed Hell for a perpetual 
Prifon ef Infidels. The Alcoran guideth the 
Rigliteous into the right way, it declareth to 
'them a great reward, preacheth to the wicked 
the torments of Hell; and exhorteth men to well¬ 
doing, ’ although they are inclining to evil, and 
‘prompt to fin. We created the Day and the Night, 
they arc twofignsofourOmnipotthacy: Wecaufed 
the Night to pals away, and the Day to appear for 
labour ; and to the end ye might know the num¬ 
ber of Ages, of Months, and of Years; we ex¬ 
plained our Mvftcries without obficurity, and have 
enjoyned every one to bear the burden of his iniqui¬ 
ties at the Day of Judgment; that day will make ' 
mm to foe the account of their fins, they (hall.be 
recompenced and chafufed according to the good 
and the evil that they (hall have committed, 
and none (hall bear the burden of his Neighbour: 
We font to the People Prophets and-Apoftles to 
preach to .them our Commandments, before they 
Were chaltifod , before the deftrudtioh of a Ci¬ 
ty : we advertifed the Principal Inhabitants 
' thereof; when they difobeyed us , we chaltifod 
them according foour word, and deftroyed them, 
rfw many Cities have we ruined lines Noah's 
food ? The I'm3 of the People are known 
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*0 their Lord* he giveth the riches of this 
world to ‘them that defire them, to caufe them 
to fall headlong into Hell, where they (hall re¬ 
pent of their iniquites,. and be deprived of 
mercy. "He who (hall labour to acquire the riches 
of Heaven, (hall be prote&ed of thy Lord in 
this world, and enriched with the Treafiiresof 
Heaven in the other. Conlider, how we prefer 
our Creatures one to another; the reward Of 
Heaven-is much greater than that'of the Earth. 
Believe not that there be two Gods, otherwife 
you (hall repent of it, and be deprived ofpro- 
tedfion at the day of judgment. Thy Lord hath 
Ordained to worlhip him alone, and to honour 
your father and mother , elpecialty in their old 
age, and fay nothing to them that may afHidf them, 
neither vex them ; fpeak to them with refpedf, 
do not contemn them, pray to God to compaili- 
onate them, as they have pitied you, when they 
brought you up in your ipfancy. God kuoweth 
whatsoever is in your foul4; he will be merciful to 
you, if ye obey him. Give to your parents what 
appertained to them, do good to the poor, and 
to pilgrims, be not prodigal, the prodigal are 
brethren of the Devil, ingrateful for the favours of 
their Lord. Contemn not the poor, if ye defire 
to obtain the mercy of God, fpeak to them with 
mildnefs, and endeavour to content them ; do not 
entirely (hut your hands, neither altogether ex¬ 
tend them; if ye do otherwife, ye fhall offend. Thy 
Lord giveth, . and takethaway his graces, as fee- 
meth good to him; he knoweth his people, and 
underftandeth all their adtions. Slay not your 
children for fear of neceffity, I will give whatfoe-. 
ver (hall be neceffary for them > the murther of 
children is an exceeding great fin, flie whoredom, 
jt is a thing unclean, kill no man without reafon» 
QL3 we 
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we have commanded to pujrfiae him that flialt 
have (lain his-neighbour, but let not the heir 
(in maliciouily, profecuting the innocent for the 
guilty. The innocent is in Gods prote&ion : take 
not the goods of Orphans, and be careful\>f them, 
until they be in years ofdifcretkm; fatishe your 
promifes, an account (hall be required of you ■, 
meafure with good meafure, and weigh with 
juft weights. Bufie your felves not with that which 
you ought not to know. There (hall be requi¬ 
red of you an account of the fins ye have commit¬ 
ted, in feeing, hearing, and thinking. Ec not 
proud, ye (hall never be fo long as the Earth,neither 
fo high as the Mountains ; fuch fins are exceeding 
great before thy Lord : It is one part of what he 
hath infpired into thee, to preach to his people: 
Say not, there be two Gods, left thou be confi¬ 
ned to the hre of Hell. Your Lord hath cl cdied 
you, with all thole men and women that obey his 
Commandments, for his fons and daughters, as 
the Angels ; yet fay not that God hath children. 
We made mention in th t-Alcoran of whatsoever is 
necelfary to be preached to the people ; fay unto 
them. If there be a God with God, as ye affirm, 
invoke him that hath his Throne in Heaven; prai- 
fed be God, he hath no Companion, he is molt 
high and great. The (even Heavens praife him, 
and all that is on Earth glorifie him, but ye com¬ 
prehend it "not, he is gracious and merciful. We 
will Separate thee from the wicked ; we will har¬ 
den their hearts, and flop their ears : When thou 
(halt read the Alcoran , and (ay. There is but one 
God, they will turn the back, and deride thee, I 
know what they defire to hear, they would have 
the people to hearken to the words of the unjuft, 
who fay. That thou ^rt a Sorcerer, and a Magici¬ 
an 5 confider to whorrt they compare thee ; they 
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certainly are in error, and are not able to find the 
right way. What 1 we are ( fay they J bones and 
fldh,Qiall we rife again,and become new Creatures? 
who fhall'caufe us to rife again? Say unto them. Al¬ 
though ye be flone,iron,bones,and liefh, he who tirft 
created you,ihaH raife you again. They (hall {hake 
the head at thee,and ask ef thee. In what time they 
{hall rife again? fay unto them,Peradventure it fhall 
be fiiddenly.When ye (hall be called out of the graves 
by the Commandment of God, ye will believe 
that ye have remained but very little time in the 
world; then {hall the Intidels confefs, that the 
Devil hath deceived them, and that he is their o- 
pen enemy. Your Lord knoweth you all, he will 
pardon, or chaihfe you, as feemeth good to him: 
We have not fent thee to be their guardian j thy 
Lord knoweth whatfoever is in Heaven and m 
Earth. Certainly, we gave graces to fome Pro¬ 
phets, which we gave not to othersand we gave 
the Pfalter to David ; Say unto the Intidels, invoke 
the Idols which ye adore, and fee if they are of 
power to deliver you from afflidtion. They that 
implore God, defire to be nigh unto him : who are 
they that {hall neareit approach his divine Majelty, 
they who hope in his mercy, or fuch as fear his pu- 
niflunent ? Certainly his puniftitoent ought mod 
to be feared. We will deftroy all the Cities of the 
world before the day of Judgment, and chaltife 
the wicked with rigorous torments j this is wrtren 
upon the Tables kept in heaven - , nothing hath kin¬ 
dred us to manifeft the miracles which the inhabi¬ 
tants of Mecca defire to fee, but the contempt {hew? 
ed by their predeceffors. Temod few the miracles 
of the Camel, and contemned it 5 I will no more 
{hew miracles, but to make the people to appre^ 
bend the torments of hell. Remember thou, 
that we have- faid to thee, that Ay Lord 
0.4 knoweth 
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knoweth all that the world doth ; that which 
we gave thee to fee (in the yoyage by night ) 
is to prove the people as the curled tree, 
which is fppken of in the Alcoran ; there be per- 
fons that will believe it, others that will not 
believe s but I will try them, to augment tbdir 
confufion: Remember thou, that we commanded 
the Angels to humble themfelves before Adam, and 
that they did humble themfelves,except the devil; 
whp laid'. Shall I adore him whom thou haft crea¬ 
ted of the earth ? who is he whom thou haft pre¬ 
ferred to me ? Certainly, if thou tarry until the 
day of Judgment, I will deftroy his race,except that 
fmall number thatlhall be under - thy protection. 
Thy Lord faid unto him. Get thee hence, hell fhall* 
be thy punilhment, and the punilhmeht of them 
that fhall follow thee; deceive by thyfpeeches 
them whom thoulhalt be able to deceive, feduce 
whom thou canft feduce with the wealth of the 
earth, caufe them to exercife Ufury, and com¬ 
mit the fin of whoredom; tell them, there is 
peither Refurredion nor Judgment; whatfoever 
thou {halt promife them fhall be but vanity and 
fallhood; thou (halt have no power over them 
thatlhall wprlhip me, I will protect themagainft 
thee. It is your Lord, who caufeth the lhip to 
travel upon the waters, for the advantage oftraf- 
fique; when the tempeft chargeth you, your I- 
dols forfakeyqu, he alone is able to.proted you, 
neverthelels when he hath caufed you to arrive at 
the Port, you deny his Unity, and follow your 
impiety; believe ye that he will another time make 
the fea calm to you ? and he will fend you a favour* 
able wind, if ye do not acknowledg him your 
protedori* Believe you to return again, to the 
lea? He fhall fend you an, impetuous wi^d , 
that (ball overwhelm you, ; with your, impiety. 
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and ye (Kali find none to protect you againft 
him. We have conferred on men many favours, 
we have conduced them on the earth, and fea, 
enriched with all forts, of riches , and gratified 
them above all creaturesof the earth •, preach to 
them the day wherein I wilfalTemble before me 
all the Nations of the World, with the Prophet 
that (hall have preached to them. He to whom 
(hall be given the Book of the Accompt of his 
works in his right hand,:(hall read his accompt 
entirely, no injultice (hall be done to him.; and 
he (hall be happy. He that (hall be blind in this 
world, (hall be fo hi the other, and (hall not fee 
the right way. They would divert thee from 
performing what we have inlpired into thee, to 
induce thee to blafpheme againft me. If thou do 
it, thou (halt be ot their friends were it not for 
the llrength that we have given thee, they would 
make thee to incline to their impiety ; hadlt thou 
done it, we had given thee to talte of great af¬ 
flictions in this world , and in the other i thou 
hadft found none to protect thee againft us } it 
wanted not much, but- they had affrighted thee 
at Medina , to caufe thee to go out of it; had 
they driven thee thence, they had not continued 
there long after thee. We heretofore fent our 
Prophets to intirudfc the people in our Law, thou 
(halt find therein nothing to change i make thy 
prayers when the Sun (hallfet, at the beginning, 
and at the end of the night, and at the dawning 
of day, the Angels ihall be witnelfcs ot thine ori* 
fons , fpend one part of the night in prayer, this 
(hall be an augmentation of merit, thy Lord (hall 
eftablilh thee in the place of his glory: Say, 
Lord, into whatfoever place I go , .make me to 
enter, and go forth with, truth, give me thy pro* 
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tc^ion ; Say, that truth is come, and that vani¬ 
ty is vanilhed» this Book (hall heal the people 
of their error, it (hall bring them into the way 
of mercy, and encreafe the mifery of unbelievers. 
We have exhorted men to abandon their impie¬ 
ty, they have not done it, and defpaired when 
they were touched with affli&ton ; Say unto 
them, Each of Vis doth after his will, and God 
knowefh him that followeth the right way; 
they (hall demand of thee concerning the Soul: 
Say unto them, the foul is an effect of God, he 
hath given you very little knowledge affuredly, 
had it (b pleafed him, he could have deprived 
you of the knowledge he hath given you, you 
(hall (ind nothing that is able to prated: you but his 
mercy: Say unto them, If the devils and men 
were all aflembled againft me, they (hould not be 
able to compote a Book like the Alcoran. We have 
taught in the Alcoran whatfoever is neceflary for 
the falvation of men, neverthelefs the greateft 
part of the people depart from the Truth, and 
(ay, We will not believe thee, unlefs thou caufe 
fountains to fpring out of the Earth, and make 
in this place a garden, beautified with Date Trees, 
and Vines, with rivers flowing in the midfl, or un¬ 
lefs we fee defcend from Heaven a part of the pains 
which thou preachelt •, we will not believe thee,, 
unlefs God and the Angels come to thy aflillance, 
unlefs thy houfe be of line gold, and that we fee 
the Book of Truth fent from heaven ; we will 
not believe in thy Parchment, unlefs we fee de- 
feend from heaven a Book which we may be able 
to read; Say unto them, Praifed be my Lord, 
am I any thing but a man fent from him ? what 
hindereth men to believe, fince there hath been 
fent to them a Pilot,to conduct them into the way

(Itould you po(Te(s all the treafures of the world, 
yet would ye fear to make expence for the fervice 
of God ; man is too , avaricious •, We gave to Mo- 
fa nine marks of our Omnipotency, known to 
the children of If riel ; Pbaraob told him that he Hi* hand, 
was a Magician Affuredly, faid Mofes, the (igns his 
and miracles that thou feed, proceed frpm God, , lhe de ‘ r 
Lord of heaven and earth •, I believe. O' Pharaoh ! ' 

that thou forfakeil the truth; Then would Pha~ lice,frogs, 
raoh have driven him out of Egypt , but We drown- blood, 
ed all thofe that were with him, and commanded fear ; an( * 
the children of Ifrael to inhabit the land we will 
aflfemble them at the end of the woirld, to reward daoi. 
them after their works: We have indeed fent thee 
the Alcoran from heaven, to proclaim the joys of 
Paradife, and to preach the torments of hell; we 
jiave fent it,to the end thou maift teach it to the peo¬ 
ple ; we have fent it clear, and intelligible, that it 

may 
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may be underflow!, according to occurrences. Say 
unto them,Believe, or believe it not} when thofe 
that have knowledge in the written Law heard it 
read, they proftrated themfelves on the ground 
with humility, and laid, Prailed be God, what 
be promifeth, is infallible, and incontinently is 
his command executed ; they wept, proftrating 
the face towards the earth, and the reading erf the 
Alcoran augmented their devotion: Say unto them. 
Implore God, call God merciful, all his Attri¬ 
butes are molt glorious. Make it not appear to 
the world how often thou {halt pray, neither how 
often thou fhalt read the Alcoran , and fear not to 
pray to God , and to read (the Alcoran)^ follow 
in this the middle path,, and fay, Prailed be God, 
he hath no Son, he hath no companion, neither 
prote&or to preferve him from contempt > his 
greatnefs is perfect and compleat.

I N the .Name of God, gracious andjnerciful. 

Praife be to God,- who hath Pent the Aleman 
to his Pervant. ..There is rip; contradiction in this 
Book ; it;teacheth the. right way \ it preacheth 
to the wicked ,. that they (hall Puffer great tor¬ 
ments,-and proclaimeth to the righteous, that 
they (hall enjoy an eternal felicity ; he preacheth 
The torments of Hell, principally to fuch as affirm. 
That God hath a Son s they are ignorant, like to 
their predeceffors j they are, ignorant in their dif* 
eourfe,; and utter nothing but blafphemies , Wilt 
thou deftroy thy (elf in following their footfteps ? If 
they believe not in the Alcoran , they (hall one day 
have forrow, and (hall repent it. We adorned the 
Earth, wkh whatPoever is upon it, for, the advan¬ 
tage of men. One part thereof is happy and plen- 
tiful, and the other unfruitful, and defart. Do ye 
not believe that the fleepers, that- entred the 
Cave, and the Paper wherein their names were 
written, be our miracles ? When thofe men entred 
the Cave, they Paid, Lord, give us thy mercy. 
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and guide us into the right way: Then did we caufe 
them to deep for the fpace of fome years, and awa¬ 
ked them, having continued fome time in that 
Cave, to make it appear which of the two Re¬ 
ligions was the moft juft. I will relate to thee 
their Hiftory with truth -, they were young men, 
who had the fear of their Lord before their eyes; 
we ftrengthned them, and encreafed their faith; 
when they were with the Infidels, they laid. Our 
God is Lord of heaven And Earth, we will never 
worlhip but oneGod, otherwife we lhall feparate 
our lelves from the truth : This people have ado¬ 
red Idols without realbn: who is more unjuft 
than he, who blalphemeth againft God ? When 
they delerted the Infidels, they worlhipped one 
Godalone» Enter into the Cave, God lhall make 
hfe mercy towards you to appear., and lhall 
gaide you through a path, larooth and pleafant. 
When the Sunardfe, he caft his rayes on the right 
fide Of their Gave, and on the left, at his go¬ 
ing down; they in the mean time were in 
the moft fpacious place of this Gave. This is one 
of Gods miracles ; he whom he guideth, is well 
guided ; and whom he mafleadeth, lhall find none 
to give him fuccor, or to guide him. Believe ye that 
they (hoitld be awake? Affwredly they flept and 
turned themfelves, fbmetimes to one fide, fome- 
tornes to another : Cortfider how their Dog exten¬ 
ded his feet before that old habitation of ftone; if 
any one had entred towards them, he would have 
caufed them to fly, and had affrighted them. In the 
end we awaked them, and they mutually enquired 
of each other in what place they were, and hoW 
long they had there continued; one-ofthetft reply- 
ed,That they had been there a day or two ; then 
they all laid,God knoweth the time that we have a- 

bode 
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bode here,lend one of us to the City with money to 
buy bread and meat; let him not be fearful, neither 
make himfelf known to any; if we be known, they 
will murther or conftrain us to follow their Reli- 
•gipn in which we (hall be eternally tniferable. 

Thus did we ftir up the people againft them, 
to the end they might know that thy Lord 
is true ; when he faid, He will caufe the dead to 
arife again, the Refurre&ion is indubitable; ne- 
Verthelefs unbelievers difpnte among them, con¬ 
cerning the Hiftory of the Sleepers, and fay. That 
they built a fecret place to retire themfelves. God 
knoweth the Truth. The True believers believe 
that they made no building; the Infidels fay they 
were five, and that their dog was thefixth, they 
fpeak by opinion; but the True believers affirm 
them to be feven, and their dog to be the eighth^ 

Say unto them, My Lord knoweth how ma¬ 
ny they were :' few perfons, except God, know 
their number: Doubt no more the Hiftory of the 
Sleepers, the matter is averred and known: dif- 
.putcno more with the Jews, and fey not, I will 
ao this to morrow, without faying, If it pleafe 
God. Call God to mind, after thou haft forgot 
him, and fey, The Lord fhall guide me, and teach See Gild- 
me the Hiftory of the Sleepers, who remained in din. 

Cave three hundred years: there be who af¬ 
firm they" continued there nine hundred years. 

Say unto them, God knoweth the time of their a- 
bode there, he knoweth whatfoever is in Heaven, 
and Earth, he underftandeth and feeth all things, 
he alone difpofeth every thing, and hath no'compa- 
nion: Preach what thy Lord hath infpired into 
thee, his word admitteth of no alteration, there 
is no fafer refuge than in him: dwell with thofe 
that invoke him morning and evening, and delire 
to fee Ids face: depart not from their company, if 

thou 
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thou defireft to have content of life in this world: 
obey not thofe’ whofe heart? we have hardned, and. 
are unmindful of us; follow not their impie¬ 
ty ; whatfoever they do, is but offence and tin. 
Say unto them, the truth. proceedeth from your. 
Lord; who (hall defire fit - ] (hall be True belief- 
vers, and who (hall not defire [it] (hall be an In¬ 
fidel, we have prepared Hell to chaftife the impi¬ 
ous, and prifons wherein to detain them. They 
(half implore fuccors'againft the melting pit, into 
which they Avail be plunged, as into waters, it 
(hall roll'their faces, and (hall be their drink: 
1 will not fruftrate of reward them that (hall have 
done well; they (hall enjoy the delights of the 
gardens of Eden, wherein flow many rivers; they 
fliall have bracelets of fine Gold; they (hall be 
cloathed with green, with Scarlet, with (hining 
colours, and (hall fit on thrones, with an eternal 
felicity. Declare to them this parable: there were 
two men, I gave to the one of them gardens 
wherein are fibre of fruits, he in Contempt told 
his companion, that he was more wealthy and pow¬ 
erful than he, and entred into .hisTgarderis, being 
an Infidel, and an Idolater, and faid, Ido not think 
the(e (hall ever have an end, they (hall endure a 
long time without withering: His companion 
laid to him :.If thou doft.notackowledgethis to 
proceed from God, and if thou be ingratefii] to¬ 
wards him that created thee of duft, and made thee 
a man, thou (halt loon find thy gardens ruin-* 
ed: this cometh from Godmy Lord, who hath no 
companion: all ftrength and truth proceedeth 
from his divine Majefty: If I have lefsof fubftance 
than thou, God can give me fruits more fair than 
thofe of thy gar dens, or fend thunder that (hall de- 
ftroy them,he (hall till them with water of rain,that 
fliall encompafs them, and hinder thee to approach 

jdharv.j 
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£ them. ] In the morning this Infidel found his 
gardens dgftruyed to the very roots ; he was 
extreamly perplexed , by reafon of the expence 
he had made to plant them evenly ; and he laid , 
Would to God I had not adored Idols: He fliall find 
none that is able to proted him at the day of Judg¬ 
ment, but God, all protedion and grace iilueth 
from his divine bounty, and the end of the righ¬ 
teous fliall. be happy. Speak unto them this parable. 
The life qf the world is like unto rain fallen from 
Heaven, that sefreftied and revived the herbs of 
the Earth, and in the morning were dry as chaff , 
earned away by,the windj.God is omnipotent: 
cliches and£h|ldren are the ornaments of this 
#e, but gpqd works are eternal, they are ac¬ 
ceptable to God , and give us hope of his grace. 
|e thou mindful of the day when the mountains 
JteU walk, and them (halt lee the Earth to be 
.plain; that day we aifemble the good and the 
wicked, and will not fail of mywprd to any per- 
fon; that day (hall the Infidels bffeechthe Lord to 
Jave than, he (hall (ay unto them. You came unto 
.us naked; as when we at firft created you, and ye 
believed on Earth, that there was no refurredi- 
©n; Then fliall ire give to every one the Book, 
.wheremihall bewritcenthe ac<jompt of their iins ; 
Jlbouflialt fee fche yvipked trembling with fear, 
laying, beholdph^re pprdetbmdiycm - What is there 
in this Bock ? It cgntaipeth their venial and mor¬ 
tal flns, and, detedeth their offences, they (hall 
'find jjbe number of their crimes before their eyes: 
Thy Lotd is uojuft to nope; Remember tnou 
-fljat we commanded the Angels to proltrate them- 
felves before Adam , and .that they Jiumbled 
themfelves, except the Devil, who was in the 
number of Angels , .he difobeyed his Lord; r.e- 
ycitbelefs .Adam aqd his^pqflgtky have obeyed 
R him, 
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him ,' J although? he is their open enemy , dnd 
particularly of the Infidels. Confider ye not 
that God created Heaven and Earth, and he made 
you , and hath no need to be aided of you ? Be 
thou mindful of the day , when it (hall be faicl 
to Idolaters , 'Call upon your Idols, that ye have 
worfhipped, for remiffion of your fins j they 
fhall implore them,- but none lhall hear their 
prayers, we have ruined them; the wicked fhall 
behold the fire , into which they fhall fall-, and 
find none to fave them. We taught men in 
the Alcoran ,- many parables, yet do the wicked 
abound in queftion, aud difpute too much; What 
hindreth men'to believe , fince there is come to 
them a guide, to condud them into the right way? 
If they beg not pardon of God, what hapned to 
their predeceflors, and at Beder, fhall befall-them, 
they fhall be vifibly punifhed ; I fend Prophets 
only to anounce the joys of Paradife, -and to 
preach the torments of Hell ; the unbelievers 
difpute vainly, to obfcure the truth, they deride 
my Commandments, and the fire of Hell; who 
is more unjuil than he who knoweth the Com¬ 
mandments of his Lord, and dUobeyeth him, and 
forgettethhis paft fins? We have hatdnedtheir 
hearts, they fhall not underhand the Scripture-> 
we have flopped their ears , they fhall hear no¬ 
thing; if thou called them to the right way, they 
fhall not follow thee, thy Lord is gracious and 
merciful; fhould he chaflife them after their de¬ 
merits , he fhould forthwith deftroy them, he 
tarrieth until the time that be hath promifed to 1 
punifh them, and they fhall find none of pow¬ 
er to proted thqn. We have defitoyed Cities, 
when their inhabitants have offended, and we 
prefixed the day of their ruine. Remember 
thou that Mofes faid to Jus fervant, I will tr'avd

Inceffandy,vmtil I fee a place where twofeas 
meet, although I travel an Age. When he came to 
that place he and his fervant forgot their tifti, he 
had taken his way through the Sea: Having conti- 
nued their voyage fome time, Mops was an hun- 
gry , and demanded fomewhat to eat of his fer¬ 
vant , who (aid to him , Saweft thou what hap- 
ned at the Rock ?

Remember thou what is written of 
Mofes, he was a Righteous man, our Prophet and 
Meffenger; we called him on the right fide of 
the Mount Sum , drew him near unto us , and 
taught him our fecrets ? we through fpedal grace 
gave him a Brother^named Aaron. Remember 
thou what is written of If mad, he exa&ly ob- 
ferved what he promifed, was a Prophet, and an 
Apoftle of the Lord, preached Purity , and re¬ 
commended to men to make their prayers often, 
and was pleafing to his Lord. Remember thou 
vfrhat is written of Enoch , he was a juft man, 
and a Prophet, and we took him up to an ex¬ 
ceeding high place. God gave his grace tothefe 
men, among the Prophets of the Lineage of 
Adam, among them whom we caufed to embark 
with Noab, among thofe of the Lineage of Abra¬ 
ham , and Jfratl , and among thofe that weaf- 
fembted and guided into the right way. When the 
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miracles of the merciful were related to them, they 
fell proftrate, and adored him with tears in their 
'eyes ; their Pofterity forfook their footfteps, aban- 
dohed the Law, and followed their own Ap¬ 
petites; but they fhall be precipitated into Hell, 
except fuch as fhall be converted , and do good 
works, they fhall enter into Paradife, and no 
injuflice fhall be done to them , they (hall en¬ 
ter into the Garden of Eden ; what the merciful 
[God] dothpromife, is infallible - , they fhall hear 
nothing fpoken in Paradife that fhall difpleafe 
them; they fhall hear the falutation of Angels,and 
Morning and Evening fhall have what they de¬ 
lire ; fuch is Paradife, which God giveth to his 
Creatures that have his fear before their eyes. I 
*Gelaldin * ^^end not from Heaven, but by the per* 
faith, that million of thy Lord , he is mailer of our a&ions 
Mahomet in Heaven and Earth, and of whatfoever is be- 
complain- tween them ; he hath not forgot thee , worfhip 
eth to the hj m ^ anc j p er f eV ere in thy adoration , knoweft 
briel for' t ^ 10u an Y petfon that is named, like him ? Man 
having faith, What, fhall I dye and rife again? He con- 
been fo lidereth not that God hath created him of nothing ; 
long ab- i will one day affemble the Infidels, and D.evils, I 
him fr ° m cau ^ e them to appear at the Gate of Hell upon 
their Knees, and will caft upon them all manner of 
mifery, beeaufe they have encreafed their impiety 
towards their Lord. I know fuch as deferve to 
burn in Hell, they fhall be thrown thither head¬ 
long, this is a moil juft Sentence pronounced by the 
Lord. I will fave the Righteous, and forbid In- 
fidels to fall on their Knees before Idols ; when 
the unbelievers, and many of the Faithful heard 
my Commandments preached, they faid among 
therpfelves, that they were in a better way than 
their Neighbour jhpw many have we deflroyed be* 
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fotfe fhem, J in pad Ages, ittore Rich thku they, and 
Hypocrites like unto them^' Say'dnto them, God 
prolongeth the life of the:erroneous, that they may 
Know their errors", arid learn the knowledge of the 
pains prepared for them , they fhali' underftand 
who Ihall be the molt roiferablef 'And who ihall 
have been molt weak in their Faith £ and lead 
affe&ioriate to the Service of his Divine Maje- 
Ity ; God Ihall encreafe their Faith \ who Ihall 
follow , the right way ; and fuch as be bbedient 
to him, fcall enjoy his grace. Had thou confi- 
dered the adtion of the wicked ? They 1 ‘demand, 
if they (hall have Riches and Children afce# 
theirRefurre&iob? Wdnld ypu know what mall 
be ? would you capitulate with the merciful ? I . 
will not do it; I will write all that they fay, 
and will add to their naileries; I will give to 
them in this World, what they require, and 
they mall rife again naked (without Trea- See G& 
fure, and Children. ) They adored Idols, to laldin. 
have thdr prote&ion. Certainly they erred in 
that adoration; they mall renounce them, and 
be their enemies at the Day of Judgment. 

Seed; thou not, how we have fent the Devils 
againft unbelievers, to feduce them? Be not 
impatient to fee them punilhed, they mall be 
judged at the day appointed. Be thou mind¬ 
ful of the day, when I mall aflemble all the 
Righteous in the pretence of God, and precipi¬ 
tate all the wicked into Hell ; their prayer 
mall not be heard, except fuch as have ac- 
complilhed their promifes made to the. merci¬ 
ful. They have faid, Do ye believe that God 
fyath a?Sort? You utter a ftrange thing; it 
wanteth not much, but that Heaven and Earth 
open themfelves, and that the Mountains fall

Commandment, 1 found in ‘him no per¬ 
severance. Remember thou that we commanded 
the Angels to humblethemfelves. before him, they 
humbled themfelves, except the Devil, who re¬ 
futed to do it. Remember that we faid, Adam! 
the Devil is thine enemy,' arid the enemy of tby 
Wife, he will endeavour to make you miferable, 
to xaufe you both to ; go‘ out of Paradife, where 
thou fufferdl neither hunger nor third, ftor cold, 
n.pr-heat; me Devil tempted them,"and feid, oh 
Adam !

as thou didft forget my Commandments ; thus do 
I intreat Infidels. The torments of the other 
World are tnore grievous than thole of the Earth, 
and of longer continuance ; do not unbelievers *■ 
tremble, when they confiderhow many men upon 
Earth we have deftroyed in part Ages \ Their/mi- 
fery lhall ferve for example to them that are wile; 
had not thy Lord faid, that he will defer the pu- 
niflunent of the wicked until the. time appoint¬ 
ed , he had already deftroyed them. Be pati¬ 
ent, and endure their Difcourfe, praife thy Lord 
before the Sun arile, before it fetteth, an hour 
before Night, and at the end of Day thou (halt do 
a thing acceptable to him: The life of the World 
is fweet to tempt you, but the Riches of thy 
Lord are better , and Eternal. Command the 
People to make their prayers at the time appoint¬ 
ed, and be not impatient towards them ; 1 require 
no Riches of thee , I will enrich thee, and in the 
end Paradife lhall be for the Righteous. The unbe¬ 
lievers have (aid, if Mahomet Iheweth not forae Mi¬ 
racle from God, and knoweth not the expolition 
of the Books of ourPred eceffors,we will not believe 
in him ; we before his coming deftroyed many 
wicked perfons,who laid, Lord, hadft thou lent us 
a Prophet, we had obferved thy Commandments, 
before we became infamous, and laden with ig¬ 
nominy; Say unto them, every one expedt- 
eth his end ; expedt ye, and ye lhall one day 
know them that follow the right way, and have 
liot erred. 
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CHAP. XXL 

TheChapter of the Prophets ^containing an Hun¬ 
ched and Twelve Terfei, written at Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, Gracious and merciful. 

• The Day approacheth wherein -the People 
(hall render an account of their aftions, but 
they confider it not, and depart from the 
Commandments of God ; 'if they hear them, 
they laugh, they underhand them not, and keep 
fecret their evil intentions. Is not Mahomet a 
man like to you.? Will ye fey that he is a Ma¬ 
gician? You fee the contrary; God heareth 
whatfoever is fpoken, both in Heaven and Earth, 
and knoweth all things. They fey, certainly 
Mahomet hath dreamed what he fpeaketh,' he hath 
invented it, and is a Poet, we will not believe 
him, unlefs he (hew feme Miracle, as did the 
Prophets that were before him. We have layed 
walte many Cities, becaufe their inhabitants 
were incredulous> we fent before thee but men 
who were infpired of us; Enquire of them, to 
whom heretofore was given the knowledge of 
the written Law, if ye know it not; they were 
men that did eat and drink, and were mor¬ 
tal, we effefted what we promifed tp them, 
we preferved them with fuch as believed, and der 
ftroydd the incredulous ; we have fent you a 
Book to indraft you , will ye underhand it ? 
How many Infidel Cities have we made defolate ? 
How many new People have we eftabliihed in 
their place ? When they felt our punilhment, 
they fled ; fly not, and return to what hath de¬ 
lighted you ’, return into your houfes, per- 
?dventure ye will yet covet the Riches of the 
Earth; they laid, Mifery is upon us, we are 

top 
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too blame > thus did they talk, until tljey were 
defiroyed. We have not created Heaven and 
Earth, and whatfoever is between them, to fport. 
with; had it been our will that they Ihould have 
fcoffed on Earth, they Ihould fcoif like wife in 
Heaven. On the contrary, I oppofe the truth to 
falfehood, to confound it, and in efifed: it'doth 
Confound it. Mil^ry lhall be upon you, becaufe 
of your blafphemks; whatfoever is in Heaven 
and Earth, is Gods ; the Angels are not alhamed 
to worihip him, they praife him Day and Night, 
and axalt his glory without blafphemy. The 
Infidels worfhip Gods made of Earth; have 
they power to create any thing? Were there in 
Heaven, and on Earth another God, they would 
not accord * praifed be God, Lord of the Uni- 
verfe, what the Infidels relate, is untrue. He 
asketh no counfel when he will do any thing, as 
do men; Will they worfhip any other God but 
him ? Say unto them, produce your arguments, 
behold what we have to fpeak unto you, behold 
our reafons, and thole of our predeceftors; Cer¬ 
tainly, the greateft part of them are ignorant of • 
the Truth,-and go aftray. We infpircd into all 
the Prophets which we fent, that there was but 
one God that ought to be worfhipped. They laid, 
believe ye that the Angels are the Sons of God ? 
Praifed be God? on the contrary, they are his 
Creatures, be loveth them, they fpeak not but 
after him, and obey what he comrrtandeth them, 
he knoweth all their adtions pad, and future; 
they pray for no man but through his permit- 
fion, and fear to dilpleafe him. Who among 
them will fay I am God, inftead of Gocl? He 
fhall be call headlong into the Fire of Hell; 
thus do I intreat unbelievers. Know they not 
that the Heavens and the Earth was fhut up? 
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V% r eopened them, andgaVelife to every things 
through the Rain whim we made to defcend} 
will they not believe in rhy unity ? We crea¬ 
ted the Mountains to hinder the Earth to move, 
we made therein ways large and rp&cious fot 
our Creatures, we covered it with the Hea¬ 
ven, and have exempted it from falling, ne- 
verthelefs they depife our Commandments. It 
is the Lord who created Day and Ni^ht, the 
Moon and the Sun, all things praife and exalt 
him in 'Heaven; we created no Perfon to dwell 
for ever on Earth; all men (hall talte of Death, 
I will prove you with good and evil, and ye 
(hall appear before me to give aceount of youf 
a diions: The Infidels feoff at you, when they 
fee you, arid fay, behold them that deride our 
gods! They obey not the Commandments o£ 
-God} he created man of duff, and fhall (hew 
you the effedfsof his Omnipotency s be not im¬ 
patient to fee the punifhment of the wicked, 
who fay, when (hall be the Day of Judgment? 
Did they know it, .they would remove the. 
Fire from their backs and vifages; that Day 
(hall furprire them , it' (hall aftonifll them when 
they think leall ot it •, they cannot retard it, and 
(hall be deprived of prqtedion. Certainly, they 
fcorued the Prophets that were fent before 
thee, but they were punilhed after their deme¬ 
rits. Say unto them, who but the merciful 
[ God J preferveth you Day and Night ? Never- 
thelefs ye rejedi his Commandments > Have they 
any other God but me, that is able to fave 
them ? Their gods cannot defend themfelves: 1 will 
not protest them, yet w ill 1 enricn them, as 
I punched their fathers, and w ill prolong 
their life , to punifh them on Earth; Know 
fey not that their elates dinunilh on all 
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fides through' thy Conquefts ? Is it (o, that 
they are victorious ? Say unto them, I preach 
to you what God hath infpired into me, but 
the deafhear not when they are exhorted; When 
they are a little touched with the chaftifemenits of - 
God, they fay, oh mifery! We are too blame, 
and are unjuft; I will weigh their works at the 
Day of Judgment, that I may do injuftice to 
ho perfon, of the weight of a grain of Muftard- 
feed, and will mod exa&ly account. We gave 
to Mofes and Aaron the Book that diftinguiiheth 
good from evil,' and commanded them to preach 
our Commandments to them that had our fear 
before their eyes. That Book is bleffed, and was 
ferit From, us 5 neverthelefs, unbelievers rejedf 
and condemn it. We heretofore inilru&ed A- 
braham in the right way, and knew that he 
wa's a Righteous man. Remember thou that he 
faid to his Father, and his People, What Idols da 
ye adore ? They faid. We find that our Fathers 
adored them; he faid unto them, your Fathers 
and ^oii were exceedingly erroneous: They faid, 
Dofl: thou {peak the truth, or doit thou jeft ? He 
faid, Certainly your Lord is the Lord of Heaven 
and fiarth, I fwear to you that he created them; 
Having convinced thofe Idolaters , he faid, By 
God, I will make war upon your Idols, he broke 
them with an Hatchet in their ablence, except 
the greateft Idol, on which he hung his Hatchet, 
and faid, Peraventure they will accufe him to 
have broken the other: Seeing at their teturn 
their Idols broken, they laid, who hath in this 
manner handled our gods ? He is impious ; we 
beard it is a yQung man,' named Abraham , who 
derideth them , bring him before the eyes of the 
People, perhaps they {hall find witnefles of his 
action. They faid unto him, Oh Abraham ! It is 
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thou that haft fo abufed our gods ; he faid on the 
contrary, it is that great Idol; they enquired of 
each other if thofe Idols fpake , and if they had 
motion; afterwards they returned to themfelves, 
and faid to the People, Ye are too blamerto adore 
thofe Idols ; he threw them headlong againft the 
ground, and they faid. Oh Abraham ! Thou well 
kneweft that they fpake npt at all; he anfwer- 
ed. Why therefore do ye worlhip what can nei¬ 
ther benefit nor hurt you ? You defile your felves 
in adoring them inftead of God. Do ye not know 
him? Then they faid, Burn Abraham, and let 
us defend our Gods, if ye are Righteous mep; 
but we commanded the Fire to lofe its heat, to 
preferve Abraham ; they would-have tormented 
him, and we deftroyed them; we fayed him, as 
we preferved Lot -, we condu&ed him into the 
Land of Bleffing, gave him Ifaac , and Ja¬ 
cob, and the Children of their Children, Righte¬ 
ous men , and True believers, to inftrudfc the 
People in the way of Salvation; we infpired 
them to do good works, to pray at the time ap¬ 
pointed , to pay Tithes, and to worlhipus ; we 
gave to Lot prudence and knowledge , and de¬ 
livered him from the Inhabitants of the City, 
who were the moft vicious upon Earth; we were 
gracious to him, becaufe he was Righteous. 
Remember Noah , and that he heretofore invoked 
us; we heard his Prayer, and delivered him from 
great danger, and all that were with him in the 
Ark; we delivered him from the hand of the 
wicked, whom we drowned. Remember Da¬ 
vid, and Solomon, who rendred Juftice in- the. 
Field, .whereinto the Flocks of the Village en- 
tred by Night without Shepherds'; we are 
witnefs of their Judgments, we inftrufted 
Solomon in Juftice, we gave him Prudence and 

Know- 
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Knowledg 5 the Mountains adored us with "David. 
and with him the Birds praifed us ; we were 
with them when.they praifed us/, We taught .you 
the manner of fowing [Seed] to preferve 
you from necelfity; peradventure ye will be 
thankful to me. We commanded the Winds 
to obey Solomon , and know all that he did. The 
Devils obeyd him, they dived into the Sea, to 
ftflifor Gems for him, and travelled alfo in other 
matters; and wehindred them to ad mifchief 
againft men. Remember who. prayed to h'is 
Lord, and faid, I am in exceeding great afflidi- 
on; thou art the merciful of the merciful : We 
heard him, and delivered him from his afflidion; 
gave to him our grace, and to his family, and to 
them that were with him, who had patience, and 
trailed in me. Remember Ifmael , Enoch , * Del - * Delcafel 
cafel , and Zachary , they perfevered in well do- is El J- 
ing; we gave them our grace, becaufe they, | e o e o ^ he 
yvere Righteous. Remember Jonas, whoforfook compo f e{ j 
his People in difpleafure > he believed I could do by Abdel- 
nothing againft him; but he cryed in the dark, bakj. 
and faid. There is no God befides thee, praifed 
be thy Name; I am to blame for having offended 
thee. We heard him, and delivered him from his 
dilafter. Thus do I protect True believers, when 
they invoke me. Remember Zachary , who made 
his Prayer, and laid. Lord, I know there is no 
better Heir in the World than thy felf; yet let me 
not dye without iffue: We heard his requeft, gave 
him a Son, named John, and rendred his Wife 
fruitful. All thefe Prophets went on with ala¬ 
crity to do well, and invoked us with humility, 
with defire to obtain our grace, and with fear 
of the torments of Hell. Remember Mary, whole 
womb I bleffed; we inlpired into her or,r Spirit, 
and gave her a Son, a Miracle in the World. 

Your 
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Your Law is one onely Law, and I am one oriely 
God, werihip me, and be not impious; ye all (bail 
appear before me to be judged. I will protedi the 
True believers that (hall have done good works, 
and will write what they (hall do tor their re¬ 
ward. Mifery is upon the Cities that we have 
ruined; their inhabitants (hall not return into the 
World, until thepaffage be opened to Jagog and 
Magog, and they come running from the eminent 
places of the Earth; then ihall the Day of Judg¬ 
ment approach ; the promifed Truth Ihall not be 
far off, it ihall trouble the fight of the wicked , 
who ihall fay, O mifery ! We are miierable, wedid 
not forefee this difafter, we have been exceeding 
too blame for having offended God. It ihall be laid 
unto them, Ye worihipped inftead of God, the 
firebrands of Hell, into which ye ihall be caff head¬ 
long : Had your Idols been Gods, as ye believed, 
they ihould not have entred Hell; they, and 
thcfe that have adored them, ihall be eternally 
daniried; they ihall groan, complain, and ihall 
not be heard : Such as ihall be in Paradife, ihall 
be for remote from them; they ihall not hear their 
howlings, and ihall enjoy eternally what they ihall 
defire; the crys of the Damned ihall not afflidfc 
them; the Angels ihall meet them when they 
come out of their graves; and ihall fay. Behold 
now the day that was foretold you in the 
World; a Day wherein we will open the Hea¬ 
vens, and the Book of the account of all men, 
as we promifed to your predeceffors. We ex- 
ajSdy perform what we prorrife; we have writ¬ 
ten in the OldTeftament, and afterwards in the 
Alcoran, That the Righteous ihall inherit the 
Earth : This Book Ihall teach the way of 
Paradife to them that (hall worihip me : We 
had not fent thee, but in favour of men ; fay unto 

them. 
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them, God hath always infpired into me, that 
your God is one God, will ye not obey him ? If 
they go aftray, I have taught you how they muft 
be intreated. Say unto them, I know not whe¬ 
ther the punifhment denounced to you (hall be 
fpeedy, or tardy. God know'eth what is known, 
and unknown in the World ; I know not whe¬ 
ther he will try you, or defer his puniftiment until 
the time appointed : He is a mod juft Judg, and 
mod merciful; he is not fuch as ye (peak hum. 


CHAP. XXII. 

The Chapter of Pilgrimage , containing Se¬ 
venty and Seven Verfes , written at 
Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, Gracious and Merciful. 

O ye People! fear God. The Earthquake 
that (hall happen at the Day of Judgment (hall be 
wonderful; ye (hall that day fee Mothers forget 
their Children, and every one (hall bear his own 
burden; ye (hall fee men drink, not with Wine, 
but amated and aftonHhed at the'great judgments 
of God. There be , who difpute of the Deity 
with ignorance, and follow the will of the Devil, 
voluntary, and obftinate: It is written,hefhall fe- 
duce them that obey him, and (hall condu# them 
into Hell.' O ye People! if ye doubt of the Refur- 
re&ion, confider how we created you of the dull of 
the Earth; with a little Water (prinkled upon the 
Dull of the Earth; with congealed blood,and a lit¬ 
tle flefh intirely, and not intirely formed. Iform 
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in : the wombs of Women, what leemeth good to 
me-'at the time appointed 5 I caufe you to come 
. forth Children* then I give you life, and make you 
to arrive to the Age of Virility * feme die young, 
and others live to ex;tremiry of Age, to the end 
they may leafn to live well. Confider the Earth, 
dry, dead, and barren, j .when we ihall caufe Rain 
to fall, it (hall change the face, (ball produce 
and nourife its fruits of all forts, fair, and pleading: 
Becaufe God is truth it felf, he raifeth again the 
dead, and is Omnipotent. There Is no doubt but 
the Day of Judgment approacheth, and that God 
will caufe the dead to rife again. There be men 
that difpute of God without knowledg, without 
reafon, without authority, and go afiray from the 
way of his Law i they fhall be full of Ignominy and 
flume, jp-this World., and fhall feel in the other, 
the pairis of HdJ. God doth no injuftice to his 
People. Therebe who who adore him with fcriiplej 
if good befal them, they pejrfevere to adore him j 
if evil, they return to their impiety, and lofe the 
Tiches of Earth,-,and the riches of. Heaven: Thefe 
two Ioffes are exceeding great 5 they invoke Idols 
inflead of God 5 they invoke what can neither 
benefit, nor hurt them: Such prayerS -are by-ways, 
far remote from the Commandments of God'-, 
they, worihip that which doth'rather, mifchief, 
nor advantage them. Certainly, God (hall make 
the • True-belieyers, that do good works, to 
enter into Gardens,wherein flow many Rivers -,he 
doth vyhat feemeth good to him. He that is angry 
that God givetli fuccor, and protection to Mabo- 
See Kttab met j„ t hi s World, and in the other, let him tye 
t temor. a cbrd to a Beam of his Houfe, and hang hini- 
felfj hefliallfee if his choUer will be allayed. God 
. hath fent the Alcoran , as heretofore he lent the 
other Scriptures; it confaineth his Command¬ 
ments, 
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ments, clear and intelligible i it guideth into the 
right way whom it pleafeth him He at the 
Day of Judgment fliall judg the differences that 
are between the Faithful, and Infidels; between 
the Samaritans , the Chriftians, and Idolaters; he 
is Omnifcient. Seeft thou not that all that is in 
Heaven, aqd on Earth, the Sun, the Moon, the 
Stars, the Mountains, Trees, and Beads, adore 
him ? Many worflup him with zeal, but many 
Iikewife merit to be punifhed: None fliall efteem 
him, whom God fliall defpife; he doth as feemeth 
goocT to him. Thefe two contrary parties, the Be¬ 
lievers and the Infidels, have difputed of the 
Deity ; but the Infidels fliall be encompafled with 
flames of Hell, they fliall have Shirts of Fire, boyl- 
ing Water fliall flow in upon their Heads; the 
Firelhall bum what is in their Bellies, and fliall 
roafl .their Skin, they fliall be beaten with Clubs 
of Lxin; when they think to go out of this Fire, 
they fliall enter; further ihtp it, and be eternally 
tormented. God fliall caufe the True-believers, 
that have done good works, to go into Gardens, 
wherein flow many Rivers j they fliall be adorned 
with Bracelets of Gold, and Pearls; they Ihallhe 
clothed with Silk, and enjoy Eternal felicity, be- 
caufe they have profefled his Unity; and the In¬ 
fidels fliall fuffer great torments, for that they have 
hihdred the People to imbracethe Faith, and vifit 
the Temple of Mecca, which God hath eftablifhed 
to be. therein adored of all the World : He that 
fliall be follicited to vilit it, and fliall enter it, 

.with defign to return to his impiety, fliall be 
feverely puniflied. Remember, that we {hewed 
to 4 brabam the place to build the Temple of Mecca ; 
that we commanded him to adore me alone, and 
* to purge my Temple from Idols, fer the fatisfadti- 
cu of them that llouH there make picctffon's. 

Men 
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Men toll come thither to vifit thee from all parts, 
on foot, and on Horfe-back; they toll receive 
profit , they toll there make their prayers at the 
times appointed, and the days nominated; 'they 
toll thank the Isord for his .benefits towards them, 
and the Riches which he hath .given them; and 
toll make likewife procejliohs at r tne oldTemple. He 
that toll reverence it, toll do exceeding well, and 
toh he recompenced of his Lord. It is lawful fop 
’ you to eat of all clean Bealls, except of . fuch as 
have been heretofore prohibited : Departfrom the 
pollution of Idols*, beware of bearing"falfe wit- 
nefs, and be obedient to Gpd. He that faith, God 
hath a Companion, is like to him that fell head¬ 
long from Heaven, whom the BirdsjJevolrred , 
and the wind Call into a remote place, : f(.ill of 
miferies. He that fhall reverence the figns 1 of the 
power of God, jtviil not doubt of his Layy, and 
(hall be rewarded for Kis gpod works J at the 
time appointed ' if he villt the "old Temple ( pf 
Mecca. We'have given to all Nations 1; of the 
World a Law to offer their $acrifices, and to re¬ 
turn thanks to their Lord, for having given them 
advantage, above all forts of.Beads. '¥out God is 
one God, obey his Commandments, proclaim a 
great re ward to them that are obedient to him, to 
them that tremble with fear, when they hear 
mention of his name}' that are patient iji their adr 
verlity, that pray at the time appointed, and dii- 
pence in alms fome part of 7 tljie wealth that we (iave 
given them. We have created the female Camel 
for afign of our unity, fhe toll be profitable to 
The Pit- you in this World. Remember to pronouncedhp 
grim* Sa- fj ame 0 f God, when ye tollfacrifice her, handing 
Camd at on ^ cr tot ’ when to toll fall dead on the ground, 
Mecca, eat of her fleih, if it dike you, khd..give to'eat to* 
luch as toll require it. We hive made: her fub- 
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to you; peradventure ye will be thankful tome for 
this graee.God promoteth before him, neither the 
flefh of this Beail, nor the blood, but onely the 
good works that ye perform.He hath thus fubjeded 
it, That ye may exalt it, and give him thanks for 
having guided you into the right way. Pro¬ 
claim to the righteous, That God will remove 
far from them the malice of the wicked ; he 
abhorreth Tfaytors, and the ingrateful: Declare 
to fuch as fight againft Infidels, to repair the injury 
they Have , done them * that God is fufficiently . 
powerful to proted them. When they were driven 
from their houfes without reafon ; they faid, God 
is our Lord ; Had not God ftirred up the peo, le 
againft each other, the Governs of the Religious, 
the Churches* of the Chriitians, the Synagogues 
of the Jews, and the Temples of the Believers, 
had been ruined, (through .the multitude of s ee 
the wicked, and their malice ,) The name of God is dm. 
exalted in the Temples,of believers, and therein is 
his Law defended and proteded. God is moll 
ftrong j he hath all power over his people. Thofe 
whom God:hath eftabliftied on Earth, with 
vidory over their enemies,make their prayers in the ' 
manner ordained;payTithes,and enjoin to do what 
is honeffc and civil; forbid to do. what ispro- 
.bijbited of ,God, who knoweth the end of aU 
things.If'the.Infidels tradnce thee, their predecef- 
fojrs traduced Noah, Aad , Cha(h,ALo/dism, and Lot, 
they alfo ftandered Mafes : God for a time deferred 
tljeir punilhment, but in the end • moil leverely 
challifedthpm, How many Cities have wede- 
ftroyed, becaufe of they;.impiety ? Wehaveovec- 
thrpwni,and made them defart,fotou gh the death of 
^their inhabitants. Shall thole of Mecca walk for 
jcyer upon Earth, with an hard heart, without 
^fleding upon; vyhat'hath heretofore befaln the 

T In- 
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Infidels? Their eyes are not blind, but their 
hearts are blind, and hardned: They will require 
thee to caufe the wicked to be fpeedily chaftifed; 
Godwill not go againfl: what he hath promifed : 
One day before thy Lord,is as a tlioufand years be¬ 
fore men. How often hath the punifhments of 
in pious Cities been deferred, that in the end were 
deftroyed ? The whole world fhall one day be 
a fumbled before me, to be recompenced after 
tiieir merits. Say unto them, O people ! I 
preach unto you publickly the torments of Hell; 
fuv h as fhall believe, and do good worlds, fhall re¬ 
ceive pardon of their fins, and a precious treafure •, 
they that fhall endeavour to make void the faith, 
fhall be damned. We fent our Prophet to read 
only our Commandments to the people; the 
unbelievers read many things that are not in the Al¬ 
coran 5 but God hath made vain what the Devil had 
there inferted , and confirmed the precepts of 
, his Law: What theDevil there inferted, ferveth 
for fedition to them that are weak in their faith,anjd 
have an hard heart. The Infidels are in an exceed¬ 
ing great error, and are far from the Truth.’Such as 
have the knowledge of Scripture, know that the 
Alcoran is truth it felf, which proceedeth from 
thy Lord: They believe in it, and' humble 
their heart in reading it. God guideth into the 
right way fuch as believe in the truth: The Infidels 
fhall be in doubt, until they be furprized of the 
day of Judgment. That day fhall they be rigorous¬ 
ly chaftifed, that day fhall God command, and 
judg the good and the bad; the righteous that fhall 
have believed,and done good works,fhall enter in¬ 
to delicious Gardens, and the Infidels that fhall 
have difobeyed his Commandments , fhall fuf- 
See Gelal - fer exceeding great torments. They that de- 
do*. parted from Mecca , and went to Medina , to 

abandon 
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abandon the fociety of unbelievers, and were 
Haiti, or died of ficknefs, (hall be rewarded of 
his. divine Majefty. • God is the greateft benefar- 
rdor in the world ; he (hall give them to enter where 
they (hall defirejhe is omni(cient,and moft merciful. 
The believers that (hall take revenge of the 
injury that the unbelievers have done them, 
(hall be proteded of God : He is gracious and 
merciful towards his people ; he make th day to en¬ 
ter intonight, and night into day ; he heareth the 
prayers of True believers, and feeth whatfoever 
they do; and will proteft them, becaufe he is truth 
it (elf. Idols are but vanity; and God is moft high 
_ and omnipotent. Doft thou not conlider that 
God (endeth the rain from Heaven, and that 
the Earth becometh green ? He is benign to 
his people, and knoweth all £ things ]• what- 
foever is in Heaven and Earth, is his; he 
hath no need of his people, and ought to be ex>- 
alted. Seeft thou not that God hath fubjeded to 
you all the beads that are upon the earth ? Seeft 
thou not that the (hip runneth upon the fea, 
through his command, to tranfport you and 
your fubftance ? Seeft thou not, that he hindrtth 
Heaven to fall upon the E?*th ? certainly he is oe- 
nign, and merciful;He it is that hath given you life 
and death, he (hall make you to die, and (hall 
raife you again, nevertheless man is ingrateful for 
his favours. We have given a law to all the Nati¬ 
ons of the World,to guide them int< > the right way; 

, if they obferve it, they will not dilbute againft thee. 
‘Invoke thy Lord, thou-art in the right way; 
if they difpute againft thee fay unto them, God 
knoweth all your adions, he (hall judge your dif¬ 
ferences at the day of Judgment: knoweft thou not 
that God knoweth whatioever is in heaven or in 
-earth? All is written, and this is moft ealie to his 
T 2 divine 
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divine Majefty. Idolaters adojre without reafon. 
Idols that underftand not whether they be gods^yr 
-no, that (hall be without protection at the day of 
Judgement ; when they preach to meu niy 
Commandments, they know by their count enanoe 
thofe that are impious, and ingrateful for nay 
graces;they would with wrath fall upon them that 
inltrudt them. Say unto them, I declare unto you 
-things more grievous: God hath prepared the tire 
of hell to chaitife Infidels. O people ! A parable is 
related to you, hear it. All the Idols that ye a- 
dore, cannot create a flie, when they (hall beaflem* 
bled to do it; if the flies corrupt any thing that is of¬ 
fered to them, they have not the power to drive 
them away , becaufe of their impotency , and 
the weaknefs of them that adore them: They 
praife notGod in that manner as is juft and reafona- 
ble, he is moll ftrong, and moft powerful; he hath 
chofen melfengers to bear and execute his Com¬ 
mandments among Angels and men ; he heareth 
whatfoever they fay, beholdeth whatfoever they do,. 
he knoweth whatfoever they have done, and all 
things obey him.O ye that believe! honor and wor- 
fhip your Lord, and do good, perhaps you (hall 
be blelfed: Fight for the eftabHfhment of. his 
Law with affeCtion, he hath chofen' you to fol¬ 
low it; he hath not given you a Law heavy and 
troublefom,- It is the Law of Abraham your Father, 
he hath (tiled you the Refigned to God, before the 
coming of the Alcoran: the Prophet (hall tefti- 
fie againlt you at the day of Judgment', apd 
ye (hall teftifle againlt the people, that the Pro¬ 
phet hath preached to them the right Way; per* 
fevere in your prayers, pay tithes, and trull in God, 
he is your Lord and your Protestor.

Seven 
Heavens, and haye care of theconfervation o( all 
People that are beneath > we fend Water from 
Heaven fo fatisfie your neceffities; we make it to 
fall upon the Earth, and have power to caufe to 
pafs away and deprive you Qofit.J We have 
created, and made gardens to bring forth Datd- 
trees, Grapes, and many other fruits, by which

Coiour*. nah that produce Oyl, and * tindture; ye receive 
great advantage by beafts, they fuftain you with 
Milk, and afford you many other profits, ye 
mount them; and Ships alfo- to carry you whi¬ 
ther ye defire to go. We lent Noah, who fpake 
to the People, andfaid, worfhip one God alone, 
what other god will ye implore but him? Will 
ye not fear to .worthip another ? The chief 
among the People that were Idolaters, faid to 
their adherents , This man is a man like 
your felves, he would appear, and ' be e- 
fteemed more than you i if God would be 
adored alone, as he faith „ he would caufe 
an Angel to defcend, that -fhould bring 
his Commandments ; we have not heard 
fpoken to our Predeceffors, what he faith; he 
is a man pofTeffed of the Devil, tarry, and ye 
fhall fee what will become of him: Then Noab 
faid, Lord, prote£t me againft them, and de¬ 
fend me from their Blafphemies> we commanded 
him to build an Ark, when our Commandment 
was given to deftroy the wicked, and when the 
Water of his .Caldron boy led, we command¬ 
ed him to enter into the Ark, with two 
beafts of every kind and fpeeies; all men we 
deftroyed, except them of whom we have before 
fpoken, ( we faid unto him) fpeak not to me 
for Infidels, they fhall be drowned, when thou 
• fhalt have taken order for every thing that muft 
enter into the Ark with thee. Say, praife.be to 
God, who hath delivered us from the malice 
of the wicked; Lord, give us to defcend in a 
bleffed place, thou art the bell Pilot in the World. 
It was a fign of my Omnipotency to prove the 
■People of Noab: We created' after them another 
People, to whom we fent an Apoftle, to ii> 

ftrudt 
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flrud them to worlhip one God ; and he faid. 
What God will ye adore other than God ? Will 
ye not feat his wrath ? Their Doctors that were 
impious, who denied the Refurre&ion of the 
flelh, and on whom we had conferred the Wealth 
of the Earth, faid, he is a man, he eateth and 
drinketh like you, if ye obey not a man like to 
your felves, Ihall ye be deftroyed ? Doth he pro- 
mile you to return into the World, after having 
been bones and dull ? O abufe! O abufe ! ye are 
abuled in what he promileth, he is a man like 
others, he is a lyar, we will not believe him ; 
That Apoftle laid, Lord, preferve me from 
their Blalphemies, they Ihall repent fuddenly 
of their impiety; then thunder furprifed them, 
and deftroyed them, as they defejrved; we made 
the Land dry and barren without fruit, and 
created other perfons in their place. Man cannot 
die before his hour, and none can retard its we 
lent oujr Apoflles and our Prophets to inftrudi 
the People, but they were flain one after ano¬ 
ther, every Nation traduced the Prophet that 
we lent them, and we made them ferve for ex¬ 
amples to Pofterity, and deftroyed the wicked. 
We lent Mofes and his Brother Aaron to Pbaroah , 
and his Doctors, with our Miracles, and with 
moft intelligible realbns ; they arofe againft the 
Faith, they tormented the Children of Ifrael, 
and laid, Ihall we believe in a man like to our 
felves, of them that obey us ? They llandred 
both of them, and were in number of the dam¬ 
ned. We gave to Mofes the Book of the Law, 
peradventure it will guide the Children of If 
rnel into the right way; we created Jefus, and 
Mary his Mother, they are ligns of our Unity; 
we eftabliftied them in an eminent place, where 
they ltayed near a Fountain. 0 Apoftles and 
T 4 Prophets'. 
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Prophets! eat of the Fruits of the Earth, anA 
do good, I know whatfoever ye do; your LaW 
is one Law, and I alone am your Lord; take 
heed to your felves, follow not the Law of the 
Infidels, every one liketh What he doth,- ddpart 
from the wicked, and leave them in their er¬ 
rors, an account (hall be required of them of 
the riches, and of the Children that we have 
given them, but they know it not. Such as fear 
the punilhment of their Lord, that obey his 
Commandments, profefs his Unity, grve Alms 
of the fabftathce that he hath given them, and 
fear in their Heart, that they are not acceptable 
to them, lhall appear in his prefence j fuch as 
ihall obey him, ftiall enjfoy his grace ; he riquireth 
not of any man what fte is unable to perform. 
We have a Book that declareth the truth, ho in- 
juftice lhall be done to him that lhall do what 
he is able ; certainly the Infidels are in ignorance 
of the Alcoran , they adt what is quite contrary, 
to that which is commanded True believers but 
we have punifhed the. chief among them in 
their piofperity. Be not this Day refohrte, ye 
ihall not be prote&ed of us. Our Command¬ 
ments are taught you, neverthelefs ye are return¬ 
ed upon your fteps, and are rilen againft the 
Faith, and m dilcourfing by Night, withdrew 
your felves from the Righteous. Confider they 
not the wtrds [ of the Alcoran ? ] Doth it con¬ 
tain any thing that hath not been ordained to their 
Prcdecelfors? Know they not the Prophet that 
God hath fent to them? Wherefore will they 
not acknowledg him? Will they fay that he 
is pofTtffed of the Devil ? On the contrary, he 
teacheth them the truth, neverthelels the greateft 
part of them deteft him 5 if their will had 
place, Heaven and Earth , and whatlbever is 
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betwixt them , (houtd be confounded; We 
have infhrU&ed them in the Law, which they 
ought, to obferve, but they have renounced 
it > Doft thou require of them any recompence for 
Ay itiftru&ions? Ttiy Lord (hall reward thee, 
there is rione that is of power to recompdhcfe 
thee better than He. Call them to theright Way> 
fitch as {hall not believe the Refurre&ion, (hall 
err. If we pardon and deliver them from affi&i- 
Oh, they will ftill continue in their errors, to their 
confufion •, we heretofore chaftifed than, never- 
thelefs they humble not Aemfelves, neither unplo- 
red their Lord ; and when we opened upon them 
the gate of our Judgments, they became defperate. 

God hath given you fight, hearing and fenfe, but 
Aw among you return him thanks » he it is that 
hath created you of earth, ye (ball one day be at 
fembled before him to be judged •, he it is that giveth 
life and death, and rnaketh the difference of day 
and night, will you r.ot honor him, neither 
confider ? On the contrary, they have faid, 
as did their predeceffors, wherefore (ball we 
die ? our bones (hall be duft, and (hall we rife 
again ? This was heretofore promifed to our fa¬ 
thers, and to us, certainly it is but an old fbng; Say 
Unto them, to whom apperiaineth the earth, 
and whatfoever is in the earth, if ye know [ its Cre¬ 
ator and King? ] They will fay, it is God’s i 
Say unto thOn, know ye not then, that he that 
created you can raife you again ? Who is Lord of 
the feven heavens ? who poffeffeth the throne of 
heaven ? They Will fay, it is God s fay unto them, 
w ill ye not fear then to worfhip any other God 
but him ? Say unto them, who is King of all 
things ? who fuftatneth them, and is fuftained of 
none ? They will lay, that it is God i Say unto 
them, why then do ye deceive your fdves ? we have 

taught 
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taught them the truth, but they have reje&ed it, 
andfaid, that God had a fon; were there another 
'God with God, the one would undo what the o- 
ther hath done, and they would rife the one againft 
the other. Praifed be God, what they affirm is 
pot true, God knoweth that is pail, the 
prefent and the future , he hath no companion ; 
Say, Lord, give me to fee the effed of all that thou 
haftpromifed to them, and put me not among the 
unjuft, deliver us from evil, and do good to us, 
I know their impiety > Lord deliver me from the 
temptations of the devil,, deliver me from their 
malice ; when any one among them dieth, he 
faith, Lord, permit me to return into the world, 
I will do better than I have done; there is no return, 
it is to fpeak in vain, there is anobftacle behind 
them, thatdetainetji them until t}ie day of Judg¬ 
ment i when the Trumpet fhall found, nothing 
fhall retard them, they fhall not glory, nor dil- 
courfe with each other ; the ballanceof the bleffed 
fhall be heavy with good works, and the ballance 
ofthecurfed fhall be light of good works. Have 
, not my Commandments been preached unto yon, 
wherefore did ye contemn them ? They fhall fay. 
Lord, our mifery prevailed over us, we are miflead. 
Lord deliver us from this mifery, the contrary 
was promifed to us, truly we are exceedingly too 
blame. It fhall be laid unto them, depart into 
the fire, and never fpeak to come out. Many 
ofthemthatworfhipme, fay. Lord, we believe in 
thee, pardon our fins, thou art merciful. Ye have 
derided them, O ye wicked! and have defpifed 
my. Commandments, but I will reward them for 
their perfeverance, and they fhall be bleffed. |t 
fhall be faid to thofe that rife again, how many 
years have ye remained in the earth ? they fhall 
anfwer, we nave been there a day, or fome days'; 
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ask of the Angels appointed to keep the ac¬ 
count, yeliave been there but a littetinie, did 
ye know it,- do ye believe that I have created, 
and aifembled you before me in vain > Praife 
and exalt God, King of Truth, there is no 
God but he, he is King of heaven i he is 
void of reafon that invoketh another god with 
Him, he (hall give account of his a&ions, and 
the Infidels fhall be miferable : Say , Lord, par¬ 
don the fins of the righteous, thou art the great 
merciful. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

The Chapter of Light , containing Seven¬ 
ty and four Ferfes , written ^ME¬ 
DINA. 

I N the name of God, gracious and merciful. We 
have fent this Chapter containing our Com¬ 
mandments clear and intelligible, peradventure , 
ye will learn them. The + Catamite and the man or • 11 
Concubine fhall be whipt with an hundred j, 0 y ^p* 
ftripes > take heed left clemency caufe you to for- unlawful- 
get the precepts of the Law of God, believe in Iy. 
his divine Majefty , and the day of Judgment} 

Some of the True believers'fhall be witnefles Of 
their punifhment; The Catamite lying with a 
Concubine, or an Infidel, the Concubine lying 
with a Catamite or Infidel, thefe thuigs are 
forbidden the True believers. He that fhall 
ace nfr an honeft woman of adultery, fhall be whipt 
with twenty four ftripes, unlefs he prove his 
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accufafton by four witneflesy and’ (hall never be cre¬ 
dited in teftimony. They that do fuch things, 
ait without the obedience of God, except thofe 
that repent, and fatishe what they owe, God 
/ball be to them gracious and merciful. They that 
(hall accufe their wives of adultery, and have na 
witneffes, fhall fwearfoar times that they fpeak 
the truth, and fhall the fifth time call for the 
curie of God to be upon them, if they be lyars. 
The wife {hall be exempt from purilhment, if Ihe 
fwear four times that her husband is a lyar, and if 
the fifth time Ihe pray that the wrath and indig¬ 
nation of God may be upon her, if what her 
husband hath faid he true ; in this manner doth 
God gratifie you , that ye may underftand the 
See Gthl- trut h> he is- moft jgradqi* and moft wile. That 
din. Troup that made defe&ion from the 'True believers 

wijhalye, and falfe teftimony, did. you no harms 
on the contrary, they did advantage yous eve¬ 
ry one fhall bfar the burden of his fins, the moft 
malicious among them (hall be thrown head- 
. long into the torments of Hell j It was an hap- 
Jbdalla P‘ ne & that ye heard the fenfe of the Believers from 
bin Seloub. their own mouth, when they laid, that thofe men 
lyed impudently s if they had not prefented 
One of thofe f° ur witneffes, they had found none other, 
nitborrteti they ate lyars. Without the grace and - mercy 
wives *ras of God, they Ihould have already felt great 
accufed of torments in this world, and in the other, becaufe 
adultery of that impollure: When they fpake of what 
with S4- t jiey Were jg nor a nt ^ y £ deemed it to be no- 
Mabmeti thfogi ,but it is an exceeding great fin be- 
enemies. fore God, if when ye heard it, ye faid, that 
to fpeak of thofe things did not concern 
you, ye knew it to be an imrolture, God 
forbiddeth you to relapfe, if ye believe in his 
Law, he thus declareth to you his pleafftre, 

he 
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he is OmPt&ifcUt and moft Prudent; fuch as defife 
to caft obloquy among the True-believers, (hall be 
rigoroufly chadded in this World, and in4he 
other, Gqd knoweth that of which ye are igno¬ 
rant : Had not God been favourable to you, he 
had chaftifcd you in burning fury, he is gracious 
and ‘ merciful, j, Oh ye that are Trua-believeis! 
follow npt the foot-fteps of the Devil, he will en- 
joyn you vice and fin; had not God gratilied 
you with his Mercy , not any among yon (hould 
have been purged from that impoilure-, but God 
purifieth whom he feeth good, he Keareth all, 
and knoweth all your intentions. The molt rich, 
and powerful among you have not fwofa to 
do no good to their Parents, the Poor, or to 
them that fight for the Law of God, neverthe¬ 
less they do, it not to them, and flie them; defire 
they not that God (hould. pardon them' ? He is 
neither gentle nor pitiful hut towards True-be¬ 
lievers. They that accufe of immodefty,. Wo¬ 
men chafe, innocent, anddhithful , (hall jbi ae-' 
curfed in this World, and Ihall fuifar great 
torments at the day, when their Tongues, their 
•Hands, and their jFeet (ball teffifie againii them; 
at the fame time,{hallGpd pay to them what dial! be 
due unto them without in juilice , and .they flia.ll 
knowthatGodi? tfuth.it lelf.The; wicked^Wr^ren 
Ihall (peak as the wicked men, and/the wicked 
men as the wicked -Women : The good [Wo¬ 
men] (hall fpeak as the good [men]: and ttye good 
[ men] as the good Women; the good are.in¬ 
nocent of thejmpbfture.of the wicked, they (hall 
enjoy the Grace of God, and the Tre^(ures.,of Pa- 
radife. Oh ye that are True-believers! enter not ' 
into another Jjpufe without permiifiou; if ye fa- 
lute them that dwell there, ye (hall do well; per- 
adventure ye will be mindful; if ye find none of 

the 
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the Houfe, enter not without permiffion; if the? 
(peak to you to return, ye {hall return, it is better 
C than to ftay at the door ) God beholdeth aH 
that ye do, ye (hall not offend God to enter in¬ 
to houfes inhabited, if ye have affairs there, God 
knoweth all your intentions. Speak unto the 
True-believers, that they contain their fight, that 
they be chafte,' that they do good, and that God 
knoweth all- their a&ions. Speak unto the True- 
believing Women, that they contain their fight, 
and that they be .chafte, that they fuffer nothing 
of their beauty to be feen, but what ought to 
be feen; that they cover their bofbm; and their 
vifage, that they permit thern not to be be feen, 
but by their Husbands,their Children,the Children 
of their Husbands , their Brothers , their Ne¬ 
phews,their Sifters,their Women, and their Daugh¬ 
ters, Maid-fervants, and Slaves, by their Dome- 
ftiques, that are not,capable of Marriage, by Chil¬ 
dren that regard not the beauty of Women ; and 
that they move not their feet, to fhew they are 
well fibod. Implore pardon of God, peradven- 
ture ye (hall be happy ; many Maidens of your owii 
Religion, the Daughters of the Righteous, or 
your Slaves , if mey be poor, God (hall enrich 
them with his Grace, he is moll liberal and Om- 
nifcient. Such as have not Means to Marry, fhall 
live chaftly, until God hath given them means: 
Such as have deiire to marry their Slaves, fhall 
have power to pafs a Contract of Marriage, if 
they know them to be wife, and fhall give them 
part of me wealth that God hath beftowed on 
them. Defpife not your Wives that are cha.ce, to 
commit Wnoredotn, if ye delire good in this 
World ; if ye contemn them, God fhall be to 
them propitious, and mercitul; we have fent to 
you thefe Precepts, clear and intelligible, like to 

them 
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them that were taught your Predeceflors, to he 
preached to the Righteous; God illuminateth the 
Heaven and the Earth, as the Lamp that is in the 
Lanthom of ChryhaL, fed with Oyi of the bleffed 
Olive; it feemeth to be a Star full of Light, which 
goeth neither to the Weft,nor to the Eali,and yeild- 
eth brightnefs upon brightnefs; God guideth by his 
light whom it pleafeth him, he teacheth his People 
Parables, and is Omnifeient; hepermitteth you 
to praife him in your Houfes, there to be mind¬ 
ful of his name, and to exalt him evening and 
morning. Oh ye men ! your affairs ought 
not to hinder your remembrance of his divine Ma- , 
jefty, to make your prayers at the time appointed, 
neither to pay Tithes. Fear the day when the hearts 
of men fhall be perplexed, and their fight troubled, 
when God fhall reward and chaftile every one 
after his works, and fhall augment his grace up¬ 
on the good ; he enrkheth with his innumerable be¬ 
nefits whom to him feemeth good. The good works 
of the wicked are like to mills in a fpacious plain, 
they feem to be water when afar off, and being 
approached, nothing is to be there found ; They 
fhall find before God the Book, wherein is written 
whatfoever they have done, he fhall punifh them 
according to their demerits, he is exadl to keep 
account. Their a&ions are moreover like to the 
darknefs that is in the bottom of the fea, that is 
covered with wave upon wave, obfcurity and dark¬ 
nefs upon one another ; he that is in this darknefs 
cannot fee his hand ; he that fhall not be illumina¬ 
ted by God, fhall not fee a jot; Seeft thou not, 
that whatfoever is in Heaven and Earth exalteth 
the glory of God ? the Birds extend their wings 
before him to praife him, he heareth the prayers 
of all his creatures, and underftandeth the praifes 
that they give him, he knoweth all that they 
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do, he is King of Heaven and earth, the refuse 
of all the world : Seeft thou not how he affembletri 
the clouds ? how he placeth them one upon an¬ 
other? Confidereft thou not how the rain falleth 
through their pores ? and that God caufeth frefti 
•Water to defcend from the mountains ? He 
hath given it to whom feemeth good to him, he 
caufeth the brightnefs of lightning to approach men, 
which blindeth their fight, and overwhelmeth the 
day with night ? Thefe things are figns of his 
omnipotency, to them that confider them/: Hp 
created ofa little water,all forts of living Creatures', 
fome creep upon the Earth, others walk upon two 
feet, and others upon four •> he created what plea- 
fed him, he is omnipotent. Certainly, he hath 
fent a Law clear and intelligible, to condudfc into 
the right Way whom it IhaHfeem good tohim.The 
Infidels fay. We believe in God, and his Prophet: 
neverthelefs a party among^ them abandon his 
Law, and believe not in his divine Majefty: When 
they are called before God, and before the Prophet, 
to judge their differences, many among them re¬ 
fute to come v if they come, it is with con¬ 
tempt. They are greatly afflidted at heart, do they 
fear that God and his Prophet will dp them in- 
juftice? On the contrary, they themteives are un¬ 
juft. When the True believers are called before 
God, and the Prophet, to be judged, they fay,We 
have heard and obeyed they are not ignoraitt. 
Thofe that (hall obey God, and his Prophet, (hall 
be bleffed. Many (wear to fight gallantly for the 
Faith, when they Ihallbe cotnnj^nded to, march 
againft the enemy i fay unto them , .Swear 
not, your obedience to tlje Prophet ftialt be pre¬ 
ferred to your oaths, God knoweth whatfpever ye 
db •, fay unto them, Obey God, and his Pro¬ 
phet > if they be difohedient, they lhall bear 
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their burden, and ye (hall bear your own 5 if ye 
©bey, ye (hall follow the right way. The Pro¬ 
phet is obliged onely to preach intelligbly; God 
promifeth to the True believers, that fliall do 
good works, that they (hall live long upon Earth, as 
he promifed to them that were before them, that 
they might eftablilhthe Law that he gave them> 
he (hall change their fear into affurance; he (hall 
deliver them from terror, that they may adore 
him alone, without Companion. -He that is wick¬ 
ed, will depart from the obedience which he 
oweth to God : Make your prayers at the time 
appointed, pay Tithes, and obey the Prophet, God 
mall give yon his mercy. Believe not that the Infi¬ 
dels are more powerful on Earth than we ; they 
fliall be precipitated into the fire of Hell. O ye that 
are True believers 1 your Slaves and your Servants 
■of free-condition (hall require leave of you, to 
-enter where ye fliall be thrice, viz. Before the 
Prayer at break of Day, after Noon, and after 
Supper; they (hall not offend in entring without 
leave, where ye fliall be at another time i they 
enter there to fetve you. In this manner doth 
< 3 od teach you his Commandments, he knoweth 
the humor of his Creatures, and is mod prudent in 
all that he ordaineth. It is ordained to your 
Children, when they lhatt be at age of diferetion, 
to demand of you permiffion to do what they (hall 
defire, as did your Predeceflors: Thus doth God 
teach you his Commandments; he is gracious 
and merciful. The old and decrepit Women (halt 
not offend God, to quit their vails, and difcover 
thek feces? provided it be .without vanity, and 
defign to (hew thek Ornaments: If they abflain, 
they fliall do well, God heareth whatfoever ye 
fay, and knoweth all that is in your hearts.. The 
Blind, the Lame, the Sick, and you alfo, (ball 
U not 
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See Kjtab not fin, to eat in the Houfeof your Children; at, 
letemrr. the Hoiife of you/ Father and Mother, Brothers, 
Sifters, Uncles, Aunts, Friend's ; and intheHOirffe 
of .yout Servants 3 ye (hall not offend God, if ye 
eat together., or'apart. When'ye‘{hall enter into 
any Houfe, falute each other from God, with 
bleiling and affection. Thusdoth God teach you 
his ‘Command tnents, pcradventure you wilf learn 
them. When thoffe that believed in God, and his 
Prophet, repaired to the Prophet, they retired not 
without his perrhilhon. Such as required leave (to 
depart)believe in God, and his Prophet ; if they re¬ 
quireleave of thee for anybufihefe, licence whom 
fhall feem good to thee,and'pray to God for theft*; 
he is gracious and merciful. Call not the Prophet,as 
See Kjtab Y e " ca d one another among you : God knoWefh 
■ tltenoir. fuch as fhamefully depart out of,'the Temple, and 
the Trench. Such as difobey his Command¬ 
ments, ought'to take heed, left fome mifchief be¬ 
fit! them, and that they fuffer.not great torments *. 
Wh'atfoever is in the Heavens,; or on Earth, is 
_ r/ .Gods; he knoweth ifyearezeafous in yourl&th,.. 
Jin ** otbe hypocrites; he knoweth the Day where- . 
in all the'World {hall be affembledbefore him [to 
be judged. ] In that day (hall men bet vvhat they 
have done v he knbweth all things. 


CHAP. XXV. 

The Chapter of the Alcoran, containing Se¬ 
venty and [even Ferfes^written tftMecca. 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful: 

Praifed be He .that lent the Akoran to his Ser¬ 
vant to inftrudt the World 5 he is King of the 

Hea- 



Heavens and Earth"; he hath no £on, nor Com¬ 
panion in. his .Reign!; he created and ordain¬ 
ed every* thing. The Infidels worlhip Gods 
that can create nothing and are things 
created ; they can neither. do' them . good 
nor etfil, ' they- can 1 give neither Life nor 
Death, .neither caufe them to rife again. They , 
lay that the Alcoran is but a fable of' thine inven¬ 
tion,'^invented with the affiftance of fome other 
Perfon; but they lye and blafpheme. They fay 
that it is but an old Song, and a ra&le of the An¬ 
cients : that thou writeft, and that thou ftudieft 
Morning and Evening. Say' unto them, It was 
lent by him that knoweth all things in Heaven 
and Earth, altogether.gracious and merciful. 
They laid. Who is. this Prophet ? He eateth Bread 
and-Meiit , and walketh through the ftreets; we 
will. not believe him, unlefs that an Angel de¬ 
fend from Heaven to preach to us with him ; 
unlefs. that Angel enrich him, and that he have a, 
Garden full of good andfavory fruits; he is but 
a Wizard, or one poifelled of the Devil. Gon- 
lider to' what they compare thee; certainly they 
are hr error, and cannot find the right way. 
Praife and blefs him that is able to beftow on 
thee a greater good, when it fhall feem good to' 
thee, to wrt. Gardenswherein flow many Ri¬ 
vers, and Houfesof pleafure. They have denyed 
the certainty of lliaiverfal Judgment, and we 
have prepared the Fire of Hell to’punifh them; 
wrath fhall carry them away with terrible crys: 
when they fhall behold the place of the affembly 
of Judgment; when they fhall there appear, they 
fhall be defperate, and fhall cry, Omifery.' Cry 
not O mifery ,' cry O miferies ! (in the Plural J- 
Ask of them which is better, and more advan¬ 
tageous - , .-that, or Paradife, which is prepared for 
U 2 the 
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the recompence of the ri^iteous, where they 
(halldwell eternally with all manner of felicity *- 
this is it that God hath promifed, and that which 
was impetrated of his Divine Majefty, ( for them 
that have his fear before their eyes) I wiU one 
day affemble Idolaters, with their Idols; God 
(hall fay unto them, you are they who have fedu-1 
ced my creatures from the right way; they (hall 
fay, praifed be thy Name; we ought to have wor- 
(hipped none burthy Divine Majefty; but the wealth 
that thou gaveft to our Magiftrates, and their life, 
which thou did ft prolong, caufedthem to forget 
thy Commandments; they were pernicious men,in 
that they abjured thy law, they cannot this day 
be exempt from thepunilhmentof our crimes, nei¬ 
ther proted: us againft thy wrath. The Idolaters 
(hall be rigoroufly punched; the Prophets that we 
lent before thee, did eat Bread and Meat, and 
walked through the ftreets 5 we prove them one 
after another: Perfevere, God beholdeth them that 
are patient.

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things. ' Remember thou that Mofes faid to his 
Family, 1 fee a Fire, I go to it, I wilPbring you 
tidings , I will bring you a (park, peradventure 
you fhall be warmed; when he drew near to the 
Fire, he heard a voice that faid to him, oh Mo¬ 
fes ! that which is in this Fire, and whatfoever is 
about it, is bleffed 5 praife is due to God, Lord' 
of the Univerfe ; I am God Omnipotent, and 
Eternal; Call: thy Half on the ground: When 
Mofes beheld his ftaff to move, as it had been alive, 
he went back very forrowful , and returned 
no more; Fear not that Half, my MetTenger 
and my Prophets have no fear in my pre- 
fence ; he that fhall be converted, fhall find me 
gracious and merciful. Put thine Hand into thy 
Pocket, it fhall come forth white,without harm, it 
fhall be one of the Nine marks of my Omnipotency. 

' Pbaroah , and hisMinifters were altogether errone¬ 
ous; when they faw-my Miracles, they faid that 
they were but Sorcery , ,they defpifed ■ them^ and 
encreafed their impiety ; Confider what is the end 
of the wicked, and how they have been defrayed; 

We gave knowledg to David and to Solomon ; they 
faid, God hath gratified us above many of his 
Servants that have believed in his Omnipotency ; 
Solomon was David's Heir, and and faid to the 
People, we underftand the Language of Birds, 
we know whatfoever can be known, it is an ex¬ 
ceeding great Grace. Solomon's Army being one 
day affembled before him, compofed of Men, De¬ 
vils, and Birds, he lead them to the Valley of 
Pifmires; a Pifmire their Queen, cryed out, 

Oh Pifmires ! enter into your Houfes, left- Solo¬ 
mon and his Troups trample you under foot, with¬ 
out knowledg of it. Solomon hearing thefe words, 
remained feme time without fpeaking, and 
in the end began to laugh, faying. Lord aiM 
X me, 
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me, that I may give thee thanks for the benefits 
and graces *vhich thou didft confer upon my Fa¬ 
ther ; if l do well, thou wilt accept it, place me 
through thy Mercy in number of them that exalt 
* A Bird SW; he called for the * tPTwop , and faid, 
fo called. Wherefore fee I not the TVboop ? Is fliein the num¬ 
ber of the abfent ? I will punifh and put her to 
death, if {he have not a lawful excufe; not long 
after, {he humbled her felf before Solomon , 
who asked her whence {he came? She anfwer- 
cd, I come from feeing what thou feeft not, I 
come from the Kingdom of Saba, whence I bring 
certain tidings ; I have found a woman, their 
Queen, who hath whatfoever is neceffary fora 
King; {he hath a great and magnificent Throne, I 
have found that (he with her Subjects adore the 
Sun, the Devil caufed them to delight in this 
their action, he hath {educed them from the right 
way, and they (hall be in error until they wor- 
fhip one God, who fendeth Rain from Hea¬ 
ven , and maketh the Earth to produce Plants and 
Fruits, who knoweth whatfoever is in the hearts 
of men, and what they utter; God! There is 
but one God, Lord of the Univerfe. Solomon 
laid, I Ihall foon fee if thou fpeak truth, or whe¬ 
ther thou be in the number of the Lyars; Go, 
bear to her this Letter, and obferve what {he and 
her People {hall anfwer ; at her arrival, the Queen 
faid to her Minifters, Oh ye that are raiM to 
dignity in my dominions; a Letter is given 
me from Solomon , of this tenour. In the Name 
of God gracious and merciful, rife not up againft 
me, and obey me. Give me counfel, what I 
bught to do, I will do nothing without your ad¬ 
vice, and what you fee not with your eyes: They 
anfwered. Our welfare and mifery depend on thee, 
command whatfoever fhalj feem good to thee, and 

we 
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we will obey thee. She faid, When Kings enter 
a City, they introduce many diforders s they 
abafe, and humble the chief of the Inhabitants, 
and the moll eminent if Solomon and his People 
come hither, they willufe [us] in the like manner. 

I think it requifite to fend to him an Ambalfador 
with fome prefents, perhaps he will take a refo- 
lution to return. When the Ambalfador arrived 
in Solomons p'refence, he faid unto him. Do ye 
bring me prefents? God hath, bellowed on me 
more riches then on you, prefents rejoyce you, 
becaufe ye love them: Return to them that lent 
you, I will go vifit them with Forces fo great, that 
they fhall not be able to relift s I will drive them 
out of their Dominions, and they fhall be miferable, 
if they obey me not: Then he faid to his People, 

Sirs, who will bring to me the Royal Seat of that 
Woman, before the and her fubjedfs obey me ? 

One of the Devils faid unto hi pi, I, I will bring it Qelaldin 
before thou arifc from thy plaee ; I am itrong faith he 
enough to bear it, I will carry it carefully; One knew the 
of them that attended Solomon., who knew the 5 ai T e ot 
Scriptures , laid , I will bring it to thee in the 130 ' 
twinkling of an eye :. When Solomon beheld this 
Throne before him, he faid. Behold here a 
favour of God, to try if I would acknowledg his 
benefits. He that returneth thanks to God for his 
■ graces, performeth his duty; he rejedteth him 
that is ungrateful. I will try if Ihe followeth the 
right ways or whether Ihe. be in the number of 
the feduded. They changed fomething in her 
Royal feat, to try if Ihe would know it, when , 

Ihe arrived in Solomons prefence. At her arrival, 
they lhewed it her, and asked if it refembled her wai caI [ e( j 
own; Ihe replyed, It refembleth it, as if it were Balkjs 
the fame : She had knowledg of the right way; See Gold* 
but thatt which the People:, and Ihe adored, in- “ ,n - '' 

X 2 head 
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(lead of God, had feduced them from the obedi¬ 
ence of his divine Majefty. They fpake to her to 
enter into a gallery •, when (he beheld the pavement, 
(he believed it to be Water ; and in lifting U P her 
Robe, fearing to wet it, dilcovered her Leg. Solo¬ 
mon told her, that the pavement was of pollifhed 
glafs, and exhorted her to embrace the Law of 
God. Then (he faid, Lord, I am too blame, in ha¬ 
ving offended thee ; I am obedient with Solomon , to 
the Commandments of the God of the llniverfe. 
W e fcnt Salbe to lemod-, and his People, to exhort 
them to worftiip one God : He laid unto them, O 
People! die to the Mercy of God; if ye im¬ 
plore pardon of him, ye (hall be pardoned. They 
laid, Wouldft thou draw us into thine error? 
And into the error of them that are with thee ? 
He faid, God (hall chaflife you, ye are Seditious. 
They were Nine perlbns in the City that defiled 
the Earth, and did no good; they faid amcing 
them. Let us this Night kill the Prophet, and his 
adherents: We will fay to them that feek him. 
That we faw him not, neither them that flew 
him - , and will fwear that we fpeak truth: They 
were cunning, but we were more fubtil than they, 
and they knew it not. Confider what was the 
iffue of their ftrdtagems; we deftroyed them with 
their followersand their Houfes are become de- 
fart, becaufe of their impiety. This (hall ferve for 
example to them that have knowledg o£ our Om¬ 
nipotency : We ferved the Prophet, and all the 
True believers that were with him. Remember 
thou the Hiliory of Lot , who faid to his Citizens, 
Will ye alway defile your felvesin uncleannefs, in 
each, others view ? Will ye love men more than 
women ? Ye are ignorant. They replyed , Let 
us drive Lot and his Family out of our City; 
they defile not themfelves like us. We pre- 

ferved 
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iferved him, with all his Family, except his Wife; 
flie remained among them that were chaftifed. 
We caufed it to Rain upon them, a Rain that gave 
them to know the feverity of our chaftifements. 
Say unto them, Praifed be God, that deftroyeth 
the wicked, and Salvation to all thofe who he 
hath chofen; are they not more happy, than fuch 
as believe there are many Gods ? Who created the 
Heavens and the Earth? Who cauled Rain to fall 
from Heaven ? Who hath made many delicious 
Gardens to bring forth? You have not the 
power to caufe the plants to fpring forth, with¬ 
out the affiftance of God. Certainly unbelievers 
do err from the right way. Who hath eifabliihed 
the Earth,andmade the Rivers tofjow ? Who hath 
made heavy the Mountains ? Who but God hath 
put feparation that is between Seas ? The greateif 
part of the World know it not. Who rendrcth 
men miferable ? Who delivereth them from af¬ 
fliction when they invoke him ? Who hath caufed 
you to multiply, and leave your Pofterity on 
Earth, but God ? Neverthelefs few men give him 
thanks. Who guideth in the darknefe of the 
Earth and Sea? Who but God fendeth the 
Winds, the forerunners of Rain ? He is moil high, 
and nioli powerful, but the wicked will not cor - 
fider the effects of his Omnipotency.Who formeth • 
men? Who maketh them to live, die, and rife 
again ? Who enricheth them with the Wealth of 
Heaven, and of Earth, but God ? Say unto 
'them, produce your reafons, bring your argu¬ 
ments, if what ye alledg be true; fay unto them. 
None but God knoweth what is in Heaven and 
Earth , no man-knoweth the future, prefent and 
pall; do men know the day of the RefurreCtion ? 
Contrariwife they doubt, and are blind. Tb^ 
wicked have fa id What ? we (hall b$ dull, a; 
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are our Fathers; and (hall come forth out of' ohr 
Graves! This was heretofore promifed to our Fa¬ 
thers, and to us, this is but a Fable of old men: 
Tell them, that they confider not what was here¬ 
tofore the end of the wicked; afflict not thy felf, 
for that they confpire againft thee, and that they 
demand at what time they (hall fee the punifh- 
ment that is foretold them; Say unto them, it is 
not far from you, ye throw your felves headlong 
into it, but God is. pitiful towards his People, 
neverthelefs the greateft part give him no thanks 
for his Grace, thy Lord knoweth what is in their 
Heart, and whatfoever they fpeak; there is no¬ 
thing in Heaven or Earth, that is not written 
in a moft intelligible Book; the Alcoran explaineth 
to the Children of Ifrael the greateft part of their 
difficulties, it will guide them in the right way, 
and deliver from Hell them that fhall believe 
thee; thy Lord fhall judge them at the day 
of Judgment, he is Omnipotent and wife; trail 
thou in God, thou art in the way of truth ; the 
-Dead and Deaf fhall not hear thee, and un¬ 
believers fhall depart from thee penfive and afto-’ 
nilhed ; thou oughteft not to guide the blind , 
neither to make the deaf to hear, except fuch as 
fhall believe in the Alcoran , and be obedient, when 
the time of the punishment that is denounced 
againft them fhall be come; we will caufe a 
Beaft to come from under the Earth, that fhall 
fpeak unto them, and fhall fay, The People be¬ 
lieve not in the Law of God, they know not his* 
wondrous works. Be thou mindfnl of the Day, 
when I will affemble a Multitude of all Nati¬ 
ons that have difobeyed my Commandments, 
to give account of their a&ions: I will fay unto 
them, Ye have traduced my Prophets, ye know 
not what ye faid, What ’have ye done ? Then 

fhall 
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fliall they be punilhed for their fins, and be in- 
excufable, they fhall not fpeak a word. Do not 
Infidels fee. that we have created the Night for 
reft, and the Day for travel? This is align of 
my Omnipotency ; be thou mindful of the Day 
wherein the Angel lhall found the Trumpet, and 
whatfoever is in Heaven and Eatth, lhall tremble 
with fear, except fuch as lhall be in the favour 
of God - that Day lhalt thou fee the Mountains 
fufpended, to move like the Clouds; this lhall be 
a work of God , who created all things, and 
knoweth their end ; he that lhall have done good 
works, lhall be rewarded , he lhall be without 
fear ; and they that had done evil, lhall remain 
in the Fire of Hell; it lhall be faidunto them,Are 
ye not chaftiled according to your demerits ? Say 
unto the People, I command you to worlhip the 
Lord of this priviledged + City, all things apper- 1 Mecca ] 
tain to him; I command you to believe in the U- See Gslat- 
nity of his Divine Majefty, and to ftudy the Alca- ^ ,n ' 
ran-, who fo doth good, lhall find good. Say un¬ 
to them that lhall be feduced , I am fent only to 
preach the Torments of Hell: fay to True be¬ 
lievers , Prailed be God that hath given you to 
fee his Miracles, and hath given you.knowledg of 
the right way ; thy Lord is not ignorant of what 
they do. 


CHAP. xxvm. 

the Chapter of Hiftory , containing Four- 
fcore and Eight Ferfes , mitten at 
Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful* 
God is moft Pure, he underftandeth all things, 
X 4 and 
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and is moft Wife. Thefe myfteries are the my¬ 
fteries of the Book that diftinguilheth the Truth 
from a Lye. I relate to thee the hiftoryof Mofes, 
and of Pharoah with Truth, for the contentment 
of True believers. Pharoah was powerful on 
Earth, he entreated 1 his Subjects as feemed good 
to .him, he tormented one party, and murthered 
their Children, he abufed their Wives, and was of 
them that defiled the Earth; I gave my Grace to 
them that were afflidted on Earth ; I made them 
fucceffors of Pharoahs Kingdom,I eftabliflied them 
in his Dominions ; I made Pharoah , Homan, and 
their, Army to fee what they moft feared; we 
faid to the Mother of hlofet, give fuck ta thy 
Child if thou feareft that they will mifchief 
him, caft him upon Nile , fear not, neither afflict 
thy felf, I will reftore him to thee between 
thine Arms, and place him in the number of Pro- 
phetf. The domeftiques of Pharoah found him 
upon the Water, and laved him, to be one day 1 
their enemy, and to torment them, becaufe Pha- 
roah , Homan , and their People were Infidels. 
Fharoahs wife faid unto him, I entreat thee not 
to fuffer this Infant to be llain, mine eyes rejoyce 
to fee him, he (hall one day be profitable for our 
fervice, as our Son ; but they were ignorant of 
what Ihould befal them; the Heart of his Mo¬ 
ther was freed from fear, when fhe beheld 
him in the hands of Pharorh s wife, and fcarce 
could (he refrain to let them know that Ihe was 
his Mother; we caufedher to have patience, and 
flie had faith in our promiles: lhe fpaketo his filler 
to follow him ftep by ftep, lhe followed afar off, 
without intimation that Ihe was his filler, or that lhe 
regarded him. We had before prohibited Mofes 
to Tuck the milk of any othet nurfe, than that of 
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his mother ; his After faid to PkaroaFs fervant, 
will ye that I provide you a nurfe, and people 
that (hall carefully nourilh him ? We caufed him 
to be reftored to his mother, to nurfe him ; Ihe 
ceafed frotn her fadnefs, when flie knew, and faw 
that God was fincere in what he had promifed, but 
the greateft part of the people know it not. When 
Mofes was aged, about thirty three years, we gave 
him knowledg and wildom; thus do I reward 
the righteous j Mofes entring one day into the 
City, met two men that fought; the one was 
of the Children of Ifrael, and the other was an 
Egyptian, and of his enemies, whom he at 
faulted and flew; after this he faid the Devil tem¬ 
pted me, he is the open enemy of men; Lord, 

I have offended thee, pardon me; he pardo¬ 
ned him, he is gracious and merciful; Lord, fince 
thou haft been fo gracious to me, I will never 
give aid or fuccour to Infidels. He confined in 
the City with fear, and kept himfelf upon his 
guard ; on the morrow he again met him, whom 
the day before he had defended, who fought 
Iikewife with another Egyptian, and required 
his afliftance; Mofes faid unto him. Thou art fe- 
ditious; hereplyed, oh Mofes ! wilt'thou flay me, 
as thou didft flay him yefterday ? Wilt thou be a 
murtherer of all men, or a juft man ? Not long 
after a man came £ in haft ] to him from the 
utmoft part of the City, who faid unto him, oh 
Mofes ! the Officers of Pharoah have confpired 
againft thee, they defire to put thee to death ; 
fave thy (elf, and follow my counfeH He depar¬ 
ted from the City with fear, keeping himfelf up¬ 
on his guard, befeeching his Lord to deliver him 
from the hards of Infidels; he went towards 
Madian , and faid, Lord liiflcr me net to follow 

evil, 
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an evil way i He met a great number of ,perlbns 
that made their flocks to drink, he with them 
found two maids that could not water their Car¬ 
tel , he faid unto them, what do ye two do here ? 
We have not ftreijgth to draw water to give our 
beafts to drink, we tarry for the Shepherd, our 
father is too old to draw £ it. He drew 
water out of the well to water their Cattel, and 
withdrew to a fhade, becaufe of the heat of the 
Sun, faying , Lord , I am deprived of all the 
graces which heretofore thoudidft confer on me ; 
I am now poor and neceffitous. One of thole 
maidens came to feek him^ and balhfully faid 
unto him, My father calleth thee, to recompence 
thee for the pains thou haft taken in watering 
our cattel •> When he was in the old mans pre¬ 
fence, he related what had befaln him. The old 
man faid, Fear nothing, I will deliver thee from 
the hands,of the wicked; one of his daughters 
faid to her lifter. Give to this man to eat, and 
reward his pains, he affifted us with affe&ion ; 
their Father faid unto him, I will marry thee to 
one of my two daughters, on condition, that thou 
wilt have a care of my flocks the fpace of eight 
years > ten years if it pleafe thee, faid Mofii ; I 
will not forlake thee, thou lhalt find me an honeft 
man, I will ferve thee the two terms , either eight 
or ten years, as fhall feem good to thee, God is 
witnefs of what I fay. After the term expired, 
Mofei forfookthe houfeofhis father in law ; with¬ 
drawing with his wife, he beheld afar off a great 
fire on the fide of the mountain, and faid to his 
wife, tarry here, I lee the fire of the Omnipotent, 
I will fpeedily return^ I will bring you a (park, 
peradventure you lhall be warmed: when he drew 
near to this fire, they cried unto hiin from 

the

the right fide of the valley, from an eminent place, 
and from a bufh, Oh Mofes ! Iam God, Lord of 
the Univerfe , caft thy ftaff on the ground ; 
when he beheld his ftaff to move, as it had been 
alive, he fled for fear, and returned no more: O 
Mofes ! draw near , and fear not, thou art in a 
place of fafety, put thine hand into thy pocket, it 
fhall come out white and Chining,' without harm ; 
draw back thine arm into thy fleeve, it fhall return 
to its former'condition ; thy ftaff and thine hand 
fhall be two figns of my Omnipotency to Pbaraiih 
and his Minifters, who difobey my Command¬ 
ments -, Mofes faid. Lord, I have flain an Egyptian , 

I am afraid they will take away my life, command 
Aaron , who is eloquent, to go with me, to aid me, 
and to confirm what I ihall fay, I fear they will tra¬ 
duce me ; I will give thee thy brother for thine 
afliftant, I will give to you both ftrength to defend 
your (elves from their malice; go, do what is 
commanded you, ye. fhall be victorious, and all 
thofe that (hall follow you: when Mofes came to 
Pbaroab, he made him to fee my miracles, and prea¬ 
ched my Commandments to hisMinifters;they faid, 
this is but magick and witchcraft, we have not 
heard thefe things to have beenfpoken to ourpre- 
deceffors. Mfcs faid, the Lord knoweth him that 
teacheth the right way, and him that ought to 
have part in Paradife, Infidels fhall be moft mife- 
rable. Pbaroab faid to his. Minifters, do ye know 
any other God but me ? O Human ! let me offer fa- 
crifices, and build a Temple ; fhall I deceive my 
felf with the God of Mofes ? I believe him to be 
in the number of lyars. He became proud on 
earth, with his Minifters, and they believed that 
they fhould' never be affembled before me to be jud¬ 
ged : wefurprized him with his people,and caufed 
him to perifli in the Sea ; coniidcr what is the end 
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of unbelievers ; we abandoned them, and they are 
in the number of the condemned to the fire of hell. 
They (hall rind none to protect- them at the 
day of Judgment; we curfed them on earth, and 
at the day of the R furredion they (hall be abomi¬ 
nable to all the world. We taught Mofes our 
Commandments, after the deftru&ionof many In¬ 
fidels before his coming. We gave him the Book, 
to be a light to the people, to condudf them into 
the right way , and acquire our grace, perad- 
venture they will remember. Thou wert not 
with Mofes when we fpake to him ; to him we, 
created another age after him, thou didft not at that 
time dwell with the Inhabitants of Madian, neither 
didft thou teach them our Commandments; it is 
we that have inftru&ed thee in the Hiftory of paft 
ages ; thou wert not on the mountain when we 
fpake to Mofes ; we fent thee through our fpecial 

t race, to preach to men the torments of hell; they 
ave not yet had a preacher like unto thee, perhaps 
they will confider it; when they felt any punilh- 
ment for their fins, they faid, Lord, hadft thou fent 
us an Apoftle to inftrudl us, we (hould have obey¬ 
ed thy Commandments, and have believed in thy 
Law: and when on our part they were inftru&ed 
in the Truth, they faid, doth Mahomet work mira¬ 
cles like Mofes ? Do they not traduce what Mofes did., 
when they fay, that Mofes and Mahomet are 
two apparent Sorcerers ? and when they faid that 
they believed neither Prophet, nor Scripture ? Say 
unto diem, bring any book from God, that bet¬ 
ter teacheth the right way than the Old Teftament, 
and more favingly than the Alcoran , I will 
follow it, if ye (peak the truth : If they be not 
heard when they , (hall require this book, 
knew, that they follow only their own 
appetites and their impiety; who is more erro¬ 
neous 
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neous than he that followeth but his own paffion, 
and is not guided of God ? He guideth not In¬ 
fidels ; Certainly we have fent them the Alcoran , 
peradveriture they will believe in if, they, to 
whom we heretofore fent this Book, belief in 
the contents thereof ; when they hear it read, 
they fay, we believe in thofe words, it is the very 
Truth that proceedeth from God; we believe in 
the Unity of his Divine Majefty, they fhall be 
doubly rewarded, becaufe they have- perfevered 
in well-doing; they have overcome evil through 
their good deeds, and have expended in good 
works part of the Wealth that we gave them. 
When they heard the Faith evil Ipoken of, 
they withdrew themfelves, took leave of the com- 
pany, and laid, Ye fhall anfwer for your felves , 
and we for our adions. Regard not the ignorant, 
thou (halt not convert all them that thou (halt de¬ 
fire to convert; God converteth, and guideth into 
the right way whom he pleafeth, and knoweth fuch 
as ferve him. They laid, if I follow with thee the, 
right way, I mull forfake my Country. Shall not 
I eftablifh them in a place of fafety,where they (hall 
fiud all forts of fruits to enrich them ? But the 
greateft part of the People know it not. How many 
Cities have we deliroyed, that took pleafure in their 
evil life ? No man inhabited them any more, ex¬ 
cept very few, and we became heirs of their 
riches. God (hall not deftroy Mecca, until he have 
fent an Apoille to inftrud the Inhabitants thereof 
in the right way : God deftroyeth not a City, if 
the Inhabitant? be not unjuft, and difobey not his 
Commandments; the Wealth of this World which 
ye polfefs, pleafeth you, but the Riches of Hea¬ 
ven are much better, • and ecernal; will ye not 
underftand it ? Have we not kept promife with 
them to whom we promifed Paradife ? And with 

them 
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them to whom we promifed the Riches of this 
World, and in the end were in the number of the 
damned? Be thou mindful of the day when 
thy Lord (hall call them,and fay unto them, where 
are your Idols,’ which ye believed to be my Com¬ 
panions? The chief of them (hall fay, Lord, be¬ 
hold thofe that were feduced like us, we are in¬ 
nocent of their Idolatry, they adored not us ; 
they (hall fpeak that day to the Idolaters to in¬ 
voke their Idols,but they (hall not hear them,they 
(hall be vitibly chatlifed on Earth: Be thou mindful 
of the day when thy Lord (hall call them, and 
(ay unto them, Wherefore have ye not believed 
my Apoftles and my Prophets ? They (hall be 
confounded, and remain dumb. He that (hall 
be converted, and do good works, (hall be hap¬ 
py. Thy Lord createth what pleafeth him, 
and maketh choice of what feetneth to him 
good. Praifed be God, he hath no Companion, he 
knoweth what is in the hearts of men, and what 
they make manifeft ; he is God, there is no God 
but he, praife is due to him in the beginning,. 
and in the end, he commandeth over all things, 
and all People (hall one day be affembled before 
him to be judged; (ay unto them, Had God 
given a continual Night, even until the Day of 
Judgment, what other God is there that is able 
to give you light? Will ye not hear me ? Had 
God given you a continual Day until the Day of 
Judgment, what other God could have given the 
Night to refreth you ? Will ye not conlider his 
benefits and his grace ? He hath created the Night 
for repofe, and the Day for Labour, peradven- 
ture ye will give him thanks. Be thou mindful 
of the Day, when thy Lord (hall call the Infidels, 
and (ball fay unto them , where are the Idols 
that ye worlhipped? We will call a witnefs 

of 
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of every Nation, and will lay to the Idolaters, 
Bring your arguments that may prove the Plura¬ 
lity of Gods 5 Ye (hall this day know-your Bla- 
fphemies, and that there is but one God. Curort 
was of the People of Mofes , he was proud, be- 
caufe of his riches > we gave fo great trea- 
fures., that many men were burthened when 
they conveyed away the Keyes. Remember how 
his People faid unto him, Rejoyee not above 
meafure in thy great wealth, God abhorreth them 
that rejoyee without reafon ■, beg of him Para- 
dife; with thy Riches forget not to do good 
in this World, give alms of the fubftance which 
God hath given thee, be not difobedient to him 
on Earth, he abhorreth thofe that difobey him 
thefe Riches were given thee, becaufe thou didft 
inftrud the People in the Old Tellameht; knoweft 
thou not that God deftroyed in times paft many 
rich and opulent perfons ? Who is more ftrong, • 
more powerful, more rich than God ? He will not 
enquire of the wicked the number of their fins, he 
knoweth all, and the accompt. Caron one day 
went forth into publick, with all his retinue 5 
they that affe&ed the wealth of this World, faid. 
Would to God we had as much wealth as Caron ; 
he is happy! but the more knowing among them 
faid. Ye are unhappy , the grace of God is more 
advantageous to them that believe in his Law, 1 
and do good works, than all the Treafures of Ca¬ 
ron j none {hall receive his grace but fitch as (hall 
obey him, and perfevere in obedience to his 
Commandments. We deprived Caron of all his 
Treafures, and none was able to proted him 
againftus ; then they that had coveted his riches, 
faid, oh Miracle! Godgivethto, anddeprivethof 
wealth whom to him feemeth good; Had not God 
given us his Grace, we had been neceffitous-i cer¬ 
tainly 
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tainly the wicked (hall be miferable5 I will be¬ 
llow Paradife on them that hate Vanity and dis¬ 
order upon the Earth,and Ihallhavemy fear before 
their eyes •, whofoever (hall do good, {hall find 
good; who doth evil, {hall be chadded after his 
demerits.' He that hath taught theeth e Alcoran, 
* Mecca cau ^ e thee t0 return t0 the * place that thou 
See Gelal- defireft : Tell the inhabitants of that place; 
Jin, that God knoweth them that teach the right way, 
and fuch as go aftray. Thou didftnot expedfc the 
Alcoran , it is a Special grace of thy Lord; affift not 
the Infidels, and take heed left they Induce thee, 
after having learnt what hath been taught thee; 
preach to the People the Unity of God, be not 
in the number of them that believe many Deities, 
adore God alone , there is no God but he; all 
things {hall have an end, except his Face, he 
commandeth over every thing, and all men {hall 
one day appear before him to be judged. 


CHAP. XXIX. 

The Chapter of the Spider , containing Six- • 
tj nine Ferfes> written at Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful. I 
am God moft Wife. Men have believed that it 
is Sufficient to fay, We believe in God, and 
that they be not proved; Certainly God proved' 
their Predeceffors, and knew liich as were 
2ealous in his Law, and them that were In¬ 
fidels. Do they who have done evil, think to 
efcape the puniftiment of their Crimes, and 

not 
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n ot to be judged ? Such as hope to fee God, 
• fiall behold him at the time appointed by his 
divine Majefty; he underftandeth and know- 
eth all things. He that fighteth' for the faith, 
fighteth for his foul: certainly God hath no 
need of men, their fins (hall be pardoned who 
fhall believe in his divine Ma jetty, and fhalldo 
good works. We enjoyned the children <jf Ifrael 
to honour their father and mother, and to do good 
to them if they prefs thee to worlhip many 
Gods, thou (halt be damned, if thou give ear to 
them -, obey them not in this matter, ye (hall be 
affembled before me, I will fet before you all that 
ye have .done, I will reward’you according to 
your works, and place fuch as fhall have ob¬ 
served my Law in the number of the bleffed. 
There be men who affirm, that they believe in 
God,-and are impatient when evil befalleth them 
from God to prove them : If God give vidfory to 
the True believers, they fay, that they are on 
their, fide, but doth not God know what is in 
their heart ? He knoweth them that bejieve in his 
Law, and thofe that are impious. The Infidels 
faid to the True believers, do like us, follow our 
way , we will bear your fins i They will nor 
bear them, they are lyars, they fhall bear their 
own burdens; (hall notan account of their fins 
be required of them at the day of Judgment? We 
fent Noah to indraft men, he lived upon the Earth 
nine hundred and fifty years. The Hood fur- 
prized, and deltroyed the people of his time, be- 
caufe they were unjuil, and we faved Noah , and 
thofe that were with him "in the Ark_j this 
ought to fetve for example to all the world.' Re¬ 
member Abraham, who faid to his people, Adore 
one God, and fear him, ye (hall do well, if ye- 
have knowledge to corpprehcnd it > ye worlhip 
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but Idols , find are but lyars, thofe whom ye 
worfhip cannot • benefit you, ^implore fuccor of 
God,- worfhip him, and give.him thanks for his 
graces, ye (hall one day appear before him, if ye 
traduce me; thofe that were before you tradu¬ 
ced the Prophets, Gods Mefferigprs: Meflengers 
are obliged only to difcharge their meffage; are 
ye ignorant that God caufeth men to dye, and 
I hall raife them again? it is a thing ealie to God: 
Walk through the Earth , and confider how 
God hath .extirpated your predeceffo'rs, and 
created after them another people, certainly he is 
omnipotent. He punilheth and pardoneth as 
he feeth good, you all lhall one day be affembled 
before him to be judged; you lhall not render 
him impotent, either in Earth, or in the Hea-. 
vens; ye lhall rind none of power to protedi, or 
defend you againlf his divine Majefty > fuch as 
obey not his Commandments, who believe not the 
refurredion, and defpair of his mercy, lhall buffer 
great torments. The people anlwered, kill Abra- 
bam , and burn him ; but God delivered him from 
the tire that they had kindled, which lhall ferve 
for example to True believers.- He laid unto them, 
ye adore only Idols, becaufe of your love to the 
wealth of the world ; ye (hall defpife and curie 
each other at the day of Judgment. Hell. lhall be 
your habitation, and ye (hall be deprived of prote¬ 
ction. Lot believed in his words, and faid, l will 
retire to-the place which my Lord lhall appoint 
me; he alone is omnipotent, and molt wife. 
We gave to Abraham two .Ions, Ifaac and Jacob ; 
we caufed Prophets to be be born of his race, and 
taught his progeny the Scripture; We rewarded 
him in this world, and he lhall be at the 
day of judgment in the number of the bleffed. 
Remember Lot , who laid to his people T > Ye 

defile 
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defile your felves with filthinfcfs, unknown to a- 
ny Before you; ye iticline to the tote of men, ye 
rob upon the high W'ays, and dehle one another. 
This people anfwered, Let us fefe the j udgments of 
God; if What thou fpeakeft be true. Then he faid. 
Lord ptotete me againft unbelievers. When our 
MdTerigers came towards Abraham, to declare to 
him that he (hould have children > they faid un¬ 
to him, We will ruine Lots City, and deftroy all 
the‘Inhabitants thereof, becaufe they are impious. 
Abraham aniwered , Lot dwelleth in that City; 
they faid, We’know all that is within it, and we 
will prelervehim , with all his family, except 
his wife, 1 (he (hall be in the number of them that 
(hail be punilhed. When our Meffengers afived 
at-Lots houfe, he was troubled, in that he had not 
(irength fiifficient to defend them from the malice 
of the peoples they faid unto him, Fear .nothing, ’ 
neither dfflidf thy felf. We will preferve thee and 
ail thy family , . except thy 1 wife ; (he (hall a- 
bide amohg them that (hall be dtftroyed ; we will 
caufe the indignation of God to fall upon this 
City , becaufe of their impiety; it. (hall fcrve 
for exarriple to poiierity, We fent Chaih ro his 
brethren , the inhabitants of Madian ; he faid 
uMo’them , Worihip one God, fear the day of 
Judgment, and dehle not' tile faith. They 
impudently traduced him, but were fur prized by 
ah Earthquake, and remained dead' in their hou- 
feS, as carkaffes. We deftroyed Aad, and Temod-, 
their ruine is yet apparent, id the places of their 
habitation^ ; the Devil tempted and fe'duced them 
from the right way, notwithdanding they knew 
their error. We 'deflrOyed Caron , Pbaroah , and 
Haman > Mfef pleached to .jthem my Com- 
rfrandmeuts; they coiitemned.th^m, and became 
proud in the Earth,’but dcaped not the punifn- 
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ment o£ their crimes. We chaftifed fome by an 
impetuous wind,and others were furprized by thun¬ 
der •, we deprived them of their riches, and 
they were drowned. God was not unjuft towards 
them, they drew mifchief on themfelves .through 
their impiety. They that worihip Idols are 
like to the Spider; (he buildeth her houfeofher 
'cob-web that cannot defend from heat or cold/’ 
They would not adore Idols, did they underhand 
what they do; God feeth what they worihip,, 
he is omnipotent and wife. I teach the people 
thefe parables, and none but the wife underhand 
them. Truly God created Heaven and Earth, 
it is a%n of his Omnipotency to True believers. 
Inftrud them in the book that is inlpired into 
the^; make thy prayers at the time appointed, 
prayers divert men from fin ; to be mindful of 
God is the beft work thou canft perform, he know- 
eth all the a diions of men. Difpute with mild- 
nefs againft them that have knowledg of the writ¬ 
ten Law; except againft the wicked that are a- 
mongthem. Say unto them, Webelievenn what 
hath been taught you, and in what hath been 
taught us: Your God, and our God is one Gbd; 
we are refignedto his divine will. We have fent 
thee the Alcoran, as we fent to them the Old Tefta- 
ment :* Such as underftand the Old Teftament, be¬ 
lieve in the Truth of the Alcoran. Thou haft not^ 
written it with thine own hand; hadft thou writ¬ 
ten it, thou, hadft caufed them to doubt, who ■ 
defire to make it void: Certainly it containeth, 
and teacheth intelligibly the Commandments of 
the Law ; none but Infidels rejedt it. They have 
faid, We will not believe in this Book, unlefs God 
work in it fome miracle. Say unto them, Mira¬ 
cles proceed from God, I am lent only to preach 
the torments of Hell. . Is it not fufficient, that 
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we have Tent thee the Alcoran to inftrudt them ? 

It containeth the effects of my mercy and pre¬ 
cepts, neceffary for their falvation. Say un¬ 
to them, it fufficeth that God is witnefs of mine a- 
dtions, betwixt you and me; heknowethwhatfo-' 
ever is in Heaven, and 1 in Earth: They that be¬ 
lieve in Idols, and have not faith in God, are dam¬ 
ned. They urge thee to make them fee-the pu- 
nilhment of their crimes', if the time were come, 
they (hould foon feel it;; they (hallrefcentit, when 
they leaft think of it,' but they know it not; they r 
fliall prefs thee to rfiake them fee it. Say unto 
them,Hellis prepared for Infidels. When they fliall 
be plunged in torments over their heads,and under 
their feet, it lhallbefaidunto them, Tafte thepu- 
niflunentjwhjch ye ha'vedeferved. O ye people that 
believe! The Earth is Efficiently large and (pacious 
for you, to feparate your felves from the wicked; 
worfliip me alone, all Creatures fliall die, and be 
aflembled before me to be judged. The True 
believers that {hall have done good works, (hall 
inhabit Paradife, wherein flow many rivers; 
wherein is the reward of the.righteous, of them 
that perfevere to do good, and are patient in their 
affli&ion, and truft .in- their Lotd. v How many 
beafts be there that have not wherewith to live ? 

God nouriflieth them,' and you alfo; he under- 
ftandeth and knoweth all things. If thoy ask of 
the Infidels,w ho-creatid Heaven and Earth,fhe Sun,"* 
and the Moon? they will fay, It is God. Where¬ 
fore f hen do they deny his Unity ? God enricheth' 
and impoverffiethfeafeth him ; he is 
omnifdent. Ifthotrflefhafad of them, who cau- 
feth the rain to Tall fromMeaven, to give life to the 
Earth, after the death-thereof ? they will fay, 

It is God. Say unto them, ! Priifed be God, that : 
ye avouch, it •, >nevdrthelefe, thb-greateft part of 
Y 3 med 
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men Underhand it not. ThelifeoE this worldsis 
but fport and vanity, life is imParadife, had-they 
knowledge to comprehend it. Whenthey c entps 
into a thipi and fee the tempcft, .they caU' upon 
God and, proteft to profits his Law: And when he’ 
hath preferyed tligm on the Land, they are ingrate-* 
fill for his grace, and return to their Idolatry,’ • they 
fhall too late underhand, their, error- * Knew 
they not that we have eft airlifted i in Meaca all fafety 
and freedom ?_, and, that t mdnare taken away 
by violence to,be flain, and made flawes? be¬ 
lieve they in thingB unprofitable ? {hall, they fie in¬ 
grateful for the graces of: God?*who is more im- 
pious than he that bJafphemech againft God, arid 
impugneth the known Truth ? is there c w> place 
in Hell for the Wicked ? I iwill guide ipto the right 1 
way them that fhall.fight for the Faith; God is 
with them that do good. 


CHAP. XXX. 

The Chapter of the Grecians, containing fxty 
Verfes , written at Mecca. 

I N the Name of God gracious apd mercif ul. . .1 
am the tnofirwife God.,. Tte GncvInjMeki- 
vanquiihed, upon the, frontier,'rf>fbtfio, fvtfimsy hut 
fhall be victorious hefjoreptb^vjen/d of Ceyqi years. 
God difpofeth, all things from j thfcbcgtniringtQ the 
end. When.they (hall be victorious, < theiTructdr 
lievers fhall rejoyce in the ftidfcprys that Good fhall 
give them; he,prote&eth whom ,to Ijitn feemeth 
good; he is omnipotent and* merciful. He 

hath 
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hath promifed them vi&ory, and departeth not 
from his promifes; of which the greateii part 
of men are ignorant; they affect the life of this 
world, and: confidfer nt)t their end:'Will they not 
confider that God hath created the heavens and the 
earth, and all that is iii them ? and hath app.in- 
<fed' to every thing a limited and, prefixed time? 
Certainly the greateii part of the peo’ple believe 
not iii the RefurrS&iort : Will they not conlider 
the end of their predeceffors; who were 
more powerful and wealthy fhan-they ? God hath 
fent to all an Apoltle to teach them his Law, -he 
hath done to them no injulHce, they have 
drawn mifchief on themfdves through their ini¬ 
quity ; the end of the wicked (hall be lijje to their 
works, they delpife the Commandments of God, 
and deride them, but Goch fhall caufe them to 
die, and rife again, and all fhall be afTcmbled be¬ 
fore him at the day of Judgment ; that day (hall 
the^ be defperate, their Idols thall not intercede 
for them, they (hall fotfake them, and they (hall 
be fcparated from the true believers. Such as 
believe in God, and do good works,, fhall enjoy 
the delights of Patadife, and the wicked fhall be 
chaflifed according to their demerits. Praife God, 
.pray unto him evening and-mornings praife is due 
tohim in heaven and earth ; pray unto him«beforc 
the Sun fet, and at the hour of noon •, he maketh 
the deadto come out of the living, and the living 
out of the dead; he Caufeth the barren earth to 
revive, and grow green after its.death; in-like 
manner 'will he caufe you to arife again, and come 
out of your fepulchres: it is a iign of his Omnipo¬ 
tency, to have created you of earth, to have giver* 
you - flefh and bones, and to have created the 
woman ("of the rib of the man) to dwell with 
him; he hath commanded you to love mutually, 
Y 4 aiyd 
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and to exercife, charity among you, thefe things 
are figns of his Omnipotency to them that confi- 
der his graces. The creation of heaven and earth, 
the diverlity of tongues, the .differences of your 
vifages,and of your colour,the night created for re- 
pofe,and the day for travel, the lightning that ter- 
rifieth the people, and which through rain caufeth 
the earth again to flourifh, are figns of his Omnipo¬ 
tency ; It is a token of his Ommpotency to fuftain 
the heaven, and the earth ; ye fhall come out of 
your fepulchers when he (hall call you, whatfoever 
is in hfcaven and earth obey him; he caufeth men 
to die, and to rife again, he alone is God in hea¬ 
ven and earth, he is Omnipotent, and knoweth all 
things.He fpeaketh to you in a parable,drawn from 
your fclvesjyour ilaves, are they your companions ? 
do they equally partake with you in the goods 
which God hath given you ? How then will ye fay 
that God hath a companion equal to him? Thus do 
lunfold his myfleries to perlbns that have knowledg 
to comprehend them; certainly the wicked have 
followed thgir appetites with ignorance ; who fhall 
guide him whom God (hall caufe to err ? he fhall 
find no protedfor; embrace the law of Salvation, 
God hath eftablifhed it, that men may obferve 
it; It admitteth no alteration, but the greateft 
part of the world are ignorant of it: Fear God, 
make your prayers at the time appointed 5 be not 
like to them that fay, God hath a companion; nei¬ 
ther like to them that are at prefent in the number 
of Heretiques,and were before as ye are ;every Sedt 
ispleafedin its opinions, where any evil betalleth 
them that call upon God,and are converted;never- 
thelefs feme of them return to their Idolatry; af¬ 
ter the reception of his grace, they are ingnte- 
ful. They lhall awhile be tolercaed, and in the 
end they lhall, too late, underhand thar error. 

Have 
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Have we taught them reafons and arguments, that 
prove that I have a companion? The People re¬ 
joiced when we enlarged to them our Graces; 
and became defperate, when evil befel them; lee 
they not thatl give,and take away Wealth ; as to me 
feemeth good ? This is a token of my Unity to fuch 
as obey my Commandments. Give to your 
Neighbour what appertaineth to him, and parti¬ 
cularly to the poor, and .true believers, if ye de¬ 
fire to fee the Face of God; fuch as ihall do it, (hall 
be bleffed.. The Money which ye put tt> Ufgry, 
encreafeth in the hands of men, God (hall not 
fufferitto profper; the Alms which ye give, (hall 
. make you to fee the Face of his Divine Majelly, 
and (hall be doubly reltored to you. God hath 
created you, he enricheth you, and cauleth you to 
die and rife again, can your Idols do as much? 
Praifed be-God, he hath no companion; difbr- 
der appeared in the Earth, and in the Sea., becaufe 
of the iniquities of men; peradventure they will be 
converted, when they (hall feel the punilhmentof 
their Crimes; fay unto them, Go throughout the 
Earth, and confider the end of your PredecelTors, 
the greateft part of them were Idolaters; embrace 
the .true taw before the Day coxnetli, when none 
(hall be heard; that Daylhall the wicked be fepa- 
rated from the good, the impious Ihall give an ac¬ 
count of their impiety, and fuch as (hall have lived 
welt, Ihall enjoy, the joys of Paradife, the < Grace of 
God lhalli>£ their recompence, God abhorreth In¬ 
fidels. It is a fign of his Qmnipotency, to fend 
the Winds to bring you Rain, and make you to 
talle the Fruits of his Grace; the Ship runneth up¬ 
on the Water through his permilliqn, for the ad¬ 
vantage bf your commerce; will ye not be thank¬ 
ful .to him for his benetus ? We fent to every Nation 
Prophets and Apoftks before thee, (heycame with 
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moft irtfeUigfcle Pfiecept$ v a»d with many Miracles; 
we chaAifed thofe that flandred them, and pro¬ 
ved the- faithful. God fendeth the winds’ that 
elevate,the Clouds, and extend eth them in the Air 
in many pieces at bis pleafute •, he caufeth the Rain 
to fall where he lifteth , and rejoyceth whom to 
him feemeth good of them that cxpe& it with un¬ 
patience ; confider the effects of his bounty $ he 
caufeth the dry and batten Earth to flourish again* 
reftoreth the Dead tb Life, he is .Omnipotent; 
Wefeut theWinds toafiemble the Clouds thafa> 
yered Men with their thadow, ueverthetefe they are 
Returned to their impiety the. dead flialj not un- 
derftand thee, neither likewife the ducnb, thou art 
not obliged to lead the Blind, none Hall hearken 
to thee but fuch as (hall believe in my Law, and be 
obedient: Say unto them, God created you im¬ 
potent , he* hath given you Arerigth, and after, 
having reduced you to the weaknefs of Old age, 
doth what to him feemeth good* he knoweth 
mens fecrets, and doth'what pleafeth him. j the 
wicked (hall fwear at the Day of Judgment, that 
they have remained.but an hour in their ftpuJ- 
chres; they lye in like, manner, when, they deny 
thp Refurre6fion * the Tfue.Believers, that know 
the Truth, Ihall (ay unto them,. Ye have retrain¬ 
ed there the time appointed! in the Book of .God; 
to wit, until the -Day.of Refurre&ionsbehold 
the Day of Refurre&ion! ye knew not at what time 
it fhould arrive; .this day excufes (hall be unpro¬ 
fitable to Infidels, they (hall be deprived of pro¬ 
tection. ,We have taught in the Alcoran, all that is 
profitable for the Salvation of Men; if thou teacheft 
them-my Commandments, unbelievers will fay, 
Thoubringeft nothing but diforder i thus God 
bardneth the hearts of the ignorant. Be' patient, 
and perfeverej what God pxomifeth is infalli¬ 
ble 
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ble; bewaite left unbelievers (hake thy perieve- 
rance.

The Chapter of Locman, containing thirty 

Four Verfes, written at Mecca. 

iic; 3 . 

J N the Name of God, Gracious and Merciful; 

I am the moft Wife God. Thefe Precepts are 
the Precepts of the Bobk fified with Do&rine, it 
gujtdeth feo the way of Salvation; the Righteous 
who tpake their prayers at the time appointed, that 
payTithes,and believe in die Day ofJudgment,they 
are guided by their Lord, and thall be blelfed. 
There be who deride this Book , they ignorantly 
depart from the Laly of God, ana have defpifed it, 
but ffiaHoiie day be feverely punifhed: When they 
are'tatfght the Commandments of God, they turn 
.the back with difdam, they will not hear, and 
have Ears flopped•, fay unto them. You {ball in 
the end fuffer infinite pains: Such as Believe in the 
Law of God, and dowoodworks, (haft eternally 
enjoy tbd Delights of Patadife; what God pro- 
mifcth, is infallible, he is Omnipotent, and alto¬ 
gether wife, he created the Heaven, arid friftaineth 
it without a Pillar, appearing to your Eyes; he 
lifted up the Mountains upon the Earth, to fallen 
and hinder it to move V he haththereon difperfed 
many Beafls, arid Lent Rain from HeaVen, which 
caufeth Plants to fpring forth, and Herbs of divers 
forts. Behold [_here 3 what God hath created ! 
fhew me what your Idols have created j afluredly 
Idolaters ’are manifeftfy fcdticed from the right 

way. 
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way. We infpired knowledg into h>cman z and 
fpake unto him to give God thanks; he that re- 
turneth tlfanks to God for his Graces, doth good 
for his Soul, God reje&eth the ingrateful, and 
praife is due to him in all places. Remember 
thou that Locman faid unto his Son, O my Son! 
believe not thou that God hath a companion, 
it is an exceeding great Sin : We have com¬ 
manded man to honour his Father and Mother j 
his Mother beareth him with grief upon grief, and 
weaneth him at the age of Two years* be thou not 
ingrateful for God’s benefits; honour Father and 
Mother, thou {halt be one day before God to be 
judged. If thy Parents prefs thee to believe that 
God hath companions, obey them not, follow the 
way of them that obey bim,all men fhall be one day 
affembled before him, to be rewarded according to 
their works. O my Son ! if thou doll evil, of the 
weight of a Grain of Muftardfeed, or of the weight 
of a Rock, or of the grcatnefs of Heaven and 
Earth, God will know it, and put it in account, 
he is exa& and Omnifcient, Omy Son / make thy 
prayers at the time appointed, do what is honeft 
and civil, fly what is not approved ; and be patient 
in thy adverfities , regard not the World, difor- 
dered through pride $ convene not with the proud, 
God. detelkth the haughty; obferve thy fteps, 
walk.-with modefly, fpeak gently, they be per- 
fons that bray like AfTes when they fpeak > feeft 
thou not that God hath created for men all that 
is in Heaven and Earth, and copferreth on them 
his Graces in general, and. particular ? There be 
ignorant [perfons] tha.t difpu.te of the Deity with¬ 
out reafon ; when it is faid unto them, Do what 
God hath appointed, they anfwer. We will do 
what we faw done by our Fathers. They conlider 
not that the Devil callcth them and their Fathers 

to 
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to the pains of Hell. He that obeyeth God,, and 
doth good works, faftneth him to the fbcongeft 
Knot, and will have a care of him at the Hour of 
his end. The impiety of the wicked onght not to 
afflict thee, they fliall be one day aflembled in our 
prefence,to be chaftifed, I will fliew them all that 
they have done, I know what is in the hearts of 
men, I will prolong awhile their punifhment up¬ 
on Earth, and precipitate them in the other World, 
into the Fire of Hell. Halt thou not demanded of 
them who created Heaven and Earth ? They faid. 
It is God ; fay unto them, therefore praifed be 
God ; neverthelefe the greateft part of them are 
ignorant Whatfoever is - in Heaven and Earth is 
Gods, he Hath no want of the World, praife is due 
unto him in all that he doth, if all the Trees of the 
World were Pens, and the Sea Ink, they could not 
comprehend the effedt of his Omnipotency, he is 
Omnipotent,and knoweth all things. He created, 
• and fliall make you to rife again with one word, he 
underftandeth and feeth all things. Confider they 
not that God caufeth the Night to enter into the 
Day, and the Day into the Night, that he created 
the Sun and the Moon, that move in the Heaven, 
until the day appointed; he knoweth whatfoever ve 
do, becaufe he is truly God; they that invoke other 
than him, invoke things vain and unprofitable; 
God alone is moft high, and moil mighty: Seeft 
thou not how the Ship runneth upon the Water for 
a token of his Omnipotency,to £bch as acknowledg 
his Graces ? When the Wars arofe againft the In¬ 
fidels, many called upon God, with refolution to 
follow his Law; when he laved them on theLand, 
forne perfevered to do well, and others returned 
to their impiety; none but deceivers and ingrateful 
[perlons] defpife his Commandments. O Peo¬ 
ple ! fear God, and the day when the Father fliall 

net 
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not be able to fuccoui his Child, neither the. Child 
ferve his Father, God’s proraifes are infallible ; be 
not proud of your* Riches, neither that God to- 
lerateth and fuffereth you , he knoweth the time 
when ye (hall bechaftifed, the hour that the Rain 
{hall fall upon the Earth; he knoweth what is in the 
wombs of women, whether it be Male or Female; 
none but God knoweth what thou wilt do to mor¬ 
row ; none but he knoweth the. place where-, 
thou {halt die ; he knoweth all, he knoweth 
all. 


CH A p. xxxir. 

The Chapter of Worfhip , containing an 
Hundred and Thirty Ferfes y mitten at 
Mecca. 

I N the name of God, gracious and merciful. I 
am the moft Wife GocLDoubtlefe this Book was 
fentby the Lord of the llniverfe; will the wicked 
fay that thou haft invented it > On the contrary, 
it is the truth it felf, which proceedeth from thy 
Lord, to preach to them that heretofore had none 
to inftrudt them^peradventure thejr will follow 
the right way. God created Heaven and Earth, 
and all that is between them , in Six days, and 
litteth on his Throne; Who {hall proted: you?' 
Who {haft hear your 1 prayers but he ? Will you ne¬ 
ver confider it ? He difpofeth all things in Heaven 
and Earth, all men {hall one day be alfembled be¬ 
fore him to be judged;, a Thoufand'years are but 
one day before his Divine Majefty; he know¬ 
eth 
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eth what is paft •, prefent, aiid future; he is Om¬ 
nipotent and Merciful, he hath created every 
thing for his People ; he formed man of the Dirt, 
and Dull of the Earth, he infpiftd the Soul into' 
his Body; he giveth you hearing, fight, and fenfe, 
but few men return him thanks for hisGraces:They 
fay, What,(hall we die and return to be a new Peo¬ 
ple ? Cettainly they believe not in the Refurredtion. 
Say unto them, The Angel of Death (hall caufe you 
to die, and ye (hall return before God to be judg¬ 
ed. Thou (halt then fee hpw the Infidel will 
hang down the Head before their Lord, and fay. 
Lord, we now fee the certainty of the Refurredti- 
on; we this day know the truth of thy words, 
permit us to return into the. World, we will be 
Righteous, we now underhand what is profitable 
and neceifary for us we could have given a guide 
to every Perfon,my word is mod true,I will fill Hell 
with the wicked, and Paradife with the Righ¬ 
teous ; thus (hall men be rewarded and chaftifed 
according to their works. Tafte fO ye wicked ! j 
the pains that ye have deferved, in refufing to be¬ 
lieve in this day which ye have feund; we leave 
yoii in the miferies due to your incredulity ; tafte. 
the eternal torments that ye have merited through 
your impiety. Such, as believe in the myfteries of 
my Law are humble, they worlhip me alone, and 
' praife me when they hear mention of me ; they 
are not proud , rebel not againft my Command¬ 
ments: They arife from their Bed to make their 
prayers with fear and hope, and imploy in pious 
works fome part of the Wealth that we have given 
them. No man hath either feen or knoweth what 
God referveth to recompence the Righteous for 
their ‘ perfeverance. The believers and unbe¬ 
lievers lhall not be alike entreated; the believers 
that have done good works, (hall enjoy Paradife, 

as 
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as the reward of their labours, and the unbelievers 
lhall be precipitated into the Fire of Hell, the more 
they fhail labour to get out, the further lhall they 
enter into it j it lhall be faid to them, Tafte the 
pains of eternal flames, which ye would not be¬ 
lieve. . I will make the wicked to tafte of the tor¬ 
ments of the World, and the pains of Hell, if they 
be not converted: Who is more un juft,than he that 
knoweth the Commandments of his Lord,and difo- 
beyeth them? We will be avenged on his impiety: 
We gave a moft true Book to Mofes, to inftrudt the 
Children of Ifrael > we put into the right way thole 
among them that perfevered in their Faith, and o- 
beyed our Commandments. Thy Lord lhall judge 
the difficulties of the Infidels at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment 5 fee they not how much People we deftroyed 
in times part, that repofed [confidence] in their 
Houles ? It is a token of our Omnipotency, will 
they never underftand it? See they not how I 
thruft forth Water in defart and barren Lands ? 
That I caufe Herbs to fpring forth for the nou- 
rilhmentof menandbeafts? Will theynever con-1 
iider it ? They demand, when will the Day of 
Judgment come? Say uutothem, that Day lhall 
not bring contentment to Infidels, and they lhall 
be without protection. Depart thou far from 
them s perfevere, and attend » they wait an occa- 
lion to miichief thee, but thou ffialt fee them 
ch^ftifed.

ers y containing fourfcore andfevenVerfeSy 
writttn at Medina. 

JN the name of God, gracious and merciful. O’l 
Prophet! fear God, and obey not unbelie¬ 
vers, God knoweth all things, and is moft pru- 
dent in what he ordaineth v obferve what thy 
Lord hath taught thee, he knoweth the adlionsof 
men; recommend thy felftoGod, it ought tofuf- 
hce thee, that he prote&eth thee. He hath not 
given two hearts unto men; he hath not enjoyned 
us to call your wives your mothers ; thofe which 
you call your children, are not all your Chil¬ 
dren, ye fpeak it only with the mouth, but God 
always fpeaketh the truth, and guideth men. in¬ 
to the way of falvation. Call your neighbour 
by the name of bis father,. this adtion (hall be 
acceptable to God, provided that ye have no 
evil defign in the heart; if ye know not his name, 
call him your brother in God, or Sir; God is 
gracious and merciful. The Prophet i$ obeyed 
of them that believe in God, and honour his wives, 
as their mothers. Kinfmcn are heirs of each 
other, it is fo appointed by his divine Majelly to 
the Believers that went out of Mecca to follow 
the Prophet ; It is ordained in Scripture tq 
do good to your parents. Remember thou that 
we received the promife of the Prophets of thee, 
of Noah, of Abraham, of Mofes, and of Jefus the 
Son of Mary , ( to wprftiip but one God ) 
we received a ftrong promife: An accompt lhall 
be required of their adtions, and the wicked lhall 
feel the rigour of infinite pains. Oh ye that 
Z believ 
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believe in God! remember his favour towards you ; 
when ye were charged by troups of enemies, he 
fent a'gainft them an impetuous wind, and troups 
invifible to your eyes,, to fight them; he feeth 
all that ye do; thofe invifible troups came 
from the Eaft, and from the Weft, from above, 
and below, when your fight was troubled-, an$ 
your hearts failed you, becaufe of the great num¬ 
ber of your enemies ; ye had already conceived a 
very bad opinion of the Law of God ; then were 
the True believers tryed , they ; trembled with, 
fear; The wicked, and fuch as were weak in their 
-faith, faid, that whatfoev,er God and his Pro¬ 
phet had promifed them’,. was but abufe and va¬ 
nity ; Remember thou how a party of them faid 
to the Inhabitants of the Territory of Medina, 
there is no fafety for you with Mahomet , re¬ 
turn into your houfes; Remember thou how 
many among them required difmiffion, and 
faid, that their houfes were forfaken : Their 
houfes were not forfaken, but they had a defign to 
fly; had they returned to their houfes, they 
had on all fides- perfwaded them to follow im¬ 
piety, they fhould not there have made long a- 
bode, becaufe they before had promifed God not 
to fly; he would have required an accompt of 
their promifes : Say unto them, flight fhalL be to 
you unprofitable, if ye.flie death, for that ye 
ought no longer to continue in the world: Sayun- 
■ to them, who is able to protect you againft Gqd 
when he (hall refolve to deftroy you ? take none 
other protector but him he knoweth them that 
were diflfwaded to go to the battel to fpare their 
wealth and perfbns. They caft an eye upon thee, 
when they are, furprized. with fear, they turn 
■their eyes into the head, as,a man that dyeth, and 
when they are delivered from fear, they traduce 
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thee t)ecaufe of their extremeavarice.Such men be-, 
lieve not in God, lie rendreth all their works un¬ 
fruitful; it is a thing eafie to his divine Majftey.The, 
Troups of the Infidels believed they were invincible, 
and when they, faw the trpups of the True be¬ 
lievers they defined to flye. The Infidels delired 
to draw the Arabians to their party, and have 
intelligence to know in what condition you are > 
had , they been of your party, few of them had 
been flain; the adhering to the Prophet of God 
fejrveth to you as a Cittadel, it ferveth as a Bulwark 
to them that apprehend the day of Judgment, 
and think often on his divine Majefty. When 
the believers faid, behold! what God and his 
Prophet promifed us, they are lincere in their 
promifes > the fight of their enemies encreafed their 
faith and zeal towards God and his Prophet. 
There be perfons among the True believers who 
have performed what they promifed to God ; 
many of them are dead in obedience to theCom- 
.mandments of his divine Majefty, others at¬ 
tend the fame thing, and fwerve not from what 
they have promifed ; God fhS.ll recompence them 
for their zeal, and chaftifethe Infidels, or pardon 
.them if it fo pjeafe him, he is gracious and mer¬ 
ciful. God mail deftroy the unbelievers with 
.their wrath againft the believers ; heprotedleth 
True believers in combats, he is ftrong and omni¬ 
potent. The Jews defended from their Fortrefs, 
to give aid to the Infidels, but God caft fear into 
their hearts; a party of them were flain, and the 
reft taken flaves; they by their death made you 
heirs of their lands, their houfes, their riches, and 
fortrefles which you were not able to conquer ; 
God is omnipotent. Oh Prophet! if thy wives 
be too ambitious of the wealth of the earth, and 
of garments too fumptuous ; Calf them , Say 
Z 2, unto 
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unto them, that fft6u Wilt <M 1 well with therfl, 
and Wilt repudiate them with friildriefs Ah d civili¬ 
ty. If they love God and his Freshet, if they are 
virtuous, his divide Majefiy will give them an 
exceeding great reward: Oh ye wives of the Pri>* 
phet! fuch of you as (hall be unchkft, {hall be pu- 
nithed doubly, more than other women, this is a 
thing eafie to God i fiich among you as (hall cm 
bey Gpd and his Prophet, and £haH do good works, 
mall be rewarded more than other wofhetr, 
an exceeding great reward is prepared for ydtt. 
Oh ye wives of the Prophet! ye are not like other 
Women of the world ; fear God, and beHeVe riot 
in the difcourfe of fuch as have defign to feduce 
you, fpeak with civility, abide in your hou'fes; 
go not forth to make your beauty appear, arid to 
make a fhew, as did the ignorant of old » pray to 
God with affe&ion, give alms, obey God arid 
his Prophet, God will deliver you from his 
Wrath, and will pUrifie you; be mindful of the 
Law that is taught you in your hordes, he is mer¬ 
ciful to them that honour him, heknowethall 
the a&ions of the Prophet, he hath prorrafed his 
mercy, and an exceeding great reward to thofe 
( men and women) that {hall obey his Coim 
mandments. Thofe men and women that 
believe in his unity, that refign themfelves to his di¬ 
vine pleafure, that are patient and humble, that

ken your repatt, depart out of the Houfe, and: tar¬ 
ry not to difcourfe one with another, this mole- 
lf eth the Prophet, he is athamed to bid you be gone, 
but God is not afliamed to tell you the truth.

in they (hall burn eternally, they (hall find no pro¬ 
tection, they (hall be caft headlong into the Fire, 
and (hall fay. Would to God we had obeyed his 
'Divine Majeity , and the Prophet his Apoiile ; 
they (hall fay, Lord, we obeyed our Mahers and 
Superiors, they feduced us from the right way ; 

, Lord, chaftife them doubly, and give ti^em thy 
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curfe* O ye that believe ! be not like them that 
difpleafed Mofes, he was innnocent of the crimes 
that they laid upon him, he wasinfpired of God ; 
fear God, an 4 fpeak with civility, your works 
fhall be acceptable to him, and he (hall pardon your 
iins; he that fhall obey God, and his Apoftle, fhall 
be happy; fidelity and obedience are pleafing to 
him in Heaven and in Earth, and upon the Moun¬ 
tains. Such as depart far [ from him] as did 
Adam , do injury to themfelves, and are ignorant, 
he fhaH chaflife thofe (men and women ) that fhall 
bedifobedient and impious; he will give his grace 
to thofe (men and women ) that fhall believe in 
his Law, he is gracious and merciful to them that 
obey him.

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful. 

Praifedbe God,whatfoever is in Heaven,and in 
the Earth,appertaineth to him; praife is due unto 
him, he is moft Wife and Omnifcient: he knoweth 
whatfoever entreth into the Earth,and cometh out 
of it, whatfoever afcendeth to Heaven, and de- 
icendeth , he is gracious and merciful to his crea¬ 
tures. The wicked demand if they fhall fee the 
Day of Judgment; fay unto them, yes, and that 
thy Lord knovPeth the time; he knoweth what is 
pafl,prefent and future,and all that is in Heaven and 
in the Earth,even to the weight ofanAtomejwhat 
is yet lefs, and what is yet greater than an Atome, 
is written in a Book thatdifcovereth every thing; he 
fhall reward the True believers that have done good 
worksjhe fhall give them hisMeicy,and enrich them 

with

with precious treafures: Such as have endeavoured 
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the People into the right way, into the path of 
honour and vertue; but the wicked faid among 
them, will ye believe a man, who affirmeth, that 
after your death ye (hall rife again, and be new crea¬ 
tures ? He lyeth impudently, he is poffelfed of the 
Devil. Certainly they that believe not in the Re- 
furredtion, are in an exceeding great error, and 
(hall fuffer moft grievous pains$ fee they not what 
is above, and what is below them ? Confider they 
not the Heaven "and the Earth ? If I will, I can ren¬ 
der it barren,and caufe a piece of the Heaven to fall 
upon them for a fign of my Omnipotency .We gave 
our grace to "David , and fpake to the Mountains, 

Birds, and Metals with him,to praife me we com¬ 
manded him to make CuiralTes, and Iron was foft 
in his hand, as Wax. O Lineage of Davidl be 
not ingrateful, I fee whatfoever ye do. We made 
the Winds fubjedt to Solomon , he commanded 
them Evening and Morning, from the Eaft to the 
Weft; we gave him a Fountain , and a Brook of 
diflolved Brafi ,the Devils,through our permiftion, 
wrought it to his mind, and we pumfbed in the Fire 
of Hell fuch as refufed to obey him. They built 
For him lofty Palaces, and * Ipacious houfes ; they ptM 
formed Bafons for Water,Channels,and Pools: We ped. 
laid unto him, O Lineage of David\ be not in- 
grateful for my graces, for that few perfons do ac- 
knowledg £them.^] When he dyed, through our 
Commandment, nothing difeovered his death to 
the Devils , but the worms that had eaten the 
end of his ftaff Whereon he leaned when the 
Devils few him fall, they perceived, that had 
they known the future, and what was hid from 

them. 
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them , they fiiould not have laboured fo long a 
time in his Service. The Inhabitants of Saba have 
a mark of my Omnipotency in their Countrey,. 
viz. two Gardens, the one op the North fide, and 
the Qjdicr towards the South, ( it was faid unto 
them} eat of the good things that your Lord hath, 
given you, and return him thanks; their Country 
is delicious, God hath been merciful towards them, 
neverthelefs they are ingrateful and impious 5 we 
lent the River of Arm that overflowed their Gar¬ 
dens v we changed them into two Gardens of 
* jyy. Thorns of Cyprus^ qnd a little * “Tamarinds •, thus 
dian Date, did we punifh them,' becaufe of their impiety. We 
See Gelal - eftablifhed a way with many Cities, for facility of 
dm. commerce among them , and the City which we 
blefled, and fpake unto thePeople to follow that 
way Night and Day with fafety, andwithou fear: 
They faid,God deftroyeth us through the length of 
this way •, they returned to their impiety, and we 
dilperfed them upon theEarth,to ferve for example 
to Pofterity, and inftrudtion to fuch as perfevere 
in my Law, and ackqowledg my graces. The 
Devil caufed them to believe his Opinion, they 
followed him, except fome of the True believers 
that were among them ; he had no power over 
them, but to know them that believed in theRe- 
furredtion, and fuch as doubt. Thy Lord cb- 
ferveth and regardeth all. Say unto them, invoke 
yourIdols,they have not power ofthebignefs of an 
A tome, neither in Heaven, nor Earth, God hath 
no Companion, they ftiall find none to prated 
them at the Day of Judgment, none (hall inter¬ 
cede for them without the permiffion of his Di¬ 
vine Majefty ; if they receive any relaxation in 
their fear, they enquire of each other what God 
fpake, and anfwer, that he fpake the truth ; that 
he is molt high and molt mighty ; (ay unto them, 
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^ho enrich'eth you with the good things of Heaven 
and Earth? They will fay that it is God. Say unto 
. them. Who of you, or of us followeth the right 
way? Or who of you, or of usisfeduced? En¬ 
quire not after our fins, we are not curious 1 to know 
what ye do, God (hall aflemble us at the Day of 
Judgment, and (hall judg our differences with 
equity,- he is an exceeding great Judg i fay unto 
them. Let us fee the Idols that ye have worfhip- 
ped ; certainly there is but One God, Omnipotent 
and Wife. We have not fent ‘thee but to declare 
to men the joys of Paradife, and to preach to them 
the pains of Hell, but the greateft part knoweth it 
not •, they ask in what time they (hall fee the 
punifhment that is preached to them; and if thou 
fpeakeft the truth; fay unto them, when the time 
thereof is come, ye (hall not be able to retard, or 
advance an hour: They have faid. That they will 
not believe in the Alcoran, but thou (halt‘fee them 
one day affembled in the prefence of thy Lord, 
thou (halt fee that they (hall accufe one another ; 
the Poor fhall fay unto the Rich, you have hind red 
us to obey the Commandments of God; they (hall 
anfwer, have we (educed you from the way that 
was taught you? On the contrary, you were 
wicked and malicious: They (hall fay, on»the con¬ 
trary, you employed Night and Day your Artifices 
to render us ingrateful for the graces of God, and 
to induce us to believe that he hath Companions 
equal to him; they fhall repent of their fins, 
when they (hall fee their puriifhment; we will lay 
: Chains upon their Necks, and they (hall be ctelfi- 
fed after their demerits. The chief Inhabitants of 
the Cities , faid to the Prophets that we fent to 
them to preach the torments of Hell, that they be¬ 
lieve not their words. We have ('faid they ) more 
riches, and more Children than: thole that (believe 
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la their difcourfe; we (hall not be damned, a$ they 
affirm; fry unto them, my Lord giveth and taketh 
away Riches as feemeth good tp him, but the 
greateft part of the People know it not; your wealth 
and your children (hall not give you accefs to God j 
fuch as (hall perform good works, (hall be rewarded, 
and (hall live eternally in the delights of Paradjfe; 
they that (hall endeavour to fupprefs our Law, 
(hall be caft headlong into the Fire of Hell: Say 
unto them. My Lord giveth, , and taketh away 
Wealth as to him feemeth good ; he maketh vain 
the alms which ye lhall give, if ye obfervenothis 
Law; he is the Rich of the Rich: Be thou mind¬ 
ful of the day, when I fha^laffemble the Idolaters, 
and lhall fay to the Angels, Behold them who have 
adored you; they lhall fay, praifedbe God, thou 
alone art our mailer and protedor; they ado¬ 
red not us, they worlhipped the.Devil; the 
greateft part of them believed in his word, this 
day they are not able to benefit, or hurt one ano¬ 
ther ; they will lay to the un juft, tafte the tor¬ 
ments of Hell Fire, which ye would not helieye. 
They faid when thou didft preach unto them our 
Gommandments, this man would hinder us to 
worlhip the gods of our fathers, he is a Blasphe¬ 
mer. They have laid, That the Alcoran is but Sor¬ 
cery andMagick, and read not the books that we 
have lent unto them. Their predeceffors did like 
them; they traduced our Apoftles, and hind red 
them to preach the tenth part of what we had in* 
fpired into them; they traduced them, but how 
Were they chaftifed ? Say unto them, f preach to 
you to pray to God two by two,or alone^or in com¬ 
pany ; ye lhall know one day, that your friend Ma¬ 
homet is not poffefled of the Devil, and that he 
preacheth to you the pains of Hell; I require no re- 
Wardof you for mine exhortations, God (hall re¬ 
ward 



ward me, he Teeth all. Say unto them, God 
feacheth his Pifophet the Truth, and what is to 
tome; the truth appealed* and falihood was dis¬ 
covered, arid the lyars were deprived of his mer¬ 
cy ; if I Wilfully go affray, or if I ad what God 
hath ehjoyned me, this lhall be for my Soul, God 
heareth, arid is prelent at all things. Thou 
ihalt fee the Infidels filled With fear, and affright¬ 
ed when they (hall come out of their fepulchres; 
they lhall not efcape the punifliment of their 
incredulity 5 they lhall then lay, That they be¬ 
lieve in the Alcoran , but I will fliew tp them 
from far the Law which they have defpifed in' 
theWorid; they lhall be precipitated with their ig¬ 
norance, into a place remote from mercy and 
pardon. They lhall be feparated from the True 
believers, becaule they have doubted the Com¬ 
mandments of the Law of God. 


CHAP. XXXV. 

The Chapter of the Creator , containing Forty 
and jive Verfes , written at Mecca. 

This Chapter is intituled the Chapter tf Angels■> in 
the Book^ Teffir anf Joahir, which treateth of the JExr 
pofition of the Alcoran in furktfb. 

IN the Name of God, gracious and merciful. 
* Praile be to God,Creator of Heaven and Earth, 
who created the Angels, the MdTengers of his 
Commandments 5 they have wings, two, three, 

and 
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and four; he maketh of fiis, Creature what 
fetemethgood to him, he is Omnipotent; none 
can comprehend the Gface that he hath given to 
ffis People,it is incomprehenfibIe,;he is Omnipotent 
and moll Wife. Oh People! remember the grace 
of God , Is there a Creator befidehim? He eii- 
richeth you with the-riches of Heaven and Earth; 
there is no God betide him, , How can the wicked 
• Blafpheme againft his Divine Majefty,? 1( If they 
traduce thee, certainly they traduced the Pro¬ 
phets that were fent. before thpe; they fhall be 
one day affembled before God to be judged. Oh 
' ye People! what Grid hath promifed is infallible; 
glory not in the wealth of the Earth,, beware left 
the Devil (educe you, and render you proud, 
becaufe that God doth a j whije defer the pu- 
■ niflimeut of your crimes. The Devil is your Ene¬ 
my, be ye his Enemies, he leadeth them that fol¬ 
low him into the Fire of Hell, where they fhall fuf- 
fer the rigors of infinite pains ; their fins fhall be 
■remitted that believe in God, and do good works : 
Oftentimes, he that delighteth in what he doth,. 
doth believeth he doth well; God mifleadeth 
and guideth whom it picafeth him; be'mot un¬ 
willing to depart from the wicked, God know- 
eth all their actions. He fendeth the Winds that 
drive the Clouds unto barren and .drie places, to 
refrefh the Earth, and caufe it to revive after its 
death, in like manner will he raife again the Dead. 
He that affefteth greatnefs, (hall find ip God all 
manner of greatnefs; good f; acches afcend even 
to his divine Majefty , and our good works are 
acceptable to him. Such as conlpire againll the 
Prophet, (hall endure great torments, and their 
confpiracy become vain and unprofitable. God. 
hath created you of duft and mire, he created 
you men and women ; the Woman neither con¬ 
ceive th, . 
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c.iveth, nor bringeth forth, but through his per- 
miffion v no man can either prolong or lhorten his 
life, but following what is written in the Book 
[kept in Heaven} thefe thiiigs are eafie'to God. 
Thole two Seas are not like to Euphrates ,. whole 
water is fweet, and plealant to drink; the Wa¬ 
ter of the Sea is cold, and lalt, nevcrthelels ye 
eat of. the Filh of the one, and the other. Ye 1 iili 
out of the Sea, Gems to adorn you ; you lee 
the Ship to run upon the Waters, and cleave 
.the waves, for the advantage of your.com¬ 
merce, peradventure you will return thanks to 
God for his graces. He caufeth the Night to 
enter into the Day, and the Day into the Night > 
he created the Sun and the Moon, that run in 
the Heaven till the Day appointed. That God 
who created thefe things, is your Lord, the Em¬ 
pire of the World is his, the Idols that ye 
worfhip have no more power than the skin 
of an Almand ; if ye invoke them, they lhall not 
Hear you, they lhall deny you at the Day of 
Judgmen t, a qd are not of power to let you 
know either the joys of Paradife, or the tor¬ 
ments of Hell. Oh ye People! ye are poor 
and necellitous, ye have need of Gods affi- 
ftance, and God hath no want of you; praile 
is due to him in every place -, he will dellroy 
you, if it leem good to him, and create another 
new People in your place; none lhall bear the 
burden pf - another, be it never lo light or 
heavy, no, not when they are near of kin. Preach 
thou the torments of Hell to fuch as fear their 
Lord, wit hout feeing him, and make their prayers 
at the time appointed. He that taketh heed of 
offending him, laboureth for himfelf; all the 
World lhall be one day affcmbled before him 
to be judged; the blind are ret like to fitch as fee

clear $ darknefs is not like to lights the {hade and 
cooinefs are not like to the neat of the Sun i 
the Living are not like the Dead i God caufeth 
himlelf to be underftood of whom he pleafeth; 
thou canft not make the Commandments of God 
to be underftood by them that are in their Sepul¬ 
chers i we have fent only to preach the pains 
6f Hell, and the joys of Paradife, there is no 
place.in the World where they have not been 
preached ; if the Infidels traduce thee, their pre- 
deceifcrs likewife traduced them whom we fent 
heretofore , to preach to them the Myfteries of 
jFaith, and the Scriptures; they were furprilod 
in their fins', were iigoruily chaftifed. Seeft thoa 
not how thy Lord caufed Rain to fall from Hea¬ 
ven, to make the Earth produce many fruits ef 
fundry forts, and to nourilh in the Mountains the 
Goats, the Stags, and Hinds ? To nourilh the 
Crows and Ravens, the men, and beafts of divers 
kinds and form ? God gratifieth his Creatures that 
acknowledg his benefits; lie is Omnipotent and 
merciful. They who devoutly read the Book of 
God, who make their prayers at the time ap¬ 
pointed , and beftow in pious works , fecretly 
or publickly, part of the wealth that we have 
given them, have hope of arecompence that (hall 
never periihi God (hall recompence and aug¬ 
ment his graces upon them $ he is merciful to¬ 
wards the good, and accepteth the acknowledg¬ 
ment of his graces. The Book that we have fent 
thee containcth the Truth, it confirmeth the an¬ 
cient Scriptures, God knoweth and feeth all 
things. We have given the underftanding of thp 
Alcoran to fuch as we have chofen among our 
creatures; there be fome who have ill difeharged 
what we have taught them ; fome have perfxom- 
ed what was enjoyned them, and others have 

taught 



taught it with affe&ion and diligence through 
Gods permiffiori. This is a great grace, they fhall 
enter into the Garden of Eden , where they (hall 
remain eternally; they (hall be adorned with Col¬ 
lars of Gold, enriched with precious Hones, they 
(hall be cloathed with fine (ilk, and (hall (ay, prai- 
fed be God, who hath delivered us from afflicti¬ 
on, he is mod merciful, and accepteth the thanks’ 
of his creatures, fuch as through his l’pecial grace 
(hall enjoy the hou(e of eternity, (hall be free from' 
all pain, and the Infidels (hall be caft headlong in¬ 
to the fire of Hell. They (hall not die in thofe tor¬ 
ments, and their torture (hall never be affwaged ; 
thus (hall the wicked be chaftifed, they (hall in vain 
implore fuccour of God, and fay, Lord deliver us 
from thefe pains, we wiU do better than we have 
done heretofore * I will no more prolong your life 
on Earth, I have lent you my Prophets and Apo- 
ftles, They preached unto you my Command¬ 
ments, you would not hear them, talk now the 
pains of Hell, which ye have merited, the wicked 
. fhall this day be deprived of protection. Cer¬ 
tainly God knoweth wh'atfoever is in Heaven and 
Earth, he knoweth all that is in the hearts of 
men. He it is that hath made you to multiply on 
Earth; impiety (hall rife agaifft: the impious, it 
(hall render them abominably before God, and 
put them into the-number of the damned : Say 
unto therrjj have ye well confidered the Idols that 
ye have yvorlhipped ? Tell me. What have they 
created on Earth ? W r ere they Gods companions 
in the Creation of the Heavens ? Hath God fent 
to them a Book, and reaifons, to authorize'their 
impiety ? Certainly the wicked inftrudt orie ano¬ 
ther only in pride and arrogancy ••> God fuitaineth 
the HeaVens and the Earth, he alone is able to fu- 
ftaiu diem, he is gracious and merciful. The 
A a wicked 
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\yicked fwore to fight for the encreafe of the 
faith, if there fhould come to them a Preacher to 
inftrud them; and when he came, they augmen¬ 
ted their wickednefs, became proud in the Earth, 
and confpired againft the true believers; their con- 
fpiracy fell upon themfelves, and they can exped 
none other things than what was ordained againft 
their predeceffors,the Law of God admitteth none 
alteration. Confider they not what was the end 
of their Predecdfors ? who were more wealthy 
and powerful than they ? Nothing i% impoffible 
to God, he knoweth ail things, and is omnipo¬ 
tent. Should God punilh the people when they 
offend him, he fhould leave no living creature on 
the Earth, he deferreth the chaftifement of the 
wicked until the time appointed; when their time 
fhall be come, he will punifh them according to 
their demerits, he feeth all.

The Chapter intituled , O Man, containing 
fourfiore and eight Terfes , written at 
Mecca. 

Reader, the Mahometans have entituled this Chap¬ 
ter with two Letters of the Arabique Alphabet , i. s. The 
Bedaoi faith, that ifignifietb ia, that is to fay O parti- 
pula vocativa, ands, is an abreviation, that fignifietb 
infan, {jLe.]] Man, and that the Angel Jpeakjng to Ma¬ 
homet, began this Chapter in this manner ; 0 man ! I 
fwear by the Alcoran, &c. See Teffir, Kitab el tenoir. 

| N the name of God, gracious and merciful. Oh 
J man! I fwear by the Alcoran , full of Doctrine, 
that thou art a Prophet, fent to teach the people the 

right 



right way. This Bookwas fent by the Omnipotent 
and merciful, that thou mailt indraft men in that 
which was not taught their Predeceffors: Certain¬ 
ly, what was faid is true, viz. That the greateft 
part of them is incredulous; We .will put a drain 
upon their neck, and bind their hands to the very 
chin; they (hall lift up the head to complain, but 
we will place before and behind them a great oe- 
ftacle, we will cover their light w.tn darknels,, 
and they (hall not fee a jot. Miiery is upon them; 
whether thou dob reprove, or not reprove them, 
they lhall not be converted. If thou preacheft to 
them that believe in the Alcoran , and to fuch as 
believe in what they have feen, proclaim to them 
a general pardon of their (ins, and a very great 
reward. I make the dead to arife again, and write 
exactly in a Book the good and the evil that men 
commit. Relate to them the Parable of thofe ot 
the City, whither thy Lord lent his Prdphets; we 
Lent unto them two Prophets, they llandered 
both of them; we fuccored them by a third; 
they all three laid to the Inhabitants of this City, 
we are lent from God to preach to you his Com¬ 
mandments. They anfwered, ye are but men like 
us, God hath not fent us a lign to make you 
known, ye are lyars. They faid, certainly God 
knoweth that he fent us to you ; we are obliged 
.Oiily to preach to you his Commandments; They 
"anfwered, would ye make us Infidels like your 
Pelves > If ye end not this dlLourle, we will ifone 
you, and make you to luffer heavy torments. 
They faid, be your evil with you. Who hath here¬ 
tofore fo ill inltrufted you ? Certainly you are 
wicked : Then a man came running from the ut~ 
moil part of the City, who faid unto them, Oh 
people 1 obey the Apodles ot God, obey thytu 
that require no reward from you lor tne pains 
A a a winch 
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which they take in teaching you , and who are 
in the right way. Wherefore {hall not 1 worfhip 
him that created me, and before whom ye all {hall 
be aflembled to be judged ? Will ye worfhip ano¬ 
ther beiide him ? If it be his will to chaftife me, 
your Idols cannot fave me, I (hould be extremely 
erroneous, (hould I believe in your Gods; hear 
and underhand what I fay unto you. £Neverthe- 
lefs they flew him] and (aid unto .him, Go, enter 
into Paradife; He faid, in dying, would to God- 
this people knew the graces that his Divine Ma- 
jefty hath conferred on me, he placed me in the 
number of the bleffed : After his death we did 
not fend Angels from Heaven to chaftife the 
wicked ; I will fend them but once to deftroy 
them; they (hall one day be dumb, for {hame 
that they have not followed the True-believers, 
and of being mocked by them that I fait to preach' 
unto them my Commandments: Will they not 
con fide r how much people we have deftroyed in 
times paft, who are not returned, and that {hall 
be one day affembled before me to be judged ? 
The Earth, dry, dead, and barren, as a fign of 
my omnipotency for the wicked ; we made it re¬ 
vive, and become green again, and to bring forth 
fruits, with which they were fatiate; we there 
created Gardens, Date-trees, and Vines, we cau- 
fed Fountains to flow ; they eat of the fruits which 
are not the works of their hands ; will they not 
acknowledg the works of their Lord ? Praife is 
due to him that created the male and the female 
of all Plants that the Earth produceth,who created 
man and woman,and many other things, of which 
they have no knowledg. It is a fign of my omni¬ 
potency, to feparate the day from the night, and 
to make the Sun to run to his appointed place. 
We have appointed to the Moon her Signs, {he 
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goeth and coraeth always through her old way ; 
the Sun neither haftneth, nor retardeth his courfe 
at any time, neither doth joyn himfelf by night 
to the Moon; the night cometh not until the end 
of the day. And all, to wit, the Moon,the Sun,and 
the Stars exalt my glory in the Heaven : It is a 
mark of mine omnipotency, to have born their 
fathers upon the waters in the Ark, and to have 
given them veflels like the Ark to bear them; had 
it pleafed me, I had caufed them to be drowned, 
without fuccor and falvation; I faved them 
through my fpecial grace, until the time appoin¬ 
ted. The wicked defpife the figns of Gods omni¬ 
potency, and feoffed, when they were required 
to fear the wrath of his Divine Majelry, prefent, 
and to come, and that their iniquities (hall be for¬ 
given them. When it was faid unto them. Give 
alms of the wealth that God hath given you, they 
anfwered, (hall I give him to eat, to whom God 
(hall give bread when it (hall pleafe him ? They 
are in a very great error. They will enquire of 
you when the day of Judgment (hall be ; and if 
ye believe it, tell them that they mud expert but 
one (ole voice, that (hall furprrze them, they (hall 
quarrel, they (hall not be able to make their Tc- 
ftament, neither return to fee their Parents; in the 
end they (hall go out of their Sepulchres, and pre¬ 
fent themfelves before God, when the Trumpet 
(hall found: Then (hall they fey, we are mod ini- 
ferable, to have departed from our graves, behold 
what God hath promifed us! The Prophets fpake 
to us the Truth, viz ,.That the world ought to ex¬ 
pert but one voice: This day (hall all men be af- 
fembled before their Lord, no in judice (hall be done 
toanyperfon, and .every one (hall be rewarded, 
and chadded after his works: Such as (hall go in¬ 
to Paradife,(hall be in exceeding great repofe, with 
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all manner of contentment, they and their wives 
(hall be fafe from all evils, lying on delicious beds, 
they (hall have all forts of fruits, and whatfoevet 
they (hall delire, they (hall befaluted on the behalf 
of the Lord,, gracious and merciful. God .(hall fay 
to the wicked at the day of Judgment, Depart ye 
this day from the company of the good; did I not 
forbid yoy. to worfhip the Devil, your open enemy, 
but to worfhip me alone, and that it was the right 
way ? Did I not tell you that the Devil feduced a 
multitude of the people ? Ye would not believe it, 
behold Hell, that is prepared for you, through 
your incredulity. I will (hut their mouth, then- 
hand (hall fpeak, and their feet (hall be witnefles 
of their crimes : If we will, we can make the In¬ 
fidels blind, they (hall find no way, they (halt not 
be able to go or come, and (hall be (iiccoured of 
none, had it been our pleafiire we could have 
transformed them in their houfes, and they had 
not been able to go forth ; I will cad their head 
againft the ground, and will render them infa¬ 
mous, whole life I (hall prolong, and they (hall 
not know their errors. We have not made them 
to underhand the Myderies of the Alcoran, but that 
was -not neceffary ; it is but to preach to the li¬ 
ving, who comprehend what is fpoken to them; 
it is molt true, that the wicked (hall be punifhed: 
See they not that we alone have created all the 
Beads of the Earth, over which they command,? 
We have made them (ubje£t to them: Some ferve 
them to ride on, and others for their nourifliment, 
will they be ingrateful ? Neverthelefs they have 
worfhipped Idols, they adored what could not de¬ 
liver them from the pains of Hell. Afflidfc not thy 
l’elf at their difcourfe , I know whatfoever they 
fay, and all that they keep fecret in their fouls : 
Doth not man confider that we created him of 
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dull ? And that he is too arrogant ? God hath 
taught us how he formed his Creatures, never- 
thelels the wicked have faid, who is he that can 
give life to bones that are rotten ? Say unto them, 
he it is that created you at firft, and that knoweth 
what he created ; he maketh lire to come out of 
the green woods which ye burn, and created the 
Heaven and the Earth; cannot he create other 
creatures like unto you? Yes, without doubt, he 
createth what piealeth him,he knoweth all things; 
when he willeth any thing, he faith. Be thou, 
and it is > praifed be he, to whom all things ap¬ 
pertain, and before whom you all (hall return 
[to be judged.]

T N the name of God, gracious and merciful. I See 
fwear by the Orders of Angels that worlhip e l tenoir. 
God, and attend his. commands, by them that 
hinder men to obey the Devil, and by them that 
read and meditate on the Alcoran, that your God 
is one foie God, Lord of the Heaven, and the 
Earth, and of all that is between them, he is Lord 
of the Well, and of the Eafb We adorned the 
Heaven and the Earth with Planets, and have kept 
them fafe from the malice of the Devils; they 
cannot hear what is Ipoken in the Firmament, 
they are lhamefully driven away on all fides, and 
(hall be eternally tormented; if they hear any 
thing Ipoken, they hear it greedly, and follow 
A a 4 [it] 



Tit] fpeedily,but the (hining Planet purfoeth diem, 
fand detedfeth their malice.J The wicked have 
demanded if we created any thing more illuftri- 
ous than they : Certainly we created them all of 
the duft of the Earth : Thou art amazed at their- 
blafphemies, they deride thy amazement, and 
(hall never be converted. When they (hall fee 
Miracles, they (hall feoff, and fey, that it is but 
evident Magick to believe that they (hall dye, 
and after, being earth, bones, and duft, they (lull 
rife again with their fathers and predeceflors: Say 
unto them, that they (hall rife .again, and that 
they are feduced from the right way j that the 
world (hall be but once deftroyed, and they (hall 
fee what will befall them at the day of Judgment: 
They (hall that day fey, they are wretched, and 
the Angel (hall fey unto them, behold the day 
of Judgment, behold the day that the godly (hall 
be feparated from the wicked ; behold the day 
vyhicb ye would not believe: It (hall be feid 
to the Angels, gather them together, affemble 
their wives, and their Idols, put them into the 
way of Hell, and flay them, to give account of 
their deportments, and why their- Idols do not 
luccour them. Certainly they (hall defire to be in 
the number of them that have obeyed Gods Com¬ 
mandments: They (hall quarrel among them, and 
(hall fey, it is you that have feduced us from the 
right way, through your Oaths ; ye fwore that 
ye followed the Law of God, and obferved* his 
Commandments : They (hall anfwer on the con¬ 
trary, We have no power over you, you your 
felves were in manifeft error,the word of God (hall 
be accomplifhed againft us, and we (hall for com- 
pany futfer the tormens of Hell ; if we feduced 
you, we were likewife feduced, and we (hall this 
day be your companions in puiftftunent. That day 
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{hall the wicked be in this manner affli&ed : they 
become infolent on earth, when it is told them 
there is but one God, and fay, (hall we abandon 
ourjgods for a foolilh and lying Poet ? On the con¬ 
trary,he teacheth you the truth,as did the Prophets 
that were before him; ye (hall be chaftifed,and in- 
treated according to your demerits. Such as (hall 
obey Gods Commandments, (hall have a place of 
fafety wherein to reft, with all forts of fruits, in 
pleafant gardens, fitting orderly on delicious beds, 
with glaffesfull of a drink, pleafing to the tafte, 
which (hall not make them drunk. Their wives 
white as frefh Eggs, (hall not call an eye upon any 
but upon them; they (hall talk together, and one 
among them (hall fay, I had on earth a compani¬ 
on,who asked me if I believed ir* the Refur rediion-, 
and if after being reduced to earth, bones,and dull, 
we (hall rife again? come with me, let us go fee 
what he doth; he (hall fee him in the bottom of 
Hell, and lhall fay unto him, by God, it wanted 
little but that thou hadft feduced me, without the 
grace of God I had been damned, as thou art, we 
are not in the number of the dead, we (hall not 
fuffer any pain ; on the contrary, we are in excee¬ 
ding great happinefs ; thus are the righteous re¬ 
warded ; who are the more happy ? they who 
are in our felicity, or fuch as are near to Zacon,the 
tree of hell ? This tree cometh out of the bottom 
of hell, it rifeth high, and the branches themfelves 
refemble the heads of Devils ; the damned (hall 
eat of the fruit thereof, they (hall drink boiling 
water, and Hell (hall be the place of theii 1 habita¬ 
tion; their fathers were Intidels,they followed their 
footftepS, and the way of them that were feduced 
before them ; wefent unto them Preachers,whom 
they refufed to hear, but contider what is the end 
bf the righteous, and that of the wicked.Wefaved 
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Nca\z nd gave grace to fuch as obeyed himjwe de¬ 
livered him with his family from a great danger, 
and perpetuated his progeny 5 he (hall be praifed 
of all them that (hall come after him, becaufe we 
gave him our blcffing; thus do I recompence the 
righteous, he was in the number of them that o- 
beyed my Commandments; we faved him, and 
them that followed him,and drowned the Iilfidels, 
Remember Abraham, God gave him an heart free 
from impiety and malice 5 he faid to his father and 
his people, wherefore worlhip ye falfe godsinftead 
of the true God ? think ye to efcape the punifli- 
ment of your crimes ? Then he had a vifion in hea¬ 
ven, and faid, I am lick of your Idolatry, they de¬ 
parted from him with purpofe to be converted, 
and empty the Temples of Idols of their Trea- 
fures; he (aid to the Idols, wherefore eat ye not 
the facrifices that are before you ? wherefore (peak 
ye not ? and gave them a great blow with his right 
hand: the people came together with wrath, be¬ 
caufe he had ftricken their gods; he (aid unto 
them, Will ye wor(hip*the works of your hands? 
know ye not that it is God that created you ? Then 
they faid among them,let us build a great pile, and 
put fire to it, and call Abrab >?i into the fire ; they 
confpired againft him, but we rendred them a(ha- 
med and confounded. Abraham faid unto them, I 
go towards my Lord, he (hall guide me into the 
way of (alvation;Lord,give me a fon that may be in 
the number of the righteous; we declared to him 
that he (hould have a fon, exceeding wife,when he 
arrived to years of difcretion; he faid unto Tnim 3 
my fon, I dreamed this night that I mull facrifice 
thee,what wilt thou that I do? He replied,my father, 
do what is commanded you, ye (hall find me full of 
patience; when his father laid him on the ground, 
and put the knife nigh unto his throat > we faid un- 



to him, 0 Abraham! it is enough, thou haft fatis- 
fied thy dream $ thus do I intreat the righteous,thus 
were we wont to pr5ve them.We redeemed his fbn 
with a fair Ram; he ftiall be praifedof pofterity, 
and thofe that ftiall come after him, ftiall blefs his 
memory. Thus do I reward the righteous, he was 
in the number of them that obey my Command¬ 
ments We declared to him that he ftiould have a 
fon called Ifaacfiom whom ftiould iflue many be¬ 
lievers; and unbelievers. Certainly we gave our 
grace to Mofes and Aaron ; we delivered them with 
their followers from an evident peril,we protected 
them, and they were in the number of the victori¬ 
ous ; we gave them the Book full of light,and con¬ 
duced them into the right way; they (hall be 
praifed in ages to come, and pofterity (hall blefs 
their memory. Thtis do I recompence the righte¬ 
ous, they were in the number of them that obey¬ 
ed my Commandments : Eliot is in the number of 
my Prophets and Apoftles ; he faid unto the peo¬ 
ple, wherefore fear ye not God ? wherefore wor- 
lhip ye the Idol Balan, and forfake the Creator of 
the world ? God is your Lord, and the Lord of 
your predeceflors ; they traduced him, and were 
condemned to the fire of hell, except fuch among 
them as Obeyed my Commandments. We left his 
memory happy to pofterity ; thus I reward the 
righteous; he was in the number of them that o- 
beyed my Commandments. Lot was in the number 
of my Prophets and Apoftles: Remember thou, 
how we delivered him and his family from evident 
peril, except his wife, who remained among them 
that were chaftifed; having faved him,we deftroy- 
ed the wicked; they faw in the morning the foot- 
fteps of the ruin that befell them the night before; 
will ye not underhand this miracle ? Jonas was in 
the number of the Prophets. Remember thou, that 
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he fled in a Ship, and was the caufe of evil to the 
Sailors, he was fwallowed of a Whale; had he not 
repented of his fault, he fhould have continued in 
the belly of that Fifli until the day of Judgment; 
we caft him on the fhore extremely feeble, we co¬ 
vered him with leaves of Filbert, and lent him to 
preach to more than an hundred thoufand perfons, 
that we reconverted, whole dcceafe we deferred 
until the time appointed. The Infidels have de¬ 
manded if thy Lord hath daughters, as they have 
Tons ? did we create the Angels male and female 
in their prefence ? They lye, when they fay, that 
God hath a fon ; hath he defined to have daugh¬ 
ters rather than fons ? how can you thus blaf- 
pheme ? Confider ye not that he. is God alone, 
without children ? have ye any reafbn or autho¬ 
rity to fpeak in this manner ? bring your argu¬ 
ments, produce your reafbn, if ye are true. The 
Infidels have faid, that the Angels were of the 
lineage of God, ,but the Angels well know that 
the Infidels (hall be damned, becaufe of their blaf- 
phemies. Praifed be God, he hath neither fbn nor 
daughter, other than the righteous that worfhip 
him, and obey his Commandments. You, with 
your Idols cannot efcape the puniftunent of your 
fins, ye fliall be condemned to the fire of hell. 
There is none among the Angels that knoweth not 
his place, and his order in Paradife, to praife and 
worlhip his Divine Majefty. If the Infidels fay,we 
obferve the Religion of our Predeceffors, we are 
in the right way ; Say unto them, that if they 
believe not in th o. Alcoran^ they (hall in fine know 
their incredulity. We have promifed prote>> 
fition to believers, and Prophets, they fhall be 
protected and victorious; depart for a time 
from the wicked , confider how God pu- 
niifieth thepi , $hey (hall feel the punifl\ment 
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of their impiety ; will they call themfelves head¬ 
long into the torments of hell ? alTuredly they will 
be aflonilhed when they (hall feel them ; depart 
from their company, and confider that they lhall 
not be'able to dcape the punilhment of their 
crimes. Praife thy Lord, the Lord of power and 
greatnefe, above the wicked ; felvation be to the 
Prophets, and eternal praife to the God of the 
Univerfe. 


CHAP. XXXV7IL 

The Chapter of Truth , containing fotirfcore 
and eight Vtrfes, written at Mecca. 

Reader, Mahomet intituled this Chapter with the 
Letter named in the Arabique Alphabet , Slad, which 
fignifieth in this place , Slidk, that ir to fay , Truth. See 
the Glofs of Gelaldin, Kitab el tenoir. They have in¬ 
tituled it the Chapter of Truth. 

IN the name of God, gracious and merciful. I 
■* fwear by the Alcoran , that this Book teacheth 
the way of Salvation; never thelefc, the Infidels re¬ 
fill the Faith,and are among themfelves of a differ¬ 
ent opinion. How many have we deftroyed in 
times pall, that were like unto them ? They cri¬ 
ed, and required fuccors, but they were no lon¬ 
ger to be fuccored. The Infidels wonder, that a 
man like themfelves (hould be fent to inftrudt 
them: they fey. That he is a Magician,and a lyar, 
to preach one foie God.lt is a ftrange thing ! Their 
Dodfors forfook their Aflemblies, they went to 
preach through the City, and feid, Pertill to adore 
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your Gods; we abjure the belief of the unity of 
God, the laft Sed did not preach it; it is an evi¬ 
dent lye.Was Mahomet chofen among us to receive 
alone the Alcoran defended from Heaven ? Cer¬ 
tainly they doubt the Alcoran , they fhall know the 
truth, when they fhald be in the fire of Hell. Have 
they in their power the Treafures of the mercy of 
thy Lord, omnipotent and bountiful ? Poffels they 
the Kingdom of the Heavens and Earth,and what- 
foever is betwixt them ? If it be fo, let them afi- 
cend into Heaven with their forces ; affuredly, 
they {hall be fhamefully beaten in all places. The 
wicked heretofore defamed Noah , Aad, Pbaroab, the 
maker of Cbarmes and Tetnod , the Inhabitants of 
the City of Lot ; thofe that dwelt in the Foreft, 
and their companions, traduced the Prophets, and 
were punifhed after their demerits ; neverthelefs, 
the Infidels confider not that they fhall be chaftifed, 
when the trumpet (hall found at the day of Judg¬ 
ment, and that they (hall no more return on earth 
to be converted. They fay in fcorn. Lord give us 
to fee the Book of the Accompt of our fins, before 
the day of Judgment. Perfevere, and be patient, 
be not troubled at their di{courfe,and call to mind 
our fervant David, flout and zealous in my Law; 
the Mountains and the Birds praifedme with him; 
they affembled in his prefence, and obeyed him i 
we gave force to his reign, and endued him with 
knowledg and eloquence. Haft thou learnt Davidt 
quarrel, when they hindred him to enter into the 
Temple ? and how he feared his enemies ? When 
they entred towards him, they faid unto him. Be 
not afraid, we have a difpute among us, judg our 
difference with equity,and teach us the right way. 
This man is my brother, he hath fourfcore and 
nineteen {heep : I had but one, which he hath 
raviihed from me, becaufe he-was ftronger than I. 

David 
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"David (aid, He hath done thee wrong, art thou 
troubled for one Ew ? The greateft part of men 
arofe againft their neighbour except fuch as be¬ 
lieve in the Law of God, and obferve his Com¬ 
mandments, which are few in number. Then 
David knew that we had tried him, he implored 
pardon of his fin, he humbled himfelf, worfhip- 
ped us, and was converted. We gave him pardon 
of his fault, we drew him near unto us, and lodg¬ 
ed him in a place of content. I faid unto him, O 
David! we have eftablilhed thee on Earth, to de¬ 
termine the differences that (hall arife among the, 
people, follow not thine own appetite, it will' re¬ 
duce thee from the way of Salvation jfuch as (hall 
err from my Law, (hall fiiffer grievous pains at the 
day of Judgment. We have not in vain created 
the Heaven, and the Earth, as the wicked affirm; 
mifery (hall befal them, they (hall be cafi headlong 
and burnt in the fire of Hell. Shall I alike entreat 
the believers, and unbelievers ? the righteous and 
the wicked? This Book ! we have fent it to thee, 
and bleffed it, to the end the: people may medi¬ 
tate the myfteries thereof; and the wife reap ad¬ 
vantage for their falvation. We gave Solomon to 
our fervant David., he was extreamly zealous in 
our fervice. Remember that horfes, ready and vi¬ 
gorous, were prefented to him about evening; 
that he forgot to make his prayer at the hour of 
Vefpers; and faid. What ? Have I preferred the 
love of the wealth of the Earth, to the remem¬ 
brance of God, even until the Sunfet ? He caufed 
them to be led back again, and facrificed fome of 
them (for expiation of his fault.) He caufed their 
legs and necks -to be cut off. We tried Solomon , we see Teffir 
caufed a fuppofititious perfon to fit on his Throne, anfjoahir 
and afterwards reftored him to his dominions. He > n Tur - 
faid, Lord, give me thy mercy, give me fo happy 
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a reign, that the like hath not been feen; thou 
art liberal towards thy creatures. We made fub- 
jed to him the winds, which blowed at his com¬ 
mand, where it pleafld him. We made the Devils 
fitbjed to him ; fome built his Palaces, others di¬ 
ved into the Seas to bring him Pearls, and others 
were bound and chained to attend his commands; 
he retained and difmifled whom he lifted, with 
xendring an accompt. We drew him near unto us, 
and lodged him in a place of content. Remember 
our fervant Job , that he prayed to his Lord, and 
faid. That the Devil had heaped mifery and affli¬ 
ction upon him. It was laid unto him, Strike the 
Earth with thy foot; thou lhalt fee water fpring 
forth to wa(h thee, and to drink : We reftored to 
him his children, and his riches, through our fpe- 
cial grace, to be an example to porterity. It was 
laid unto him, when his wife would have made 
him to murmur. Take rods in thine hand, ftrike 
thy wife, and fwerve not from what thou halt 
promifed. We found him patient, and zealous in 
obedience to our Commandments. Remember our 
fervant Abraham, Ifaac , Jacob , affeCtionate and 
zealous in our Law ; we laved, and chofe them 
among the righteous. Such as have my fear before 
their eyes, Ihall enjoy the delights of the Garden, 
of Eden ; where they (hall repofe upon moft glori¬ 
ous beds; they Ihall there have all forts of fruits 1 , 
and delicious drink; and their wives Ihall not look 
on any but on them. Behold, what is promifed to 
them at the day of Judgment, and thefe plealures 
Ihall never end. The wicked and Infidels Ihall be 
precipitated into the fire of Hell, they (hall drink 
boiling water in abundance, and watepextreamif 
cold, full of all manner of noyfom fmells ; they 
&all be precipitated into the flames, and (hall fay 
to them that have obeyed them upon Earth, May 

ye 
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ye be perpetually tormenrei , you have re¬ 
duced and ruit-led us. Or the contrary, 
may yout felves be- tormented, you have been 
the caufe of our mifcry, and lhall be damned with 
us. Then lhall -they lay. Lord cncreafe the pu- 
nilhment of him that is the. caule of our mifery : 
Shall we not be able to fee them whom we belie¬ 
ved on Earth to be Inlidcls, and wnoin we deri¬ 
ded > cannot our eyes fee? Thus mall the damned . 
quarrel. Say ( to the people ) 1 am lent only to 
preach unto you the Unity ot God, the Omnipo¬ 
tent Creator of Heaven and Earth, and of all that 
is between them. Behold, the belt Sermon that I 
can make unto you; nsyerthclels you defpTe it. I 
know not what happened in Heaven when the An¬ 
gels quarrelled.' God .hath infbired it into me, 
and I am fent but to in truer you, and to f reach - 
publikely the pains ot Hell. Remember thou that 
God faid to his Angels, 1 will create man of the 
mire of th e Earth 5 "when l have formed himj will 
breathe againit him, and inlpire my Spirit into 
his body; proitrate your felves before him with 
humility. The Angels there p rot trace A themfel ves, 
except the Devil; he was proud, and already in 
the number of the wicked. Thy Lord faid unto 
him. Wherefore doll thou not humble thy felf 
before the w«rk of my hands ? Thou art in the 
number of the proud ; he replied, I am better than 
man, thou halt made me of nre, and halt created 
him of the dull of the Earth. Then thy Lord faid 
unco him, Qet thee hence, thou (halt be chaftifed 
onallfides, andmycurfc be upon thee until the 
day of Judgment, vie^nfwered, Lord, defer my 
punilhment until the day of the Relurrecticn ; he 
faid,l will defer it until the day appoirred.He repli- 



. and lhall obey thy Commandments. He faid, I tell 
thee true, I tell thee true, I will fill Hell with thee, 
and thole that (hall follow thee. Say unto the peo¬ 
ple,! require of you no recompence for my inltrudfci- 
ons,I am not importunate. Certainly this Book is 
fent only to inftrud men, you lhall one day know 
the truth of what it containeth. 


CHAP. XXXIX. 

The Chapter of Troops, containingfeventy five 
Verfes, written at Mecca. 

I N thenatne of God gracious aud merciful. This. 

book was lent by God, the Omnipotent and; 
Wife. We fent it to thee, the contents thereof are 
moft true : worlhip one God alone, and obey his. 
Commandments > faith proceedeth from him a- 
lone: Such as worlhip any other but him, wot- 
Ihip Idols. They have faid, we would not in¬ 
voke our Idols, had they not power to draw us 
near to God: Certainly God lhall judg one day the 
difference that is between the believers, and un¬ 
believers} he guideth not him that is a lyar and, 
impious. If he would have' a fon, he would, 
make choice of one of his creatures, that Ihould 
be plealing to him ; praifed be God, there is but 
one God, always vi&orious, he created the hea¬ 
vens and the earth with proportion; he maketh 
the night to enter into the day, and the day into 
the night; he created the Sun and the Moon, 
Which perform their courfe in heaven until the day 
Appointed, he is omnipotent and merciful: He hath

created all of you of one foie man, of whom he cre¬ 
ated his wife; be hath given you clean bealts,male 
and female; he formed you in the wombs of your 
mothers, form upon form: he brought you out of

Lord, the kingdom of the world appertaineth to G f 
him, there is no God but he. How can the In- the mo- 
iidel depart from his lervice? ff ye will not wer- then bel- 
fhip him, he hath nothing to do with you, he deli- h f r 
reth not that his creatures fhould be impious j hlS 
Will is that they praife him ; this is liis pleafure. s!cin thac 
and none (hall bear the burthen of his neighbour, infold* 
ye all fhall be affembled before him, he will fliew ye you in t he 
what you have done, he knoweth what is in the , 
hearts of men: When man is touched" with any at- ^ r “ z *' 
fli&ion, he iitvoketh God, and tumeth; and when 
he is in profpeiitv, he forgetteth his vows ; he 
hath laid that God hath a companion equal to him, 
and erreth from the way of his Law. Say unto 
him, thou lhalt be awhile tolerated, in the end 
thou lhalt be call headlong into the lire of hell; 
and he that fhall pray to God d ay and sight, e- 
red, proltrate, or on the knee, with fear of the 
torments of hell, fhall enjoy the mercy of his di¬ 
vine Majeity. Are fuch as labour, to be compared 
t6 them that are idle ? They that have judgment 
will underhand this difcourfe.Say unto them,oh ye 
people that believe in your Lead! have his fear be¬ 
fore your eyes; fuch as fhall do good works in this 
world,fhall enjoy abundantly the riches of the earth, 

GodwiU innumerably reward them that perfevere 
in obedience to his Commandments^ay unto them, 

I am commanded to worfhip one God, to pro- 
fefs his Unity, and to be obedient to him. Say un¬ 
to them, I apprehend the day of Judgment, if I 
difobey God my Lord. Say onto them, I will 
Worfhip but one God; worfhip ye others,, whom 
B b i vc 



ye will. Such as (hall defpife the Law of God, 
Ihall lofe their fouls, and families, at the day of 
Judgment. Thefe are two great Ioffes, and molt 
certain they be involved in eternal tire. Thus God 
preacheth to true believers.O my creature!fpeak un¬ 
to them that have my tear before their eyes, that 
they adore not Idols, and that if they turn to their 
Lord, they (hall enjoy the delights of Paradife.Pro- 
claim to them that hear my Word, and obey my 
Commandments, tliat they are in the right way, 
and well advifed * canft thou deliver from the tire 
of hell him that (hall be condemned ? Certainly 
fuch as obey God, fhall enjoy the pleafures of Pa- 
rad ife, wherein how many rivers, and there (hall 
they dwell eternally. This is the promile cfGod, 
he fwerveth not from that which he promifeth. 
Seelt thou not thatGcd fendeth rain from heaven, 
and maketh the rivers to run upon the earth, he 
caufcth plants to fpring forth, and herbs of di¬ 
vers colours > thou leeft them become yellow, 
and then altogether drie; this is align of his om¬ 
nipotency. Hath not he to whom Gcd hath gi¬ 
ven the kght of faith, received a great grace from 
his divine Majelty ? Mifery is upon them that have 
an heart hardned, and forget his Law ; they are 
rnanifeltly feduced-, he ijath lent an excellent b^ok 
for theinftruCtionofmen, his precepts are alike in 
purity, and without contradiction: They that 
fear God, tremble when they hear mention of this 
book , and find their reft in the word of his 
djvine Majelty. This book is the guide of the righ¬ 
teous, God by it guideth whom pleafethhim. He 
whom God fhall feduce, ihall find none to guide 
him •, he (hall be precipitated into the lire of hell 
at the day of Judgment. It (hall be laid 
that day to the wicked, taftethe torments that ye 
have merited j their predeceffors defamed the 
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Prophets, and were punilhed when they lead 
thought of it j God rend red them ignominious 
in this world, and they (hall feel in the other, tor¬ 
ments much more grievous, and they know it not.. 

We have taught in this book what is neceffiry 
for the falvation of the people, peradventure they 
wil! learn jt •, it is in the Arabique tongue, with¬ 
out fallhood ancl contradiction, perhaps the peo¬ 
ple will fly from impiety ; God teacheth you a pa¬ 
rable : Two men are aflociates in their traffique, 
the one is wicked, the other an honelt man, are 
they alike ? Pra ; fe is due to one foie God ; the 
greateft part of the Infidels underfund it not. 

Thou (halt die, all men (hall die, and ye fhall be 
aflembled at the day of Judgment, when ye (ball 
difpute together ; Who is more unjuft, than he 
that blafphemeth again!!* God , and againft the 
known truth ? Shall not the wicked be damned ? 

Such as (hall believe the Prophet, and fly impiety, 
fliall obtain from God what they delire ; fuch is 
the recompence of the righteous, God (hall pardon 
their fins, and reward them for their good works 
doth not he protedl his fervant ? They will ter- 
rifiethee with the Idols which they adqjre ; but he 
whom God fhall miilead, (hall find none able 
to guide him, and none fliall be able to feduce 
him whom he fliall guide > is not he the omnipo¬ 
tent and revenging ? If thou ask of the Infidels, 
who created heaven and earth ? they will fay it is 
God •, Say unto them, have ye therefore confide- 
red the Idols which ye adore, can they exempt you 
from the wrath of God,, when it fliall be his plea- 
fure to chaftife you ? Shall they be able to hin¬ 
der his grace, when it fliall be his will to par¬ 
don you ? Say unto them, my refuge is God, 

I am refigned to .his Will, the wife truft in his 
divine Ma jelly. Say unto them, oh people 1 do. 
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as you rinderftand him. I will do as I under- 
ftandhim; ye ihall know in the end, that whofo- 
feverftiall be condemned, (hall be afhamed, and be 
precipitated into eternall torments. We have fent 
unto thee the moft true Book, to inftruct the peo¬ 
ple ; He that (hall follow the right way, (hall meet 
with nothing but good ; and he that (hall go aftray, 
(hall meet with nothing but evill; thou art not 
the guardian of the wicked > God caufeth men to 
die when the hour of their death is arrived; he 
deferreth the death of many- during their deep, 
and retnitteththatofothers'tothe time appointed, 
this is a fign of his Omnipotence, to fuch as confi- 
der it. Will ye worihip any but God ? Say unto 
them, how (hall your Idols be able to intercede for 
you, fince they want power ? know you not this ? 
Say unto them, we ought to invoke one God alone, 
King of the heaven and earth; you all (hall one day 
beaffembled before him to be judged. The Infidels 
tremble with fear, when they hear mention of one 
dole God, and rejoyce, when they hear (peak of 
their Idols i Say unto them, God is Creator of the 
heaven.ymd the earth,hekpoweth the pad, prefent, 
and future; ( Lord ! ) thou (halt one day judge 
the differences of thy creatures : Should the Infi¬ 
dels polfefs all the riches of the earth, and yet as 
much more, they would not be able to etcape the 
(ire of hell at the day of Judgment •, they (hall be 
punifhed more grievoully than they imagine, their 
(ins (hall be fet before them, and they (hall feel 
the rigors qf the torments which they defpife.Man 
calleth upon us when he is *in affli&ion, and when 
y/e give him our grace, he faith, he meriteth it; 
on the contrary, this is to prove him, but moft of 
them are ignorant of it; their predeceffors 
(pake as they; the good that they have done, 
hath profited them nothing: and the mifery 

that 
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that they hare merited, is fain upon them, they 
(hall not efcape the punilhment oftheir crimes. 

Know they not that God giveth and taketh away 
Wealth from whom pleafeth him ? This is a fign 
of his omnipotency for the righteous. Say unto 
them, oh people ! they who have offended God, 
ought not tod efpair of his grace, he is gracious 
and merciful; be ye converted, and recommend 
your felves to his will before ye be condemned, 
otherwife ye (hall remain without protection; 
follow the.inftru&ion that God hath lent to you, 
before ye be chaftiled, the punilhment of yopr 
crimes fhall furprife you, ye know not the 
time ; the wicked fhall be afflicted, for that they 
have not obeyed Gods Commandments,they (hall 
know their damnation, and the fin that they have 
committed, in {corning the true believers: They 
fhall fay, had God guided me into the right way, 

I had had his fear before mine eyes. When they 
fhall fee hell, they (hall fay, could I return into the 
world, I would be in the number of the righteous; 
on the contrary, my Commandments were taught 
you, but ye became proud, and defpifed them. 

Thou (halt fee that day how the vifages of Infidels 
fhall be blackned: is there not a place in hell prepa¬ 
red for the proud ? God loveth, and putteth into a 
place of felicitie them that fear him, they (hall not 
be touched, either with dilpleafiire or afilidion; 

God hath created all things, and dilpofeth all 
at his pleafure ; he hath in his power the keyes of 
heaven and earth, fuch as dilbbey him are dam¬ 
ned. Say unto them, .oh ignorant ["men] will ye 
enjoy n me to worlhip another god, befides God ? 

It hath been preached to you, aud your prpdeceC- 
fors, that all your good works (hall be unprofi¬ 
table, if ye adore many gods, and that you fhatl 
be in the number of*the damned : there is but 
B b \ one 
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one God, worftup him, and be mindful of bisi 
graces. The InHdels have not praifed God as he 
ought to be trailed, they have no knowledg of his.

(hall lend the Infidels into the tire of hell in troops;, 
when they (hall be arrived at the gate, it (hall open; 
before their eyes; it (hall be laid unto them, be- 
hpld Hell', which ye have merited ; were there not - 
Prophets and Apbftles, to teach you the Command¬ 
ments of God, and to preach unto you on Earth 
the coming of this rigorous day ? They Ihall fay, 
yes, but the word of God, (half be accomplilhed. 
again!]:' the wicked. It (hall be faid unto them, 
go, enter into Hell, ye (hall abide there eternal¬ 
ly, it is the habitation of the proud. Such as 
Ihall have the fear of God before their eyes, 
(hall be conducted in troops to the gate of Pa- 
radifc, the gate (hall open before their eyes; it 
(hall be faid unto them , behold what ye have 
gained, the peace of God is with you, ye have 
rot been ignorant, enter into Paradife, ye (hall 
"dwell therein eternally. They (hall fay, prai¬ 
fed be God, for that we believed in his Law ; 
and becaufe we are heirs of his grace, we 

will 
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will go into Paradife, into what place (hall feetn 
good to us God giveth his bleffing to the 
righteous. Thou (halt fee the Angels about the 
Throne of thy Lord, who (hall praife and exalt 
his glory •, they lhall fay, God hath judged his 
creatures with equity, praife is due to the Lord of 
the Univerfe.

Reader , Gelaldin entituletb this Chapter, Of the

I N the Name of God, Gracious and Merciful: 

God is prudent and wife. This Book is fent by 
the Omnipotent,who knoweth all things,who par- 
doneth fins,and accepteth theconverfionof hiscrea- 
tures-,he is fevere in his chaftifements,and indulgent 
to his People, there is no God but he , and all 
the World (hall one day be affembled before his 
Divine Majefly £ to be judged. 3 No: nian 
difputeth againft the Precepts of the Alcoran, 
but the wicked*, be not thou, difcontehted if 
they 4ive on Earth with fome felicity; the People 
of Noah’s time contemned his infirudtions, their 
Pofterity did like them , and every Nation hath 
confpired the death of them whom God fent to 
them; they difputed to obfcure the truth 
through their lyes, but they were punifhed ; and 
after what manner ? So is the Word of G<jd ac- 
complilhed againfl: the wicked, they all (hall be 

damned. 
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damned. The Angels that are about the Throne 
of Gxx3, and thofe that bear him, praife and ex¬ 
alt his Divine Majefty, they believe Fn his Unity, 
and beg pardon of him for the True believers j 
Lord, thy mercy extCndeth through the vfhole 
World, nothing is hid from ^thee, either in Hea¬ 
ven or Earth, pardon their tins that convert, and 
embrace thy holy Law; deliver them from the 
Fire of Hell,-open to them the gate of the Gar¬ 
dens of Eden, which thou haft prepared for them, 
their Fathers, Wives, and Children, and them of 
their Lineage that thall do good works,thou art Om¬ 
nipotent and wife. Depart from fin, he that ihall 
depart [ fVoftr it j ihall refent the effedt of God’s 
mercy at the Day of Judgment, and (hall enjoy 
eternal felicity; the Infidels ihall be hated of God, 
his hatred is infinitely more dangerous than 
yours; will ye be Infidels after being called to 
the obfervation of the Law of Salvation ? They 
iMdi, Lord, wilt thou caule us to die twice? 
And ihall we twice rife again? But they ihall fey 
at the day of Judgment, Lord, we confeis we have 
offended thee, we ackriawledg our fin, in ha¬ 
ving renounced the belief of thine Unity ; (hall 
#e never go out of Hell, to obferve thy Law, 
and follow the way of Salvation? No, ye ihall 
fuffer in the Fire of Hell, becaufe that ye have be¬ 
lieved them that adored Idols , and becaufe ye 
have faid , that God hath companions equal to 
him. All things obey one foie God Omnipotent* 
he it is that made you to fee his Miracles, and 
fendeth you the riches of Heaven and Earth; none 
confider it, but fuch as are converted. Pray to 
God, and obferve his Law, although it be againft 
the will of the wicked; he elevateth his Creatures 
to what degree he lifteth, he hath created his 
Throne, and feht his inspirations to whom he feeth 
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good, to preach the Day of Judgment; that Day 
mall the People come out oi their Monuments, 
and none fhall be able to hide himrelf from his Di¬ 
vine Majeity. Who fliall command that day? 

It fliall be God alone, victorious; that day fliall he 
recompence every one after his works without in- 
juitice , he is exad to make account. If thou 
preach to the wicked the Day of Judgment, their 
heart will lift them up,and they fliall be faH of affli¬ 
ction, their prayers fliall not be heard, and none 
fliall intercede for them: God knoweth them that 
have eyes of treachery, and f^eth all that is in the 
hearts of men, he judgeth of every thihg with 
truth > the Idols which they worfhip are with¬ 
out power, G§d alone underftandeth all things, 
and is Omnipotent. Confider they net what was 
the end of their predeedfors ? Who were more 
powerful, and more wealthy than they ? Godfur- 
prifedthem in their fins, there was none of power 
to fave them , for that they defpifed the Pro¬ 
phets of his Divine Majefty, they contemned his 
Law, and were impious; but he feverely chaftifed 
them, he is Omnipotent, and moll fevere. We 
fent Mofes with Miracles, with Reafons clear and 
intelligible # to Pharaoh-, to Hamah , and Caron-, 
they laid that M-fes was A Sorcerer, and a lyar ; 
and when he preached to them the truth on our 
behalflthey raid,kill him. With all thofe that believe 
him,and make their wives infamous; but theircon- 
fpiracy was but impiety : Pharaoh ftid , hinder 
me not to kill Mofes, let him invoke his God to 
fave him; I fear that he may alter yout Law, and 
introduce fome diforder in the Land ;* Mofes faid, 

God, mine arid jrour Lord, fliall defend me 
from the malice of the proud , that believe riot 
the Day of judgment: Then a man of the dome- 
ftiques of Pharaoh, that fecretly profefled the true 
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Law, faid, will ye flay a man that declareth that 
God is his Lord ? And that hath made you to 
fee Miracles? If he be a Lyar, his lye (hall be 
againft him; but if hefpeak the truth, fomething 
of what he hath preached lhall befal you. Goa 
guideth neither the wicked nor lyars. Oh Peo¬ 
ple ! you this day command on Earth with fplen- 
dorjwho lhall defend us ftom the wrath of God, if 
it fall upon us ? Pharaoh *faid, I fpeak nothing to 
you, but what I have told you heretofore, and I 
will guide you all into the right way; he of his Do- 
meftiques, that fecretly profeffed the true Law, 
laid. Oh people !• I fear left ye be chaitifed, as 
have been your predeceflors, as were the people of 
Noah , Aad y TemooL, and thofe that were after them > 
God will not do injuftice to men,I?earfor you the

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of Heaven are Eternal; he that doth evil (hall 
find evil; who doth good, man or woman, be¬ 
lieving in God , (hall enter into Paradife, where 
he (hall be enriched innumerably with' all man¬ 
ner of riches. Wherefore invite you me to pre¬ 
cipitate my felf into the Fire of Hell, fince I ex¬ 
hort you to your Salvation ?, Ye invite me to be 
wicked, and to believe that God hath companions, 
and I know it is not fo ; I call you to the Gmnipo- 
tent and merciful [God] doubtlefs I will not 
worfhip your Idols, they cannot hear you, either 
in this World, or in the others we all (hall-be 
one day aflgmbled before God, who will condemn 
Infidels to the Fire of Hell; conlider hereafter 
what to you I have preached ; I am religned to the 
will of God, he beholdeth all the adfions of his 
creatures; he (hall chalfife them for the evil that 
they (hall commit, and for their wicked defigns. 
He (ent his punifliment upon the Lineage of Pha¬ 
raoh, they deferved to be precipitated into the 
Fire of Hell, they (hall burn Evening and Morn¬ 
ing. It (hall be (aid to them at the Day of Judg¬ 
ment, oh People of Pharaoh ! go, enter into the 
Jure of Hell. The Infidels (hall quarrel in Hell, 
the poor (hall fay unto the rich; We followed 
you, are ye able this day to deliver us from Eter¬ 
nal flames ? They (hall anfwer, we all are dam¬ 
ned with you, God is a mod juftjudg. The 
damned (hall fay to the Minillers of Hell, Pray 
to your Lord , that he may alfwage thefe’ tor¬ 
ments for one day ; they, fnall anfwer, had ye 
not on Earth the Prophets and Apoftles of God to 
inftrudtyou? They (hall fay, Yes; pray therefore 
to God your felves; the wicked love nothing but 
impiety ; I will protedt on Earth my Prophets, 
and them that obferve my Law, and particularly' 
at the Day of Judgment; that" day the wicked 
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fliall have no excufe that {hall advantage them,ray 
curfe {hall fall upon them, and they all {hall be 
damned; We taught Mofes the way of Salvation, 
and made the Children of Ifrael heirs ot his inftru- 
<aions, to inftrudt them that {hall underhand them. 
Perfevere and be patient, the promife of God is 
infallible; implore pardon of thy fins, and exalt 
the praife of thy Lord Evening and Morning. 
They that difpute againft the Commandments 
of God are without reafon, and have nought in 
their Souls but pride and ignorance: Implore fuc- 
cor of God, he undertlandeth and feeth all 
things, the Creation of the Heavens, ^and of the 
Earth, is greater than the Creation of then, but the 
greateft part of men know it not; the Blind is not 
like to him that feeth clearly i he that doth good, 
is not like to him that doth evil, neither is obfcu- 
rity fuch as the light, but few men confide* 
it. Doubtlefe the Day of Judgment {hall come, 
neverthdefs the greateft part of men will not be¬ 
lieve it: Your Lord hath (aid. Call upon me, I 
will hear you; Fuch as (hall refill my Law, ihalhgo 
into Hell, and be Eternally {'educed. God hath 
created the Night for repofe, and the day for’ 
travel, he is bountiful towards his creatures, but 
the greateft part of the people are ingrateful j 
God is your Lord, Creator of all things, there is 
no God but he. How can the wicked Blafpherne ? 
So do they blafpherne that are in grateful for the 
graces of God; he hath eftablilhed you on 
Earth, he hath covered you with the Heavens, 
he hath formed you, enriched you j he is you* 
God, your Lord, blefled be God, Lord of the 
Univerfe, he it is that giveth and depriveth you 
of life, there is no God but he, be obedient to 
him , and obferve his Law; praifed be God, 
Lord of the Univerfe, who hath creued jou 
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of mire. Say unto the Infidels, I am forbidden 
to Worfhip the Idols that ye adore; God hath 
taught me his unity, I have received command to 
worship none but the Lord of the Univerfej 
he created you of dull, and mire, and congealed 
Blood, he caufeth you to be born little Intents, 
he maketh you to arrive to the age of diteretion, 
to virility, and old age; many die before that 
age, ‘and all attain to the time of their defiiay j 
peradventuxe ye thall underhand his Unity i he 
it is that maketh you to live and to die, and 
wheu he willeth any thing, he faith. Be thou, 
and it is. See ye not, that they that difpute 
again!! his Commandments, depart from his Law? 
Such as re je<ff our Commandments, and what we 
enjbyned our Prophets to preach to men, fhall find 
their errors, when they fhall fee Chaim on their 
Necks, and Fetters on their feet-, they fhall be 
dragged and burned in Hell; then (hall it be teid 
unto them, where are thole Idols that ye adored 
upon Earth ? They fhall anfwer, they are depart¬ 
ed from us , certainly they are without power; 
thus God feduceth Infidels to their confufion. It 
fhall be faid unto them, Thefe pains betel you, 
for that ye were proud and infolent without rea- 
fon •, enter within the gates of Hell, which is the 
habitation of the proud, ye fhall dwell there Eter¬ 
nally. Be patient and and perfevere, the word 
of God is infallible i I will make thee to fee a 
part of what I have promifed to men, I will caufe 
thee to die, and thou lhalt behold them all afTem- 
bled to be judged. Certainly we lent Prophets 
before thee, we have fpokeu to thee of one part of 
our Apoltles, and the reft are concealed from 
thee; neither Prophet nor Apoltles can preach 
anything without God’s permiftion s hechaftifeth 
the wicked wl.ea he pkafcth, he fhall judg the 
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differences that are between them and the Pro¬ 
phets, and fhall deftroy the unbelievers. God 
hath created the beafts for your ufe ; fome ye 
eat, and others fCrve you to ride on, [from them] 
ye reap profit, they bear the burden, as like wife 
do the Ships for the advantage of your commerce;' 
God manifefteth to you his graces : And what 
graces! Will ye defpife them ? Do not unbe¬ 
lievers confider the end of them that were* be¬ 
fore them, who were more powerful and rich 
than they ? Their Treafures did not fave them ; 
they derided the Prophets and Apoftles that preach¬ 
ed to them; and in the end felt the fains that 
they had defpifed.- When they {hall fear the tor¬ 
ments of Hell, they {hall fay. We believe in One 
God alone, and renounce Idols. This profeflfi- 
on of Faith {hall be unprofitable to them in Hell;

was obfervecf againft their predeceflors, and all 
unbelievers {hall be damned.

Obferve thy lew, we will 
live after our own. Say unto them, l am a man 
like you, your God is one foie Gmi, be obedient 
to him, and beg pardon of him for your (ins : 

Mifery is upon unbelievers, that pay not Tytl.es, 
and believe not in the day of Judgment. The be¬ 
lievers that (hall do good works, (hall enjoy an in¬ 
finite reward. Say unto them. How, will ye be , 
wicked towards him that created t. c Earth in two an ^ Tue(:> 
days ? how can you fay that he hath a Compani- <j a y ste J 
pn equal to him ? He is foie Lord of me univerfe; Gelaldm. 
he railed the Mountains, blelfed the Earth, and 
gave to every Region the particulars rnereof in 
four days, for them that lhall have need : After 
this he alcended into Heatfeii, that was like uu:j 
fmoke, and laid unto Heaven and Earth, Ye lhall 


pbey me, either through force or affection: They 
anfwered, Lord, we will be obedient to thy Com¬ 
mandments. He created feven Heavens in' two ™p r 
days, and difpoled every Heaven after his own ^ ee 
will; he adorned them with Stars, and prefer- g dald.n. 


veth them from the malice of the DevJ. This is 


an effe& of his Omnipotency •, he is omnipotent, 
and knoweth all things. If the unbelievers de¬ 
part from the Faith , lay unto them, I have 
threatened you, as heretofore thunder did the 
people of Aad and Temod-, when the Prophets 
taught them the Law of the ancient True-belicv- 
eis, to wit. To worlhip but one God: They 
faid, Were it Gods pleafure to alter our Law, he 
would have lent us Angels to t reach unto us ; e 
Cc will 



will not beiieve in thy Million. The people of A ad 
waxed proud on the Earth without reafon, and 
faid, Who is more powerful than we ? will they 
not confider, that he that created them, is more 
powerful and wealthy than they ? Neverthelefs 
they defpifed our Commandments; We lent a- 
gainft them a cold and impetuous wind, in an 
unhappy rime, that made them to fuffer on Earth 
lhame and ignominy, becaufe of their crimes: He 
lhall caufe them to feel the pains.of Hell, that are 
much greater than thofe of the Earth, and they 
lhall be eternally deprived of protection. We in- 
lxructed the men of Temod in the right way ; they 
preferred blindnefs to light, and impiety to Sal¬ 
vation ; they were furprized by thunder, andfuf- 
fered great afflictions, becaufe of their fins. We' 
laved none of them, but the believers, who ha4 
our fear before their eyes. Be thou mindful of the 
day that the enemies of God (hall be aflembled in. 
Hell , they lhall defend their caufe before the 
Judg, until tellimony he brought againft them; 
their ears, their eyes, and their skin lhall be wit- 
nelfes of their iniquities: They lhall fay. Wherefore 
do ye witnefs againft us ? They lhall anfwer. He 
that made us to fpeak, giveth fpeech to every 
thing i he it is- that created you,and ye are this day 
aflembled before him to be judged.Yedidnot well 
conceal your felves, when ye offended him ; your 
ears, your eyes,your skin are witneffes againft you* 
•ye believed that God Ihould not fee your fins, this 
was your opinion: Certainly he lhall chaftife you, 
and you all lhall be in the number of the damned. 
Perfevere, and be thou patient,the fire of Hell lhall' 
• be. their habitation i they lhall not be able to pleafe 
God in the flames. We have given them the De¬ 
vils for their Companions, who caufed them to 
delight in fin* The word of God lhall be accom- 
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pliihed againft them,as it was accomplKhed againfc 
their Predeceffors, as well men as Devils, that arc 
condemned. The unbelievers have laid. Hear not 
that Alcoran , it is full of error > peradventure, ye 
(hall be feduced. I will caufe them to fuffer grie¬ 
vous pains, and will chaftife them after their de¬ 
merits •, fuch is the reward of Gods enemies.They 
(hall remain eternally in the fire of Hell, becaufe 
they defpife his Commandments. The wicked Ihall 
fay at the day of Judgment, Lord, let us fee the 
Devils, and the men that feduced us ? we will 
trample them under our feet, and precipitate them 
to the bottom of Hell. Such as (hall have profefled 
the Law of God, as (hall have obeyed his Com¬ 
mandments, (hall be vifited by the Angels, and 
(hall that day be free from fear and affli<frion.They 
(haihfay unto them, Rejoice ye in Paradife, that is 
prepared for you ; ye (hall there find all the con¬ 
tentments that ye (hall defire; they have been pre¬ 
pared for you by the gracious and merciful. There 
is nothing better than to pray toGod, than to do 
good works, and to profefs -his unity. Good and 
evil are not alike : Expel evil with thy good works.' 
There is an exceeding great antipathy between 
Faith and Impiety : Faith is given to fuch as per- 
fevere to do well, and to them that are endued 
with the grace ofGod.The Devil will tempt thee, 
bi^t'implore afiillance from God; heheareth and 
knoweth all things. The night and the' day, the 
Sun and the Moon, are Signs of his Omnipotency: 
Adore neither the Sun, nor the Moon, worlhip 
God that created them. If the Infidels refill: the 
Faith, the Angels that are in Paradile defift not, 
ootwithftanding, to exalt the glory of his Divine 
Majeftv, day and night, without intermiffion. It is 
a fign of his Omnipotency, to fee the barren and 
dry Earth to change the face, and become green, 
Cc 2 when' 



when it is watered with rain. He that maketh the 
plants to revive, is he that maketh every thing to 
live and die, he is Omnipotent. Such as depart 
from our Commandments, r cannot hide them- 
fclves from us : fhall he that (ball be precipitated 
iuto Hell, be better lodged than he that fhall be 
fived at the day of Judgment; EX) what fhall 
plcafe you, your Lord beholdeth all your adtions. 
I willchaftife them that traduce the Alcoran , it is 
a precious Book, it is approved by the ancient and 
modern Scriptures, it is fent from th ; e glorious 
and merciful. None other thing {hall be fp'oken to 
thee,than what hath been fpoken to the Prophets 
that preceded thee; thy Lord is merciful and juft. 
Had we fent the Alcoman in the Perfian tongue, to a 
Prophet, an Arabian by Nation, the wicked would 
have faid, That the Divine Myfteries are not well 
explained. Say unto them, It is the guide of Be¬ 
lievers, and a remedy to their ignorance. Infidels 
have deaf ears, they are blind, and hear not, as 
thofe that are called too far, off: Certainly, we 
gave the Book and the Law to Mofes. Unbelievers 
doubt, but if thy Lord had not faid. That he 
would defer their puniftiment until the day of 
judgment, he had already chaftifed them in this 
world, becaufe they doubt of the truth. Whofo- 
ever (hall do good, fhall find good ; and the evil 
that a man committeth, fhall be againft him. Thy 
Lord doth no injuftice to his Creatures: None 
but he knoweth the day of Judgment; no fruit 
nor flower fpringerk out of the Earth, and wo¬ 
man neither coneeiveth, nor bringeth forth, but 
by his permiffion. Be thou mindful of the day 
that thy Lord fhall call Idolaters, and demand of 
them, where be their Idols,? They fhall fay. Lord, 
we acknowledg thy Unity ; none of us will here¬ 
after adore thofe falfe gods. They that worfhipped- 



one God, departed. from Idolaters; they know 
that the puniihment of their fins is infallible. Man 
never ceafeth to require riches, and is troubled 
when evil befalleth him; if we give him good af¬ 
ter his affli&ion, he faith, that he forefaw it, and 
hath no thought of the coming of the day of 
Judgment; if he be converted, thy Lord open- 
eth to him the Gate of Paradife. I will make 
the wicked to know their wickednefs, and will 
moft feverely punifli them ; when we bellow 
wealth on man, he followeth his Idolatry and his 
fin; and when he is touched in affliction, he a- 
boundeth in prayer: Say unto them, know ye not 
that the Alcoran proceedeth from God ? neverthe- 
lefs ye have renounced it; who is more impious 
than he that impugneth the known truth ? I will 
caufe them to fee my Miracles, even to the utmoft 
parts of Heaven aftd Earth, and in their own per- 
fons, to the end they may know the truth ot the 
Alcoran. Sufficeth it not them that thy Lord feeth 
all things ? neverthelefs, they are in doubt of the 
ftefurre&ion, and of being aflembled before hini 
to be judged ; certainly God is omnifcient.

Tongue, to preach to the Inhabitants of Mecca, 
and fuch as dwell about that City ; we have fent 
thee to preach unto them the day of Judgment; 
there is no doubt that one part of men fliall be 
faved, and the other (hall be damned had it 
pleafed God, he had created them of one and the 
fame Religion, he giveth his grace to whom he 
lideth, and Infidels fliall be deprived of fuccour, 
becaufe they have required the prote&ion of Idols* 
but God is jfhe true prote&or of the world : he 
reviveth the dead, and is omnipotent; he fliall one 
day judg all the difficulties, and refolve all your 
doubts in your Religion, he. is my Lord, I recom¬ 
mend my felf to his divine will; he created your 
wife of your (elves, he created all beads male and 
female, and cauied you to multiply •, there is not 
any thing like unto him, he keepeth the keys of 
the Treafures of Heaven and . Earth, and taketh 
away, and giveth wealth as pleafeth him. The 
Law that I gave to Noah, Abraham, Mofes , and 
Jefui, is that which I commanded thee to obferv£, 
■viz. to believe in one God. The Infidels are an¬ 
gry when thou preached to them the unity of 
God, he teacheth it whom he pleafeth, and gui- 
deth .into the right way them that obey him * the 
wicked approve fome points of his Law,and rejed 
the red, although they have knowledg of his 
Unity, and that through the envy that is rifen a- 
mong them ; if thy Lord had not heretofore faid 
that he would defer their punifhment until the 

day 



day of Judgment,he had already destroyed them; 
rpany of thofe, who after them (hall have know- 
ledg of the Scriptures, fhall doubt of his Law ; but 
follow thou the way that is appointed thee, and 
follovy not their appetites: Say unto them, I be¬ 
lieve in the Book that God hath Lent, I have re¬ 
ceived commandment to preach unto you, that 
God is' your, and our Lord ; ye fhall anfwer for 
your actions, and we fhall anfwer for ours; it is 
not neceffary to difpute againft us, God will one 
day affemble us in his pretence t6 judg our differ¬ 
ences, he is our refuge; fuch as dilpute againff 
the faith, after, knowledg of the truth, are yvithr 
out reafbn; their arguments fhalL be vain with 
God, they (hall be the objedf of his vyrath, and 
(hall fuffer exceeding great pains. .God hath fent 
the Alcoran with truth and hallance ; he will 
not inftrudt thee when the day of Judgment 
fhall be : Sugh as have no faith in him, ask when 
it fhall come, and they that believe him, fear the 
coming thereof, and ^novy it to be infallible ", 
fuch as doubt, are erroneous frpm the right way. 
God is merciful to his people*, and enrichefh 
whom he pleafeth ; he is ftrong and omnipotent, 
he increafeth the graces of him tnat detireth the 
riches of Heaven ■, he giveth the wealth of-the 
Earth to them that affedt it, and depriveth them 
of the riches of Heaven: Are there wicked ones 
among men that teach them a falfp Religion pro¬ 
hibited of God ? God hath not revealed-it to 
them ; had he nof deferred their punilhment un¬ 
til the day of Judgment, he had already deftroy- 
ed them ; they fhall in the end feel grievous tor¬ 
ments.; ye fhall fee them fear, their own deport¬ 
ments, ye (hall (See them chadded after their de¬ 
merits ; and the believers that do good works, 
fhall enjoy the deligh ts °C Paradife, \vhere they 
Cc fhall 
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(Ball find whatfoever they fhall defire ; this is the 
great grace of God.; this is that which he hath 
proclaimed to the faithful that believed, and have 
done good works: Say unto them, I require 
none other recompence for the pains that I take 
in preaching to you, than to love my kindred j 
he that (hall do any good work , (hall be rewar¬ 
ded, God is merciful, and good works are plea- 
ling to him. Will they fay that thou haft blas¬ 
phemed againft God ? If it pleafe God, he (hall 
hinder thee to hear this diicourfe, or will im¬ 
print patience in thine heart >*he aboliiheth lyes, 
and confirmeth the truth through his words; he 
knoweth whatfoever is in the hearts of men ; he 
accepteth the converfion of his Creatures, he par-, 
doneth their (ins, and knoweth all their adrions; 
he heareth the prayers of the faithful,that do good 
works, and augmenteth his grace upon them-, but 
Infidels (hall undergo the rigors of eternal pains. 
Had God equally enriched all his Creatures, they 
had been in confufion upon earth ; he enricheth 
whom he pleafeth ; he feeth and knoweth all; he 
fendeth rain wheri men defpair of his grace, he is 
the Protedror of believers, and praife is doe to 
him eternally: the Creation of the Heavens, and 
of the Earth, and of all that moveth between 
them, is a fign ot thine Omnipotency: Jf evil befal 
yon, believe that ye have deferved it; neverthelefe, 
he pardoneth you many things; ye cannot efcape 
his punifhment on earth, and none is able to pro¬ 
tect you againft him ; the veflel that runneth up¬ 
on the water, big as a mountain, is a token of 
his Omnipotency, to them that perfevere in his 
Law, and acknowledg his graces. He (hall reprove 
the wicked for their (ins, and (hall pardon 
many: They that difpute againft his Command¬ 
ments, cannot efcape their punillunent-, the riches 
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that we poffds are the riches of the earth; the ri¬ 
ches that God beftoweth on them that truft in him, 
are eternal: They that depart from mortal fins, 
that repent to have committed them, that beg of 
God to be heard, and perfevere in their fupplka- 
tions ; they that take counfel, and confult among 
them' wha t they ought to do, that employ in good 
works part of the wealth that God hath given 
them, that implore his help in their afflictions > 
fach as do good, and fitch as commit evil, fliall be 
reeompenfcd , and punched according to their 
Works. God alfflorreth Infidels ; ye have no po¬ 
wer ever them that implore his alMance in their 
afflkftion, and repent; your power extendeth o- 
ver them that do in juftice to the people,and difo- 
bey on earth the Commandments ofhis divine Ma- 
jefty ithey (hall fuffer great torments. Such as per- 
fevere in well-doing, and pardon their neighbour* 
do what God hath Commanded. He whom God 
fhall miflead, fliall find none to guide him. Thou 
{halt fee that the Infidels fliall ask if they may re¬ 
turn into the world .when they {hall behold the fire 
of hell; thou fhalt fee them flie with extream fear 
of external ignominy , they fliall look awry upon 
hell,and the believers fliall fee that the wicked,that 
have loft their fouls,rhat have miflead their family, 
and all the impious, (hall be eternally damned.none 
fliall be able to lave them, and he that God fhall 
miflead, (hall not find the right way. Say unto 
them,beg pardon of God before the day come,that 
ye fliall nnd no way to return into the world, r.or 
excufe for your fins. If they difbbey thee, we 
have not fent thee to be their Tutor; thou art 
fent only to preach unto them. V. hen we give to 
man any profperity, he re joy eeth, and when affli¬ 
ction bdalleth him, he is ingrateful ter the grace 
of h:s Lord, king of the heavens and earth. God 
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giveth children, fons and daughters to whom he 
pjeafet h, he knoweth all things,' and is omn^ 
tent; he fpeaketh not toman but by infpirajiQaj 
and parable, without being feens he fendeth hj| 
Prophet^ and Apoftles, into whom he infpiretfr 
yvhat pleafeth him -, he knoweth all things, and is* 
omnipotent; Thus have we fent thee our fpirit (p 
teach thee onr Commandments i thou knoweft no t 
before what was written in the Aleman , neither 
thy myfteries of faith, we have fent it to thee to 
be a light to the world : I will guide into the way 
of Salvation whom I pleafe. I will guide him in¬ 
to the way of the Lord, to whom belongethall 
that is in Heaven and Earth, and who difpoletft of 
all things. 


CHAP. XLI 1 I. 

The Chapter of ^ Ornament , contamng Eighty 
and nine Terfes , written at Mecca. 

Exteri intituled this Chapter , The Chapter of: 
Cold. 

I N the name of God, gracious and merciful: 

God is prudent and wife. I fwear by the 
Book that teacljeth to do well, that we have lent it 
in the Arabique tongue , peradventure ye fliall 
underhand tne Alemans it is written in our 
origiual Book, majeftique and myfterious. Shall 
I conceal from y # ou the Book of SalvatP 
on, if ye be wicked ? How many Prophets and 
Apoftles have we ferit in paft Ages whom un- 

' believers 
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believers have defpifed ? We deftroyed the moll 
powerful among them , and all have incurred 
the pain of their predecellbrs. If thou ask of 
them who created Heaven and Earth ; they will 
fay, that it is the Omnipotent, who knoweth all 
things.' Who hath extended the Earth under 
you? Who eftablilhed'the wayes to guide you ? 

It is God, he caufeth the rain to defcend from 
Heaven in yourneceflityhe maketh the dead, dry, 
and barren ’fields to revive; in like manner 
lhall the dead come out of their Sepulchers. He 
it is that created whatfoever is in the world, of 
divers kinds and fpecies , and created the Ships, 
and beaft, to carry you. Remember the grace of 
your Lord, fay, praifed be he that created for us 
thefc things; we had not the power to create 
them. They alfo lhall return before the Lord to 
be judged. The Infidels have divided God in¬ 
to many parts. Certainly he that faith that there 
are many Gods, is impious; hath he appointed you 
to fay, that the Angels which he hath created are 
his daughters. Teeing that he givfeth you Sons? 
When it is declared to fome Infidels that a daugh¬ 
ter is born to him, he is not fatislied, ( he'deli¬ 
re th to -have a fon ) will they fay that God a- 
dorneth himfelf, and taketh Ornaments to 
beautifie him like their Idols ? It is a manifeft er¬ 
ror they fay, that the Angels that worlhip God, 
are the daughters of his divine Majefty ; I tvul 
Write what they fay , and will require of them 
an account of their difeourfe at the day of Judge¬ 
ment.' They have faid, had it plealed God, we 
had not adored the Angels; They know not what 
they fay, and ignOrantly blafpheme : do they ob¬ 
serve, any Scripture that hath been taught them 
heretofore ?On the contrary, they fay that their fa¬ 
thers lived in like manner,, and that they follow 
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their fteps; they have Cud as much to *11 the Pro-* 
phetstlut were font unto them. WJicn thou fp*. 
Kelt to them to older vc what is contained in the Jl- 
cr mi, and to abandon the Idols which their hi. 
thers worftupped, they anfwered, that they 
believed neither in thee, nor in thy million > but 
we avenged our lelves upon them j Conlider what 
is the end cf blafphemersi Remember thou, 
that s.lrjkm laid to his lather, and his people^ 
I am innocent of die fin that you commit, 
in adoring 1 K!s, I worlhip him alone that cro* 
ated me, he Hull guide me into the way ofSalvt- 
tion, and hath leit his words to polkrity; per-' 
haps the lnndels thall be converted. I defend^ 
heretofore die puniibment of Idolaters, untill 
they had leamed the truth, and chat a Prophet 
came to inftrud themWhen he preached unto 
them the truth, they faid, that it is but witch* 
craft, and that t.-.cy would give no faith to it. 
Had the AIcutjh neen lent toaman , * Mailer and 
Lord of two Cities, or Villages, they had elteeg»| 
ed and apoioved it. Would they dii'pofe of the 
and Anu* graces of God ? He hath divided the riches of 
tin MtJ- the world among men ; Some ^iere be that are 
more eminent, and fcorn each other,.but the 
mercy of God is more advantageous than the ri¬ 
ches of the Earth, whidi they accumulate: AU 
though all the people !>c not of the lame Religion/ 
we cede not to bellow on the wicked houfi* 
adorned with feelings, eneliafed with filver, lhiis, 
doors, and beds of filver and gold j Thde 
things are the riches of the Earth, and Paradife is 
for them that are righteous. I will caufe to fall 
headlong with the lXvds, fuch as Ihall rejed the 
Law of the merciful; the Devils lhall be their 
companions, they thall feduce them from 
the way of Salvation, and they lhall not 
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know it. When we (hall come to judg the Uni- 
Vcrfe, they (hall fey, Would to God we had been 
as remote from you, as the Weft is from theEaft. 
Oh what company for you! This day your re¬ 
pentance and your hopes (hall be vain 5 ye were 
Infidels for company, ye (hall be companions in 
the Fire of HelL Wilt thou make the blind to 


fee, and the deaf to hear ? Wilt thou guide them 
that wilfully err ? If they dye before being pu- 
nifhed on Earth, I will be avenged on them 
in the other World. - Shall I fhew thee during 
thy life, the puniihment that we have prepared 
for them? We can do it, but do thou only what 
hath been commanded thee, thou art in the way 
of Salvation, inihudf men therein; an account of 
rtby million (hall be required of thee. I will re¬ 
quire an account of their million that we ferit 
theretofore to inftrudt the People, we will demand 
of them, if we appointed them to worfhip any 
other God but us. We fent Mfet to Tharaoh , and 
his Minifters, he caufed them to fee our Miracles, 
and preached to them our Gommandmentsvhe told 
them that he was the Meffenger of the God of the 
Uni verfe, neverthelefs they fcotfed. I (hewed them * Phoraotr 
no greater Miracle than that of Mtfes his fifter, g*“^ ets 
and we chirtifed them , becaufe of their 'mere- 
dulity. .They' feid unto M>fes , G!i Afcgirian! iron to be 
pray unto-thy Lord, that he deliver us from thefe given,with 
evils, and we will be converted; when theywere Collars, to 
delivered^ they violated their pro:n'f;s; and cn . mina L s ’ 
Tbaraob uid to his people,'Am n >t ( King of t" em ™o & 
Mgypt? doth not the River Nilut flow under my g0 
obedience ? Know ye not that I am more power- through 
ful than that poor wretch Mifef, that knows not the c,r f- 
what he fays? Give him- 4 Ericehts o Gold; ^ Ge a ‘ 
we will fee if the Angels, and tbofe that fo!- A ” d 
low his Doftrine, will tdttrie the truth of his eltenoir, 
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words. He terrified his Subje&s, they obeyed 
him, for th'ey were Infidels,* but we were avenged, 
on them when they provoked us; we drowned 
them, and made them fervefor example to Pofteri- 
ty, like- thofe that preceded them in impiety. The 
people would not hearken to the Son of. MaryJ 
when he fpake by Parable > they faid. Our Gods 
are more profitable to us than his lyes and 
queftions. On the contrary, they were refra&o-. 
ry j he is. our Servant, we conferred on him our 
grace, and made him like to the other Prophets 
of the Children of Ifrael : Had it pleafed me, I had 
created Angels on Earth in your place ; the comr 
ing of Jefus, the Son of Mary-, fhall be a fign of 
the certainty of the.day of Judgment, doubt' not 
concerning that day. He laid unto men, Fol-; 
low me, it is the right way, beware left the De-, 
vil (educe you, he is yout open,Enetny. I, come to 
teach you the Commandments of. God, to re- 
iolve the doubts, and judge the differences that are. 
among you; fear God, and obey him, he is your 
Lord and mine, worlhiphim, it is the right way; 
the people doubted his Doftrine, but. mifery 
fhall be upon the wicked, they (hall fuffef great 
torpients at the Day of Judgment 4 will they 
expedt that day for their converiiom? If (hall fur-, 
prize them, and they know it not; that day (hall 
they be enemies one.of another, God- (hall fay to 
the righteous, fear not, ye (hall not this Day re- 
fent any afflidlion; the believers that have obeyed^ 
my Commandments, (hall enter into Paradife,' 
you and your wives (hall there rejoyce, ye (halt 
drink in cups of fine, Gold; ye fhall there find 
whatfoever ye fhall defire , and all that can con¬ 
tent the mind, and delight the eyes, and ye 
fhall dwell eternally in fupreme felicity; behold 
the Paradife that ye have gained by your good 
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life! it is enriched with abundance of fruits, 
which ye (hall ,eat with contentment ; and _ the 
wicked (hall remain eternally in the Fire of Hell, 
they (hall not be eafed in their miferies, and (hall 
be dumb with difpair; we do no injuftice to them,* 
they draw mifchief'on themfelves, through their 
difobedience; they (hall demand of the Keeper of 
the Fire , will thy Lord never deliver us from 
thefe pains? He (hall anfwer them, Ye (hall 
abide there eternally ; We have taught men 
the truth, but the greateft part of them, would 
riot believe it. The wicked have confpired 
againft thee, and we confpired againft them ; think 
they that I know not their fecrets, and whatfoe- 
ver they utter ? The Aligels our tyleflengers keep 
account; fay unto them,: If God have a Son, who 
ifhall we firft adore ? Praifed be God, King of the 
;'Heavens and of the Earth; the matter is riot as 
the Infidels deliever it: Leave them implunged in 
their impiety, let them laugh and rejoyce, un¬ 
til the day of their punflhment arrive : One God 
alone ought to be worflripped in Heaven and Earth, 
he is mod wife arid Omni&ient. Praifed be he to 
whom appertaineth the Kingdom of the Hea¬ 
vens and Earth, and whatfoever is between 
them. He knowetH the hour and the day, that 
ail the World (hall be alfembled before him to be 
judged. The Idols thdt the Infidels adore, (hall 
not be able to intercede for them; the good 
‘^intercede for them that have knowledge of the 
truth; if thou ask of men, Whfl created them ? 

( They will fay,It is God; How can they then depart 
‘from his Commandments ? Lord, this People is 
, .incredulous; Depart thou far from their com- 
Lpany, they lhall in the end, too late, acknowledg 
'their errors. 
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CHAP. XLIV. 

The Chapter of Smoke , containing Fifty nine 
Ferfes, written at Mecca. 

I N the Name' of God, gracious and merpiful. 

God is Prudent and Wue. I fwear by the Book

and when they were comforted on Earth, they re¬ 
turned to their impiety : Remember thou the 
day when they were vanquilhed, and taken by 
force, and that we were revenged on their im¬ 
piety ; We heretofore- tryed the People of Pba- 
roab s my beloved Prophet preached to them 
my Commandments, and faid, Come follow 
me, Oh ye fervantsof God! I am a faithful 
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JflelTenger of his divine Ma jelly, refill not his law; 

1 will teach you his Commandments', he (hall 
defend me ffona your malice, he (hall preferve me 
from being Honed =, but if he will not believe me, de¬ 
part far from me. He prayed to his Lord, when he 
knew, that that people was unbelieving, 
and impious. God laid' unto him, Go 
forth by night out of the City with my fer- 
vants •, ifthcmen of Pharoab furfue thee, en- 
ter/into the Sea, through a path large and fpa- 
cious •, thine enemies that _fha.ll follow thee, lhall 
be drowned. Howtmny'Ga'rdens, Fpuntains, and 
places of Pleafure, wherein they took’delight, did 
they forfake ? They fell' into the power of ano¬ 
ther with all their tfeafores, and none lamented 
them, either in Heaven or Earth , they expefted 
not that punilhment. We delivered' the Chil¬ 
dren of Ififael from Pbaroahs tyranny , he was 
powerful, and a -grpat firmer. We eledled them 
through our certain knowledg amongallthe world, 
and tryed them through our Miracles, and Com¬ 
mandments. The wicked lay , we lhall dye and _ 
not rife again •, if the Refurreftion be true, caufe 
our fathers to revive, to evidence the truth of thy 
Words 5 Are- they more powerful than their pre- 
deceffors, whom we deliroyed, becaufe of their 
impiety ? We have not created in vain the Hea¬ 
ven and the Earth, and whatsoever is, between 
them ;• we created.' them for certain figns of our 
unity, the greatell part of the world underhand 
it not 5 the day of Judgment is the time appointed 
for their punilhment, that day none lhall be a- 
’ ble to fave his neighbour, or parent, or friend ; 

nor Ihhlt any.be laved, but thofe to whom God 
, lhall give his mercy, he is omnipotent and tncr- 
ciful. The fruit of the TVee of Hell, called Zacon, 
IHall lerve for food to the wicked, it Hull boyl in

their bellies like pitch, or water. They fhall cryy 
Take the wicked, drag them into the lire of Hell, 
pour upon their heads all manner of torments. 
It lhall be faid unto them, tafte the pains of 
Hell •> ye believed [ your felves ] to be the 
omnipotent and precious on Earth, behold the 
puniOiment of which ye doubted ! The righteous 
iliall be in delicious .places, in Gardens adorned 
with Fountains, they lhall be clothed* with purple, 
they lhall behold each other face to face j we 
will alienable them with women, pure and clean, 
who lhall have moll beautiful eyes, they lhall have 
fruits, favour y and delicious, of all fealbns; they 
lhall. never dye, and lhall be delivered from the. 
torments of Hell, through the fpecial grace of 
thy Lord ; behold fupreme felicity! Certainly, 
we have fent the Alcoran in thy tongue, peradven- 
ture the Arabians will learn it; they covet thy ru- 
ine, but perfevere thou, and expert the time of the 
punilhment of their crimes. 


CHAP. XLV. 

The Chapter of Genuflexion^ or Knee-bowing 
containing fifty nine Verfes , > written 
at Mecca. 

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful 
God is moll prudent and Wile. This Book is 
fent by the Omnipotent and Wife. The Heavens 
and the Earth are molt certain figns of his Unity, 
to fiich as believe in his Law > your Creation, and 



the Gfeation of. all Creatures, are marks of his • 
greatnefs to them that have his fear before their 
,eyes > the difference of the night, and the day; 
the rain that he fendeth from. Heaven, to caufe 
fruits tofpring out of the Earth, and to revive it 
after its death ; and the diveriity cf winds, are 
figns of his Omnipotency to them that have know¬ 
ledge comprehend it.

Whofoever (hall do good , (hall find 
good s and ye (hall be affembled before his divine 
Majefty, to be judged. Certainly we inftru&ed 
the children of Ifrael in the Scripture, and our 
Commandments ; we taught them knowledg, and 
gave them rhe grace of Prop h 61 ie; we enriched 
them with all forts of riches,and preferred them to 
all the.world, We taught themour Law,, none 
D d 2 disputed 
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difputed agJftnft our Commandments , but fucbr 
as had knowledg, and that through the envy that 
arofe among them; but thy Lord lhall judge their 
differences at the day of Judgment. We have 
fent thee our Law, obferveit, and follow not the 
appetites of the ignorant, they lhall not be able to 
deliver thee from eternal pains. The Infidels obey 
each other, and the true believers obey God* 
This book is the light of the world, it guideth in* 
to the way of falvation, and the mercy of God, 
them that believe in his divine Majefty. Do the 
wicked imagine they (hall be entreated like the god¬ 
ly in their life and death, and that they lhall not he 
judged? God hath created heaven and earth for 
a mark of his power, he lhall judge every one 
according to their works, and lhall do injuftice to 
none : Confider how they worlhip what cometb 
into their fancy, God hath (educed them from his 
certain knowledg, he hath rendred them deaf, 
hath hardned their heart, and’blinded them; who" 
lhall guide, if God feduce them? Do they not 
eemfider it ? They (ay, our Refurrc&ion lhall be 
like the life of this world, fome die, others are 
born; length ofyearscaufe us to die; they know 
not What theys fay, and fpeak but by opinion. 
When they are preached unto, they have no other 
difeourfe t» utter. But make our fathers to revise, if 
what ye fay be true. Say unto them, God caufeth 
vou to live and die, and lhall affemble you at the 
day of Judgment; there is no doubt in this, but 
the greateft part of the people know it not. God 
is tne King of the heavens and earth, and of the 
day of Judgment; that day (hall he alienable the 
Infidels; thou (halt fee all Sedfs, and all Religions 
affembled before him upon their knees , every 
Se6t lhall fee their fins written in a particular book, 
and (hall be all- challifed after their demerits.

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it ffiall be laid unto them, Behold the Book that

I N the Name of God, gracious and merciful: 
God is moft Prudent and Wife. This Book 
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was Cent by the Omnipotent and \yile. We" 
created the Heavens and the Earth, and all that is 
between them, for align of our Omnipotency and 
Unity, and appointed to every thing a prefixed and 
limited time. If the Infidels depart from that 
which hath been preached to them, lay unto them. 
Have ye confidered the Idols that ye adore ? Shew 
me what they have created on earth,are they God’s 
companions in the Creation of the Heavens ? Bring 
meaBook lent from Heaven before theAlarran ,that 
containeth like it, what remained of the Dodfrine 
of our PredecelTors, we lhall fee if ye bp true:' 
Who is more fedueed than he that worlhippeth 
things that can neither hear his prayers, nor pro¬ 
tect him at the Day of Judgment ? That day lhall 
the Infidels be enemies to each other, and the 
Idols lhall not acknowledg them that have wor- 
Ihipped them. When they heard the,Alcoran read, 
they affirmed it to contain the truth; and when 
they were commanded to obferve it, they laid. 
That it is butMagick. Will they fay. That thou 
haft invented it ? Say unto them, If I have invent- 
>ed it,ye cannot deliver me from the punilhmentof 
God, he knoweth all that is in this Book, 'it is 
fufficient that he is witnefs between yon and me, 
he is gracious and merciful: Say unto them, lam 
- not the firft Prophet, nor the firft Apoftle that God 
hath lent, I know not what Gpd lhall determine of 
you and me, Ido but what he hath infpired into 
me, and am fent to preach the torments of Hell; 
have ye confidered in what condition ye lhall be, 
if the Alcoranbe fent from God ? Ye have renoun¬ 
ced it, but one of the Children of Ifrael is wit- 
nefs that it is lent from God, and hath believed 
in his Divine Majefty. Neverthelels, .ye are be¬ 
come proud ; God guideth not the proud. The 
Infidels fay to the Believers, If the Alcoran were

any good thing, you fliould not exceed us in obler- 
ving it,it guideth not into the wayofSalvation,itis * 
but an old Fable; the Boole of Mofes that came be¬ 
fore it, teacheth the right way, and the Will of 
God : Say unto them, the Alcoran confkmeth 
the Scfiptures fent heretofore to them that pre- 
. ceded us, it is in the Arabique Tongue ; he preach- 
ethihe pains of Hell-to unbelievers, anddecla- 
reth the joys of Paradile to the Righteous. Such 
as fhall believe - that God is their Lord, and lhall 
obey him, ought to fear nothing, they (hall fuffer 
none affliction at the Day of Judgment, they (hall • 
enjoy Paradife for the reward of their good works. 
We have recommended to man^ to honour Fa¬ 
ther and Mother , and to do good to them; his 
Mother beareth him with pain, ihe bringeth forth 
-with dolour, fhe giveth him fuck, and weaneth 
•him at the end of Thirty months ; fhe hath care 
{of him] until he be in a condition to govern him- 
felf, ana hath attained to Age of difcretion. Then 
he faith. Lord , infpire me to be grateful for the 
grace that thou haft given to my Father and Mo¬ 
ther; if I do wdl, thou wilt accept it, take care 
•of my Pofterity, I truft in thee,and delire to obey 
.thy Commandments : Their prayer lhall be heard, 

'• their fins lhall be pardoned, and they lhall enjoy 
the joys of Paradile, prepared for the Righteous. 
He that lhall fpeak to his Father and Mother in civi¬ 
lity,and lhall fay unto them in derilion,will ye bring 
me yet once more into the World after my death ? 
will ye revive me from my grave ? Many are dead 
heretofore,that arfe n ot ret um’d:He (hall be punilh’d 
of God, his Father and Mother lhall require help of 
his Divine Majefty, and fhall fay unto him, My 
Son, milery is with thee, believe in God, and in 
the Refurre&ion,the Word of God is infallible; if 
lie reply that it is an oldFable; he lhall feel the pu- 
Dd j.' nilhrnenf 
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nifliment of God, the Word of his DivioenMajefty 
(hall be accornplilhed.againft him, as it hath been 
accomplished againft. them that did. precede him 
in impiety, as well Devils as men, they (hall _ be 
damned; they (hall be in (undry. degrees of pains, 
he ihall chntife them after their, demerits ’and no 
in juftice ihall be done to, them*: It ihall be (aid ito the 
wicked that would- depart out of Hell tire. Ye ex¬ 
pelled your felicity, when ye lived in the, World, 
your punifhment was deferred until this, prefent, ye 
fhall this day be puniihed in this Fire, becaufe of 
your pride and crimes. . Remember' thou the-Bro¬ 
ther of 4ad? who preached the torments of Hell in 
the Valley of Hecaf , his words was Jjeardiin his 
time, and are c<3me to Pollerjty, viz. worlhiphut 
one God alone ; if you do other wife , I appre¬ 
hend for you the Day of Judgment: They answer¬ 
ed him. Art thou come to : harder us to adore our 
gods ? Let us fee the torments that thou preached 
to us, if thou art true: He (aid, Godknowethin, 
what time he will chaftife you;! preach to you what 
hath been appointed me to preach, but I fee that - 
ye are obftinate. When they beheld,a black cloud 
appear., which approached the place of their habi¬ 
tation, they faid, Behold a Cloud that (hall give 
us Rain; on the contrary, it is the puniihment that 
ye have demanded, it is full of an impetuous wind 
that (hall dellroy yoti through the-Command¬ 
ment of God ; in the Morning their houfes wer{j 
found empty of inhabitants. Thul God chaftifeth 
the wicked ; ye dwell in the places which they 
inhabited; they had hearts, eyes, and ears, hut 
their hearts, eyes, and ears were to them unprofita¬ 
ble; the evil which’they defpifed befel them, 
when they negle&ed to obferve the Com¬ 
mandments of God. We have dehroyed whatfo- 
ever is round aboutMecM,and have made the effects 
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of our Omnipotpncy to appear; petadv^nture the 
inhabitants thereof will be converted. The Idols 
that they worihipped, and thofe to whom 
they'facrificed, did not fave them 5 on the con¬ 
trary, they forfook them, becaufe of their blaC- 
phemies. Remember thou, that we fent to thee 
Devils, thatdefired to hpar a Ledure of the Al¬ 
coran ; when they heard thee, they faid, Hark, 
he begins; and when thou madeft an end, they 
returned jwith exceeding great fear, and laid to 
their companions, "We have heard ale&ure of a 
Book fent from Heayen after the Book of Mofes-, 
it confirmeth the anciept. Scriptures, teacheth the 
truth, and guideth the people into the way of 
•telvation. O people ! hear him that calleth you 
4o the Law of God, and to the obfervance of his 
Tpe-mmandment J; believe him, God (hall pardon 
iyour fins, and deliver you from the pains of Hell: 
fash as Ikall not hearken to him, fliall not efcape 
the parchment of their' crimes, and fliall be de- 

J irived of protedion at the day of Judgment; 

uch men are feduced from the way of fajvation. 
'Confider they not that God, who created Heaven 
-and Earth, did not labour in creating them ‘f that 
he is ableto give life and death, and is omnipo¬ 
tent ? Be thou mindful of the day that the Infi¬ 
dels fliall defire to get out of the fire of Helljit fhall 
be faid unto them, Are not the pains that were 
preached to you true ? they fliall fay, yes Lord j 
at fhall be faid to them, Tafte then the torments 
which ye have.merited through your impiety. 
Eerfevqre thou, as the Prophets thy Predeceffors 
perfevered. Be not impatient, till thou fee the 
ipuniftunent of Infidels ; they (hall fee it when 
they (hall rife again, and fliall believe that they 
■have been but an hour in . their Sepulchres : This 
is that which God hath commanded to preach;

I N the name of God, gracious and merciful 
Good works are vain and ur.prci'table to die. 
wicked, and to them that hinder their neighbour) 
to follow the Law of God ; he pardoneth their 
fins,who believe in what Mahomet hath preached 5' 
it is the very truth that proceedeth from his Di¬ 
vine Majefty, but the Infidels have followed va¬ 
nity, and the believers have embraced the truth 
Lent from their Lord : Thus God fpeaketh to the 
people in Parables. When ye fhall meet the Infi¬ 
dels in time of war, cut their necks, purfue them 
until ye take them prifoners , then bind them ; 
after this, ye fhall either give them liberty, or put 
them to ranfome, until their party fhall laydown 
arms. If God pleafed, he could give you vidfory 
without fighting, but his will is to prpve you; 
he gyideth into Paradife, them that are flain for 
the defence of his Law, and giveth them his grace. 
Oh ye that believe in God! If ye protedf the Law 
of God, God will proted you, he will confirm 
your fteps, and deftroy the Infidels, becaufe they 
have contemnedT his Commandments, and their 
good works fhall be to them unprofitable j confi¬ 
des 
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<3er they not what hath been the end of the impi¬ 
ous that were before them, and that God hath 
deftroyed them ? He lhall deftroy them in like 
manner, becaufe he protedeth the Believers, and 
Infidels are deprived of his protedion; hemaketh 
the righteous to enter into Paradile, into Gardens 
wherein, flow many Rivers. The punilhment of 
the'wicked is fometimes deferred in this world, 
they live like beafts, but the fire of Hell is prepa¬ 
red for their puniflunent. How many Cities, firon- M ecca 
ger, and more opulent than that -which they cau- 
fed thee to abandon, have we deftroyed ? They 
found no protedion. Are fitch as embrace the 
Law of God like to them that follow their own 
'appetites ? God hath promiled Paradife to them 
-;that have his fear before their eyes j there be in 
CParadife rivers of water, that receiveth no altera¬ 
tion there be rivers of milk that never corrup- 
teth, rivers of wine, favoury and delicious to the 
tafte ; rivers of honey, pure and clean; fruits of 
all forts, and the grace of God for them that (hall 
obey his Commandments ; the wicked lhall re¬ 
main eternally in the fire of Hell, where they lhall 
drink a boiling liquor, • that lhall burn their en¬ 
trails. There be perfons among the Infidels, that 
hear what thou doft preach ; when they are gone 
from thee, their Dodcrs demand of them what 
thou haft faid concerning the day of Judgment ? 

God hath hardned the hearts of fuch men, and 
they lhall never ‘follow but their own paflions. 
God encreafeth the graces of them that obey his 
Commandments, and fortifieth them in their per- 
feverance : Shall the Infidels tarry until the day of 
"Judgment furprizeth them? The figns of that 
day hath already appeared, that day lhall repen¬ 
tance be in vain : There is no God but Gcd, im- 
. |>lorefrom him pardon of thy fin > and for thefe 

men 
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men and women, that helieve in his Law?, he 
knoweth what they do day and night: If the 
Chapter of the place where Juftice is rendred, had 
not been fent,and had not made mention ofComr 
bats, thou hadft not feenthem, that doubt of the 
Law, look upon thee with eyes troubled, becaule 
of their fears of dying. Teach them obedience, 
and fpeak tothemwifh civility. Had they believed, 
and obeyed, when they were appointed to fight, 
they had performed a good work. Have ye difo¬ 
beyed ? Have ye abandoned the Law of God, to 
defile the Earth ? and to deprive your felves of 
his mercy ? God rendreth them whom hecurfeth, 
and who comprehend not the truth of the Alcoran 
deaf and blind. Have they a firm heart ? Such as 
have returned to their impiety, after having 
known the right way, were tempted of the De¬ 
vil, and particularly, when they told the Infidels 
that they would obey them in any thing, God 
knoweth all their fecrets ; what will become of 
them when the Angels fliall caufe them to dje ? 
they fliall beat them before and behind, becaufo 
they have incurred the wrath of God, and delpi- 
fed his Commandments ; their good works fliall 
be unprofitable; think they that God will never 
make manifeft their malice?If thou wilt Ji will make 
it appear, thou (halt know them by their counte¬ 
nance, thou flialt difcover them by their voice and 
Ipeech. Say unto them, God knoweth all your 
actions ; he (hall prove you, to difcover the belie¬ 
vers, and the unbelievers. The wicked, who hin¬ 
der the people to follow the way of Salvation, that 
contradid the Prophet,after they have had know- 
ledg of the Law of God, hurt not his Divine Ma- 
jefty, their adions are vain and unprofitable. Oh 
ye that believe ! obey God, and his Prophet, and 
render not your good works ineffedual through 



difobedience; he pardoneth not the wicked, who 
; fcduce the people from the way of Salvation, and 
die in their impiety: Be not faint-hearted and 
; flothful, ye (hall be vi&orious, God is with you. 
He will not deprive you of reward ; the life of 
this world is but fooliih paftime and delufion; if 
ye beKeve in God, and have his fear before your 
eyes,Hb will recompence you for your good works, 
he requireth not an account of your riches; if he 
do require [it] of you, it is to hinder’you to be 
avaricious, and to banifli ufury from among them 
that believe in his Law: Gh people! ,ye are com¬ 
manded to make fome expence for the love of 
God : He that (hall be a niggard, and avaricious 
in this occurrence, fliall be avaricious, and a trig- 
gird to hitofelf. God is rich, and ye are poor ; if 
ye ddpife his Law, he will create in your place 
other perfooS, that (hall not do like you.

| N the name of' God, gracious and merciful. We 
* have given thee a mamfeft vidoxy. God pardon¬ 
eth the fin that thou didft commit, when thou 
wert too prompt, and when thou wert too tardy, 
[to fight for his Law;] he fliall accomplilh his 
grace upon thee, he (hall guide thee into the right 
Way, and fliall powerfully proted: thee; he hath 

de- 



delivered the hearts of the believers from fear, t<S 
augment their faith $ he difpofeth the forces of 
the Heavens and Earth, he knoweth all, and is 
moft prudent. He (hall make them that lhaU obey 
his Commandments, to dwell in Gardens, where¬ 
in flow many rivers, and (hall remit to them their 
offences, this is fupreme felicity: The Infidels, the! 
wicked, thedifobedient, and un juft, that have evil 
thoughts of God, (hall beaccutfed of his Divinef 
Majelty, mifery (hall always purfue them, and his 
wrath be eternally upon them; he hath prepared 
for them the pains of Hell. God difpoleth the 
powers of the Heavens and Earth, he is omnipo¬ 
tent and wife.

He that 
lhall obey God and his Prophet, {hall dwell eter¬ 
nally in Gardens, wherein flow many rivers 3 and 
he that {hall difobey Gods Commandments, lhall 
be punilhed for his difobedience. God accepted 
Ipr a&ion that repaired to thee under the tree, 
|ne knew what they had in their hearts , he con- 
firmed their fteps, and gave them vidory, he is 
1 omnipotent and wife. God had promiled you 
great fpoil, he gave it you, and delivered you 
from the hands of the people 5 this {hall ferve for 
align of his omnipotency to the true believers, he 
will condud you into the right way 5 none but 
you could have atchieved that conqueft, he well 
knew that that was for none other, he is omrn- 
pptent: if the wicked fight 'you, they {hall fly, 
they ftiall turn the back, and find none to protefit

What, ’ 
fay they, Sha-ll w!e>die? Shall we be Earth, and 
return into the World ? Behold a very ftroog; re¬ 
turn! we know affuredly what the Earth w*H 
With us, we have a Book, wherein all is written i 
they impugn the known truth, and are in a groat; 
confufion: See they not Heaven above them, how* 
we have built it v how we have adorned it , and 
how there is no defoft > We have extended the 
Earth, raifed the Mountains, and caufed all forts 
of fruits to fpiring forth, for. a fign of our Omnipor 
tency. We have fent the bleffed.Rain from Hea¬ 
ven, made Gardens to produce Grain, pleating to 
the Reapers., and Date-trees, exceeding teach, 
ocher in-height,.to. enrichrims creatures. We. 
have given life.toltlli£idead* dry!,. and barren Earth;. 
fo fhall the dead come out'of theirfepulchres. The 
People of Noah's time, thofe that inhabited near

Ne- 
dmi ' verthelefs they are Tn doubtifthey fhall rife again. 
We created man without difficulty, we knowfcthe 
motions of his Soul, and penetrate into his hearty 
the blood into the veins of his Body. O man 1 think* 
upon theday that thou (halt fee thy gpod and evjl 
Angel near thee, at the right hand, and omthy 
left, they haveobferved and written all that thou' 
haft done; rep^fent to thyfelf death', before 
thine eyes, it is inevitable: Think on the Angel, 
that (hall found the Trumpet at the Day of theRe- 
fiirredHon; that day fhalljhe wicked behpldflyhafr 
Was promifed them, and all men ihall come be- 




fore God to be judged. Their guardian Angels 
fliall conduct them, and be the witneliesof their 
deportments: It ihall be, laid to the Infidels Be-: 
hold the day of which ye would have no thoughts; 
we have now opened your eyes, ye fhall fee this 
day more hard than Iron; ; their guardian Angels

It ihall anfwer. Is there any more ? Paradife is 
prepared for the Righteous, who Ihall have the 
fear of God before their eyes, it is promifed to 
them that (hall be converted, that (hall obey the 
Commandments of his Divine Majefty, and pef- 
fevere in their obedience. It fliall be laid to 
them, Enter ye into Paradife, exempt from all 
evil; behold the eternal day, ye Ihall have 
all that ye (hall defire, and more. How rich 
and powerful Cities have we in times part de- 
ftroyed > Their inhabitants Caught in their 
Countries places of retreat, and efcaped not the 
ptufliment of their crimes; this ought to ferve 
for example to them that comprehend it, to 
them that hear it, and to fuch that faw it. Cer¬ 
tainly we created in Six days, without difficulty, 
the Heaven and Earth, and all that is betweem 
them. Perfevete, be not impatient for the words

Lord at the entrance of the Night, the laft of 
all (hall be worfhip. Hearken when the Angel lhall 
call thee to general Judgment; that day (hall all 
the World hear the Trumpet; the people (hail 
come out of their fepulchres, and Earth (hall open 
before the eyes of men.I give life and death,and all 
the World (hall be aflembled before me to be 
Judged. This aflembly is eafie for me to accom- 
plilh; I know what the wicked fay, thou (halt 
not caufe them by force to embrace my Law: 
Teach it thofe that fear the torments prepared for 
Infidels.

his Nation; they waxed proud; and refilled the 
Commandments of their Lord; when it was 
faid to them, that the putiifhrtlent of the wicked 
was deferred to another time; but Thunder fur- 
prifed them, they faw it, they had not the power, 
to Hand on their feet, and were deprived of pro¬ 
tection. The People of Noah's time are an ex¬ 
ample of our Omnipotency, we deftroyed them, 
becaufe they were impious: We built Heaven wifh 
ftrength and virtue; I am he that giveth power 
and ftrength; we extended the Earth,' and created 
of every things Male and Female ; perhaps ye will 
conliderit.

fhall have Pages about them for their feiviee 
beautiful as polifhed pearls, they (hall dif-' 
courfe among them, concerning what they did 
before on Earth, and fay, W e were in the world, 
we and our families, with a great apprehenfionof 
the pains of hell, but God hath gratified us, he 
hath delivered us from eternal flames. They (hall 
fay moreover, we worlhipped in the world but 
one God, mod juft, and moft merciful. Remem¬ 
ber thou to preach the Alcoran ; thoCt art not in- 
grateful fop the grace of God, thou art not pofleffedjj 
of the Devil; will they fay that thou art a Poet,' 
a Rimer ? that nothing muft be expe&ed from thee 
but fables of paft Ages?

becaufe of their fins : We faved Noah in the Ark, 
well pinned, and chaulked, it floated upon the 
waters through our permiifion, to ferve for a 
token of qur Omnipotency; will any of the un¬ 
believers of this time coniider this ? Will the>- 
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confider the pttnifiiment of their crimes, and the 
pins of Hell ? We have made the Alcoran eaiie 
to be underftood, will there be any that ftudy 
it ?

them, and did caft terror into their hearts, and they 
deftroyed their dwelling places with their own 
hands, toaffift the True believers.

O 
ye that believe! obey not mine, nor your ene¬ 
mies; ye thew kindnefs to them when ye meet 
them; neverthefefs they reieft the truth that hath 
been fent unto them, and chafe away the Prophet 
and you alfo; arid that, becaufe ye believemGod 
your Lord; feek not their friendftiip; when ye 
tight againft them for my Law, I know what ye 
ought to fear, and ye know ifljiot; he that fltall 
do what is here above prohibited, followethan 
evil way ; if they have advantage over you, they 
will be your enemies, they will ftretch forth their 
hands and Tongjues againft you, they will revild 
you, and defire that you may renounce your
